shall be double the rate above stated; and where matter 
requires two justifications, without rules, a price and a half 
shall be paid; and provided further, that one dollar extra proviso.

1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of — 
the State of New Jersey, That if any person shall over-drive, 
over-load, torture, torment, deprive of necessary sustenance, 
or unnecessarily or cruelly beat, or needlessly mutilate or 
kill, or cause or procure to be over-driven, over-loaded, tor- 
tured, tormented or deprived of necessary sustenance, or to 
be unnecessarily or cruelly beaten, or needlessly mutilated 
or killed as aforesaid, any living creature, every such cruetty to ani- 
offender shall, for any such offence, be guilty of a misde- Roya 
meanor. 

2. And be it enacted, That any person who shall keep or 
use, or in any way be connected with or interested in the 
management of, or shall receive money for the admission of 
any person to any place kept or used for the purpose of Fighting ani- 
fighting or baiting any bull, bear, dog, cock, or other crea- Miacnenson. 
ture, and every person who shall witness, encourage, aid or 
assist therein, or who shall permit or suffer any place to be 
so kept or used, shall, upon conviction thereof, be adjudged 
guilty of a misdemeanor. 

3. Alnd be it enacted, 'That any person who shall impound 
or confine, or cause to be impounded in any pound or other 
place, any creature, shall supply to the same, during such 
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confinement, a sufficient quantity of good and wholesome 
food, water, and bedding, and in default thereof, shall, upon 
conviction, be adjudged guilty of a misdemeanor. 

4. And be it enacted, That in case any creature shall be 
at any time impounded or confined as aforesaid, and shall 
continue to be without necessary food, water or bedding for 
more than twelve successive hours, it shall be lawful for anv 
person, from time to time, and as often as it shall be neces- 
sary, to enter into and upon any pound in which any such 
creature shall be so confined, and to supply it with necessary 
food, water and bedding, so long as it shall remain so con- 
fined ; such person shall not be liable to any action for such 
entry, and the reasonable cost of such food, water or bed- 
ding, may be collected by him of the owner of such creature, 
and the said creature shall not be exempt from levy and sale 
upon execution issued upon a judgment therefor. 

5. And be zt enacted, That if any person shall carry or 
cause to be carried in, or upon any vehicle or otherwise, any 
creature tied or bound in a cruel or inhuman manner, he 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and whenever he shall be 
taken into custody therefor by any officer, such officer may 
take charge of such vehicle and its contents, and deposit 
the same in some safe place of custody; and any necessary 
expense, which may be incurred for taking charge of and 
keeping and sustaining the same, shall be a lien thereon, to 
be paid before the same can lawfully be recovered, or the 
said expense or any part thereof remaining unpaid, may 
be recovered by the person incurring the same of the owner 
of the said creature, in any action therefor. 

6. And be tt enacted, That every person who shall here- 
after use any dog or dows for the purpose of drawing or 
helping to draw any cart, carriage, truck, barrow or other 
vehicle, in any city or incorporated village, for business or 
other purposes, shall forfeit and pay a fine of one dollar for 
the first offence, and a fine of ten dollars for each subsequent 
offence.

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this State, to appoint suitable persons to destroy such crea- 
ture, if unfit for further use.

entitled to State care and protection while thus afflicted ;

1. BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, 'That there shall be appointed by 
the governor of this State, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate, five competent persons, one from each of

CHAPTER CCCCXXXTI. 


An act to provide for the revision and consolidation of the 
public statutes of this State. 


1. BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That Mercer Beasley, Cortlandt 
Parker, and David A. Depue, be and they are hereby ap- 
pointed commissioners to revise, simplify, arrange and con- 
solidate all the public acts of the Legislature of this State,

their final report; and that in the performance of such duty, 
they shall carefully collect and reduce into one act the diff- Duties of. 
erent acts and parts of acts which, from similarity of subject, 
ought, in their judgment, to be consolidated, arranging and 
distributing the same under such titles, chapters and sec- 
tions, or other suitable divisions and subdivisions as they 
shall deem proper, with head notes briefly expressive of the 
matter contained in such divisions, and also with side notes, 
so drawn as to indicate the contents of the text, and with 
references to the original text from which each section shal! 
have been compiled, and to the published decisions of the 
courts of this State, expounding or construing the same; 
and, in every other respect, they shall complete the said 
revision in such a manner as to them shall seem most useful 
and proper, to render the said acts more plain, concise and 
easy to be understood; provided, that no changes shall be Proviso. 
made in the phraseology or distribution of the sections of 
any statute that has been the subject of judicial decision, by 
which the construction thereof, as established by such deci- 
sion, shall or can be impaired or affected.

An act to make free the Public Schools of the State, and 
supplemental to the act entitled “ An act to establish a 
system of public instruction,’ approved March twenty- 
first, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-seven. 


1. Be Iv ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That for the purpose of maintaining 
free public schools there shall be assessed, levied and col- 
lected annually on the inhabitants of this State, and upon 
the taxable real and personal property therein, as exhibited 
by the last abstracts of ratables from the several counties, 
made out by the several boards of assessors, and filed in the 
office of the comptroller of the treasury, a State school tax 
of two mills on each dollar of the valuation contained in 
said abstracts, which tax shall be assessed, levied and col- 
lected at the same time and in the same manner in which 
other State taxes are assessed, levied and collected, and shall 
be in lieu of all township school taxes imposed by the act to 
which this is a supplement; but if the moneys received by 
any township from the tax imposed by this act shall not be 
sufficient to maintain free schools for at least nine months in 
each year, then the inhabitants thereof shall raise, by town- 
ship tax, such additional amount as they may need for that 
purpose in the same manner as such taxes have heretofore

1. Be IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That the whole capital stock of (yey hs. 
the said society shall consist of four hundred shares, of the ‘teased. 
par value of ten dollars each, with the privilege of increas- 
ing the same to five hundred shares, if the society shall here- 
after deem it advisable, by a vote of two-thirds of all the 
stockholders. 

2. And be tt enacted, That so much of the supplement Repeater. 
approved February twenty-sixth, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and sixty-eight, as is inconsistent herewith, be and the 
same is hereby repealed, and this act shall be deemed a 
public act, and take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER XX. 
An Act to incorporate the Mercer Rubber Company. 


1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That Thomas E. McDonald, Edmund 
D. Scudder, Robert S. Manning, Edward W. Scudder and 
Henry S. Little, and their successors and assigns, be and 
they are hereby created a body politic and corporate in law, 
by the name of “ Mercer Rubber Company,” for the purpose 
of manufacturing and dealing in India rubber goods in all 
their branches, and carrying on the business incident to such 
manufacture and dealing, in the county of Mercer; and for 
that purpose may purchase and hold lands, erect such mills 
and other works as may be required to carry on such busi- 
ness, and may mortgage, sell, convey or otherwise dispose of 
the same. 

2. And be it enacted, That the capital stock of said cor- 
poration shall be forty thousand dollars, with power to 
increase the same to any amount not exceeding two hundred 
thousand dollars, and shall be divided into shares of one 
thousand dollars each, which shall be deemed personal pro- 
perty, and transferable in such manner as shall be pre- 
scribed by the by-laws of said corporation. 

3. And be it enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for 
the persons named in the first section of this act, or a ma- 
jority of them, at such time and place as they shall select, 
to open books of subscription to the capital stock of said 
corporation, and whenever the sum of forty thousand dollars 
shall have been subscribed and actually paid in, it shall and 
may be lawful for the said corporation to organize and con- 
duct its business under the provisions of this act. 

4, And be it enacted, That the business of said corpora- 
tion shall be managed by not less than three nor more than 
seven directors, who shall be stockholders, and one of whom 
shall be president ; such directors shall hold their office for 
one year and until others are elected in their stead; the 
election of directors shall be at such time and place as the 
by-laws may direct, at which election each stockholder shall 
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be entitled to one vote, either in person, or by proxy, for 
each share of stock by them respectively owned. 
Oo. And be it enacted, That any buildings, land, machinery 
or other property used in manufacturing and carrying on 
said business may he received in pay ment for subscriptions Stock, how paid 
to capital stock, at a valuation agreed upon by a majority of *" 
the board of directors, and a majority of the stockholders. 
6. “ind be tt enacted, That a majority of the directors for quorum. 
the time being shall form a board for the transaction of the 
business of the said corporation, and shall have power to 
ordain, establish and put in execution such by-laws and reg- 
ulations as shall seem necessary and convenient for the 
government, management and disposition of the stock, 
effects, profits and concerns of the said corporation. 
7. Alnd be it enacted, That the said corporation hereby May be dissolved 
created may be dissolved by a general meeting of the stock- 
holders of the same, specially called for that purpose; p70- proviso, 
vided, that at least three-fourths in value of the stockholders 
shall concur therein; and upon such dissolution the direc- 
tors for the time being, or such persons as the stockholders 
shall appoint, shall be trustees for the settling all the affairs Closing attairs, 
of the company, collecting and disposing of all its property 
and assets, paying its debts, and dividing the surplus among 
the stockholders in proportion to their respective interest in 
the stock. 
8. And be wt enacted, That this act shall continue in force 
for thirty years, unless sooner repealed, and that this act 
shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER XX]. 


An act to incorporate the “ Dime Savings Bank,” of the city 
of New Brunswick, New Jersey. 


]. BE it ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That Levi D. Jarrard, Lyle Van Names of corpo- 
Nuis, A. V. Schenck, Henry DeHart, Henry Kk. How, Garret 
(x. Voorhees, Jehiel K. Hoyt, Robert G. Miller, Peter J 
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Stryker, Uriah DeHart, John V. H. Van Cleef, Henry N. 
Marsh, Adrain Vermeule, George C. Ludlow, Amos Robins, 
Joseph 38. Mulford, Jacob E, Stout, Garret Conover, John 
M. Cornell, Miles Ross, and their successors, shal! be, and 
are hereby constituted a body corporate and politic, by the 
name of «The Dime Savings Bank,” of the city of New 
Brunswick, and by that name shall be capable of purchas- 
ing, taking, holding and enjoying, to them and their success- 
ors, any real estate, in fee simple or otherwise. and any 
goods and chattels, or personal estate which shall be neces- 
sary for the purposes herein mentioned, and of selling, 
leasing, or otherwise disposing of the said real and personal 
estate, or any part, at their will and pleasure; provided, 
always, that the clear annual value of such real and personal 
estate, exclusive of the profits that may arise from any in- 
vestments in which the deposits may be made, shall not ex- 
ceed the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars. 

2. And be tt enacted, That the said institution shall be 
conducted by seven managers. elected by ballot, from 
among the number of the above named incorporators, four 
of whom shall be a quorum to transact business, and at 
least three shall be residents of the city of New Branswick ; 
and the seat of any manager who shall have neglected to 
attend for four consecutive ineetings, nay be vacated by the 
board; the managers shall meet annually on the first 
Monday in April, and choose one of their number as presi- 
dent; they shall have power to appoint a secretary, treasurer 
and such other officers as to them shall appear necessary for 
conducting the business of the institution ; which officers, so 
chosen and appointed, shall continue in office one year, or 
until others are chosen; and all officers so chosen shall be 
under oath for the faithful performance of the duties of their 
offices respectively, and shall give security, if required, for 
the faithful execution of the duties of their office, in such 
sum or sums, and such securities, as may be directed by the 
board of managers. 

3. And be tt enacted, That the board of managers shall, 
from time to time, have power to make, ordain and establish 
such by-laws and regulations as they shall judge proper for 
the election of their officers, for prescribing their respective 
duties, for regulating the times and places of meetings of the 
officers and managers, and for the transacting, managing and 
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directing the affairs of the institution ; provided, that such Proviso. 
by-laws and regulations shall not be repugnant to the con- 

stitution and laws of this State, and of the United States of 
America; and such by-laws and regulations shall be put up 

in some public and conspicuous place in the room where the By-laws to be 
business of said institution shall be conducted, and shall not °“" 

be altered so as to affect, injuriously, any one who may have 

been a depositor previous to the alteration. 

4, And be it enacted, That the said institution may 
receive as deposits all sums of money which may be offered, ae 
for the purpose of being invested, in such amounts,and at) 
such times, and on such terms as the by-laws shall prescribe, 
which shall be invested accordingly, and shall be repaid to 
the depositors, at such times, and with such interest, and 
under such regulations, as the board of managers shall, from 
time to time preseribe ; and the said institution may accept Accept trusts. 
and execute all such trusts, of every description, as may be 
committed to them by any person or persons whatever, by 
will or otherwise, or transferred to them by the order of any 
court. 

5. /ind be it enacted, Vhat it shall be the duty of the 
managers to regulate the rate of interest to be allowed to Interest on de 
the depositors, so that they shall receive aratable propor-?” 
tion, as near as may be. of the profits, after deducting there- 
from all necessary expenses snd a reasonable surplus or con- 
tingent fund; provided, that said rates of interest may, at provisc. 
the discretion of the managers, be so regulated as that the 
interest allowed to depositors having over one thousand dol- 
lars deposited shall be at least at the rate of one per centum 
per annum less than the interest allowed to other deposi- 
tors. 

6. Jind be ut enacted, That no emolument whatever shall Foe es 
directly or indirectly be received by the managers, or either 
of them, for their services, except the president, secretary 
and treasurer, and the committee of examination of pro- 
perty offered as security for loans, who shall receive such 
compensation as may from time to time be established by a Pay of officers, 
majority of the whole number of the managers of said cor- 
poration; nor shall the said institution issue any notes or bills, 
nor shall any officer or agent of the institution be allowed, Managers re- 
directly or indirectly, to borrow any money from said insti- 
tution or to use the same, except to pay necessary expenses, 
nor shall the institution take or hold any bonds, mortgages 
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or other securities for the payment of money drawn or en- 
dorsed by or existing against any officer or agent of the in- 
stitution as security for money loaned by it, unless the same 
shall have been received in payment of debts due from other 
parties. 

T, And be it enacted, That the said institution shall invest 
no money in any public stocks other than such as are 
created under the laws of the United States or of the States 
of New Jersey, New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Missouri and Massachusetts, or in stock or bonds 
of the cities of Hoboken, Jersey City, New ark, New Bruns- 
wick, and bonds of the counties of Middlesex, Union, Essex, 
Hudson, Bergen, in this State, or the citiesof New Y ork and 
Brooklyn, in the State of New York, authorized by the laws 
of the said States respectively, nor on bonds and mortgages, 
except on unincumbered real estate, worth at least double 
the amount of the sum invested, nor in stocks or bonds of 
any incorporated company whatever. 

8. /Ind be it enacted, That all certificates of evidence of 
deposit made under the hand of the proper officers of the 
institution, shall be as binding as if the same were made 
under their common seal. 

9, And be tt enacted, That it shall be lawful for the said 
institution, at their discretion, to pay to any depositor being 
a minor, such sum as may be due to such depositor, not ex- 
ceeding one thousand dollars, in cases where no guardian 
shall have been appointed for such depositor, and that the 
receipt and acyuittance of snch minor shal] be as valid as if 
the same were executed by a guardian of such minor duly 
appointed ; provided, such deposit shall have been made per- 
sonally by such minor, and not by any other person for his 
or her benefit ; married women may deposit money in their 
own names and receive their interest and dividends thereon, 
and receive ‘and withdraw the same, and such deposits shall 
not be subject to the control of the husband nor liable for 
his debts; nor shall money deposited by single women be 
subject, in case of marriage, to the use or control nor liable 
for the debts of the future husband. 

10. And be it enacted, That a book shall be kept at the 
office of the institution, in which any depositor shall be at 
liberty to appoint a person or persons to whom, in the event 
of his or her death, the muney shall be paid, if not other- 
wise disposed of by will; and all payments made to the 
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person or persons so appointed shall be a full discharge to 
the said institution. 

11. And be tt enacted, That the said institution shall not Amount of ce- 
be required to receive on deposit a less sum than ten cents, * eae 
nor to allow interest on a deposit until it amounts to one 
dollar, nor to allow any interest on the fractional part of Interest. 
one dollar, nor shall the institution be required to allow in- 
terest on the fractional parts of a month. 

12. And be it enacted, That all deposits and payments po7ks 
shall be regularly entered in the books of the institution, 
and every person depositing money shall be furnished with 
a duplicate of his or her account, in which every deposit or 
payment shall be regularly entered as soon as made. | 

13. And be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of the Report to Lexis: 
said institution to make an annual report to the Legislature 
of this State, under the oath or affirmation of the treasurer, 
and a committee appointed for that purpose by the mana- 
gers, or three or more of their number, of the state of its 
funds ; and such statement shall be published in the newspa- 7? Ve puvlished 
pers published in the city of New Brunswick. 

14. And be tt enacted, That the managers shall have the 
power to fill up by ballot at a regular meeting, after notice Vacancies, how 
of one month, any vacancy which may occur in their own body “"** 
or officers, by a vote of a majority of the managers present. 

15. And be it enacted, That the office or place of business oftce. 
of the said institution shall be in the city of New Brunswick, 
and the books of the institution shall be open at all times to Books to be 
the inspection and examination of such person or persons as ghection 
the Legislature may from time to time appoint for that pur- 
pose. 

16. And be it enacted, That this act shall be, and is 
hereby declared to be a public act, and the same shall be 
construed in all courts favorably and benignly for every 
beneficial purpose therein included; and that no misnomer 
of the said institution in any deed, grant, devise or other 
instrument of contract or conveyance shall vitiate or defeat 
the same ; provided, the institution shall be sufficiently de- Proviso. 
scribed so as to ascertain the intention of the parties: and 
provided also, that the Legislature may at any time lhere- 
after amend, modify or repeal this act. 

17. And be it enacted, That this act shall continue in force 
until repealed, and shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER XXIII. 
An Act to incorporate the Holmdel Cemetery Company. 


1. Be rr ENacTeD by the Senate and General Assembly 
a ‘he State of New Jersey, That George schanck, Thomas 
. Thorne, Jonathan Longstreet, Kortenius C. Hyer, David 
ae Jr, John *. Hendrickson and their associates, be 
and they are hereby constituted a body politic and corporate 
in Jaw, hy the name of +The Holmdel Uemetery Company,” 
the general powers and privileges of a corpcration. 

2. vind be it enacted, That the said corporation shall have 
power to purchase and hold in fee a tract of land not ex- 
ceeding fifty acres, being part of the farm of George Schanck, 
situate in the township of Holmdel, county of “Monmouth, 
state of New Jersey, adjoining the turnpike leading from 
Holtndel to Keyport. 

3. Jlnd be tt enacted, That the said corporation shall be 
composed only of such persons as shall be owners of burial 
lots in said cemetery; and in all clections for managers 
every person of full age, who shall be proprietor of a lot, or 
if there be more than one proprietor of any lot, then such 
person as the majority of joint proprietors shall designate 
to represent such lot, may give one vote for each lot owned 
by him or them. 

4, And be it enacted, That the said corporation shall have 
power to erect, on said tract of land, such buildings and 
other accommodations as the managers may deem suitable 
and necessary for the use and purposes of the cemetery ; 
and may sell, or otherwise dispose of the sub-lots or plots in 
the said cemetery, to the several purchasers or owners 
thereof, by a good and sufficient deed or deeds of convey- 
ance, under the corporate seal of said corporation, and 
signed by the president and secretary, to be used only as a 
ceinetery, with the privilege of the several avenues, walks, 
passages, and other accommodations therein and thereunto 
belonging, subject, however, to such regulations and restric- 
tions as may be established in relation thereto, by any by- 
law or ordinance of said corporation: transfers of sub-lots 
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or rights thereunto may be made by the owner or owners 
thereof by simple assignment annexed to said deed, but shall 
not be valid until the assignment is recorded on the books 
of said corporation. 

Ind be it enacted, That the altairs of said company 
shall be managed by a board of six managers; the first 
board shall be composed of the persons above named as cor- 
porators, whose terms of office shall continue until the first 
Monday in March, one thousand eight hundred and seventy- 
two, on which day, and annually thereafter, on sucht day, at 
such place, and subject to such regulations as the said corpo- 
rators shall prescribe, an election of six managers shall be 
held, who shall hold their office for one year, and until others 
are chosen in their stead.

And be it enacted, That the said corporation shall have 
sie powers. and privileges, and immunities, and be subject 
to the restrictions and limitations contained in the seventh, 
elghth, ninth and eleventh sections of the act entitled an 
act authorizing the incorporation of Rural Cemetery Asso- 
clations,” excepting the words in section seventh, on the 
map filed as aforesaid,” and the words in section eleventh, 
“a copy of which release shall be recorded in the clerk's 
office of the county within which the said cemetery shall be 
situated.” 

8. And be it enacted, That this act shall take effect im- 
mediately.

Lambert, William H. Jones and Charles McFarlan, and 
their successors, shall be, and hereby are constituted a body 
corporate and politic, having a common seal, by the name of 
“The Miners Savings Bank, of Dover, New Jersey,” and by 
that name shall be capable of taking, holding, purchasing, 
and enjoying to them and their successors, any real estate, 
in fee simple or otherwise, and any goods, chattels or per- 
sonal estate which shall be necessary for the purposes herein 
mentioned, and of selling, leasing or otherwise disposing of 
said real or personal estate, or any part thereof, at their will 
or pleasure. 

2. Ind be it enacted, That the said corporation shall be 
managed and conducted by five managers, three of whom 
shall be a quorum to transact business; the persons named 
in the first section of this act shall be the first managers of 
the corporation; the managers shall meet annually on the 
first Monday in May, and choose from their number a presi- 
dent, vice-president, appoint a treasurer and secretary, and 
any subordinate officers and agents as may to them appear 
to be necessary for conducting the business of the corpora- 
tion, and when the seat of any member of the board shall 
become vacant by death, resignation or otherwise, the other 
members of the board may fill such vacancy by the vote of 


two-thirds of their number, and all officers chosen or

order of any court, and any such trust or sums of money 
so deposited or accepted, shall be invested in the manner 
hereinafter directed, and repaid to the depositors, or their 
legal representatives, at such times and with such interest 
and under such regulations, as the board of managers may, 
from time to time, order or direct. 

5. Jind be it enacted, That the said corporation may May make in- 
invest the money left with them on deposit in no other “'™™* 
public stock than such as are created under the laws of the 
United States, or any of the States of the said United States, 
nor upon bond or mortgage, except on unincumbered real 
estate, worth at least double the amount invested, nor in the 
stocks or loans of any incorporated company whatever, but 
nothing contained in this section shall be construed to 
hinder the managers from investing a portion of their funds 
in temporary or call loans, upon approved personal or col- 
lateral security ; provided, that not more than ten thousand Proviso. 
dollars shall be so loaned at any one time. 

6. ind be 1t enacted, That no president, vice president, Officers restrict- 
or manager of the said corporation, as such, shall be entitled “” 
to or receive any emolument or compensation for his ser- 
vices, nor shall any officer or manager, directly or indirectly, 
become the hirer or borrower, or surety for any hirer or 
borrower of the funds of the corporation, nor shall the cor- 
poration take or hold the bond, mortgage, or other security, 
for the payment of moncy, which may be drawn or endorsed 
by, or may exist against any officer or manager of the cor- 
poration. 
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T. And be if enacted, That it shall be the duty of the 
board of managers to regulate the rate of interest allowed to 
depositors, so that they shall receive a just proportion of the 
profits of the business of said corporation, after deducting 
therefrom all necessary expenses aud a reasonable surplus or 
contingent fund; provided, that the rate of interest may, at

CHAPTER XXY. 


An Act to authorize the inhabitants of the township of 
Downe, in the county of Cumberland, to vote by ballot at 
their annual town meetings. 


1. BE Iv ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That the inhabitants of the 
township of Downe, in the county of Cumberland, be and 
they are hereby authorized and required to elect by ballot. Benner cof-clecs 
at their annual town meeting, between the hours of eight Time. 
o’clock in the morning and three o’clock in the afternoon, in 
the manner now authorized by law for the election of State 
and county officers, all such township officers as the inhabit- 
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ants of the said township are now, or hereafter may be, 
authorized or required to elect; and shall in like manner 
designate and fix the amounts of money to be raised by the 
said township for schools, roads and other purposes. 

2. And be it enacted, That the inspectors of election 
elected at the last general election for State and county 
officers, or at any future election for such officers, shall pre- 
side at and conduct the election at the next ensuing annual 
town meeting in said township respectively. 

3. And be it enacted, That a plurality of votes shall be 
sufficient to elect any officers at such election, and to deter- 
mine the amounts of money to be raised or specified for any 
particular purpose; and in case of a tie vote, or a neglect 
or refusal of any officer elected to serve, the township com- 
mittee shall have power to fill such vacancy at their next 
meeting after such election, and to decide between those 
having an equal number of votes, and to determine the 
amount or amounts of money to be raised. 

4. And be it enacted, That this act shall be deemed a 
public act, and take effect immediately.

CHAPTER XXVL. 


A Supplement to the act entitled “An act to incorporate the 
Morristown Institution for Savings.” 


1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly

TITLE I. 
OF THE BOUNDARIES AND CIVIL DIVISIONS OF THE CITY. 


1. BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That all that part of the county 
of Camden lying and contained within the following bounds, 
that is to say: beginning at a point in the river Delaware 
as far westerly as the jurisdiction of the State of New Jer- 
sey extends, opposite to the mouth of a stream of water 
called Newton creek, running thence easterly to the mouth 
of said Newton creek, and thence up the centre of said 
creek, the several courses thereof, to the north branch of 
said Newton creek; thence following the centre of said 
north branch of said Newton creek, its several courses 
thercof, to the middle of the Mount Ephraim turnpike road: 
thence in a northwesterly course along the middle of said 
Mount Ephraim turnpike road to the intersection of said 
Mount Ephraim turnpike road and the Stockton and Newton 
turnpike road, also known as Kaighn’s Point and Ferry 


-road; thence along the middle of the said Stockton and 


Newton turnpike road in a northeasterly direction to the 
iniddle of the White Horse turnpike road ; thence northeast- 
erly along the middle of the said Stockton and Newton turn- 
pike road to the middle of the Haddonfield turnpike road ; 
thence in a northeasterly direction in a straight line with 
the middle line of the said Stockton and Newton turnpike 
road to the middle of Cooper’s creek ; thence down the mid.

causes whatsoever, and shall have a common seal, and alter 

the same at their pleasure; and also by their corporate 
name aforesaid shall be in law capable of purchasing, hold- 

ing and conveying any estate, real or personal, for the pub- 

lic use of the said corporation; and that the said city of 
Camden and their successors shall, by virtue of this act, 
become and be absolutely and completely vested with, 
possess and enjoy all the estate and property whatsoever, 

both real and personal, which at the time of the passing of 

this act are vested in or belong to the said city of Camden, 

as now incorporated by the same name, viz: “ The City of 
Camden,” according to such estate and interest as the said 

the city of Camden at the time of the passage of this act has, 

or of right ought to have, in the same. 

2. “nd be it enacted, That the city shall be divided into Number of 
eight wards, the voundaries of which shall be as follows: 

1. All that part of the city bounded as follows: begin- First ward. 
ning at the point of intersection of the middle lines of 7 
Fourth and Plum streets, in the said city; thence westward 
along the middle line of Plum street, and continuing the 
same to the westward limits of said city; thence northward 
along said westward limit, and eastward along the northern 
limit, to the middle line of Fourth street (extended); thence 
along said middle line of Fourth street southward to the 
place of beginning, shall constitute the First ward of said 
city ;

and he shall report the same to the city council at its next 
meeting thereafter. 

15. And be it enacted, That all elections hereafter to be 
held in the said city for officers of the county of Camden, 
and for members of Congress and electors of President and 
Vice President of the United States, or for any officer or 
officers of the State or general government shall, unless 
otherwise provided for by law, be held in the several wards 
of said city, at the places therein appointed by the city 
council, and on the day or days which now are or hereafter 
may be by law designated for holding such elections; the 
polls shall be opened and closed at the hours prescribed by 
the laws of this State, and the judges, inspectors of registry, 
or other officers of election elected or appointed as afore. 
said for the several wards shall preside at and conduct all 
such elections; and the city clerks of said wards shall be 
clerks of such election in their respective wards; every 
person in said city entitled to vote at such election shall 
vote in the ward whercin he is by law so entitled at the 
time of such election, and not elsewhere; and such election 
shall be conducted according to the laws of this State regu- 
lating elections; and that the first election to be held in 
pursuance of this act for the election of city and ward offi- 
cers, shall be held at such places as shall be designated by 
the present city council of the city of Camden, and that the 
officers of election elected or appointed for the second elec- 
tion district or precinct of the North ward shall be the ofh- 
cers of election for the First ward of said city, and that the 
officers of election elected or appointed for the first election 


district or precinct of the North ward shall be the officers ‘ 


of election for the Second ward of said city; and that all 
the officers of election elected or appointed for tne second 
election district or precinct of Middle ward shall be the 
officers of election for the ‘Third ward of said city ; and that 
the officers of election elected or appointed for the first elec- 
tion district or precinct of Middle ward shall be the officers 
of election for the Fourth ward of said city; and that the 
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officers of election elected or appointed for the second elec- 
tion district or precinct of South ward shall be the officers 
of election for the Fifth ward of said city; and that the 
officers of election elected or appointed for the first precinct 
of South ward shall be the election officers of the Sixth ward 
of said city ; provided, that none of such officers shall become 
disqualified from acting as such officers of election; and that 
the present city council of the city of Camden shall appoint 
the officers of election for the Seventh and Eighth wards of 
said city for such elections, and shall provide ballot or elec- 
tion boxes for said wards. 

16. And be tt enacted, 'That the said judges and inspectors 
or other officers of election shall take the same oaths, and 
conduct such elections, and make returns thereof, except as 
hereintofore provided in reference to the annual city elec- 
tion, in the same manner as township officers of elections 
are or may be by law required to do, and shall be vested 
with the same power and authority, entitled to the same 
compensation and perform the same duties, and be subject 
to the same penalties as the like officers of the townships of 
this State are or may be by law vested with, allowed or 
subject to; and in case of the absence, death, incompetency 
or refusal to serve of any of the said officers of election at 
any election provided for by this act, such vacancy or vacan- 
cies shall be supplied in the manner prescribed by law for 
supplying such vacancies in the townships of this State; and 
the clerks of the said wards respectively, shall procure elec- 
tion boxes for the use of their wards, in such manner and of 
such description as are required to be procured by the town- 
ship clerks of this State, and be subject to the same penalties 
as township elerks are subject for neglecting to procure such 
boxe3 and keeping them in repair. 

17. And be zt enacted, That the city council shall appoint 
some fit person, at their annual meeting each year, to be 
clerk of said city, who shall hold his office for the term of 
one year, and until his successor shall be appointed, and 
the said clerk so appointed shall be ex-officio clerk of the 
city council, and in case a vacancy shall occur in said office 
at any time, the city council shall have power to fill the 
same for the unexpired term; also that the said city council 
shall have power, when assembled from time to time, to 
elect and appoint and prescribe the duties of, and under 
such regulations, conditions, restrictions as they shall think 
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proper, such other and all other subordinate officers of the 
said city, as well such as are in this act named, and whose 
appointments or elections are provided for, as those who 
are not named herein, and who may, in the opinion of the 
city council, be necessary for the better ordering and gov- 
erning the said city, for the preservation of its health, or for 
the convenience, safety and advantage of commerce and 
trade; provided, nothing herein contained shall be con- Proviso. 
strued to prevent the city council from conferring the 
power on the mayor, conjointly with the police committee 
of the city council, to appoint the police officers and watch- 
men of the city; and provided also, that the city council Proviso. 
shall not appoint any person to fill any office provided for 
in this act, the compensation for which is paid out of the 
treasury of the city, from among themselves. 

18. And be it enacted, That every person elected or ap- ficers, oaths of. 
pointed to any office in pursuance of this act, or of any law 
or ordinance of the city council, shall, before he enters upon 
the duties of such office, take and subscribe before the 
mayor, recorder, city clerk, or one of the aldermen of said 
city, or a justice of the peace, who are hereby authorized to 
administer the same, an oath or affirmation faithfully and 
impartially to execute the duties of bis office to the best of 
his knowledge, skill and ability, and such other oaths or 
affirmations as may be required by the laws of this State ; all 
such oaths or affirmations shall be filed by the city clerk in 7° <4 
his office ; the city treasurer, receiver of taxes, city solicitor 
and constables elected or appointed as aforesaid, and such 
other officers as the city council may require, shall, also, be- 
fore entering upon their duties, each give bond to the City, Bonds to be 
in its corporate name, in such sum and with such sureties °°” 
as the city council may approve, or as may be required by 
any act of the Legislature of this State, conditioned for the 
faithful performance of the duties of their respective offices; 
and if at any time the city council shall deem the sureties of 
any such officer insufficient, they shall require him to give 
additional security ; that the bonds of the constables shall be 
made to conform to the form prescribed by the first section 
of the act entitled “ An act respecting constables,” approved 
April sixteenth, one thousand eight hundred and forty-six, 
for constables’ bonds of the townships of this State, as near 
as may be, making such alterations as may be necessary to 
make it apply to the wards of the city of Camden, which 
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said bonds, after the same shall be approved hy the city 
council, shall be delivered to the clerk of the city, who is 
hereby directed and required to record and file the same in 
his office, and may be sued and prosecuted in the same man- 
ner as the bonds of the like officers of this State are or may 
be sued and prosecuted. 

19. And be it enacted, That the same notice in matters of 
election that the clerk of the county of Camden is required 
to give the clerks of the townships, shall be given to each of 
the clerks of the wards of said city. 

20. .dnd be it enacted, That the assessors, ward clerks, 
the commissioners of appeal in all cases of taxation, the con- 
stables and oversecrs of the poor of each of the wards of the 
said city, and the chosen freeholders elected in the said city 
as aforesaid, shall respectively possess the powers and _ per- 
form the duties, and be entitled to receive the same fees and 
emoluments, and be liable to the same penalties, of the like 
officer of any township of the county of Camden, to the same 
extent and in the same manner in all respects as if each of 
the wards of said city was constituted a separate township of 
the said county of Camden, as far as such powers and duties 
should be consistent with the provisions of this act; and

21. And be zt enacted, That the clerk of the ward, asses- 
sor, commissioners of appeal in cases of taxation, overseers 
of the poor, and constables hereafter elected or appointed 
as aforesaid in any ward of said city, shall, before they enter 
upon the execution of their respective oilices, severally take 
and subscribe before one of the justices of the peace, or the 
mayor, or the recorder, or one of the aldermen of the city, 
an oath or affirmation in the form now or hereafter pre- 
scribed by law for the like officer or officers in any township 
in the county of Camden, using the word “ city” instead of 
the word “ township,” and introducing or embodying into 
said oath or affirmation the name of the ward for which the 
said officer shall have been elected as aforesaid, which oath 
or affirmation so taken and subscribed shall be delivered 
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forthwith to the clerk of the city, to be by him filed and To te filed. 
preserved in his office; and in case any of the officers afore- 

said shall fail to take such oath or affirmation within the 

time prescribed by law for taking the same, or shall neglect 

to file the said oath or affirmation with the clerk of the said 

city, his office for which he shall have been elected shall be Penalty.

22. Jind be wt enacted, That any city or ward officer may Officers may be 
be removed from office by resolution of the city council for 
malfeasance, nonfeasance in office, disability, or other good 
cause, shown upon complaints, in writing, to the city council, 
setting forth such cause, and supported by one or more affi- 
davits of the truth of the facts therein alleged; provided, Proviso. 
that no such removal shall take place until the person sought 
to be removed has had an opportunity to be heard in his 
defence, nor unless four fifths of all the members of the city 
council shall vote for such removal. 

23. And be tt enacted, That each ward of said Ate shall Commissioners 
be entitled to three commissioners to take the acknowledg-°"” 
ment and proof of deeds, to be appointed in the same man- 
ner and for the same term, and to perform the same duties, 
to be entitled to the same compensation, and to be subject to 
the like penalties and restrictions as if each ward of said 
city was constituted a separate township of the county of 
Camden. 


TITLE ILI. 


POWERS AND DUTIES OF THE CITY COUNCIL, AND TIMES OF 
HOLDING MEETINGS. 


24. And bert enacted, That the members of the city coun- city council. 
cil and the councilmen elected as aforesaid shall hold an 
annual meeting in said city on the Friday following the day Times of mect- 
on which the annual city election is held, yearly and every '"* 
year, and such adjourned and special meetings as they shall 
see proper, or shall, by ordinance, direct and appoint, and 
shall meet at such place and at such times as they themselves 
shall agree upon, or by ordinance appoint and fix, and when 
met shall have power to make and adopt such rules, regula- 
tions and by-laws for their own government and the despatch 
of business, as they shall think proper. 
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25. And be it enacted, That the said city council shall, at 
their annual meeting as aforesaid in each and every year, 
elect, from among themselves, a presiding officer, to be en- 
titled «« The President of the City Council,” who shall hold 
his office for one year, and until his successor shall be ap- 
pointed, and in his absence may elect a president pro 
tempore. 

26. And be it enacted, 'That the city council shal! be the 
sole judge of the election returns, and qualifications of its 
own members, and keep a journal of its own proceedings. 

27. And be it enacted, That the city clerk shall be the clerk 
of the city council; he shall keep accurate minutes of the 
proceedings of the city council, and shall perform such other 
duties as may be prescribed for him. 

28. And be it enacted, That a majority of the whole num- 
ber of members of the city council shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business, but a smaller number may 
adjourn from time to time and compel the attendance of 
absent members; the president of the city council shall be 
authorized to call special meetings of the city council when 
the public good shall in his opinion render it necessary ; and 
on the request of eight members of the city council, one 
from each ward, in writing addressed to the president, it 
shall be his duty, or in his absence, it shall be the duty of 
the city clerk to call a special meeting. 

29. nd be it enacted, That no ordinance shall be passed 
or repealed by the city council except with the concurrence 
of a majority of all the members of the city council, and no 
ordinance shall be altered or repealed save by ordinance to 
that effect; every ordinance shall be rcad three times before 
its final passage, and no ordinance shall be finally passed 
until a subsequent meeting to that at which it may be intro- 
duced, except by a vote of two-thirds of the members of city 
council; and each and every ordinance so passed as afore- 
said, shall be published for two weeks, at least once in each 
week in the newspapers printed and published in the said 
city before the same shall take effect; and provided, that 
whenever the city council shall cauze a revision of the ordi- 
nances of the city to be made, and shall direct the same to 
be published in a printed volume, it shall not be necessary 
to publish such revised ordinances in a newspaper,

power within the said city to make, establish, publish, and 
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modify, amend, or repeal ordinances, rules, regulaticns, and 
by-laws, for the following purposes:

billiard tables and bowhng ‘alleys, and to prohibit the 
keeping of the same except by persons duly licensed ; 

V. To prohibit, restrain, regulate, and license all sports, Shows. 
exhibitions of natural or artificial curiosities, caravans of 
animals, theatrical exhibitions, circuses or other public per- 
formances and exhibitions for money, and fix the sums to be 
paid for such licenses to the city treasurer ; 

VI. To ascertain and establish the boundaries of all Streets. 
streets, avenues, highways, lanes and alleys in said city, and 
prevent and remove all encroachments upon said streets, 
avenues, highways, lanes, and alleys; 

VIL To regulate, clean, and keep in repair the streets, May regulate 
highways, avenues, lanes, and alleys, bridges, wharves, and *™* °°" 
docks in said city, and to prevent and remove obstructions 
and incumbrances in and upon all streets, highways, side- 
walks, crosswalks, bridges, sewers, drains, aqueducts, water 
ecg wharves or docks in any manner whatever; to pre- 

cribe the manner in which corporations or persons shall 
eee any privilege granted to them in the use of any 
street, avenue, highway, or alley in said city, or in digging 
up any street, avenue, highway, or alley for the purpose of 
laying down pipes or any other purpose whatever, and to 
prohibit and prevent any such use or work at such times Impravement of, 
and seasons of the year as they may designate; to direct and ee 
regulate the planting, rearing, trimming, and preserving of 
ornamental shade trees in the streets, avenues, parks, and 
grounds of the city, and to authorize or prohibit the removal 
or destruction of such shade trees, and to enforce the re- 
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moval of snow, ice or dirt, from the sidewalks and gutters 
by the owners or occupants of the premises fronting thereon ; 

VIL. To widen, level, grade, flag or re-flag, curb or 
re-curb, gutter or re-gutter, pave or re-pave, macadamize or 
gravel the strects, avenues, highways and alleys of said city, 
and the sidewalks and cutters thereof, or any of them, or 
any parts or sections of the same, and to prescribe the man- 
ner in Which any such work shall be performed ; 

IX. ''o direct the digging down, draining, filling up or 
fencing of lots, pieces or parcels of eround in said city, 
which shall be deemed dangerous or unwholesome, or neces- 
sary to carry out any improvements authorized by this act, 
to prescribe the manner in which the said work shall be 
performed, and to cause the expense tuereof to be assessed 
on such lots, tract, pieces, or parcels of ground, whether im- 
proved or unimproved, and to determine the time and man 
ner in which such assessment shalt be collected ; 

X. To prevent or regulate the erection of any stoop, step, 
platform, bay window, cellar door, area, descent into a cellar 
or basement, sign, or any post or erection, or any projection 
or otherwise, in, Over or upon any street or avenue, and to 
remove the same, where already ‘erected, at the expense of 
the owner or occupant of the premises; 

XI. To prevent and punish horse racing and immoderate 
driving or riding in any street, and to authorize the stop- 
ping and detaining of any person who shall be guilty of 
immoderate driving or riding in any street, and to regulate 
the speed and running of locomotive engines and railroad 
cars through said city, “and designate the crossings at which 
any railroad company shall be required by the city council 
to station flagmen or signals to warn travelers of the ap- 
proach of locomotive engines or railroad cars; 

XII. To prohibit the driving any drove or droves of 
horses, mules, cattle, sheep or swine through any of the 
streets of the city on the first day of the week commonly 
called Sunday, and to regulate the same at other times; 

XIII. To regulate, protect and improve the parks, public 
burial grounds, and other public grounds in said city ; 

XIV. To provide lamp and gas fixtures, and to light the 
streets, parks, and public places of every description in said 
city ; 

XV. To make and regulate wells, pumps, aqueducts, and 
cisterns in the public streets; 
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XVI. To establish and regulate one or more pounds, and Peunds. 
to restrain and regulate the running at large of horses, cattle, 
swine, and other animals, geese, and other poultry, and to 
authorize the impounding and sale of the same for the pen- 
alty incurred and the cost of keeping, impounding, and sale; 

XVII. To regulate and prevent the running at large of Dogs, 
dogs, to authorize the destruction of dogs running at large, 
and to impose taxes on the owners of dogs;

To establish a board of health, define its powers Board of health, 
and duties, and provide for the protection and maintenance 
of the health of the city;

for performing work, or furnishing materials for the city, 
shal] be made and executed ; 

XXIV. To abate or remove nuisances of every kind at Nuisances. 
the expense of those maintaining the same, and to compel 
the owner or occupant of any lot, house, building, shed, cel- 
lar, or place wherein may be carried on any business or call- 
ing, or in or upon which there may exist any matter or thing 
which is or may be detrimental, in the opinion of the sani- 
tary committee or board of health appointed or established 
by said city council, to the health of the inhabitants of the 
city, to cleanse, remove, or abate the same froin time to time, 
under the direction of the city council, as often as the said 
sanitary committee or board of health may deem necessary 
for the health of the inhabitants of the city, or in a sum-

To regulate the ringing of bells, blowing of 
steam whistles, and the crying of goods and other commodi- 
ties for sale at auction or otherwise, and to prevent disturb- 
ing noises in the streets ; 

‘XXVIIL To regulate or prohibit swimming or bathing 
in the waters of or bounding the city ; 

XXIX. To regulate weights and measures in conformity 
with the standard of weights and measures established by 
law, and to require every merchant, retailer, trader and 
dealer in merchandise or property of every description, 
which is sold by measure or weight, to cause their weights 
and measures to be sealed by the city sealer, and to be sub- 
ject to his inspection ;

sistent with the provisions of this act. 

35. And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for the said Buitdings. 
city council, by ordinance, to prescribe the character and 
stability of all buildings to be hereafter erected within the 
bounds of the said city, to direct the depth of foundation, 
thickness and materials used in the construction of the walls 
thereof, and regulate all such other matters as shall be 
deemed necessary to be observed in the construction of 
buildings, to protect and insure the health and safety of the 
citizens; provided, that no party wall shall be less than nine Proviso. 
inches in thickness. 

36. And be vé enacted, That it shall be lawful for the said Fines and pen: 
city council to provide hy ordinance for the punishment by 
fine or imprisonment, of the builders, contractors and own- 
ers, or any of them, of any building or buildings erected 
contrary to the provisions of such ordinances as shall be 
adopted in pursuance of this act, in reference to the con- 
struction of buildings in the city of Camden, and to compel 
the alteration or removal of any building or buildings which 
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shall be constructed contrary to the provisions of such ordi- 
nance, 

37. Ind be tt enacted, That the city council shall have 
power to appoint a building inspector for said city, who 
shall be a practical builder, and who shall inspect all build- 
ings hereafter to be erected in said city; he shall be ap- 
pointed for the term of three years, but shall be liable to be 
removed at any time the city council may deem proper, and 
another appointed in his stead; it shall be the duty of such 
building inspector to report all violations of any ordinance 
regulating the erection of buildings, to the city council as 
soon as can be done, and shall have authority, at all reason- 
able times, to enter any buildings in progress of construc- 
tion or erection, for the purpose of inspecting the same; and 
said inspector shall not be employed during his term of 
office, either divectly or indirectly, as a contractor in the 
construction of buildings in said city. 

a8. ind be it enacted, That the police and night watch- 
nen of said city shall be appoinied by the mayor conjointly 
with the police committee appointed by said city council, 
and hold their office under the control and at the pleasure 
of the mayor of said city and said committee; and said 
mayor and committee shall appoint a proper person to be 
the chief of police, and said city council shall define his 
duties, and that no policeman or watchman shall engage in 
any other business during his term of oflice; that whenever 
any election district of said city shall poll over seven hun- 
dred votes, the city council shall have power to divide said 
election district into precincts, and appoint the officers 
thereof until the next annual spring clection. 


TITLE IV. 


OF THE POWERS AND DUTIES OF CITY OFFICERS, AND THE 
ENFORCEMENT OF THE ORDINANCES. 


39. And be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of the 
mayor to keep the corporate seal of the city, to cause the 
laws and ordinances to be duly executed and enforeed, and 
generally to perform all such duties as may be required of 
him by law or the ordinances of said city; he may, under 
the direction of the city council, offer rewards for the detec- 
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tion or apprehension of the perpetrator of any offences 
against the city ordinances, or of any high crime or misde- 
meanor committed within the city, to be paid on the convic- 
tion of the criminal. 

40. And be it enacted, That the mayor, recorder and Mayor, recorder 
aldermen of said city, and each and every one of them shall powers of,” 
have jurisdiction in all matters of a criminal nature, and in 
all matters of a civil nature, that the justices of the peace, 
or any of them of the county of Camden now have, or here- 
after may have, such jurisdiction to be limited within the 
bounds of the city of Camden, with full power to issue pro- 
cess, and to hear, try and determine all suits at law ofa 
civil nature within the said bounds that are cognizable before 
any justice of the peace of the county of Camden, including 
cases in attachment, in the same manner and with the like 
effect in every particular, and under the same rules and 
regulations as now are provided. 

4l. And be it enacted, That whenever there shall be a Vacancy in office 
vacancy in the office of mayor, or whenever the mayor shall Recorder may 
be prevented by absence from the city, sickness, or other *™ 
cause, from attending to the duties of his office, the recorder 
of the city shall act as mayor, and possess all the rights and 
powers of the mayor during the vacancy in office, caused by 
the absence or disability of the mayor. 

42. And be it enacted, That the mayor is hereby author. Mayor, extraor- 
% : . Re inary powers 
ized, on witnessing any breach of the peace, forthwith to ot. 
commit the offender for a hearing without the issuing of any 
warrant or process; and that for the purpose of quelling any 
insurrection, riot, disturbance, or disorderly assemblage, he 
shall have control of the constables, watchmen, and police 
officers of said city, and the power to call upon the citizens 
for aid in all such cases, and when he shall deem it proper, 
to call out the militia of the said city,and employ the same in 
quelling any insurrection, riot or disturbance of the peace. 

43. And be it enacted, That the city clerk shall keep all 
the records, books, papers, and documents of the city, coun- City clerk. 
tersign all licenses signed by the mayor and the president of "™Y 
the city council, and keep the records of the proceedings of 
the city council; he shall engross all the ordinances of the 
city council in a book to be provided for that purpose, with 
a proper index, which book shall be deemed a public record 
of such ordinances, and each ordinance shall be signed in ordinances to be 
said book by the president, or president pro tempore, of “2"°* 
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said city council, and said city clerk; and copies of all 
papers duly filed in the office of the city clerk, and tran- 
scripts thereof, and of the records and proceedings of the 
city council, and copies of the laws or ordinances of said 
city, certified by him under the corporate seal, shall be evi- 
dence in all courts and places; he shall also receive and 
pay over to the treasurer all moneys, which by any law, 
ordinance, or usage, are paid to the city clerk. 

44. And be it enacted, ‘hat the police officers and con- 
stables of the said city are hereby empowered to arrest and 
take into enstody, without warrant, any offenders against 
the law and ordinances of the said city, or any person or 
persons cisturbing the peace or quiet of said city, and to 
carry such offenders before the mayor, recorder, or one of 
the aldermen of said city, who are hereby empowered and 
authorized to hold courts and take cognizance of such 
oftences, which said courts so held shall be courts of record ; 
or in case the said arrest shall be made during the right, or 
on the Sabbath day, or when the mayor, recorder or “alder- 
man, or either of them, cannot hear the sume or hold such 
courts, to confine such offender or offenders in the jail, or in 
some other safe and convenient place in said city until the 
day following, or until such time as the same can be heard, 
and then, without unnecessary delay, carry such offender or 
offenders before the mayor, recorder, or one of the aldermen 
as aforesaid ; or the.mayor, recorder, or either of the alder- 
men of the said city may arrest and apprehend any such 
offenders for offences committed in their presence, without 

warrant; or upon complaint made in writing, under oath or 
affirmation, may issue a warrant, directed to one of the con- 
stables or one of the police officers of said city, or any or 
either of them, commanding such officers to take such 
offender or offenders and bring him, her or them forthwith 
before such person issuing such warrant; and when any 
such offender or offenders shall be arrested or brought be- 
fore any such mayor, recorder, or alderman, as the case shall 
be, to proceed in a summary manner to hear and determine 
the same, and punish the offender or offenders; and if he, 
she or they, as the case may be, shall be sentenced to be 
imprisoned, then the said magistrate shall make ont a war- 
rant, commanding the officers aforesaid, or one of tuem, to 
convey such offender or offenders, as the case may be, either 
to the city jail or the jail of the county of Camden, specifying 
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in said warrant which one of the said jails, there to remain 
until the term of his, her, or their imprisonment shall have 
expired and the cost of conviction be paid ; and in case the 
caid offender or offenders shall be sentenced to pay a fine, 
then for the said mayor, recorder or alderman, as the case 
shall be, either to order the offender or offenders to be com-

pare and adjust the standard of weights and measures for 
said city, and shall certify and seal the same in the manner 
required by an act entitled ‘“‘ An act to establish a uniform 
standard of weights and measures in this State.” 


TITLE V. 
OF THE ASSESSMENT AND COLLECTION OF TAXES. 


52. /ind be it enacted, That the city council shall have Taxes, how or- 
power, by ordinance, to order the raising and cause to be what purposes, 
raised by tax, in each year, such sum or sums of money as 
they shall deem expedient for the following purposes : 

I. For defraying the expenses of lighting the streets of 
sald city ; 

Il. For supporting a day and night watch therein ; 

III. For supplying the said city with water for the extin- 
euishment of fires and other purposes, and for maintaining 
water works for the purpose of supplying said city with 
water ; 

IV. For supporting the fire engine department; Fire department. 

V. For maintaining and supporting the poor ; Poor. 

VI. For purchasing a lot or lots in said city for the pur- 
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pose of erecting market houscs, city hall, jail, and such other 
public buildings as may be necessary and convenient for the 
said city, and such other real estate as may be necessary ; 

VII. For opening, regulating, paving, flagging and gravel- 
ing the streets of said city; 

VIII. For the support of public markets; 

JX. For the payment of the interest upon the city debt 
and upon temporary loans, and such part of the principal 
thereof as may be due and payable; 

X. For defraying the contingent expenses of said city, 
and for all other objects and purposes whatever, authorized 
by this act; which said ordinance shall specify the amount 
to be raised for each purpose. 

ood. And be it enacted, That so much of the said taxes as 
shall be ordered to be raised for lighting the streets of said 
city, supporting the police therein, supplying the city with 
water for the extinguishment of fires, regulating, opening, 
paving, flagging, curbing, graveling the streets and improv- 
ing the public grounds as aforesaid, shall be assessed and 
collected upon and from all persons residing and lands 
located within the lamp and watch district of said city, to 
be by the said city council hereafter from time to time by 
ordinance established, which tax, when raised and collected, 
shall be immediately paid over unto the treasurer of the 
city, to be subject to the order of the city council. 

o4, And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for the city 
council to borrow money from time to time, in the corporate 
naine of the said city, for all purposes for which they are by 
this act authorized, to raise money by tax and secure the 
payment thereof by bond, note or other instrument of writ- 
ing, under the common seal of the city and signature of the 
mayor, and to provide by tax for the payment thereof; pro- 
vided, that no loan shall be made without the concurrence of 
at least a majority of all the members of the city council; 
and there shall not be a greater sum than seventy-five thou- 
sand dollars raised by loan in any one year. 

55. And be it enacted, That the assessors of the several 
wards of the said city shall assess upon the persons and 
property within the said city, and the receiver of taxes of 
the city shall collect the State and county taxcs by law 
directed or required to be assessed and collected within the 
said city, and also the taxes required to be assessed and 
collected for the use of the city and for the support of the 
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schools of the city, and to do all acts in reference thereto in 
the same manner and within the same time, except as here- 
inafter otherwise provided, as the assessors and collectors of 
the townships of the county of Camden are by law required 
to assess and collect the State and county taxes in their re- 
spective townships, subject (except as hereinafter otherwise 
provided) to the special provisions of the act entitled « An 
act to provide for the assessment and collection of taxes in 
the counties of Camden and Gloucester,” approved March 
fourth, one thousand eight hundred and forty-seven. 

56. And be it enacted, That the commissioners of appeal Upmmissioners

16. ind be at enacted, That the city council shall have 
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of said city, and shall have power to compel the owners of 


real estate in said city, or in such parts thereof as they by 
ordinance shall direct, to grade, pave, flag or curb the same, 
and the sidewalks and gutters thereof, or repair the same, or 
any of them, or any par@or sections of the same along and 
opposite to such owner or owners of property; and when- 
ever a majority in value of the landholders along any said 
highway, road, street or alley, or of any part of such high- 
way, road, street or alley, shall desire any street, highway, 
road or alley, or any part or sections of the same to be 
graded, paved, macadamized or otherwise permanently im- 
proved, the city council on the petition of the said owners 
of real estate on said street, or in the absence of such ap- 
plication or petition whenever thirty freeholders residing in 
any Ward of said city shall desire any street, highway, road 
or alley in said ward, or any parts or sections of the same 
to be graded, paved, macadamized, or otherwise permanently 
improved, the city council may order and direct the same to 
be done, and may appoint one or more discreet and skillful 
persons to superintend the said work, and prescribe the 
manner in which the same shall be performed, and shall have 
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power to enforce such ordinances and regulations concerning 
the same by enacting fines or penalties for not complying 
therewith; provided, that no ordinance for the purpose men- 
tioned in this section shall be finally passed by said city 
council until the petition upon which the same is founded 
shall have been presented at a regular meeting, and then 
published in full in two newspapers published and circulating 
in the city of Camden, at least three weeks, once a week, 
before the time of such passage; provided, further, that the 
corporate privileges and powers of the several turnpike 
companies within the limits of the said city shall not be in- 
terfered [with] by said city councils without the consent of 
said turnpike companies. 

Ti. /ind be it enacted, That in case any owner or owners 
of any real estate in said city as aforesaid, shall refuse and 
negleet to comply with the ordinances, in the last section 
above mentioned, and shall not grade, pave, flag or curb the 
street, alley or sidewalk thereof, or grade or repair thie 
same as may be by said ordinance directed, and in the man- 
ner prescribed, for the space of thirty days from the time 
when the same is required to be done, it shall be lawful for 
the city council to cause the same to be done and paid for 
out of any moneys in the hands of the treasurer of the city; 
and when so done they shall cause a particular statement 
and account of the costs or expense of doing said work to 
be filed with the clerk of said city; and the costs or 
expenses of performing the said work, as aforesaid, shall 
remain alien upon the real estate as aforesaid, from the time 
of performing the said work until paid and satisfied, and the 
sald city council may at their option sue for and recover the 
amount so paid as aforesaid from the owner or owners of 
such real estate, or his, her or their legal representatives, 
with interest and cost of suit, in any court of this State 
having cognizance thereof, in an action on the case in the 
name of «the treasurer of the city of Camden,’ without 
specifying the individual name of the treasurer for the time 
being, for so much money by them paid, laid out and ex- 
pended to and for the use of such owner or owners, or his 
or their legal represcntatives; and in every such action the 
said statement or account filed as aforesaid, with the proof 
of the amount paid, shall be conclusive evidence for the 
plaintiff; or cause the said real estate, or such part thereof 
as they think proper, to be advertised and sold for the 
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shortest period of time that any person or persons will pur- 
chase the same, and pay the said amount, with interest, and 
all the costs and expenses of publishing notice, advertising, 
selling and making a deed, and when sold, to execute, under 
the seal of the city, a declaration of such sale to purchaser 
or purchasers as aforesaid, in the same manner, and under 
the same regulations and restrictions, and with the like 
effects in all particulars, and with the same privileges to the 
owner or owners, the mortgagee or mortgagees to redeem as 
is enacted and provided for selling land and real estate for 
the payment of the taxes due thereon by this act; provided, 
that if any owner or owners of lots or real estate shall not 
reside in the city at the time when the said work is required 
to be done, then it shall be the duty of the city conncil, be- 
fore they shall proceed to do or have the same done, to 
cause a notice to be inserted in at least two of the newspa- 
pers of said city, and published for four weeks therein at 
least once a week, setting forth the name or names of the 
owner or owners, or reputed owners thereof, the street 
whereon the property is situate, and that unless the said 
owner or owners shall comply with such ordinance, and per- 
form the said work within four weeks from the date of said 
notice, the city council will cause the same to be done at his, 
her or their expense, as the case shall be; provided also, that 
nothing in this section contained shall be construed to affect 
any fines or penalties enacted for violating any such ordi- 
nance in the last section above provided. 

78. “ind be if enacted, That if the tenant of any lot or 
house, or real estate whatever within the said city, shall 
cause the street, alley or sidewalks thereon, in front of such 
property, to be graded, paved, flagged or curbed in obedi- 
ence to such ordinance or regulation, at his or her individual 
expense, or shall pay the amount thereof, with the interest 
and costs that shall have accrued thereon, to the treasurer of

for their intentions to take such land or other real estate 
and appurtenances, and appropriate it for such street, road, 
highway or alley, and shall treat with such person or per-

or declaration of sale made under the seal of the city for 
lands sold to pay for grading, paving, flagging, macada- 
mizing, or otherwise permanently improving any street, 
highway or alley, or any part of said street, highway or 
alley, or making gutters in and along any street, highway 
or alley of said city, or paving and grading or repairing the . 
sidewalks of any said street, highway or alley, or any deed Deed to be evi- 
or declarations of sale made under the seal of the said city, for “"” 
lands sold to pay for taxes assessed against the same by vir- 
tue of this act, if regular upon its face, shall be prima facie 
evidence of the right of the grantee, his heirs or assigns, to 
recover, hold and possess the lands therein conveyed, with- 
out additional proof of the regularity of the proceedings 
under which said sale and deed were made. 

Jo. vind be it enacted, That in advertising any real estate Advertisements, 
for sale under and by virtue of this act, in cases where the 
city are to advertise and sell, it shall be lawful to embrace 
lands belonging to different persons in the same advertise- 
ment; and at any sale so made by the city council, it shall 
be lawful for the city of Camden to become the purchaser 
of any lands so sold. 

36. “ind be it enacted, That in case of the sale of any lot 
or lots of land by the city council under and by virtue of 
this act. to satisfy the costs and expenses of doing the work 
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made a lien by said act, any mistake in the name or names 
of the owner or owners of such lot or lots, or omission to 
name the real owner thereof, shall not invalidate any pro- 
ceedings under said act, or the sale of any real estate by 
virtue thereof. 


TITLE VII. 
MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS. 


97. And be tt enacted, That upon the trial of any issue, 
or upon the judicial investigation of any fact to which fie 
city of Camden is a party, or in which the city of Camden 1s 
interested, no person shall be deemed to be incompetent as 
a judge, witness or juror, by reason of his being an inhabi-

99. And be wt enacted, That no member of the city coun- 
cil shall be appointed to or competent to hold any office, the 
salary or emoluments of which are paid from the city trea- 
sury, or be directly or indirectly interested in any contract 
the expense of which is to be paid from the city trea- 
sury, or become security for any officer appointed by said 
council, or for any contractor under the city government, 
under the penalty of five hundred dollars for each offence, 
to be recoverable by suit in the name of ‘ The City of Cam- 
den,” and the said penalties, when recovered, shall be paid 
into the city treasury. 

100. And be vf enacted, Vhat no owner or mortgagee 
whose deed or mortgage shall have been duly recorded be- 
fore sale, for any tax, , paving, grading, or any other improve- 
ment, shall be divested of his rights in such property, unless 
six months’ notiee, in writing, of such sale shall have been 
given to such owner or mortgagee by the purchaser, at such

101. And be it enacted, 'That the city council of the city Licenses to tav- 
of Camden shall have the exclusive power to grant licenses “"*“* 
to persons to keep inns and taverns and victualting houses, 
with the privilege of retailing spirituous, vinous and malt 
liquors within the said city. 

102. And be it enacted, That every application for license Applications 
as aforesaid, shall be made to said city council by the peti- gee ee 
tion of the person or persons applying for the same, stating 
that the place or premises where the said inn and tavern 
or victnaling house is proposed to be kept, and a certificate 
thereunto annexed, signed by at least twelve respectable cit- 
izens and freeholders in the ward in which the place or 
premises is, or are situate, setting forth that such inn and 
tavern or victualing house is necessary to accommodate the 
public and entertain strangers and travelers, and such per- 
son or persons is or are of good repute for honesty and tem- 
perance, well capable of carrying on the trade or business 
for which the license is requested, and well provided with 
room and other suitable convenience for the comfort and ac- 
commodation of the public, of strangers and travelers. 

103. And be it enacted, That the city council shall have License may be 
power, on every application to keep an inn or tavern or vic." 
tualing house as aforesaid, to grant or withhold the same, 
and to revoke, for cause shown, any license whatever granted 
by said city council; the said city council shall charge for 
every license granted not less than thirty nor more than two 
hundred dollars, and may attach such terms and conditions Taxes and con- 
to the license as they may deem proper, and no license shall)” 
be granted for a longer term than one year; every license 
shall be signed by the president and clerk of council, and no 
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license shall be delivered until the fee thereof shall be paid 
to the city clerk, and all moneys received for license shall 
be paid to the city treasurer for the use of said city. 

104. dnd be it enacted, That the overseers of the poor 
and the justices of the peace of the city of Camden shall 
receive the sum of ten cents each for each and every order 
of relief issucd and granted hy them in the said city of 
Camden, and no more. 

105. And be zt enacted, That hereafter the trustees of 
the Camden cemetery shall be appointed by the city council 
of said city, from among the residents of said city, and shall 
report to that body, who shall from time to time, by ordi- 
nance or resolutions, make such rules and regulations as may 
be necessary or proper for the management of said cemetery 
and all matters pertaining thereto, 

106. And be if enacted, That the laws of the State of New 
Jersey applicable to the city of Camden, shall after the pas- 
sage of this act continue to apply as now, except where the 
particular subject matter thereby reculated is otherwise pro- 
vided for In this act, or the provisions of said laws are in- 
consistent with or: repugnant to the provisions of this act, 
and that all acts or parts of acts, so inconsistent or repug- 
nant, be and the same are hercby repealed, to the extent 
that they are so inconsistent or repugnant; but nothing 
herein contained shall be construed so as to destroy, impair 
or take away any lien, claim, right or remedy acquired or 
given by any act hereby repealed, and all liens, rights, 
claims and remedies acquired or given by any act hereby 
repealed, may be collected, enforced, had and taken, and all 
proceedings that are already commenced, or hereafter may 
be commenced for the collection of any liens, or claims for 
taxes, assessments, or Improvements, acquired or given by 
any such former acts may be carried on and completed under 
any such acts in any respects in the same manner, and 
with the same effect, as though this act had not been passed ; 
and all prosecutions for any offence committed, or penalty 
or forfeiture incurred, shall be carried on in all respects in 
the same manner and with the same effect as though this 
act had not been passed, and the provisions of this act shall 
not be construed to apply to or in anvwise affect any person 
who has heretofore been elected to any office at any annual 
city election so far as relates to said office, and at the annual 
e'ection to be held on the second Tuesday of March, eigh- 
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teen hundred and seventy-two, and every third year there- 
after there shall be elected by ballot a treasurer of said 
city for the term of three years from among the citizens re- 
siding in said city and entitled to vote at such election, and 
the returns of the election of said treasurer shall be made 
out and laid before the city council and the result ascer- 
tained in the same manncr in every particular, as is provided 
in the case of the election of the mayor and other city off- 
cers of said city are respectively elected and qualified under 
the provisions of this act; and in the meantime the officers 
now in office in said city (and those who may fill any vacan- 
cles happening therein), shall continue to exercise the powers 
and fulfil the duties of their respective offices; any unfinished 
business in the hands of any officer may be. completed by 
him, notwithstanding the expiration of his term of office, 
when the city council shall by resolution so provide. 

107. And be it enacted, That the city council may order 
and direct any of the streets or highways of said city through 
which the lines dividing the wards of said city shall run, or 
any part or section thereof to be paved, macadamized or 
permanently improved, or culverts to be constructed under 
such streets, highways, or sections thereof, whenever ten 
persons from each ward in which such paving shall be re- 
quired to be done, or culvert constructed, shall petition city 
council therefor; and that the costs and expenses for doing 
said work shall be assessed, apportioned and collected in 
the same manner as hereinbefore provided, and the costs and 
expenses of such culverts shall be assessed and apportioned 
upon the lands in the several districts, for underground 
drainage, through which said culverts shall be constructed, 
in the same manner as hereinbefore provided. 

108. And be it enacted, That a committee of councilmen 
of said city, consisting of one from each ward of said city, 
to be appointed by said city council and the township com- 
mittee of the township of Newton, be and they are hereby 
empowered to meet on the first Monday of April next, in 
the council chamber, at the city hall, in said city, at the hour 
of ten o'clock in the forenoon of that day, and then and 
there proceed ratably to impose, divide and apportion the 
liabilities, funds, revenues, and estates of said township of 
Newton, hereby divided between the said city of Camden, 
and the residue of the said township of Newton, in propor- 
tion to the taxable property and ratables as taxed by the 
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assessor of the township of Newton, at the last annual assess- 
ment; and the city of Camden shall be liable to pay their 
just proportion of the debts as reported at the last annual 
town meeting of said township of Newton; and should any 
such township committee or committees to be appointed by 
said city council as aforesaid, or members of either of said 
committees, fail to attend, then a majority of the members of 
each committee may proceed to make such division and ap- 
portionment, setting forth the same in writing for publica- 
tion in first subsequent annual report of said city and 
township, and such convention of the committees or mem- 
bers thereof, shall have power to adjourn from day to day 
until the completion of said division be made, and their de- 
cision, or the decision of a majority of them, shall be conclu- 
sive and final, and the passage of this act shall be sufficient 
notice of the time and place of such meeting. 

109. 4nd be it enacted, Vhat this act shall be deemed 
and taken to be a public act and shall take effect on the first 
day of March next.

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CHAPTER XUITI. 


A Further Supplement to an act entitled “An act to incor- 
porate the Barnegat Railroad Company,” approved the 
twenty-second day of March, A. D. one thousand eight 
hundred and sixty-six. 


1. Be iT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That the title of the aforesaid Sorpirstesname 
act, to which this is a further supplement, shall be and hereby oer 
is changed from the ‘* Manchester and Barnegat Bay Railway 
Company,” as provided by a former supplement to said act, 
approved on the thirty-first day of March, one thousand eight 
hundred and sixty-nine, to ‘‘ An act to incorporate the Tuck- 
erton Railroad Company,” and that the name of the corpo- 
ration thereby created shall be “The Tuckerton Railroad 
Company ;” and that all contracts heretofore made by said Contracts bind- 
corporation, in or by any other name or names, shall be valid ‘"* 
and binding on the parties thereto, the same as if this act 
had not been enacted; but all suits and actions thereon that 
shall be instituted by or against said corporation, shall be in 
the name of the Tuckerton Railroad Company; provid.2d, proviso, 
that any suit or action now pending by or against said cor- 
poration shall be in no wise affected hereby.

pany, which, by that name, shall be subject to all the con- 
ditions, restrictions, limitations and provisions contained in 
said original act and its former supplements. 

3. nd be tt enacted, That it shall be lawful for the said May construct 
Tuckerton Railroad Company, after having constructed a ™™hralras 
railroad from the village of Tuckerton, in the county of Bur- 
lington, to any other point or place authorized by said origi- 
nal act or former supplements, to connect therewith and to 
lay out and construct therefrom as many and such branch 
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railroads in the said county of Burlington assaid company shalt 
shall think proper; provided, that the said branch railroads 
shall all be situated east of the present route of the New Jersey 
Southern Railroad, and shall not cross the said railroad ; 
and for that purpose it is hereby invested with all the neces- 
sary rights, powers, privileges and franchises for the laying 
out, constructing and operating said branches, and for the 
use and enjoyment thereof; but that, in the exercise of such 
rights, powers, privileges and franchises, either in the laying 
out, constructing and operating said branches, or in their 
enjoyment and use, the said company shall in all things con- 
form and be subject, as nearly as may be, to all the condi- 
tions, provisions, limitations and restrictions contained in 
the said original act and its prior supplements; except that 
in all assessments of damages which any land owner will 
sustain by reason of the construction across his lands of any 
railroad authorized by said original act and prior supple- 
ments, or by this act, the commissioners or jury making such 
assessment or assessments shall take into consideration and 
make allowance in favor of said company for all advantages 
which such land owner will derive to his said land by reason 
of the construction of snch railroad across the same. 

4, And be it enacted, That the limitation of one hundred 
feet in width of land, as provided in the sixth section of the 
act to which this is a supplement, shall not apply in places 
where the nature of the ground requires a greater width for 
the slopes of cuts and embankments. 

5. And be it enacted, That in case of an appeal heretofore 
or hereafter taken to the inferior court of common pleas of 
the county in which land taken for the said company’s rail- 
roads hes, from the decision and award of the commissioners 
appointed by virtue of thre seventh section of the act to which 
this 1s asupplement, to assess the price or value of land taken 
or to be taken by said railroad company, or in case any 
owner or owners of such land shall, before an appeal is taken, 
be unwilling or refuse to receive the amount of the award 
and decision of said commissioners, or of a majority of them, 
it shall and may be lawful for the said railroad company to 
pay into the said inferior court of common pleas, or to the 
clerk thereof, the amount of the award of the said commis- 
sioners, or a majority of them; and after the said payment 
into said court or to the said clerk, it shall be lawful for said 
railroad company immediately to enter into possession of the 
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said land, the price or value of which has been or shall be 
assessed by the commissioners, and construct thereon their 
railroad and whatever may appertain thereto. 

6. And be it enacted, That the sum so paid into the said 
inferior court of common pleas, or to the clerk thercof, shall, 
in case of an appeal heretofore or hereafter taken, to be held 
until final judgment rendered on said appeal, or in case no 
appeal is taken until the time limited by law for ping an 
appeal expires, when, as the case may be, the said amount, 
or so much thereof as shall be necessary should the jury on 
appeal find a less sum, shall be paid by the order of the 
court to the owner or owners of said Jand entitled thereto. 

7. And be tt enacted, That upon the payment of said 
money into the said inferior court of common pleas or to the 
clerk thereof, if the jury on appeal should not find a greater 
sum than said commissioners, or in case they do find a greater 
sum, upon the payment of the excess, including costs, over 
what has been paid into said court or to said clerk, to the 
person or persons entitled thereto, or into said court or to 
the clerk thercof, or in case of the payment of the amount 
of any award into the court of chancery or to the clerk 
thereof, pursuant to the eighth section of the act to which 
this is a supplement, the said corporation shall thereupon be 
deemed to be seized and possessed in fee simple of all such 
lands and real estate appraised. 

8. And be it enacted, That it shal! be lawfnl for said com- 
pany to purchase, procure and operate steamboats and 
other vessels, for the transportation of passengers and mer- 
chandise between the termini of any of its railroads in the 
said counties of Burlington or Ocean, and the cities of New 
York, Philadelphia and other ports and places bordering on 
the Atlantic ocean, cr on the navigable waters emptying 
into the same, and charge therefor such reasonable fare and 
freight as may be agreed upon. 

9. and be it enacted, That this act shall take effect imme- 
diately.

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CHAPTER LX. 


An Act to incorporate the Alexandria Vigilant Society, for 
detecting horse thieves, and mutually insuring horses and 
mules stolen. 


1. BE ir ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That the “ Alexandria Vigilant Tite. 
Society,” for detecting horse thieves, and mutually insuring 
horses and mules stolen, in the county of Hunterdon, is 
hereby erected into a body politic and corporate, in deed 
and in laa, by the name, style and title of The Alexandria 
Vigilant Society, for detecting horse thieves, and mutually Objects. 
insuring horses and mules stolen; and by the same name 
shall have perpetual succession, and be able to sue and be 
sued in all the courts of New Jersey and elsewhere; and 
shall be able to purchase, receive, have, hold and enjoy to 
them and to their successors, lands, tenements, heredita- 
ments, rents, annuities, franchises, goods and chattels of 
what nature, quality or kind soever, real, personal or mixed, 
or choses in action, and shall have power the same from 
time to time to sell, grant, alien and dispose of, and also to 
ordain, establish and put in execution such subordinate laws Powers. 
and regulations as shall appear necessary and convenient 
for the government of the said corporation, not being con- 
trary to the constitution of the United States or of this 
State, and generally to do all and singular such matters and 
things which to them it shall lawfully appertain to do for 
the well being of the said corporation and the proper man- 
agement of its affairs. 

2, And be it enacted, That this society shall consist of all Members. 
such persons as are now members or shall hereafter be 
admitted as such, agreeable to the by-laws of said society. 

3. And be it enacted, That the officers of said society shal] Officers. 
consist of a president, a secretary, a treasurer, and five direc- 
tors, and ten suitable persons to be denominated as pursuers, 
to be elected by the members of the society. 

4, And be it enacted, That the officers enumerated by this 
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act shall be chosen by ballot, at a general meeting of the 
said society, on the last Saturday of December, annually, to 
continue in office for one year, or until their successors be 
elected. 

5. And be it enacted, That the funds of the society shall 
be exclusively appropriated to the payment of rewards 
offered for, and the expenses incurred in detecting horse 
thieves, and insuring horses and mules stolen, and defraying 
the necessary costs attending the meetings of the society. 

6. And be it enacted, That the Legislature reserves the 
right to alter, amend or annul the charter at any time 
hereafter.

subscribers to the funds for the purchase of said land and 
erection of said school house, have long since departed

CHAPTER CXXII. 


Supplement to an act entitled “An Act for the improvement 
of the town of Keyport, in the county of Monmouth,” 
approved March seventeenth, one thousand eight hundred 
and seventy. 


1]. Be ir ENacreD by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That the words “by printed 
notices put up in at least twenty-five of the most public 
places in the said town, or published in one or more news. 
papers published in said town,” be inserted immediately 
after the words “ before such election,” in the twentieth line 
of the third section of the act to which this is a supple- 
ment. 

2 And bert enacted, That the board of commissioners 
mentioned in the act to which this is a supplement, shall have 
full power to order and direct the laying of such suitable 
curbs, gutters and sidewalks along the streets of the town of 
Keyport, as they may, from time to time, deem necessary ;

the streets of said city without the consent of the common 
council of the city of Trenton, being first had and obtained 
by an ordinance of the common council; and if the 
said railroad shall be located on any public strect or 
highway, except for the purpose of crossing the same, 
in any township in the county of Mercer, the said com- 
pany shall not lay any rails along such street or high- 
way without first obtaining the consent in writing of the 
township committee of said township, or a majority of them, 
to lay the same, which consent shall be filed in the office of 
the clerk of the county of Mercer: provided, however, that 
where said railroad shall cross any public street, lane or 
alley in the said city of Trenton, the said company shall 
construct their crossings in such manner and under such 
regulations as the common council of said city shall from 
time to time direct: and, provided further, that in crossing 
any railroad, public street or highway, in the township of 
Kwing, in the county of Mercer, the said railroad hereby 
authorized to be constructed, shall construct their crossings 
and connections in the best and most approved manner, 
so as not materially to interfere with or obstruct the travel 
thereon. 
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1. nd be it enacted, That the rails used by the said com- 
pany shall be of the pattern and shape now used by the 
Fifth and Sixth Street Passenger Railroad Company of the 
city of Philadelphia or equally approved pattern, which

owners along said streets, other than the maintenance and 
repair of said strects as aforesaid.

12. .dnd be tt enacted, That if any person shall wilfully or 
maliciously injure the said road, or any buildings, cars, vehi- 
cles, animals or works of said corporation, such person or 
persons shall forfeit and pay therefor to the corporation 
three times the amount of damages sustained by means of 
such injury, to be recovered in the nae of the corporation, 
with costs of suit, in any court having cognizance of the same. 

13. And be it enacted, That said company shall have 
power to connect with any other horse railroad now built or 
that may hereafter be built and established by any com- 
pany or incorporation, aud to make contracts and engagements 
with them or with individuals, for operating such railroad, 
upon such terms and conditions as shall be agreed between 
them, and not inconsistent with their respective charters. 

14. Ind be it enacted, That the said corporation shall 
have power to borrow such sum or sums of money, from 
time to time as shall be necessary to build, construct, repair 
or equip said road, and to secure the payment thereof by 
bond or mortgage or otherwise on the said road, lands,

A Supplement to an act entitled “ An Act to incorporate 
the Englewood Dock and Turnpike Company,” approved

1. Be IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That the said the Englewood Dock 
and Turnpike Company is hereby authorized to establish, 
maintain and operate a ferry or ferries, from their dock or 
docks at or near Englewood, township of Hackensack, and 
county of Bergen, on the New Jersey shore of the Hudson 
river to the New York shore on said river, at such point or 
points as may be convenient and advisable, and for that pur- 
pose to construct such slips, piers and bulkheads, with all 
proper improvements and appliances as may be necessary, 
keeping within the bulkhead and pier lines established 
by law. 

2. And be it enacted, That the said company may also own 
and construct proper ferry boats, or cause the same to be 
constructed and operated, or may charter such boats, from 
time to time as may be necessary to establish and keep up 
communication between the piers and slips of said company 
and the New York shore. 

3. And be it enacted, That the said company is hereby 
authorized to establish and maintain a stage or omnibus and 
express route, to and from their dock or docks, slips and 
piers, over their turnpike as built by them, and as connected 
with Palisade avenue, Englewood aforesaid, to and over 
said avenue the entire length of the same for the carriage of 
passengers and freight, and for that purpose may own and 
construct, purchase or hire such omnibuses, coaches and 
vehicles as may be necessary, and may own and operate the 
same with such motive power as may be most expedient, and 
may own and control all such real and personal property, 
and do all acts and things as may be necessary to carry out 
the proper intention of this act. 
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4. And be tt enacted, That the said company may make, 
demand, collect and receive such reasonable and proper 
fares, tolls, fees and charges, for the carriage and transpor- 
tation of freight and passengers by their ferry or ferries, 
and by their stages, omnibuses, coaches, vehicles and ex- 
presses, and may make all lawful rules and regulations con- 
cerning such carriage and transportation, and the time or 
times thereof, as from time to time they shall deem expedient 
to establish. 

5. “Ind be it enacted, That the said company mzy issue 
special stock or stocks to represent any investment or invest- 
ments made by its stockholders in the stage or omnibus and 
express enterprise, or in the ferry or ferries enterprise, or 
in both together, and may designate and regulate the same, 
by such name or names, or other particulars, as shall dis- 
tinguish and separate the same from other stock or stocks of 
said company. 

6. And be zt enacted, That the said company may mort- 
gage or pledge its real or personal property for any amount 
not exceeding two-thirds of the actual value or considera- 
tion thereof. 

7. ind be it enacted, That the principal place of bnsiness 
of said company and its principal office shall be at or near 
Kinglewood, in the township of Hackensack aforesaid. 

8. dnd be it enacted, That the said company may increase 
its capital stock or stocks not to exceed the amount of one 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars altogether, by filing a 
certificate or certificates by the board of directors from time 
to time of such increase, in the office of the secretary of the 
State, whereupon the said capital stock or stocks of said 
company shall be considered as increased to the extent men- 
tioned in such certificate or certificates.

1. BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That the said city of Camden shall city of Camden 
have the exclusive right of furnishing water to the citizens of te" en 
Camden and the people in the town of Pavonia, in the town- 
ship of Stockton, in the county of Camden; and to this end 
the said city of Camden is hereby authorized and empowered 
to purchase, take, hold, enjoy, convey and dispose of all such 
real and personal estate as may be necessary therefor; and Powers of.

kind that may be necessary and useful! for such purpose ; 
and that the said city of Camden shall have full power and 
authority to lay and relay their water pipes under any of 
the streets of said city, or under any of the public roads and 
highways leading from the town of Pavonia, and through 
the streets of Pavonia aforesaid; and also to lay and con- 
duct their said pipes across Cooper’s Creek; provided, always, proviso. 
the same shall not in any way interfere with or obstruct the 
navigation of said creek; and provided, also, that no private 
property shall be taken, occupied or used by said city of 
Camden without the consent of the owner thereof shall be 
first had and obtained. 
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2. wind be it enacted, That the said city of Camden may 
sell and dispose of the water so procured by it upon such 
conditions and tor such rents as the city council of said city, 
or the persons or officers, or committee authorized by said 
city council, may, from time to time, prescribe; and that 
such rents shall draw interest at the rate of twelve per 
centum per annum from and after the time when they shall 
become due. 

3. And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for the 
city council of the city of Camden to elect or appoint any 
and all officers, agents, engineers, employees or committee- 
men, that they may deem necessary to be employed in and 
about the water works of said city, to define their duties, 
regulate their compensation, and provide for their removal ;

reasonable hours, to enter any dwelling or other place where 
the water so furnished by said city of Camden is taken or 
used, and where unnecessary waste thereof is known or sus- 
pected, and examine and inquire into the cause thereof;

teemen shall have full power to examine all service pipes, stop- 
cocks and other apparatus connected with the water supply 
or drainage works, for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
the same are of the character and dimensions, and fixed in 
the manner directed in the permits issued therefor: and if 
any person or persons shall refuse to permit such examina- 
tions, or oppose or obstruct any such officers, engineers,

Campbell, Hugh Holmes, Farrand C. Kitchell, Silas 8. Wil- 
liams, William D. Dusn, Joseph Feder, John A. Miller, 
John D. Mitchell, Jacob G. Doremus, Aaron QO.

Dean, William M. Ilitf, Christo- 
pher Roberts, John Toler, and their successors, shall be and 
are hereby constituted a body corporate and politic by the 
name of « ‘The People’s Savings Institution,’ and by that title. 
name shall lie capable of purchasing, taking, holding and Powers. 
enjoying to them and their successors, any real estate, in fee 
simple or otherwise, and any goods, chattels, or personal 
estate, which shall he necessary for the purposes herein 
mentioned, and of selling, leasing, or otherwise disposing of 
the said real estate, or any part thereof, at their pleasure ; 
provided, always, that the clear annual value of such real Provise. 
and personal estate, exclusive of the profits that may arise 
from the interest accruing upon investments or upon the 
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sale of any investments in which the deposits may be made, 
shall not exceed the sum of ten thousand dollars. 

2. And be it enacted, That the said institution shall be 
conducted by thirty managers, twenty of whom, at least, 
shall be residents of the city of Newark; seven of the man- 
agers shall ve a quorum to transact business, and the seat 
of any manager who shall have neglected to attend for four 
successive meetings, may be vacated by the board; the per- 
sons mentioned in the first section of this act shall be the 
first managers of the institution; the managers shall, 
annually, on the first Monday in May, choose one of their 
number as president; they shall have power to appoint a 
secretary, treasurer, and such other officers as to them shall 
appear necessary for conducting the business of the institu- 
tion, which officers, so chosen and appointed, shall continue 
in office one year, and until others are chosen; and all offi- 
cers so chosen shall be under oath for the faithful perform- 
ance of the duties of their offices respectively, and shall give 
security, if required, for the faithful performance of the 
duties of their office, in such sum or sums, and with such 
sureties as may be directed by the board of managers.

5. Jind be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of the 
managers to regulate the rate of interest to be allowed to 
the depositors, so that they shall receive a ratable propor- 
tion, as near as may be, of the profits, after deducting there- 
from all necessary expenses, and a reasonable surplus or 
contingent fund ; provided, that said rates of interest may, at 
the discretion of the managers, be so regulated that the 
interest allowed to depositors having more than five hun- 
dred dollars deposited may be at least one per centum less 
than the interest allowed to other depositors, and that no 
interest or dividend, on account of said surplus fund, shall 
be allowed for money which shall have been withdrawn 
from deposit.

issue any notes or pills, nor shall any manager, officer or 
agent of the said institution be allowed, directly or indi- 
rectly, to borrow any money from the said institution, and 
all compensation to be allowed to managers, shall be first 
determined upon by the board of managers. 

T. And be it enacted, That the said institution may invest 
money in the stocks created under the laws of the United 
States, and in the stocks and bonds issued by the several 
States, and also in such bonds as may be issued by the 


several counties, and cities, and townships in the States of 


New York, New Jersey and Pennsylvania, under the laws 
thereof; and also may make temporary loans upon personal 
securities, with pledges of collateral securities, at least 
double the value of the amount loaned ; provided, that the 
amount thus loaned shall at no time exceed twenty per 
centum of the whole amount of assets; and said institution 
shall loan no inoney on bonds and mortgages, except on 
unincumbered real estate worth at least double the amount 
of the sum invested nor in the stock or loans of any incor- 
porated company whatever. 

And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for the in- 
stitution, at their discretion, to pay to any depositor being 
a minor, such sum as may be due to such depositor, not 
exceeding five hundred dollars in cases where no guardian 
shall have been appointed for such depositor, and that the 
receipt and acquittance of such minor shall be as valid as if 
the same were executed by a guardian of such minor duly 
appointed ; provided, such deposit shall have been made per- 
sonally by such minor, and not by any other person for his 
benefit; married women may deposit money in their own 
hames, and receive the interest or dividend thereon, and 
receive and withdraw the same; and such deposit shall not 
be subject to the control of the husband or liable for his 
debts; nor shall moneys deposited by a single woman be 
subject, in case of marriage, to the use or control, nor liable 
for the debts of the future husband. 

10. And be it enacted, That a book shall be kept at the 
office of the institution, in which any depositor shall be at 
liberty to appoint a person or persons to whom, in the 
event of his or her death, the money due shall be paid, if 
not otherwise disposed of by will, and all payments made to 
the person or persons so appointed shall be a full discharge 
to said institution. 

11. And be it enacted, That the institution shall not be 
required to receive on deposit a less sum than one dime, nor 
to allow interest on the fractional part of a dollar, nor shall 
the institution be required to allow interest on the fractional 
part of a month. 

12. And be it enacted, 'That all deposits and payments 
shall be regularly entered in the books of the institution, 
and every person depositing shall be furnished with a dupli- 
cate of his or her account, in which every deposit or pay- 
ment shall be regularly entered as soon as made.

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become associates of the Relief Fire Engine Company, of

CHAPTER CLAVIII. 


An Act to create the Association of Exempt Firemen of © 
Jersey City. 


WHEREAS, the firemen of Jersey City were constituted a 
body politic and corporate, under the name, style and 
title of «The Firemens’ Fund Association of Jersey City,” 
for the purpose of administering to the wants of sick and 
disabled firemen, and their widows and orphans, of Jersey 
City, prior to consolidation ; AND WHEREAS, the said asso- 
ciation have collected and received under said act, a 
large amount of money from the firemen and others of 
said city, as constituted prior to said consolidation; there- 
fore, 

1. Be ir pNacTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That Jacob Z. Marinus, John 
Egan, Frederick T. Farrier, Jolin T. Denmead, John B. 
Haight, William Howeth, William A. Fisher, John McGuig- 
an, Thomas W. Tilden, Henry C. Hutton, William Hughes 
and others, and their successors, be and they are hereby con- 
stituted a body politic and corporate, under the name and 
title of “The Exempt Firemen’s Association of Jersey City,’’ 
and as such shall sue and be sued, and have all the corpo- 
rate powers that corporations of like kind have under any 
laws of this State. 

2. And be it enacted, That the fund now controlled by 
The Firemen’s Fund Association of Jersey City, shall be 
transferred by the said Firemen’s Fund Association of Jer- 
sey City to the Association of Exempt Firemen hereby cre- 
ated, to be applied by said Association of EKxempt Firemen 
to the relief of widows and orphans, and aged and infirm 
inembers of the fire department of Jersey City, belonging 
to companys now or heretofore located and comprised in the 
first eight wards of said city, of the volunteer fire depart- 
inent of said city, lawfully exempt from said volunteer fire 
department, and for no other purpose. 

3. And be it enacted, That said fund shall be kept invested 
as at present invested, until the corporation hereby created 
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shall order otherwise, or until the trustecs herein created 
shall come into the possession of the said fund. 

4. And be it enacted, That the corporation herein cre- Powers. 
ated shall have power to pass such by-laws, and create and 
maintain such seal for the said corporation, as from time to 
time shall be necessary for the transaction of such business 
ordered and directed by this act, not repugnant to or incon- 
sistent with the laws of this State or the United States. 

3. And be it enacted, That the incorporators herein Offcers. 
named, on their first meeting of organization after the pas- 
sage of this act, shall elect from their body a board of trus- 
tees and treasurer, whose duty it shall be to receive from Duties of. 
the Firemen’s Fund Association, all moneys, decds, bonds, 
mortgages or evidences of indebtedness, and receipts and 
‘acquits in the law, all officers of said association having the 
same in their possession, and paying or handing the same 
over to the said trustees for the use of the said Exempt 
Firemen’s Association, and the said trustees shall hold the 
same in their name until their successors are duly elected 
and qualified by the association herein created, as provided 
for in their by-laws. 

6. nd be it enacted, That all laws and parts of laws Repealer.

duties of companies for manufacturing and other purposes,” 
approved March second, one thousand eight hundred and forty- 
nine, and their successors and assigns, be and they are hereby 
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constituted a corporation and body politic, by the name and 


style of « The Lambertville Paper “Manufacturing Company,” Title 
and by that name the said corporation shall have power and Powers,

Oram, in the county of Morris, have formed themselves 
into an association or society, to which they have given 
the name of ‘The Miners and Mechanics’ Benevolent 
Institution, of Port Oram, New Jersey,’ the object of 
which is to create a fund to be applied towards the relief 
or support of such members thereof as shall by sickness, 
accident, or bodily infirmity, or other cause, be rendered 
incapable of attending to their usual occupation or call- 
ing, and also towards the decent interment of deceased 
members; AND WHEREAS, it is believed that an act of 
incorporation will promote the objects of the society and 
add to the security of its property; therefore, 

1. BEIT ENACTED dy the Senate and General Assembly of 

fhe State of New Jersey, That John Andrewarth, Thomas Corporators 

Morcom, Thomas Tyacke, Frederick Rowe, John Flarity, 

William Jane, William Rowe, Peter M. Rickard, Thomas 

Howton, John Howton, John Batten, and all such other per- 

sons as now are or shall hereafter become members of said 

society, be and they are hereby constituted and declared to 

be a body politic and corporate, in fact and in law, by the 

name, style and title of «The Miners and Mechanics’ Title. 

Benevolent Institution, of Port Oram, New Jersey,” and by 

that name they and their successors shall have continued 

succession, and be persons in law capable of suing and 
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being sued, pleading and being impleaded, answering and 
being answered unto, defending and being defended, in all 
the courts of law and equity whatsover, in all manner of 
actions, suits, matters, complaints and causes whatsoever ; 
and that they and their successors may have and use a 
common seal, and shall have power to change and alter the 
same at pleasure; and by their name aforesaid, and under 
their common seal, may make, enter into, form and execute 
any contracts or agreements relating to, touching or con- 
cerning the objects of said incorporation. 

2. Ind be it-enacted, That for the more effectual accom-

1 Be 1t ENacTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That it shall be lawful for 
the said «The Board of Chosen Freeholders of the county 
of burlington,” to provide for the payment of said indebt- 
edness, and of any further indebtedness that may be incur- 
red by said board in executing the legal purposes, objects, 
business and affairs of said county, by issuing bonds in the 
corporate name and under the corporate scal of said board, 
to be signed by the dircctor of said board, and attested by 
their clerk, for an amount not exceeding in the aggregate 
the sum of five hundred thousand dollars, and the said bonds 
to be for such sums, and payable at such time or times as 
the said board shall deem proper, not exceeding twenty

WHEREAS, in consequence of the increasing population of 
that part of Hudson county lying on the east bank of the 
Passaic river, known as East Newark, it is desirable to 
have free communication by bridges between the city of 
Newark and the east bank of said river, opposite thereto; 
and to extinguish by purchase all exclusive privileges in 
building and maintaining toll bridges over said river, 
enjoyed by the proprietors of the bridges over the rivers 
Passaic and Hackensack; therefore, to enable the same 
objects to be carried out and accomplished, 

1. Be iT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That Beach Vandeerpool, Isaac 
Van Wagenen, Thomas E. Bray, William H. McClave and 
John Van Voorst, Nehemiah Perry, Peter 8. Duryea, Mar- 
tin A. Howell, Isaac W. Scudder and A. L. Dennis, or a 
majority of them, be hereby appointed commissioners with 
full power and authority, by contract with the proprietors 
of the bridges over the rivers Passaic and Hackensack, to 
purchase and acquire for the public use of the counties of 
Essex and Hudson, the toll bridge now erected across the 
Passaic river, at the foot of Bridge street, in the city of 
Newark, together with the exclusive franchise enjoyed by 
the said proprietors to establish and maintain bridges across 
the river Passaic, north of the present bridge at the foot of 
Bridge street, for the lowest price for which the same can be 
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obtained; to the end that no obstruction may hereafter 
exist to the erection of such free bridges as may at any 
time be built between the said counties in pursuance of law; 
and in consideration of the expense of keeping up a turnpike 
road east of Walkins’ tavern they may charge over the Hack- 
ensack bridge the same rate of tolls as are now allowed by the 
charter over the Passaic and Hackensack bridges.

CHAPTER CCXVITI. 


An act to facilitate Judicial Proceedings in the county of 
Sussex. 


1. BE 17r ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That the court of common pleas, President judge, 
orphans’ court, oyer and terminer, and general quarter ses- 
sions of the peace, in and for the county of Sussex, shall 
hereafter consist of three judges in addition to the justice 
of the supreme court holding the circuit for said county, one 
of which judges shall be an attorney at law, and shall be 
known as the president judge of the said courts, and shall 
hold the office for the term of five years.

bills or notes, as if the same were their joint and several 
bills or notes executed by them in their individual capacity ; 
and it shall not be lawful for any director of said corpora- 
tion to resign his office to avoid such liability, and if any 
director shall so attempt to resign his office, he shall be and 
continue liable the same as if no such resignation had been 
attempted, and such hability of directors shall continue after 
they have ceased to be directors, either by resignation or 
otherwise, if said corporation was insolvent when they 
ceased to be directors; and it shall not be lawful for any 
director to assign or transfer his stock or other property to 
avoid such liability; and in case of the payment of any such 
bills or notes by any of said directors, the other directors 
who may be liable shall account in the same way as other 
joint debtors are accountable to each other; provided, that 
no property that shall or may be levied on, taken in execu- 
tion, under or by virtue of any judgment or decree in favor 
of any receiver or receivers under the provisions of this act, 
shall be sold until after the expiration of four months from 
the date of said judgment or decree. 

14. And be tt enacted, That if the assets of said corpora- 
tion, and the property of said directors shall prove insuffi- 
cient to redeem the whole of said notes and bills, then the 
amount that shall or may be realized from said.assets and 
property shall be distributed equally among the holders of 
the said bills and notes. 

15. And be it enacted, That the stockholders of said cor- 
poration at the time of its becoming insolvent, other than 
said directors, shall be jointly and severally lable to any 
receiver or receivers that shall or may be appointed as afore- 
said, to an amount sufficient to redeem the said bills or 
notes, after the assets of said corporation and the property 
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of said directors shall have been distributed as aforesaid ; 
provided, that no stockholder other than said directors shal] Proviso. 
be made liable to an amount exceeding the par value of the 

stock held by him at the time said incorporation became 
insolvent, and if that amount shall not be required for the full 
redemption of said bills and notes, then the said stockholders 

shall be liable in the ratio of the stock so held by them; and 

it shall not be lawful for any such stockholder to assign or 
otherwise transfer his stock or other property to avoid such 
hability. 

16. nd be it enacted, That in case of an action or suit Declaration in 
at law against any director or directors, stockholder or 
stockholders, under any of the preceding sections of this 
act, the receiver or receivers may declare generally for 
money had and received; provided, that a schedule shall be Proviso. 
annexed to the said declaration, setting forth that the said 
action or suit in, under and by virtue of the provisions of 
this act, specifying the aggregate amount claimed, the names 
of the president and cashier subscribed to the bills or notes 
declared on. and the number and denominations thereof. 

17. And be it enacted, That the bills or notes issued by Amount of bills 
said corporation shall not at any time exceed double the 
amount of its capital stock actually paid in, and if the presi- 
dent or cashier thereof shall knowingly or wilfully issue, or 
cause or suffer to be issued bills or notes of said corporation 
exceeding double the amount of its capital stock actually 
paid in, such president or cashier shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof shall be punished 
by imprisonment of not less than one year nor more than 
five years, in the discretion of the court. 

18. And be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of said 4 jnnual state- 
corporation, on the first Mondays of January, April, July ments. 
and October, in each year, after commencing the business of | 
banking, to publish in one or more of the newspapers pub- 
lished in the city of Bridgeton, a statement under oath or 
affirmation, of the actual condition of said corporation, con- 
forming as nearly as may be, with the annual statement now 
required by law, and shall, within ten days after making 
such statement, forward a duplicate thereof to the secretary 
of state, to be by him filed in his office; and if any presi- 
dent, cashier or director shall knowingly and wilfully, and 
falsely swear or affirm to any such statement he shall be 
deemed guilty of perjury, and be liable to the pains and 
penalties thereof. 
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19. And be it enacted, That it shall not be lawful for said 
corporation to issue any bills or notes, or otherwise enter 
upon the business of banking, until an affidavit or affidavits 
shall have been made and filed in the office of the secretary 
of state, stating that one hundred thousand dollars of the 
capital stock of said corporation haye been subscribed for 
and paid in conformably to the provisions of this act. 

20. And be tt enacted, That this act shall be deemed and 
taken to bea public act, and shall go into effect immediately, 
and continue in force for twenty years, but it shall be lawful 
for the Legislature at any time hereafter to alter, modify or . 
repeal the same whenever in their opinion the public good 
shall require it.

CHAPTER CCXXYV. 


A Supplement to the act entitled “ An act to incorporate 
the Hoboken Homestead Association,” approved February 
twenty-fourth, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-nine. 


WHEREAS, doubts have arisen as to the general objects of 
incorporating the said association; therefore, 

1 Be ir ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That the general objects of said 
association are to aid its members and stockholders in 
acquiring homesteads, and in saving and accumulating funds 
for that purpose; and that the said association shall have 
power to acquire, hold, use, mortgage, lease, sell or other- 
wise dispose of real and personal property; and to borrow 
and lend money on mortgage, or other evidence of indebted- 
ness; and to do all other lawful acts necessary or proper for 
the accomplishment of said objects. 

2, And be it enacted, That all acts or parts of acts not 
consistent with the foregoing provisions of this act, be and 
are hereby repealed. 

3. And be it enacted, That this act shall take effect imme- 
diately.

An Act to incorporate the Woodstown and Swedesboro’ 
Railroad Company. 


1. Beit ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 

_ of the State of New Jersey, That Benjamin L. Tyler, Joseph corporators. 
K. Riley, Isaiah D. Clawson, [saac V. Dickinson, Samuel 

H. Weatherby, Jesse Lippincott, Josiah Davis, James C. 
Pancoast, John Haines, David B. Gill, Daniel Mead, William 
String and John W. Dickinson, and such other persons as 
may be hereafter associated with them, shall be and are 
hereby constituted, ordained and declared to be a body 
politic and corporate, in fact and in law, by the name of the 
‘Woodstown and Swedesboro’ Railroad Company,” and Title. 
shall be capable of purchasing, holding and conveying any 
lands, tenements, goods and chattels whatsoever, necessary 

or expedient for the object of this corporation.

elected, and deliver the subscription books and money paid 
in, deducting. all expenses previously incurred, to the said 
directors; and the time and place of holding the first meet- 
ing of said directors shall be fixed by the said persons named 
in the first section of this act, or a majority of them; and

some suitable point at or near the village of Woodstown, in 
the county of Salem, to connect with the Swedesboro’ rail- 
road, at or near Swedesboro’, in the county of Gloucester, 
not exceeding one hundred feet wide, with as many sets of 
tracks and rails as they may deem necessary ; and it shall be 
lawful for the said president and directors, their agents, 
superintendents, engineers, or others in their employ, to 
enter at all times upon all lands or water for the purpose of 
exploring, surveying, leveling or laying out the route of 
such railroad and locating the same, and to do and erect all 
necessary works, buildings and appendages thereof, doing 
no unnecessary injury to private or other property, and 
when the route of such road shall have been determined 
upon, and a survey of such route deposited in the office of 
the secretary of state, then it shall be lawful for the said 
company by its officers, agents, engineers. superintendents, 
contractors, workmen, and other persons in their employ, 
to enter upon, take possession of, hold, have, use, occupy, 
and excavate any such lands, and to erect embankments, y, . iti 
bridges, and all other works necessary, to lay rails and to gin. 
do all other things which shall be suitable or necessary for 
the completion or repair of the said road, subject to such 
compensation as ig hereinafter provided; provided, always, Proviso. 
that the payment or tender of payment of all damages for 
the occupancy of lands through which the said railroad may 
be laid out, be made, before the said company or any per- 
son under their direction or employ shall enter upon or 
break -ground in the premises, except for the purposes of 
surveying and laying out the said road, unless the consent 
of the owner or owners of such land be first had and 
obtained. 

1. Alnd be it enacted, That when the said company, or its be ara 
agents, cannot agree with the owner or owners of such price of lands ac.

or when, by the legal incapacity of such owner or owners, 
no such agreement can be made, a particular description of 
the land or materials so required for the use of said company 
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in the construction of said road, shall be given in writing 
under the oath or affirmation of some engineer or proper 
agent of the company, and also the name or names of the 
occupant or occupants, if any there be, and of the owner or 
owners, if known, and their residence, if the same can be 
ascertained, to one of the justices of the supreme court of 
this State, who shall cause the said company to give notice 
in writing thereof to the persons interested, if known and in 
this State, or if unknown and out of this State, to make pub- 
lication thereof, as he shall direct, for any term not less than 
ten days, and to assign a particular time and place for the 
appointment of the commissioners hereinafter named: at 
which time, upon satisfactory evidence to him of the service

report shall be made, in writing, under the hands and seals 
of the said commissioners, or any two of them, and filed within 
ten days thereafter, together with the aforesaid description 
of the land or materials, and the appointment and oaths or 
affirmations aforesaid in the clerk’s office of the county in 
which the land or materials are situated, to remain of record 
therein, which report, or a copy thereof, certified by the 
clerk of said county, shall at all times be considered as 
plenary evidence of the right of said company to have, hold, 
use, occupy, possess, and enjoy the said land or materials, 
or of the said owner or owners to recover the amount of the 
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said valuation with interest and costs in an action of debt, 

in any court of competent jurisdiction, in a suit to be insti- 

tuted against the company if they shall neglect or refuse to 

pay the same, for twenty days after demand made of their 
treasurer, and shall, from time to time, constitute a lien upon 

the property of the company, in the nature of a mortgage ; 

and the said justice of the supreme court shall, upon appli- 
cation of either party, and on reasonable notice to the others,

10. And be it enactéd, That the said company may pur- 
chase, have and hold real estate at the commencement and 
termination of their railroad, and at any intermediate depot 
upon the line of the same, at each place so much as may be 
strictly necessary for their convenience and use, and may 
erect and build thereon houses, warehouses, stables, machine 
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shops, and such other buildings and improvements as they 
may deem expedient for the safety of property, and the con- 
struction of carriages and other necessary uses, and take 
and receive the rents, profits and emoluments thereof, and 
shall have the privilege and authority to erect, build and 
maintain over such rivers, creeks and streams as the road 
may cross, such piers, bridges, and other facilities as they 
may think expedient and necessary for the full enjoyment of 
all the benefits conferred by this act; provided, the said Proviso, 
company whenever it may become necessary to cross any 
navigable river or creek with their road, shall construct a 
bridge or bridges with suitable and sufficient draws so as 
not to obstruct the navigation thereof. 

11. And be zt enacted, That the president and directors of pividenas. 
the said company shall declare and make such dividends as 
they may deem prudent and proper from time to time, out of 
the net profits of the said railroad. 

12. And be it enacted, That the president and directors gngines, cars, 
of the company shall have power to have constructed, or to 
purchase with the funds of the company, all machines, 
engines, wagons, carriages or other vehicles for the trans- 
portation of persons or any species of property on the rail- 
road as they may think fit, reasonable, expedient or right;

14. And be it enacted, That if any person shall wilfully penatty for in- 
impair, injure, destroy or obstruct the use of said railroad- Jus Property. 
enjoyed under the provisions of this act, or of any of its neces- 
sary works, wharves, bridges, carriages or machines, such 
person or persons so offending shall forfeit and pay to the 
said company the sum of fifty dollars, to be by them recov- 
ered in any court having competent jurisdiction in an action 
of debt; and further, shall be liable for all damages, 
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15. And be it enacted, That as soon as the railroad with 
its appendages shall be finished, so as te be used, the presi- 
dent and treasurer of said company shall file, under oath or 
affirmation, a statement of the amount of the cost of said 
road, including all expenses and the amount of all purchases 
made by virtue of this act, in the office of the secretary of 
this state ; and annually thereafter the president and treasurer 
of the said company shall, under oath or affirmation, make 
a statement to the Legislature of this State of the proceeds 
of said road.

17. And be it enacted, That the West Jersey Railroad 
Company be, and they are hereby authorized to endorse the 
bonds of the * Woodstown and Swedesboro Railroad Com- 
pany,” and to subscribe for and take any amount they may 
choose of the capital stock to be issued by said company, 
and be entitled to all the powers and privileges of stock- 
holders of said company. 

18. And be it enacted, 'That if the said railroad shall not 
be commenced within five years, and be completed at the 
expiration of ten years from the passage of this act, that 
then and in that case this act shall be void. 

19. And be it enacted, That the governor, the chancellor, 
the justices of the supreme court, and the judges of the 
court of errors of this State, whilst travelling for the pur- 
pose of discharging the duties of their offices, and the mem- 
bers and officers of both houses of the Legislature of this 
State, during the terms for which they are elected or 
appointed; also the superintendent of public schools shall 
pass and repass on the railroad of said company, in their 
cars, free of charge. 
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20. And be it enacted, That as soon as the said railroad, 
or any part of it, is in operation, the president of the said 
company shall file, under oath or afhrmation, a statement of 
the amount of the cost of the said railroad, including equip- 
ments, appendages and all expenses, in the office of the 
secretary of state, and annually thereafter on the first Mon- 
day in January, of each year, he shall, under oath or 
affirmation, make a statement to the secretary of state of the 
cost, equipments, appendages and expenses of said road, and 
after the said railroad, or any part thereof, shall be in opera- 
tion, the said corporation shall pay to the treasurer of this 
State a tax of one-half of one per centum on the cost, equip- 
ments and appendages of said road, to be paid annually 
thereafter on the first Monday in January, of each year, and 
such other taxes as may be assessed, from time to time, by a 
general law applicable to all railroads over which the Legis- 
lature shall have power for that purpose at the time of the 
passage of such law or laws, and until the said railroad, or 
any part thereof, shall be in operation, the said corporation 
shall be regularly assessed and pay tax for the value of its 
real estate, including improvements thereon, and personal 
property mortgaged in the city or cities, township or town- 
ships wherein it lies, at the same time and rate, and in the 
same manner, for the same purpose and by the same person 
or persons as other taxes are assessed in said city or cities, 
township or townships; provided, that no other tax or impost 
shall be levied or assessed upon said company. 

21. And be it enacted, That this act shall take effect imme- 
diately.

CHAPTER CCXXVII. 


An Act to incorporate the Orange Market Company of the 
town of Orange. 


1 BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That Michael Mohor, Dwight 
M. Babcock, James H. Hazard, Isaac C. Babcock, William 
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Pierson, junior, and Jared B. Porter and the survivors of 
them and their associates, be and are hereby created a body 
corporate, in fact and in law, by the name of “ The Orange 
Market Company,” and by that name shall have continued 
succession, and have power and authority to purchase, lease,. 
mortgage and convey any real estate in the town of Orange, 
in the county of Essex, and thereon to build, fit up or alter 
any market house or houses, and to buy and sell all kinds of 
foreign and domestic meats, fish, fruits, vegetables, gro- 
ceries, produce and other articles and commodities; and 
shall have such other powers as may be necessary to carry 
into effect the object of this aet. 

2. And be it enacted, That the capital stock of said com- 
pany shall be one hundred and fifty thousand dollars, to be 
divided into shares of fifty dollars each, with power to 
increase the same from time to time as the directors may 
elect, to any sum not exceeding two hundred thousand dol- 
lars; that the persons named in the first section of this act 
may open books of subscription and receive subscriptions to: 
such capital stock, at such time or times, and in such man- 
ner and to such extent, not exceeding the amount herein 
authorized, as they shall deem proper; any real estate or 
property necessary or proper for the use of said company, 
may be received in payment of subscriptions for such stock, 
at such valuation as the said persons or the directors of said 
company, or a majority of them, shall approve; and when- 
ever the said capital stock shall be paid, or secured to be 
paid, to the extent called for, the said company may com- 
mence business. 

3. Jind be it enacted, That the stock, property and _ busi- 
ness of said company shall be managed and conducted by a 
board of not less than three nor more than six directors, 
being stockholders, one of whom shall be president, to be 
appointed by the directors; after the first election to be 
held under this act, the directors shall hold their office for 
one year, and until others shall be elected in their stead ;

real, personal or mixed, the net yearly income of which shall 
exceed the sum of five thousand dollars; and provided also, 
that the property of said corporation, real or personal, shall 
not be disposed of or mortgaged without the consent of a 
majority of its members. 

2. And be zt enacted, That the said corporation shall have 
power, from time to time, to make and establish such consti- 
tution, by-laws, rules and regulations as they shall judge 
proper, to provide for and regulate the election of officers

A Further Supplement to the act entitled “An act to incor- 
porate the Morris and Essex Railroad Company,” passed 
January twenty-ninth, one thousand eight hundred and 
thirty-five. 


Wuereas, The Morris and Essex Railroad Company, pur- 
suant to the power conferred upon them by their original 
charter and divers supplements thereto, in order to obtain 
lighter grades for the transportation of coal and other 
freight, have surveyed, located and constructed, and are 
now lawfully using, a branch railroad extending from the 
main line of their railroad, at a point west of Bergen hill 
and east of the Hackensack river, by the way of the city 
of Paterson, to Boonton, in the county of Morris; and 
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have also surveyed, located and partly constructed a 
branch railroad extending from the main line of their rail- 
road at or near Denville, in the county of Morris, to 

Boonton, and thence to and through the Great Notch in 

First mountain, and thence to a connection with the main 

line of their railroad on the east side of Bergen hill, in 

the county of Hudson, which two branch railroads are, 
in part, indentical, as will appear by the surveys thereof 
now on file in the office of the secretary of state; AND 

WHEREAS, the last mentioned branch railroad, as surveyed 

and located, passes through Bergen hill, and doubts have 

arisen whether said branch railroad, under the powers 
now possessed by said company, can be passed through 
said hill otherwise than by a tunnel; AND WHEREAS, it is 
desirable that said company shall have the power to con- 
struct the said branch railroad through said hill by means 
of an open cut, if that mode of construction shall, in the 
judgment of the engineer and directors of said company, 
be most conducive to the safety, convenience and comfort 
of the public and the interests of said company; therefore, 

1. BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That the said Morris and power to build 
Essex Railroad Company shall have and they are hereby Prnch rsd. — 
invested with power to construct the said branch railroad 
through Bergen hill by means of an open cut, or by means 
of a tunnel, as, in the judgment of the engineer and direc- 
tors of said company, shall appear to be most conducive to 
the interests of said company and the accommodation of the 
public, who shall travel on said railroad; and if an open 
cut shall be adopted, then and in that casethe said company, 
for the purpose of making such cut, shall be entitled to 
acquire and hold such width of land, in addition to one hun-. 
dred feet for way, as will be necessary for the reasonable 
and proper construction of said cut; and wherever said cut 
shall cross any lawful highway or street, the said company 
shall make and maintain a safe and proper bridge over said 
open cut; and if a tunnel be adopted, a width of way for 
that purpose, not exceeding two hundred feet, may be 
acquired and held. 

2. And be tt enacted, That when that ‘part of said branch May connect 
railroad which crosses said hill shall be constructed through “7% "2" 
said hill, the said company may so vary the line of their 
main road east of the Passaic river as to connect the said 
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main line with the said branch railroad, either west or east 
or both west and east of Bergen hill, and if necessary may 
construct another railway viaduct across the Hackensack 
river; provided, that nothing herein contained, shall require 
the said company to take up, or abandon any portion of their 
main line east of the Passaic river after such variation shall 
be made. 

3. And be it enacted, That full power and authority is 
hereby given to said company to complete the construction 
of and use the said branch railroads as the same have been 
and may be corstructed; and for the purpose of carrying 
into effect the okjects and purposes of this act, the said com- 
pany is hereby invested with all the provisions, powers, 
authority, and privileges given and granted by their origi- 
nal act of incorporation and the several supplements 
thereto, includin,s the right to vary the surveys and route of 
said branch roads according to the provisions of the supple- 
ments to the chavter of said company ; and also subjected to 
all the duties, responsibilities, restrictions, and provisions 
contained in said acts. 

4. And be it enacted, That this act shall be a public act, 
and shall take eifect immediately.

An Act to incorporate the Princeton Water Company. 


1. Bev BNACcTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of N2w Jersey, That Edward Jewell, Alexander 
M. Cumming, William D. Jewell, Samuel D. Oliphant and 
John F. Hageman, junior, and such other persons as may be 
hereafter associated with them, their successors and assigns, 
shall be and they are hereby ordained, constituted and 
declared to be a body politic and corporate, in fact and in 
law, by the name of ‘“ The Princeton Water Company,” and 
shall be capable of purchasing, holding and conveying any 
lands, tenements, goods and chattels necessary or proper for 
the object of the corporation hereby created. 
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2. And be it enacted, That the amount of the capital Capital stock, 


stock of said company shall be twenty-five thousand dollars, 
with the privilege to increase the same to seventy-five 
thousand dollars, divided into shares of twenty-five dollars 
each, which shall be deemed personal property, and trans- 
ferable in such manner as the said corporation by their 
by-laws shall direct. 


3. And be it enacted, That the above named persons, or a Commissioners 


receive subscriptions to the capital stock of said corporation, 
at such time or times, and place or places, as they, or a 
majority of them, may think proper, giving at least ten days’ 
notice of the same in a newspaper published in the county 
of Mercer; and that at the time of subscribing twenty per 
centum shall be paid for each share subscribed for to the 
commissioners, and as soon as fifteen thousand dollars of the 
capital stock shall be subscribed and paid in, such commis- 
sioners, or a majority of them, shall give like notice for a 
meeting of the stockholders to choose five directors, a 
majority of whom shall be residents of this State, and such 
election shall be made at the time and place appointed by 
such of the stockholders as shall attend for that purpose, 
each share of the capital stock entitling the holder thereof 
to one vote; and the said above named persons, or any two 
of them, shall be inspectors of the first election of directors, 
and shall certify, under their bands, the names of the 
persons duly elected, and deliver over the subscription 
‘books and moneys paid in, deducting all necessary expenses 
previously incurred, to the said directors; and the time and 
place of holding the first meeting of said directors shall be 
‘fixed by the persons named in the first section of this act, 
and the directors chosen shall hold office until the first 
Monday in April following their election, and until their 
‘successors are chosen; and there shall be an annual election 
of directors by the stockholders on the first Monday of 
April in every year, at such time and place as the directors, 
for the time being, shall appoint, whereof like notice shall 
be given as aforesaid; and said directors shall choose, out 
‘of their numher, a president, who shall be a resident of this 
State, and in case of the death, resignation, or removal of

the directors, for the time being, shall continue to hold their 
offices until others shall be chosen in their places. 

5. And be it enacted, That a majority of the board of 
directors shall be competent to transact all the business of 
said corporation, ind shall have power to call in the capital 
stock of said company, by such instalments, and at such 
times as they may direct, and in case of the non-payment of 
such instalments, or any of them, to forfeit the share or 
shares upon whicl. such default shall arise; and to make and 
prescribe such by-laws, rules and regulations as to them shall 
appear needful ard proper, touching the management and 
regulation of the stock, property, estate and effects of said 
corporation; and also shall have power to appoint such 
officers, clerks anc. servants as to them shall seem meet; and

6. And be it enacted, That the president and directors of 
the said company be and they are hereby authorized and 
invested with all the rights and powers necessary and expe- 
dient to survey and lay out the site for one or more reser- 
voirs, drains, ditches, conducts, aqueducts, pipes, fountains, 
water wheels, force pumps, and all other devices and work 
which they may deem necessary for supplying the town of 
Princeton, and the places adjacent thereto, with water sufh- 
cient for extinguishing fires, culinary and other family uses, 
watering the streets, and such other purposes as may conduce 
to the health and comfort of the citizens; and it shall be 
lawful for the president and said directors, or others in their 
employ, to enter at all times upon all lands or waters in the 
township of Princeton, and survey, search, excavate and 
bore for water, ard examine the quality thereof, and locate 
all and singular «he reservoirs, drains, ditches, aqueducts, 
pipes, fountains, vater wheels, force pumps and buildings, 
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and all other necessary work and appendages thereto, doing 
no unnecessary damage to private or other property; and 
when said location shall have been determined upon, the 
president and directors shall cause a map to be made of all 
lands, except streets now in use, which they require for the 
purpose aforesaid, and file the same in the office of the clerk 
of Mercer county; and then it shall be lawful for the said 
company, by its officers, agents, engineers, superintendents, 
contractors, workmen, and other persons in their employ, to 
enter upon, take possession of, hold, have, use, occupy, exca- 
vate, erect reservoirs, water wheels, wheel houses, force 
pumps, and do all other things which shall be suitable or

unless upon the written order of three of the managers, of 
whom the president shall be one; and it shall be the duty 
of the treasurer, at the end of his term, to produce vouchers 
for all moneys by him paid out, and deliver the balance, if 
any there be, with all papers and books of said company, 
over to his successor. 

11. And be wt enacted, That it shall be the duty of the Duties of clerk. 
clerk, from time to time, to enter in a book, to be provided 
for that purpose, all votes, proceedings, orders and assess: 
ments made by said managers, and all transactions what- 
soever which the said managers shall direct, and shall have 
charge of the seal of the said company, and shall, at the 
expiration of his term, deliver the satd books and seal to his 
successor. 

12, And be it enacted, That it shall and may be lawful 
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for the said company, and they are hereby empowered, to 
borrow any sum or sums of money for the erection and con- 
struction of said dam or other water works, the same not to 
exceed the sum of fifteen thousand dollars; ‘and shall secure 
the payment thereof by bond and mortgage, or otherwise, 
upon the meadow and low lands of the said company, at the 
rate of lawful interest. 

13. And be ai enacted, That for the security of money 
expended or to be expended, or assessed by virtue of this 
act, all the meadow and low lands that shall be included 
within the limits of the Assiscunk Creek Meadow Company 
shall be a pledze for the payment of its respective share. 
into whose hands the same may come, notwithstanding any 


judgment, execu:ion, sale or alienation thereof; and the said 


sum or sums o: money so assessed to be recovered as 
dirécted in the cighth section of this act. 

14. And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for the said 
company to mee! and assemble statedly on the first Monday 
in April, yearly and every year, at two o’clock in the after- 
noon of that day, at such place as the president shall from 
time to time appdint at the previous mecting, and shall elect 
the officers of said company as is provided in this act; pro- 
vided always, that nothing in this act contained shall be 
construed to prevent the clerk from being the treasurer: 
and the said treesurer and clerk shall receive such compen- 
sation as the managers shall determine upon.

CHAPTER CCLVII. 


An Act to provide for the working of roads in the township 
of Lodi, in the county of Bergen. 


1. BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That the township of Lodi be and Boundaries. 
is hereby divided into three road districts, as follows, viz: 
district number one, bounded southeasterly by the Hacken- 
sack river, southwesterly by the township line, north- 
westerly by the Hackensack and New York railroad and 
northeasterly by the township line; district number two, 
bounded southeasterly by said railroad, southwesterly by 
the township line, northeasterly by the township line, and 
northwesterly by the northwest boundary line of Henry 
Schoonmaker’s homestead farm, and said line extended to 
the southwest township line and to the northeast township 
line; district number three, all that part of the township — 
which lies west of district number two. 

2. /ind be tt enacted, That the freeholders residing Day of meeting. 
within said township shall annually assemble on the day 
after the second Monday in April, at three o’clock, in the 
afternoon, in their respective districts, at some public and 
convenient place designated by the clerk of said township in 
public advertisements of said meetings, which he shall put 
up in three of the most public places in each of said dis- 
tricts, at least ten days before said day of meeting, and 
being so assembled said freeholders shall, in their respec- 
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tive districts, organize by electing a chairman and secretary, 
and being so organized shall, by plurality of voices elect an 
overseer of highways for said district, and determine the 
amount of money to be raised therein for the working, main- 
taining and repairing of highways therein; said chairman 
shall within thirty days thereafter certify such election and 
determination to the clerk and assessor of said township, 
and thereupon the said assessor shall levy and assess said 
respective amounts upon the taxable property in the said 
districts; and the collector of said township shall collect 
the same at the times and in the same manner that township 
taxes are collected, but no deduction or allowance shall be 
made for debts, and where a resident owns land in more 
than one district, his Jand shall be assessed in and only 
towards the moneys to be raised in the district wherein he 
resides, 

3. And be tt enacted, That the township committee of said 
township shall have power to borrow moneys In anticipation 
of said assessments, not exceeding in the aggregate the 
amounts determined to be raised as aforesaid. 

4, And be it enacted, That hereafter all road taxes in said 
township shall be paid in money. 

d. “Ind be if enacted, That said overseers shall employ 
laborers, hire teams, and procure necessary tools and 
materials to improve, maintain and repair the highways in 
their respective districts, and shall work out by the first day 
of June in each year, one-fourth of said moneys, by the first 
day of July, one-half thereof, and by the first day of August 
three-fourths thereof. 

6. And be tt enacted, That the bills of said overseers. 
duly verified before a justice of the peace, shall be presented 
to the township committee monthly for examination and 
allowance (not to exceed the amount determined to be 
raised in their respective districts), and if allowed and 
approved, the ‘ownship committee shall thereupon draw 
their order ther2for in favor of said overseer, on the town- 
ship collector, who shall pay the same. 

7. And be it enacted, That said overseers shall hold office 
for one year, and in case any of them shall die, resign, 
remove from his district, or fail or refuse to serve, the town- 
ship committee shall appoint another to hold till the next 
election. 
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8. .&nd be it enacted, That all acts and parts of acts Repealer. 
inconsistent with this act be and the same are hereby 
repealed. 

9. And be it enacted, That this act shall take effect imme- 
diately.

CHAPTER CCLVIITI. 


An Act to regulate the sale of malt liquors in the county of 
Gloucester. 


1. BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That it shall not be lawful to Not lawful to 
sell ale, strong beer, lager beer, porter or other malt liquors cen. 
(except where the same is compounded and sold as a medi- 
cine), In quantities less than a quart, or in quantities more 
than a quart, if the same is drank on or about the premises 
where sold, in and through the county of Gloucester, without 
a license first had and obtained for that purpose from any 
three of the judges of the court of common pleas of said 
county. 

2. ind be it enacted, That written application for the Application for 
license shall be made and signed by applicant, stating the “““"* 
kind or kinds of malt liquor he proposes to sell, and the 
place or township where he proposes to locate his saloon or 
shop; which application shall also be signed by ten free- 
holders of the township where he proposes to locate his 
place of business, who shall recommend said applicant as a 
sober and honest man, of respectable antecedents and asso- 
ciations; after which shall follow an affidavit of applicant 
that said persons recommending him are freeholders ef said 
township, and that he will keep a quict and orderly resort, 
according to requirements of law. 

3. /ind be tt enacted, That no person shall be licensed to ¥o license te be 
sell malt liquors, as aforesaid, unless the freeholders who” 
recommend him shall also certify that said saloon, shop or 
other resort for the selling of malt liquors, is necessary and 
will conduce to public good. 
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4, And be it enacted, That every person, before he or 
she shall receive such license, shall become bound by recog- 
nizance to the State in the sum of two hundred dollars, as 
principal, with two sufficient sureties, being freeholders in 
the county, in the sum of one hundred dollars each, with 
condition following, to wit: the condition of the recogni- 
zance is such, that whereas, the above bounden A. B. is 
licensed by the court to sell malt liquors, in the house at 
in the township of , in the counly of Gloucester, for the 
space of one year next ensuing; if therefore the said A. b., 
during the continuance of his said license, shall not keep a 
disorderly house, nor game himself, nor suffer any person to 
game in his or her house for money or the value of moneys, 
nor violate the provisions of this or other laws against 
encouraging and harboring drunken persons, vagrants, idle 
and vicious persons, thieves, gamblers, prostitutes and other 
disorderly persons, nor any minors, apprentices, or boys 
attending school or college; but shall in all things respecting 
him or her, use and maintain good order and rule, and observe 
the directions of the law, then this recognizance to be void, 
or else to remain in full force and virtue. 

5. And be it enacted, That this recognizance may be taken 
before any judge of common pleas out of court, master In 
chancery, or supreme court commissioner, and being signed 
by said applicant and sureties. and acknowledged before 
said officer and filed by said clerk, shall have the same force 
and effect as if the same had been taken in open court. 

6. And be it enacted, That the officer taking such recogni- 
zance shall be entitled to the sum of fifty cents; the court for 
inspecting paper and granting license, the sum of one dollar: 
and the clerk of the court for drawing and filing such 
recognizance, drawing license and affixing thereto the seal of 
the court, and making entry in the minutes of such license, 
shall demand and receive the sum of five dollars. 

T. ind be it enacted, That every license to sell malt liquor 
shall be signed by the clerk of the court granting the same, 
and shall have the seal of said court affixed thereto by said 
clerk, which license shall be in the words and to the effect 
following, viz: 

Gloucester county, to wit: At an inferior court of com- 
mon pleas, in and for said county, held at , In the

9. And be it enacted, That application for license under Day to make ap- 
this act shall be made on the first day of the session of such °"“"°™ 
court; and the said court shall, on that day, or on some other 
day publicly fixed by said court on said first day determine 
in open court on said application, by granting or refusing 
the same. 

10. And be it enacted, That every such license shall be Renewal of li- 
made to continue for one year and no longer, but may be” 
renewed yearly by said court upon like recommendation, 
penalties, assessments and fees as when such license was 
first granted. 

11. And be tt enacted, That every person licensed under Cost of license. 
this act shall, before license is delivered to him, pay the 
clerk of the court such sum as the court shall assess, which 
shall be not less than ten and not more than two hundred 
dollars; and no license shall be delivered to any person 
unless the money so assessed for the same, and all fees shall 
have been paid to the clerk.

clerk to enter in the minutes of said court a statement of all 

persons licensed, and place of location, together with sums 

assessed for said licenses, and date of receiving the same, 

and within one month after receipt of such moneys, shall 

pay them over to the county collector, for the use of the 

county, 

13. And be it enacted, That if any person or persons shall, Penaity for sell- 
without a license for that purpose first had and obtained 22,7" 
according to this act, sell, or cause or knowingly permit to 
be sold, directly or indirectly, any ale, strong beer, porter, 
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lager beer, or other malt liquors (except such as are com- 
pounded and intended to be used for medicine) under the 
quantity of one quart, or in quantities more than a quart, if 
the same is drank in, on, or about the premises where sold, 
then he or she so offending shall forfeit and pay for every 
such offence, the sum of forty dollars, to be recovered by 
action of debt by any person who may prosecute for the 
same ; two-thirds for the benefit of the person prosecuting, 
and the residue for the said county of Gloucester ; which 
action shall be instituted in the court of common pleas, in 
the corporate name of the board of chosen freeholders of 
said county, and judgment for plaintiff shall carry with it 
full costs of suit, as in case of judgment for debt and damage 
over one hundred dollars; provided always, that said snit 
shall be brought within one year after the offence was 
committed. 

14. And be it enacted, That in addition to the penalty 
imposed in section thirteen for each separate offence, if any 
person or persons shall make a business or practice of sell- 
ing malt liquors aforesaid, without a license first had and 
obtained according to this act, or shall sell on Sunday, then 
such person or persons shall be held as keeper or keepers of 
disorderly houses, and shall be liable to indictment an: 
conviction as keepers of disorderly houses, and subject to 
like pains and penalties as are now imposed by law on 
keepers of gambling houses, houses of prostitution and other 
common nuisances. 

15. And be it enacted, That if any person licensed under 
tnis act shall harbor in or about his premises, or sell any 
malt or other liquor to, boys attending any school or college, 
or to any apprentice or minor, without written authority 
from their teachers, masters, parents or guardians, the 
recognizance given in pursuance of this act shall be taken 
and forfeited according to law in such cases made and 
provided. 

16. And be it enacted, That if any such person licensed 
under this act, or without a license, shall violate the provi- 
sions of section fifteenth, in addition to said penalty he shall 
forfeit and pay the sum of fifty dollars for each offence, four- 
fifths to any person who may prosecute for the same, and 
the residue to the county, to be prosecuted and recovered 
in the same manner and way as the penalty mentioned in 
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section thirteen; provided, that said suit is commenced Frovise. 
within one year after the offence is committed. 

17. And be it enacted, That this act take effect on the 
first day of April next.

CHAPTER CCLIX. 


An Act for revising and amending the ‘Act to incorporate 
the Village of Passaic, and to set off said village from the 
township of Aquackanonk.” 


1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That all that part of the township Boundaries, 
of Aquackanonk, in the county of Passaic, in the State of 
New Jersey, situate, lying and being within the following 
described boundaries, to wit: beginning at low water mark 
on the westerly side of the Passaic river, at the point where 
the southerly line of lands of James Goetchius intersects said 
river, thence north forty-nine degrees and thirty minutes 
west, over lands of Halmagh Sip to the most southerly line 
of lands of John J. Ackerman, where it joins lands of the 
late Halmagh Sip; thence running north forty-nine degrees 
and thirty minutes west, along the northerly line of the said 
lands to the line known as the « Dwas line;” thence along 
the said ** Dwas line” north forty-four degrees and forty-one 
minutes east, five chains and eighty links to a corner in the 
northerly line of lands late of Halmagh Sip, deceased ; 
thence along the last mentioned northerly line, north forty 
degrees and forty-one minutes west, to the northwesterly 
side of the Bloomfield or Mineral Spring road; thence north 
twenty degrees and forty-one minutes east, one hundred and 
sixteen chains and six links, more or less, to the northwesterly 
corner of Henry V. Butler’s farm; thence north seventy- 
seven degrees and forty-five minutes east to the westerly 
side of the Passaic river at low water mark; thence southerly 
and westerly along said low water mark of the Passaic river, 
the several courses thereof, to the place of beginning, be and 
the same is hereby set off and formed into a town corporate, 
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to be designated and known in law as and by the name of 
“The Village of Passaic;” and all citizens of this State 
who now are or hereafter may be inhabitants within said 
limits, shall be and they are heréby constituted a body politic 
and corporate in law, by the said name of “ The Village of 
Passaic.” 

2. And be tt enacted, That the said village of Passaic 
shall be divided into three districts, as follows: first, all that 
part thereof lying easterly and northeasterly of the centre 
line of the road known as the Paterson and New York Plank 
Road, shall constitute the “ first district” of said village; 
second, all that part thereof lying northerly of the centre 
line of Paulison avenue, continued on the same course to the 
easterly and westerly limits of said village, and westerly or 
southwesterly of the centre line of the line of the Paterson 
and New York Plank Road, shall constitute the “second 
district” of said village; third, all that part thereof lying 
southerly of the centre line of Paulison avenue, continued 
as above, shall constitute the “ third district ” of said village. 

3. And be zt enacted, That the officers of the said village 
shall consist of a president, nine councilmen, three judges of 
election, one clerk, (who shall also be clerk of elections), one 
treasurer, one legal adviser, one superintendent of streets, 
one overseer of the poor, three commissioners of appeal in 
cases of taxation, one chosen freeholder, one assessor, one 
constable for the county, one pound master, as many Justices 
of the peace as are provided for by law, two surveyors of 
highways, one surveyor, and one collector of taxes and 
assessments, who shall be elected or appointed as hereinafter 
specified, and all of whom shall be legal voters; the presi- 
dent and superintendent of streets shall be freeholders, and 
residents in the said village; the said councilmen shall be 
freeholders, and residents in the districts respectively from 
which they are elected or appointed; the said judges of 
election shall be residents of the districts respectively from 
which they are elected; and the said clerk, treasurer, 
superintendent of streets, and other officers enumerated in 
this section, shall be residents of said village; all of which 
officers, except the president, shall hold their respective 
offices for one year, and until their successors are elected or 
appointed and duly qualified; and the said president shall 
hold his office for two years, and until his successor 1s elected 
and duly qualified: proveded, that at the first election to be 
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held after the passage of this act, two councilmen from each 
district shall be elected to serve for one year, and one 
councilman heretofore elected for two years shall serve the 
balance of his term; and at every subsequent election three 
councilmen shall be elected from each district for the term of 
one year; and provided further, that nothing herein contained 
shall affect the term of office of any of the officers of the 
present board. 

‘4, And be it enacted, That an election shall be held on 
the second Monday of April next, and on the second Monday 
of April, in every year thereafter, at such place in the said 
village as the board of council of said village shall appoint, 
between the hours of seven o’clock in the forenoon and seven 
o’clock in the afternoon, of which elections, after the said 
first election, the board of council shall cause public notice 
to be given by the village clerk, by written or printed 
notices put up in at least two public and conspicuous places 
in each of said districts at least one week before the day of 
election, and by publication in a newspaper published in 
said village, if any; and at the said election there shall be 
voted for and chosen by a plurality of votes, and by the legal 
voters of the village, one president, one assessor, one col- 
lector of taxes and assessments, three commissioners of appeal 
in cases of taxation, one overseer of the poor, one chosen 
freeholder, one constable for the county, and as many justices 
of the peace as are now provided for by law, and two sur- 
veyors of the highways, and by the legal voters of the dis- 
tricts respectively, three councilmen from each district; 
provided, there shall be vacancies in said offices to fill, as 
required in the preceding section of this act, and one judge 
of election for each district, having the qualifications men- 
tioned in section three of this act; said elections shall be by 
ballot, and each ballot shall specify the number of the dis- 
trict from which said councilman and judge of election are 
voted for; and in case any ballot shall fail to designate the 
number of the district for judge of election or such council- 
man, the names in relation to which such omissions shall 
occur shall not be counted by the judges of election in deter- 
mining the result; the judges of said elections shall be pro- 
vided with three ballot boxes, one for each district, in which 
they shall deposit the ballots of the voters from the corres- 
ponding districts; and said elections shall be held and con- 
ducted in the same manner and under the same regulations 
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soon as the polls shall be closed the said judges and clerk 
shall proceed to examine and count the said ballots and 
ascertain the result of said election, and the return thereof 
shall be made and signed by the judges, and be attested by 
the clerk, and within two days thereafter be deposited with 
the village clerk, to remain on file in his office; and the said 
clerk shall, within five days thereafter, deposit a certified 
copy thereof with the clerk of the county of Passaic, to 
remain on file in his office; and all subsequent elections 
shall be held by the judges of election who shall have been 
elected at the last previous election, and by the clerk 
appointed by the board of council, and who shall, at the 
opening of the polls, respectively take the oath or affirma- 
tion before a justice of the peace of the county or the presi- 
dent of said village, which is hereinafter prescribed for other 
officers in this act; and the said judges and clerk may hold 
any such election notwithstanding they or either of them 
may be candidates for re-election; and if any of said judges 
or such clerk shall be absent at the opening of the polls, or 
refuse to serve, other persons, duly qualified, may be elected 
to serve in their places to hold the election, in the same 
way as may be provided by law in like cases at township 
elections. 

5. And be tt enacted That at the first meeting of the 
board of council held next after their election, there shall 
be appointed, upon the nomination of the president and by 
the approval and confirmation of the council, the said village 
clerk, the superintendent of streets, the surveyor for the 
corporation, legal adviser, treasurer and pound master, herein- 
before provided, who shall serve for one year, unless sooner 
removed by the said board; and the said board of council 
shall have power to remove any of said apppointed officers, 
and upon nomination by the president, to appoint a successor 
to serve for the balance of the term; provided, that if any 
of said officers should not be appointed at such first meeting 
of the board for any cause, they may be appointed at any 
future meeting of said board in the manner above specified ; 
and if any vacancy should occur in the elective or appointed 
officers, the board of council may, upon nomination by the 
president, fill such vacancy until the end of the official year 
in which the vacancy shall occur; and the said board shall

hold their first meeting on the first Monday next after the 
election. 

6. And be tt enacted, That the corporation hereby created May havea seal. 
may, by the name and title of “The Village of Passaic,” sue and 
be sued, answer and defend, implead and be impleaded unto, 
in any of the courts of the State, and may have and usea 
common seal, alterable at the pleasure of the board of 
council, 

T. And be it enacted, That the president and nine council- gouncit, organi- 
men to be elected as aforesaid, shall constitute a board of zation how 
council; the legislative powers of said corporation shall be 
vested in the said board, and five of the council shall be 
necessary to form a quorum for the transaction of business, 
but a smaller number may adjourn from time to time and 
compel the attendance of absent members; the president 
shall preside at all meetings of the board, and shall have 
power to call special meetings when in his opinion the pub- 
lic good requires it, but he shall not be entitled to a vote in 
the proceedings of the board, except in case of a tie vote of 
the councilmen, when he may give the casting vote, and in 
his absence a president pro tempore may be appointed by 
the councilmen present, with all the powers of the presi- 
dent; the board shall appoint their time and place of meet- 
ing, determine the rules of their own proceedings, be the 
sole judges of the qualifications of their own members, cause 
a journal of their proceedings to be kept; and the said board 
of council shall have power and authority to pass, ordain, 
adopt, enforce and repeal ordinances, by-laws and resolu- 
tions pertaining to the purposes and objects of said corpora- 
tion, and necessary and proper for carrying into elfect the 
provisions of this act; and hereafter every ordinance 
adopted by the board of council shall before it takes effect 
be presented, duly certified by the clerk, to the president, 
and the report of the clerk shall be conclusive evidence that 
such ordinance has been so presented; if he approves it he 
shall sign it, if not, he shall return it with his objections, 
and file the same with the clerk within ten days after he 
receives it; and the said board shall at its first regular 
meeting thereafter order the objections to be entered at 
large in its journal and shall proceed to reconsid@r the same, 
and if a majority of all the councibmen shall then pass the 
same, it shall be in force and take effect from time of such 
passage, but in every such case the final vote upon the pas- 
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sage of such ordinance shall be taken by ayes and nays, and 
entered in full in the journal of said board; and if any such 
ordinance shall not be so returned by the president within 
ten days as aforesaid, it shall take effect as though he had 
signed it. 

8. And be it’ enacted, That the said board of council may 
require from any of the officers appointed by virtue of this 
act, bonds for the faithful performance of their trusts and 
duties as the said board shall deem expedient; and no 
officer elected or appointed under this act shall enter upon 
the discharge of his duties, unless within one week after his 
election or appointment, he shall take and subscribe, before 
a justice of the peace of said county. or the president of said 
village, who is hereby authorized and empowered to admin- 
ister the official oaths or affirmations to all village officers 
except himself, an oath or affirmation faithfully and impar- 
tially to execute the trust imposed on him as such officer: 
and the said clerk shall keep all such oaths and affirmations 
on file in his office. 

J. And be it enacted, That the treasurer shall receive all 
moneys collected by or for the said corporation, from the 
persons who shall collect the same; and shall pay out the 
same only upon warrants approved and ordered by the 
board, which approval shall be endorsed upon the warrants 
and signed by the president, and countersigned by the 
clerk, except for the payment of bonds or notes of the vil- 
lage when due, and certificates of indebtedness for improve- 
ments given by the said corporation and interest on the 
same; and no warrants upon the treasurer shall be so 
ordered, except at a stated meeting of the board, and 
entered on their minutes; all such warrants shall be regu- 
larly numbered, and be made payable to the order of the 
person entitled to receive the same, and shall specify the 
purpose for which the amount therein mentioned is directed 
to be paid. 

10. And be it enacted, That the village clerk shall, in 
addition to the duties required of him by this act or any 
other act of this State, have charge of all the records, books 
and documents of the village, except when the board of 
council shall otherwise direct by ordinance or resolution ; 
he shall keep a record of the proceedings of the board; he 
shall engross all the ordinances of the board in a book to be 
provided for that purpose, with proper indices, which book 
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shall be deemed a public record of such ordinances; and - 
each ordinance shall be signed in said book by the presi- 
dent or acting president of said board, and said clerk; 
copies of all papers duly filed in the office of said clerk, and 
transcripts of the records, proceedings, laws or ordinances 
of the said board, certified by him under the corporate seal 
of the village, shall be evidence in all courts and places. 

11. 4nd be it enacted, That the said president and every President and 
councilman shall bave the power, and it shall be his duty, make arrests. 
without warrant, to arrest or cause to be arrested, any per- 
son engaged, in his presence, in disturbing the public peace, 
or violating any laws of this State, or any ordinance of the 
board of council for the preservation of the peace or good 
order or morality ; and to bring, or cause such persons to be 
brought before a justice of the peace of the county, to be 
dealt with according to law. 

12. And be it enacted, That the ofhcial year of the per- Commencement 
sons who shall be elected in pursuance of this act, shal] °°" 7" 
commence on the Monday succeeding their election, and 
the official year of the several officers appointed in pur- 
suance of this act shall commence on the second Monday 
after the said election. 

13. And be it enacted, That the salary of the clerk of Compensation 
the village shall be the sum of three hundred dollars per offers. 
year, and he shall be entitled to charge individuals, by 
whom he shall be employed to copy records of his office or 
proceedings of the board of council, at the rate of ten cents 
per folio for said services, but no more; the superintendent 
of streets shall receive a salary not to exceed the sum of 
three hundred dollars per year; and the board of council 
shall have power to fix the salary, pay or compensation of 
all other officers appointed by the board by general ordi- 
nance; provided, that the compensation of the collector of Proviso, 
taxes and assessments shall not exceed one per centum of 
the sums collected by him; and the salary or compensation 
of any officer which has been once fixed, shall not be 
increased or diminished during his term of office; the presi- 
dent and councilmen shall not receive any pay or compensa- 
for their services; and the judges of election shall receive 
the same compensation for holding the elections, as judges 
of election, in the township are entitled to for like services; 
and the several officers elected under this act shall perform 
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the same duties, be subject to the same penalties, and enti- 
tled to the same compensation as like officers of the said 
township of Aquackanonk have by law heretofore been 
required to perform, subject or entitled to, except as to the 
compensation of the collector of taxes and assessments, 
which is herein provided for; and the books of account of 
the treasurer and collector of taxes and assessments shall at 
all times be open and subject to the inspection of the finance 
committee of the said board of council; and all moneys col- 
lected by the collector of taxes and assessments, for the said 
corporation, shall be by him promptly paid over to the 
treasurer, and he shall make a true report to the said board 
of council of all moneys by him collected and paid over, at 
the first meeting of said council in each and every month; 
and the said treasurer shall deposit all moneys received by 
him as treasurer in such bank or banks as shall be desig- 
nated for that purpose by said council. 

14, And be it enacted, That upon the trial of any issue, 
or upon the judicial investigation of any question, to which 
issue or investigation the village of Passaic shall be a party, 
or in which it shall be interested, no person shall he deemed 
an incompetent judge, Juror or witness, by reason of his or 
her being an inhabitant, taxpayer or freeholder of the village. 

(15. And be it enacted, That the board of council shall at 
least once a year and not more than twenty days, nor less 
than fifteen days before the annual village election, publish, 
by setting up the same in five conspicuous places in said 
village, and printed in a newspaper published in said vil- 
lage, if any, a full statement of all the receipts and expendi- 
tures of every description, for the fiscal year preceding such 
statement, including all the moneys which have been received 
and paid out by the treasurer for any purpose whatever, 
together with the different sources of revenue and the amount 
received under each, and the amount due and unpaid, with 
all such other information as may be necessary for a full 
understanding of the financial concerns of the village, which 
statement shall be sworn to by the president and clerk, and 
in case of a failure to perform the duties imposed by this 
section, the officer or officers so failing, shall be liable to a 
fine of one hundred dollars, to be recovered in an action of 
debt in the name of the village of Passaic, by any citizen 


thereof, one-half to go to such prosecutor and one-half to be

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16. And be it enacted, That all taxes provided for by this axe to be 
or any other act, to be assessed upon and collected from lected. 
persons and property within the corporate limits of the vil- 
lage of Passaic, shall be levied and collected by the proper 
officers of the village of Passaic ; provided, that the taxes to Proviso. 
be assessed within the corporate limits shall be assessed at 
such rate per centum upon all property therein taxable, as 
shall be fixed by the board of council by resolution, not 
exceeding, however, one-fourth of one per centum of the 
fair and full value of such property, for municipal purposes; 
but such rate per centum may be increased for any one year 
by a two-thirds vote of the voters of the village, at any 
annual election; and the poll tax in said village shall not 
exceed one dollar; and the said board shall cause a notice 
of the rate of such percentage, as fixed, to be served upon 
the assessor of said village before making his assessments in 
said village; provided also, that no taxes for any purpose Proviao. 
shall be levied or assessed upon any property within said 
village, which shall be owned by the said village in its cor- 
porate capacity, or which shall belong to any fire depart- 
ment of said village, nor upon chureh or public school 
property which shall be held and used exclusively for church 
and school purposes ; but this proviso shall not exempt any 
such property from liability for street assessments under 
this act. 

17. nd be it enacted, That all taxes or assessments Real estate may 
which shall he laid, assessed or made by the board of council ment of tason. 
of the said village, or by their authority upon any lands, 
tenements or real estate within the said viliage, with the 
lawful interest thereon accruing, and all costs and fees in 
relation to said taxes and assessments and collection thereof, 
shall be and remain a lien thereon for the space of three 
years from the completion of any such tax or assessment, 
notwithstanding any devise, descent, alienation, mortgage, 
law or other incumbrance thereon, and that if the full 
amount of any such tax or assessment shall not be paid 
and satisfied within the time limited by the said board 
for the payment thereof, a penalty of two per centum shall 
be added to the amount if not paid within thirty days after 
it so becomes payable, and at the rate of fifteen per centum 
per annum thereafter; and it shall and may be lawful 
for said board in vase any tax or assessment shall not be 
paid, with interest thereon within six months after the 
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same shall becume due and payable, to canse such lands 
to be sold at public auction for the shortest time for 
which any person will agree to take the same and pay 
such tax or assessment, or the balance thereof remaining 
unpaid, with the interest thereon and all costs, fees and 
expenses, and upon payment of the same by the purchaser, 
to execute, under the common seal of said village, a declara- 
tion of such sale, to be signed by the president and attested 
by the clerk, and to deliver the same to the purchaser, and 
such purchaser, his executors, administrators or assigns shall, 
by virtue thereof, lawfully hold and enjoy the land, tene- 
ments or real estate for his and their own proper use against 
the owner or owners thereof, and all persons claiming under 
him or them, until such term shall be completed and ended, 
and be at liberty to remove at or before the expiration of 
such time, all buildings and materials which he or they shall 
erect or place thereon; and in case of sale of any real estate 
in said village for taxes or assessments levied or made within 
two years Jast past, the purchaser shall be allowed to demand 
and receive from the party redeeming the same, interest on 
the money paid by him or her upon said purchase, at the 
rate of fifteen per centum per annum, and each and every 
delinquent in the payment of such taxes or assessments, who 
shall be in arrear in the payment of such taxes or assess- 
ments, after the expiration of thirty days’ notice to pay the 
same, shall be liable to a fine of two per centum on the 
amount due, and to the payment of interest thereon at fifteen 
per centum per annum; all of which shall be and remain a 
lien on such land or real estate, and be collected, in case of 
sale, in the same manner as the said taxes and assessments 
shall be collected; provided, the said board of council shall 
first have caused said sale to be advertised for at least sixty 
days, by advertisement put up in at least five public or con- 
spicuous places in said village, one whereof shall be put 
upou the lands so advertised, and by publication in a news- 
paper published in said village, if any, which advertisement 
shall describe the said lands, tenements or real estate, and 
specify the amount of tax or assessment, and be signed by 
the clerk, and the recitals in such declaration of sale shall 
be evidence of the tax or assessment, advertising and sale ; 
provided also, that the lands, tenements or real estate so 
sold may be redeemed by the owner, mortgagee, occupant or 
person interested therein, or by any other person in behalf 
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of such owner, mortgagee, occupant or person so interested 
in said lands, tenements or real estate, at any time within 
three years after the sale for such tax or assessments, by 
payment of the purchase money to the treasurer of the 
village, to and for the use of such purchaser, together with 
any other sums paid for tax or assessment, which the said 
purchaser may have paid, chargeable on such lands, tene- 
ments or real estate, and which he is hereby authorized to 
do, with interest thereon at the rate of fifteen per centum 
per annum in addition thereto, and the certificate of the 
treasurer of the village, stating the payment and showing 
what lands, tenements or real estate such payment is intended 
to redeem, shall be evidence of such redemption; any mort- 
gagee shall have power to redeem, at any time until the 
expiration of the six months’ notice herein specified; no 
morteagee whose mortgage shall have been duly recorded 
before sale, for any assessment, shall be affected by such 
sale, unless six months’ notice in writing shall have been 
given to him by the purchaser, or by those claiming under 
him, either personally or by being left at his usual place of 
abode, or if not residing or to be found in the said village 
of Passaic, then such notice shall be deposited in the post 
office of said village, directed to him at his last known place 
of residence, or at the post office nearest thereto, but nothing 
herein contained shall be so construed as to impair the lien 


created by such assessment or sale; provided also, that the proviso, 


term of time for which any lands, tenements or real estate 
shall be sold as aforesaid, shall commence at the expiration 
of three years after such sale, and the purchaser thereof, or 
those claiming under him, shall not have the right of posses- 
sion to said lands, tenements or real estate, until the expira- 
tion of said three years; and the said purchaser, or those 
claiming under him, shall, at the expiration of the time 
limited in such declaration of sale, quit and surrender the 
said lands, tenements or real estate in as good state and 
condition as when he entered into possession thereof, natural 
wear and accidents excepted, but he shall have the right to 
remove therefrom, at or before the expiration of his term, 
any buildings and materials erected or placed thereon by 
him ; provided also, that if at any such sale of lands, tenements

or real estate for assessments, the whole or any part thereof Sale of lands 


shall remain unsold for want of purchasers, then it shall be 
lawful to adjourn the said sale for not less than thirty days, 
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nor more than sixty days, and twenty days’ notice shall be 
given as aforesaid of such adjourned sale; and if, at said 
adjourned sale, there shall be no purchasers for said lands, 
tenements or real estate, or for any part thereof, then it shall 
be lawful for the treasurer of said village to purchase such 
lands, tenements or real estate in the name of and for the 
benefit of the said village, subject to the same redemption as 
hereinbefore provided for; provided also, that all moneys. 
paid for the redemption of said lands, tenements or real 
estate as aforesaid, together with such assessments paid by 
any mortgage or judgment creditor, shall be a lien upon 
said lands, tenements or real estate for the amount as paid, 
with interest at the rate of fifteen per centum per annum ; 
and such lien shall have precedence over all other liens on 
said lands, tenements or real estate, and on foreclosure of 
any mortgage thereon by such mortgagee redeeming, or to 
which he shall be a party, shall be directed to be made out 
of said lands, and on sale of said lands under any judgment, 


_ shall be paid out of the proceeds of the sale; and a complete 
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record of all assessments shall be kept in the village clerk’s 
office, which record shall contain the time when such assess- 
ments were laid, the time when they were paid, and (if the 
property had been sold therefor) the time of said sale, and 
to whom sold, and for what consideration, and if redeemed, 
when and by whom; it shall also be duty of the village 
clerk to record in a book, to be called “record of sales,” all 
declarations of sales, and to give certificates of searches in 
relation to liens to any person or persons applying for the 
same, and to cancel such declarations when the property for 
which they were given shall be redeemed, on certificate of 
the village treasurer of such redemption, and to file such 
certificate in the said clerk’s office, for which services the 
party for whom they are performed shall pay to said clerk 
the same fees as are allowed by law to the clerk of the 
county of Passaic for the performance of similar services ; 
and it shall be the duty of the village treasurer to make out 
two certificates for all property so redeemed, one for the 
person redeeming, and one to file in the said village clerk’s 
office. | 

18. And be it enacted, That the said board of council 
shall have power to make, pass, enforce, alter and repeal 
ordinances or by-laws to take effect within said village of 
Passaic, for the following purposes, to wit: to manage, 
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regulate and control the finances and property of the village, 
to ascertain and establish the boundaries of all streets, 
districts, lanes and avenues in said village, and to prevent 
and remove all encroachments, obstructions and nuisances in 
and upon any streets, roads, lane, avenue, or place in said 
village, and in every other respect to secure to the public 
and adjoining owners the safe and convenient use of the 
streets, roads, lanes and avenues for the purpose for which 
they are or may be laid out or dedicated; to establish, 
regulate and support a fire department and a police depart- 
ment; to prevent and prohibit all quadrupeds from running 
at large in said village; to make and adopt an assessment 
map, whereby to lay down and describe lands assessed or to 
be assessed for improvements; to prevent immoderate 
driving in the streets, and driving over and upon the side- 
walks; to prevent and quell riots, routs, disturbances or 
disorderly assemblages in any street, house or place in said 
village; to restrain and prevent all acts tending to disturb 
public schools or places of public worship, or to annoy and 
disturb persons passing to or from such places; to prevent 
and suppress gaming houses, disorderly houses and houses of 
ill-fame, and to prohibit gaming; to restrain and punish all 
mendicants, vagrants, street beggars andcommon prostitutes, 
to suppress vice and immorality, and drunkenness, to 
preserve public peace and good order; to license, regulate 
and prohibit hawkers and peddlers, upon such terms and 
under such regulations as the board of council shall, by 
ordinance impose, and no other license for such purposes 
within said village, granted by any other authority, shall be 
lawful, except licenses granted by the governor to hawkers 
and peddlers; to prohibit, restrain, license and regulate all 
menageries or collections of wild beasts, and exhibitions of 
any interludes, farces, theatrical exhibitions, circuses, plays, 
games, tricks, juggling, sleight-of-hand, feats of uncommon 
dexterity, and other public performances or exhibitions for 
money; to authorize the destruction of dogs running at 
large, to prescribe the duties and compensation of all officers 
not defined by this act or the statutes of this State; and to 
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village of Passaic for the use of said village, before any 
justice of the peace of said county, in which action it shall 
be lawful to declare generally in debt for the penalty and to 
give the special matter in evidence, and if judgment in such 
cases shall be given against the defendant and the same 
remain unpaid for five days, the said justice shall issue 
execution for the same, under his hand and seal, against the 
body of the defendant, and directed to any constable of the 
county, who shall execute the same in the manner and under 
the same liabilities as prescribed in case of like execution 
issued by a justice of the peace under the “Act constituting 
courts for the trial of small causes;” provided, that no 
ordinance or by-law shall be enacted or passed by the said 
board of council, unless the same shall have been introduced 
at a previous stated meeting, and be agreed to by a majority 
of the whole number of councilmen upon the passage 
thereof; and no ordinance or by-law shall be enacted or 
passed, interfering with the mill-sites, water-power or canal 
banks of the Dundee Manufacturing Company, without the 
consent of said company. 

19. And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for the 
board of council, by ordinance, to lay out, open, widen, alter, 
grade, pave, macadamize, gravel, curb and gutter any street, 
road or avenue or any part thereof, within the said village ; 
to lay side and cross-walks thereon, and build and open 
sewers, drains and receiving basin in and upon any street, 
road or avenue in said village or any part thereof, on the 
application in writing to the said board of council, by any 


~ owner or owners of lands over or opposite which such im- 


provements are proposed to pass; provided, the applicant 
or applicants shall first deposit with the said board as much 
money as the board shall deem sufficient to defray all neces- 
sary expenses preliminary to a decision of the board to 
execute such improvements, and if no remonstrance be filed 
as hereinafter provided, and the board shall decide to 
execute the improvement, the whole amount so deposited 
shall thereupon be refunded to the persons depositing the

An Act for the better enforcement in Maurice River Cove and 
Delaware Bay, of the act entitled “ An act for the preser- 
vation of Clams and Oysters,” approved April fourteenth, 
eighteen hundred and forty-six, and of the supplements 
thereto. 


WHEREAS, the flats and grounds in Delaware bay and 
Maurice river cove, covered with water, adjoining the 
counties of Cumberland and Cape May, are occupied by 
citizens of this State for the purpose of catching, planting 
and growing oysters; AND WHEREAS, great losses are 
annually sustained by the depredations of persons who 
steal and carry away the oysters planted and growing in 
said cove; AND WHEREAS, the means of enforcing the 
present laws of the State for the protection of the said 
oyster grounds are inadequate ; therefore, 

1. Be IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of

to allow his vessel or boat to be used in the arrest and 
capture of any persons violating the laws, as aforesaid, shall 
forfeit and pay a fine of fifty dollars, with costs of suit, to be 
sued for and recovered in any court having jurisdiction 
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thereof; and any person or persons guilty of obstructing or 
hindering the said special officer in the performance of his 
duty, under this act, shall be subject to all the penalties 
imposed by law for hindering and obstructing other officers 
of this State in the performance of their duties. 

5. And be it enacted, That for the better carrying out of 
the provisions of this act, that Daniel T. Howell be appointed — 
collector of the oyster fund of Maurice river cove, who shall 
hold his office until the first Tuesday of March, one thousand 
eight hundred and seventy-two, and until his successor is 
elected, whose duty it shall be to assess and collect all the 
moneys due from the several boats and their captains or com- 
manders, as set forth in the first section of this act ; to issne a 
license duly certified by himself, to each and every captain or 
commander ofa boat or vessel lawfully engaged in the business 
of catching, planting and growing oysters in the said Dela- 
ware bay and Maurice river cove, that shall pay the taxes 
required by the first section of this act; to refuse licenses to 
all who do not comply with the provisions of this act, or are 
not entitled by the laws of this State to catch, plant and 
grow oysters in the said Delaware bay and Maurice river 
cove, and to pay the salary of the said special officer and all 
expenses incurred by him in the performance of his duties ; 
and the said collector shall receive for such services the 
sum of five per centum of all moneys by him received and 
collected. 

6. ind be tt enacted, That the said collector shall keep a 
true and faithful record of all his transactions during the 
year, shall record all licenses granted by him as required by 
the fifth section of this act, in a book provided for that pur- 
pose, and shall receive, mm addition to the compensation 
allowed him for his services as collector, twenty-five cents 
for each license recorded by him; shall keep a true record 
of all moneys received and expended by him, and make a 
true and faithful report of the condition of the finances at 
each annual meeting hereinafter provided for, and shall be 
required before entering upon the duties of his office, to give 
bonds to the collector of the county of Cumberland, with at 
least two responsible freehold securities, in the sum of two 
thousand dollars, for the faithful performance of the duties 
imposed on him by this act.

An Act to incorporate the May’s Landing and Egg Harbor 
City Railroad Company. 


1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That William Moore, Samuel R. corporators. 
Colwell, Simon Hanthorn, J. E. P. Abbott, 8. R. Divinney, 

Thomas D. Endicott, Abram L. [zard, Charles R. Colwell, 
Nicholas F. Smith, James Baker, Job Babcock, Daniel Gif- 
ford, Lewis Kuhnle, William Moore, junior, Alpheus 
Doughty, Daniel E. Izard, Richard Somers, John B. Cham- 
pion, Humphry Scull, H. D. Beach, William Bolte, C. N. 
Rape, and such other persons as may be hereafter associated 
with them, shall be and they are hereby ordained, consti- 
tuted and declared to be a body corporate and politic, in 
fact and in name, by the name of * May’s Landing and Egg corporate name. 
Harbor City Railroad Company,” and shall be capable of 
purchasing, holding and conveying any lands, tenements, 
goods and chattels whatsoever necessary and expedient for 
‘the objects of this corporation. 

2. And be it enacted, That the capital stock of the said Amount of eapt- 
company shall be seventy thousand dollars, with liberty to” 
increase to one hundred and fifty thousand dollars, which 
shall be divided into shares of fifty dollars each, which shall 
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be deemed personal property, and transferable 1a such man- 
ner as the corporation shall by their by-laws direct. 

3. And be it enacted, That the above named persons, or a 
majority of them, shall be commissioners to open books to 
receive subscriptions to the capital stock of the said cor- 
poration at such time and place as they, or a majority of 
them, may think proper, giving at least ten days’ notice in 
one of the newspapers published in Atlantic county, and 
that at the time of subscribing ten per centum shall be paid

employ, to enter at all times upon all lands and waters, for 
the purpose of exploring, surveying, leveling or laying out 
the route of such railroad, and of locating the same, and to 
do and erect all necessary works, buildings and appendages 
thereof, doing no unnecessary damage to private or other 
property; and when the route of said road shall have been 
determined on, and a survey of such route deposited in the 
office of the secretary of state, then it shall be lawful for 
said company, by its officers, agents, engineers, superintend- 
ents, contractors, workmen and other persons in their 
employ, to enter upon, take possession of, hold, have, use and 
occupy any such lands, and to erect embankments, bridges, 
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piers and all other work necessary to lay rails, and do all

any individual, to provide and keep in repair suitable and 
convenient wagon ways over and under said railroad, and 
shall also construct and maintain suitable and proper cattle 
guards at all road crossings. 

10. And be tt enacted, That the president and sci of 
said corporation shall have the power to have constructed, 
or to purchase with the funds of the corporation, and to 
place on the said railroad, all machinery, engines, cars, 
wagons, carriages or vehicles, for the transportation of 
persons or property ; and they are hereby authorized to 
demand and receive such sums of money for the transporta- 
tion of persons and property thereon as they from time to 
time shall think reasonable and proper; provided, that they 
shall not charge more than at the rate of four cents per 
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mile for carrying such passenger, but no charge shall be 
required to be less in the aggregate than ten cents; nor 
shall the said corporation charge more than six cents per ton 
per mile for the transportation of property on said road 
which is usually weighed by the ton; the said railroad, with 
its appendages, and the lands over which it shall pass, and 
all the works, improvements and all other property whatso- 
ever, belonging to the corporation are hereby vested in the 
said corporation and their successors for and during the 
continuance of their charter.

ment and termination of said road, or at any other point on 
the line of said road where the directors may think proper 
to establish depots, and may erect thereon houses, ware- 
houses, workshops, and such other buildings and improve- 
ments as they may deem expedient for the safety of their 
property, and for other necessary uses appertaining to their 
business, and may receive the rents and emoluments thereof, 
and may build and maintain over such rivers and streams as 
the road may cross, such piers and bridges as they may 
deem expedient; provided, that suitable and sufficient draws Proviso. 
shall be made over any navigable stream, so as not to 
obstruct the navigation thereof. 

13. And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for the said M*y, make con- 
company, at any time during the continuance of its charter, 
to make contracts and engagements with any other corpora- 
tion, or with individuals, for transporting or conveying any 
kinds of goods, produce, freight, mercbandise or passengers, 
and enforce the fulfilment of such contracts. 

14. And be it enacted, That if any person shall wilfully [eeu orn 
impair, injure, destroy or obstruct the use of the railroad 
enjoined under the provisions of this act, or any of their 
necessary works, wharves, bridges, carriages or machines, 
such person or persons so offending shall forfeit and pay to 
the said company the sum of fifty dollars, to be by them 
recovered in any court having competent jurisdiction in an 
action of debt; and further, shall be liable for all damage. 
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1d. And be it enacted, That as soon as the said railroad, 
or any part of it, 1s In operation, the president of the said 
company shall file, under oath or allirmation, a statement of 
the amount of the cost of said railroad, including equip- 
ments, appendages, and all expenses, in the oifice of the 
secretary of state, and annually thereafter, on the first 
Monday in January in each year, he shall, under oath or 
affirmation, make a statement to the secretary of state of the 
cost, equipments, appendages and expenses of said road. 

16. And be it enacted, That said May’s Landing and Egg 
Harbor City Railroad Company shall have power to borrow 
such sum or sums of moncy, from time to time, as shall be 
necessary to build, construct, or repair said road, and furnish 
said corporation with all the necessary engines, cars and 
machinery, for the uses and objects of said company, and to 
secure the payment thereof by bond and mortgage, or 
otherwise, on said road, lands, privileges, franchises and 
appurtenances of or belonging to said corporation, at a rate 
of interest not exceeding seven per centum per annum. 

17. And be it enacted, That the said railroacl is hereby 
authorized to lease its railroad to (or consolidate with) any 
other railroad company, which is hereby authorized to take 
such lease, and operate the same for such term or times, and 
on such terms as the said parties may agree upon. 

18. And be it enacted, That any railroad company is 
hereby authorized to endorse or guarantee the bonds of the 
said May’s Landing and Ege Harbor City Railroad, and in 
any other way which the parties may agree upon, aid the 
said company in the construction of its said railroad. 

19, And be tt enacted, That after said railroad or any 
part thereof shall be in operation, the said corporation shall 
pay to the treasurer of this State, a tax of one-half of one 
per centum on the cost, equipments, and appendages of said 
road; to be paid annually thereafter, on the first Monday in 
January of each year, and such other taxes as may be 
assessed from time to time by a general law applicable to 
all railroads over which the Legislature shall have power 
for that purpose, at the time of the passage of such law or 
Jaws; and until the said railroad, or any part thereof, shall 
be in operation, the said corporation shall be regularly 
assessed, and pay tax for the value of its real estate, inclu- 
ding improvements thereon, and personal property as now 
taxed in the city or cities, township or townships wherein 
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it lies, at the same time and rate, and in the same manner, 
for the same purposes, and by the same person or persons as 
other taxes are assessed in said city or cities, township or 
townships ; provided, that no other tax or impost shall be proviso.

did transport tle same to the city of Trenton at his own 
expense; AND WHEREAS, by a vote of said company they 
were mustered into the United States’ service as company 
F, of the first regiment of New Jersey cavalry, an inde- 
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pendent organization, recruited and organized by Colonel 
William Halstead, under special authority of the war 
department; AND WHEREAS, by reason of said company 
being mustered into an organization recruited independent 
of the State authority, said Captain Lucas could not be 
reimbursed by this State for his expenses incurred in 
recruiting, subsisting and transporting said men, without 
the action of the Legislature; AND WHEREAS, said Lucas 
before making his claim for the payment of said expenses, 
on the twelfth day of October, one thousand eight hundred 
and sixty-three, was killed in command of said regiment, 
leaving no issue; therefore,

committee, guardian or parent of such lunatic, idiot or 
minor, to apply to any judge of the court of common pleas 
of the county in which such land or real estate is situate, 
for the appointment of three disinterested commissioners to 
make an estimate and assessment of the damage that any 
such owner or owners may sustain by taking and appropri- 
ating, in the manner now allowed by said act, the said land 
and real estate.

pany to give notice thereof to the persons interested, if 
known and in this State, or if unknown and out of this State, 
to make publication thereof as he shall direct, for any time 
not less than ten days, and to assign a particular time and 
place for the appointment of the commissioners hereinafter 
named; at which time, upon satisfactory evidence to him of 
the service or publication of such notice aforesaid, he shall 
appoint, under his hand and seal, three disinterested, im- 
partial and judicious freeholders, residents in the counties 
in which such land is located, commissioners to examine and 
appraise the said land or materials, and to assess the 
damages, upon such notice to be given to the persons 
interested as shall be directed by the justice making such 
appointment, to be expressed therein, not less than ten days; 
and it shall be the duty of the said commissioners (having 
first taken and subscribed an oath or affirmation before 
some person duly authorized to administer an oath, faith- 
fully and impartially to examine the matter in question, and 
to make a true report, according to the best of their skill 
and understanding,) to meet at the time and place appointed, 
and to proceed to review or examine the said land or 
materials, and to make a just and equitable estimate and 
appraisement of the value of the same, and assessment of 
damages, as shall be paid by the company for such land or 
materials and damagesaforesaid; which report shall be in writ- 
ing under the handsand seals of said commissioners, or any two 
of them, and filed within ten days thereafter, together with 
the aforesaid description of the land or materials, and the 
appointments and oaths or affirmations aforesaid, in the 
clerk’s office of the supreme court of the State of New Jersey, 
to remain of record therein; which report, or a copy 
thereof, certified by the clerk of the said court, shall at all

construct bridges across any navigable rivers or other 
waters, providing, in case of navigable rivers or other 
waters, suitable draws to said bridges, so as not to impede 
the navigation of said rivers or other waters.

the said company the sum of fifty dollars, to be by them 
recovered in any court having competent jurisdiction, in an 
action of debt, and further, shall be liable for all damages. 
14, And be it enacted, That as soon as the said railways, 
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or any part thereof, are in operation, the president of the said 
company shall file, under oath or affirmation, a statement of 
the amount of the cost of the said railways, including 
equipment, appendages, and all expenses, in the office of the 
secretary of state; and annually thereafter, on the first 
Monday of January in each year, he shall, under oath or 
affirmation, make a statement to the secretary of state of 
the cost, equipment, appendages and expenses of said rail- 
ways; and after the said railways, or any part thereof, shall 
be in operation, the said corporation shall pay to the 
treasurer of this State a tax of one-half of one per centum 
on the cost, equipment and appendages of the said railway 
or railways, to be paid annually thereafter, on the first 
Monday of January in each year, and such other taxes as 
may be assessed from time to time by a general law apph- 
cable to all railroads over which the Legislature shall have 
power for that purpose at the time of the passage of such 
law or laws; and until the said railways, or any part 
thereof, shall be in operation, the said corporation shall be 
regularly assessed and pay tax for the value of its real 
estate, including improvements thereon and personal pro- 
perty, as now taxed in the city or cities, township or town- 
ships wherein it lies, at the same time and rate, and in the 
same manner, for the same purposes, and by the same per- 
son or persons, as other taxes assessed in said city or cities, 
township or townships; provided, that no other tax or 
impost shall be levied or assessed upon said company. 

15. And be itt enacted, That the said Narrow Gauge 
Railway Company shall have power to borrow such sum or 
sums of money, from time to time, as shall be necessary to 
build, construct or repair their road and furnish all necessary 
engines and machinery for the use and objects of said com- 
pany, and to secure the repayment thereof by the execution 
and negotiation of any bond or bonds, and secured by 
mortgages on the said road, lands, privileges, franchises and 
appurtenances of and belonging to the said company, said 
bonds bearing not more than seven per centum per annum ; 
provided however, that the said company shall not plead the 
statute of usury In consequence thereof; and, provided jur- 
ther, that said bonds shall constitute a first and second lien 
on the said railways, its cars, real estate and franchises, as 
stipulated in the bonds; and to dispose of said bonds for 
the purpose of aiding in the construction of said railways, 
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at the rate of not less than ninety per centum of their par 
value, and redeemable in thirty years after date. 

16. And be it enacted, That if one of the said railways Limitation. 
shall not be commenced within three years, and be com- 
pleted within seven years, from the fourth day of July next 
ensuing, that then and in that case this act shall be void. 

17. And be it enacted, That the governor, the chancellor, Free passes. 
the justices of the supreme court, and the judges of the 
court of errors of this State, whilst traveling for the pur- 
pose of discharging their official duties, and the members 
and officers of both houses of the Legislature, and state 
superintendent of the schools, during the year for which 
they were elected, shall pass and repass upon the railways 
of the company in their cars, free of charge. 

18. And be tt eaacted, That this act shall take effect imme- 
diately.

An Act to incorporate the Schooley’s Mountain Mineral 
Railroad. 


1 Be iT ENacTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That the following persons, corporators.

Sharp, Henry Seward, David A. Crowell, William P. 
Condit, Joseph Heath, L. I. Stoutenburgh, John N. Sharp, 
Philip G. Stevens, 8. V. Fishers, William Hann, Jr., Richard 
stevens, and their associates shall be, and they are hereby 
constituted a body politic and corporate, by the name of 
‘The Schooley’s Mountain Mineral Railroad,” and by that corporate name. 
name they and their successors shall be known in law, and 
have power to sue and be sued, and to defend and be 
defended in all courts, whether in law or in equity, and by 
that name shall be capable of purchasing or otherwise 
receiving and becoming possessed of and holding or con- 
veying any real or personal estate, shall have perpetual suc- 
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cession, and may also have a common seal, and alter or 
renew the same at pleasure, and shall have, enjoy and 
exercise all the rights, powers and privileges pertaining to 
corporate bodies, and necessary for the purposes of this act.

An Act to authorize the trustees of the Second Presbyteriin 
Church, of Belvidere, to make sale and conveyance of 
their Parsonage House and lot of land, in the town of 
Belvidere. 


Wuereas, John Kinney, junior, late of the town of Bel- . 
videre aforesaid, deceased, did in and by codicil to his last 
will and testament, dated the first day of June, anno 
domini one thousand eight hundred and fifty, give and 
bequeath to the trustees of Second Presbyterian Church, 
in Belvidere, and to their successors in office, a house 
and lot then lately purchased by said deceased, of Reeder 
T. Slack, situate in Paul street, in Belvidere aforesaid, in 
trust, nevertheless, for a parsonage for the pastor statedly 
worshipping in said Second Presbyterian Church, of Bel- 
videre ; AND WHEREAS, the said house on the said lot has 
been for a number of years in such a condition that it has 
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been unfit for a residence for the pastor of said church, 
and has not been occupied for that purpose, and cannot be 
repaired and made fit and suitable for that purpose with- 
out the expenditure of a very large sum of money; AND 
WHEREAS, the said house and lot ‘cannot now be rented 
for as much money as the interest of the money for which 
said house and lot can be sold; AND WHEREAS, the 
trustees of said church are desirous to sell the said house 
and lot, and to use the money arising from said sale 
towards the erection of a new parsonage house on a lot of 
land to be donated to or purchased by said trustees for 
that purpose; therefore, 
1, BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That the trustees of the Second 
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Presbyterian Church, of Belvidere, be, and they are hereby parsonage and 


authorized and empowered to sell and convey the said par- 
sonage house and lot so devised to them as above recited, in 
fee simple, to such person or persons, for such sum or sums of 
-money, and invest the same in the purchase of a lot and the 
building of a new parsonage house thereon according, as 
they may deem best calculated to insure the purpose of said 
_ devise, and to make and execute an absolute conveyance to 
the purchaser or purchasers thereof. 

2. find be tt enacted, That the purchaser or purchasers ’ 
of the said house and lot, upon conveyance thereof as afore-— 
said, shall hold the same acquitted and discharged of the 
said trust, and in absolute estate. 

3. And be it enacted, That until the proceeds of said 
sale be invested, as aforesaid, it shall and may be lawful for 
the said trustees to keep the said proceeds invested at inter. 
est for the benefit of said church, in such manner as they 
may deem proper, and that any note, bill, or bond, or mort- 
gage or other security taken by said trustees, for that pur- 
pose, shall be deemed and taken to be valid and effectual in 
the law.

with the privilege of the several avenues, walks, passages and 
other accommodations therein and thereunto belonging, sub- 
ject, however, to such regulations and restrictions as have 
been or may be established in relation thereto by any 
by-laws or ordinance of said corporation; transfers of sub-lots 
or rights thereunto may be made by the owner or owners 
thereof by simple assignment annexed to said deed, but 
shall not be valid until the assignment is recorded on the 
books of said association. 
3. And be it enacted, That if any part of the lands con- 
veyed to said corporation for the purpose aforesaid shall be 
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unsuited for the purpose of a cemetery, or if in the title hands unenited 
made to such corporation there should be any restrictions purposes to be 
prohibiting them from using such part for such purposes, a

5. Jind be it enacted, That the sum which the said corpo- Partial stocks 
ration may agree to pay for the tract or tracts of land here- 
inbefore mentioned, and the sums which shall be expended 
in embellishing, improving, beautifying, erecting fences, 
buildings, and other necessary accommodations shall be the 
capital stock of said association, and shall be divided into 
shares of one hundred dollars each, and that not less than 
twenty-five per centum of the net proceeds of all sales of 
lots, parcels and plats shall be appropriated or funded for 
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the further embellishment and maintaining the improve- 
ments, fences and other accommodations of said cemetery 
grounds, and the balance received shall belong to and be 
divided among the stockholders according to their several 
interests, and whatever sum shall be funded, as aforesaid, 
and the lands of said association, the same shall be free from 
all taxes or assessments, and no taxes or assessments, shall 
be imposed on lot owners therefor. 

6. And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for the 
directors, or a majority of them, to call in the subscriptions 
to the capital stock, at such times, and in such sums, and 
upon such notice as they may deem reasonable, and a failure 
to comply with such notice on the part of any stockholder 
shall, at the option of the directors, or a majority of them, 
be cause of forfeiture of all moneys thereon and all rights 
by virtue of his subscription to such stock. 

T. And be tt enacted, That the said corporation shall 
have, use and exercise all the rights and privileges incident 
to a corporation herein stated, (and shall be exempt from all 
taxes, assessments and charges upon their capital stock,) and 
the property which they may acquire, hold or possess, and

10. And be it enacted, That the said corporation may take 
and hold any grant, donation or bequest of property upon 
trust to apply the same, or the income thereof, under the 
direction of the board of directors for the improvement or 
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embellishment of the said cemetery, or for the erection, 
repair, preservation or renewal of any tomb, monument or 
grave stone, fence, railing or other erection, or for the plant- 
ing and cultivation of trees, shrubs, flowers or plants in or 
around any cemetery lot, or for improving the said premises 
in any other manner or form consistent with the designs and 
purposes of this act according to the term of such grant, 
donation or bequest. 

11. And be it enacted, That the provisions of the eighth Provisions ofa 
section of the act entitled «An Act authorizing the incorpo- act made a part 
ration of Rural Cemetery Associations,” approved March %'** 
fourteenth, one thousand eight hundred and fifty-one, be, 
and the same is hereby made part of this act.

1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That Henry Meigs, Solon Hum- Petters. 
phrey, Jacob R. Schuyler, Rufus Story, F. I. Smith, Hiram 
Van Buskirk, James W. Trask, Erastus Randall, George 
Carragan, and such other persons as may be hereafter asso- 
ciated with them and their successors, are herebv constituted 
a body corporate in fact and in Jaw, under the name of the 
‘¢ Mechanics’ Trust Company,” and by that name shall have Corporate name. 
perpetual succession, and may sue and be sued in any court 
whatever, with powers and privileges as are hereinafter 
provided. 

2. And be it enacted, That the capital stock of said com- capital stock. 
pany shall be one hundred thousand dollars; but when fifty 
thousand dollars shall have been actually subscribed, and 
twenty-five thousand been paid in, the said company may 
organize and proceed to business under this act. 

3. find be it enacted, That the said company shall have 
power to receive as deposits all sums of money which may 
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be offered, in such sums, and at such times, and on such 
terms as the by-laws shall prescribe, which money so received 
shall be repaid to such depositor, at such times and with 
such interest, not to exceed seven per centum, and under 
such regulations as shall be by said company from time to 
time prescribed, and shall have power to guarantee the pay- 
ment, punctual performance, and collection of promissory 
notes, bills of exchange, contracts, bonds, accounts, claims, 
evidence of debt and certificates of property or value, and 
the titles to property, real or personal, upon such terms as 
may be established by the board of directors of said com- 
pany; to receive upon storage, deposit or otherwise, mer- 
chandise, bullion, specie, plate, stocks, bonds, promissory 
notes, contracts or other property, except household furni- 
ture and wearing apparel, and to take the management, 
custody and charge of real and personal estate and property, 
and to advance moneys, securities and credits upon any 
property, real or personal, on such terms as may be estab- 
lished by the directors of said company; and that the 
capital stock and funds of said corporation may be invested 
and re-invested in, and loans made upon bonds and mort- 
gages, on real estate, within the State of New Jersey, and

An Act to incorporate the Commercial Bank of Vineland. 


1. BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That John Hendee, Edwin M. corporators; 
Turner, Willis T. Virgil, William A. House, James Sawyer _ 
and R. C. Sykes and their associates be, and they are hereby 
created a body politic and corporate by the name of “ The 
Commercial Bank of Vineland,” and by that name they corporate name 
shall have and exercise banking powers, and the incidental #4 ?°¥™ 
corporate powers enumerated in the first section of the act 
concerning corporations; provided, that the said corpora- Proviso. 
tion shall not trade or deal in anything except money, bills 
of exchange, promissory notes and gold or silver bullion, 
and shall in no case hold any real estate, goods, wares, mer- 
chandise or chattels, except such as may be necessary for 
the convenient transaction of its business, or shall be mort- 
gaged or pledged to it as security for debts, loans or con- 
tracts, or shall be purchased upon judgment or execution for 
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the purpose of securing or obtaining payment of any debt 
or debts due to satd corporation. 

2. /ind be it enacted, That the capital stock of said cor- 
poration shall be fifty thousand dollars, with liberty to 
increase it to one hundred thousand dollars, and shall be 
divided in shares of one hundred dollars each; that John 
Hendee, Edwin M. Turner, Willis T. Virgil, William A. 
House, James Sawyer and R. C. Sykes, or a maiority of 
them shall be, and they are hereby appointed commissioners 
to open, at the town of Vineland, a book of subscriptions 
for and to receive subscriptions to said capital stock, giving 
at least ten days’ notice in a newspaper printed in the 
county of Cumberland, of the time and place of recciving 
said subscriptions; that the said books, after having been 
opened, shall be kept open for three successive days, unless 
the amount of said capital stock shali be sooner subscribed 
for; that at the time of subscribing for said stock the res- 
pective subscribers shall pay to said commissioners five dol- 
lars upon each share subscribed for, and that the said 
corporation shall have liberty to commence business as soon 
and not before twenty-five thousand dollars shall be actually 
paid in cash.

ments thereon, which forfeiture may be made and declared 
by order or resolution of said board; provided, that at least 
twenty days’ previous notice of the time and place for the 
payments of said instalments shall be given by advertising 
in at least two papers published in the county of Cumber- 
land, and that no instalment of more than twenty-five dollars 
on each share shall be called in at one time, nor shall said 
instalments be required to be paid within less than twenty 
days of each other.

And be tt enacted, That if at any time the said cor- Refusal to re- 
poration shall refuse or neglect on demand being made at banking opera- 
their banking house during the regular hours of business, to “°™* 
redeem in lawful money any of the bills or notes issued by 
it, and which may then be due and payable, the said corpo- 
ration shall thereupon, under the pain of forfeiting its char- 
ter, wholly discontinue and cease from banking operations 
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until such bills or notes are fully paid; provided, that the 
provisions of the act entitled “An act to suspend the pen- 
alties of the non-redemption in specie of bank notes,” 
approved March twenty-fourth, one thousand eight hundred 
and sixty-two, and the supplements thereto, approved March 
sixth, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-three, be and 
continue in force in relation to the bank incorporated and 
chartered by this act. 

12. And be it enacted, That if the said corporation here- 
after become insolvent, the whole assets of said corporation 
at the time of its becoming insolvent shall be first applied 
to the payment thereof, and in case of a distribution of the 
assets among the creditors of said corporation, under the 
order or decree of the court of chancery the holders of 
such bills or notes shall be equal in priority, and shall have 
a preference over all other creditors, except bona fide judg- 
ments or mortgage creditors. 

13. And be it enacted, That all the directors of said cor-

continue liable the same as if no such resignation had been 
attempted ; and such liability of directors shall continue 
after they have ceased to be directors, either by resignation 
or otherwise, if said corporation was insolvent when they 
ceased to be directors; and it shall not be lawful for any 
director to assign or transfer his stock or other property to 
avoid such liability; and in case of the payment of any 
such bills or notes by any of said directors, the other direc- 
tors who may be liable shall account in the same way as 
other joint debtors are accountable to each other; provided, 
that no property that shall or may be levied on or taken in 
execution, under or by virtue of any judgement or decree in 
favor of any receiver or receivers, under the provisions of 
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this act, shall be sold until after the expiration of four 
months from the date of said judgment or decree. 

14. And be it enacted, That if the assets of said corpora- Stockholder Tiag 
tion and directors shall prove insufficient to redeem the whole to redoom cirevs 
of the said bills or notes, then the amount that shall or may be **°™ 
realized from said assets and property shall be distributed 
ratably among the holders of the said bills or notes; and the 
stockholders of the said corporation at the time of its 
becoming insolvent, shall be jointly and severally liable to 
any receiver or receivers that shall or may be appointed as 
aforesaid, to an amount sufficient to redeem the said bills or 
notes after the assets of said corporation shall have been dis- 
tributed as aforesaid; provided, that no stockholder shall Proviso, 
be made liable to an amount exceeding the par value of the 
stock held by him at the time said corporation becomes in- 
solvent, and if that amount shall not be required for the full 
redemption of said bills or notes, then the said stockholders 
shall be liable in the ratio of the stock so held by them, and 
it shall not be lawful for any such stockholders to assign or 
otherwise transfer his stock or other property to avoid such 
liability. 

15. And be it enacted, That in case of any action or sult action at law.

16. And be it enacted, That the bills or notes issued by amountof bills 
said corporation shall not any time exceed double the “"** 
amount of its capital stock paid in, and if the president or 
cashier shall knowingly and wilfully issue, or cause or suffer 
to be issued, bills or notes of said corporation exceeding 
double the amount of its capital stock actually paid in, such 
president or cashier shall be deemed guilty of misdemeanor, 
and on conviction thereof shall be punished by imprison- 
ment not less than one year, nor more than five years, in the 
discretion of the court. 

17. And be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of said statements

An Act authorizing a board of trustees to administer the 
temporalities of the Reformed Church, of Paramus, in 
Bergen county. 


1. Be IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That it shall be lawful for the 
pew owners of the Reformed Church, of Paramus, who shall 
have been stated attendants on public worship in said 
church for one year or more, and who shall have contributed 
to the support of said church, to meet together at such time 
and place as shall for that purpose be appointed by the con- 
sistory of said church; and by plurality of votes to elect 
from the persons aforesaid five persons who, at such election, 
shall not be members of the consistory, and who shall not, 
during his or their term of office, be eligible thereto, and 
who, with the four deacons, ex-officio, shall constitute a 
board of nine trustees to take the charge and management 
of the church estate and property, and to transfer all affairs 
relative to the temporalities thereof. 

2. “ind be it enacted, That notice of the time and place 
of such election shall be publicly given in said church for 
at least two days or Sabbaths, on which public worship 
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shall be statedly held therein next previous to the time of 
such election; and the said election shall be held by three 
inspectors to be appointed by the said consistory, who shall 
preside at such election, receive the votes of the electors, be 

the judges to determine their qualifications as herein pre- 
scribed, be the officers to certify and return to the said con- 
sistory the names of the persons so elected, and also to 
certify and inform such persons of their election; and the 

said persons so elected shall be divided at their first meeting 

and organization into five classes, of which the first shall Trustess to be 
remain in office one year, the second two years, the third classes. 
three years, the fourth four years, and the fifth five years, so 

that one class may be elected every year; and at every such 
election, and at every election to fill a vacancy, caused by 
death, removal or otherwise, inspectors shall be appointed 

by the consistory, in the manner and for the purposes as 
herein provided. 

3. And be wt enacted, That immediately after the first Trastecs to have

4. And be it enacted, That whereas the congregation of May sell church 
said church have resolved to build a new church edifice, the make to-laws.

and of the rights of the pew owners therein as to a majority 
of the said board shall seem fit and proper, having regard

CHAPTER CCCXY. 


An Act to legalize, construe and confirm certain acts and 
proceedings in the matter of altering the lines of and 
widening Springfield Avenue, in the city of Newark. 


WHEREAS, the common council of the city of Newark, on Preamble. 
the twenty-first day of May, eighteen hundred and sixty- 
nine, under and by virtue of the authority vested in them 
by the act entitled «An Act to revise and amend the 
charter of the city of Newark,” approved March eleventh, 
one thousand eight hundred and fifty-seven, and the sup- 
plements thereto, and the ordinances of said city, passed 
a resolution of intention to order and cause Springfield 
avenue, in said city, from Sixteenth avenue to the Clinton 
township line, to be altered and widened to the width of 
eighty-five feet, in accordance with a map filed in the 
office of the city clerk, made under the direction of the 
committee on streets and highways, which said resolution 
of intention, so passed as aforesaid, was approved by the 
mayor of said city on the twenty-fourth day of May, 
in said year; AND WHEREAS, said common council after- 
wards, to wit, on the second day of July, in said year 
eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, under and by virtue of 
the authority aforesaid, passed an ordinance entitled “ An 
ordinance to alter the lines of and widen Springfield 
avenue,’ which said ordinance, so passed as aforesaid, 
was approved by the mayor of said city on the day follow- 
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ing; AND WHEREAS, the said common council, under and 
by virtue of the authority aforesaid, did also, on the third 
day of September, in said year eighteen hundred and 
sixty-nine, appoint James G. Barnet, Henry N. Park- 
hurst, Horace J. Poinier, Charles Merchant and Sylvester 
H. Moore, five disinterested freeholders of said city, 
residing in different wards, commissioners to make an 
estimate and assessment of the damages sustained by the 
owners of the lands and real estate necessary to be taken 
and appropriated for said widening, and also au assess- 
ment of the benefits received, upon the owners of said 
lands and real estate, which said appointment was 
approved by the mayor of said city on the day following ; 
AND WHEREAS, it was the real intention of said common 
council, in and by said resolution of intention, and in and 
by said ordinance and the appointment of said commis- 
sioners, to alter and widen said Springfield avenue, from 
Sixteenth avenue to the Clinton township line, to the 
width of eighty-five feet, and to so alter and widen so 
much of said Springfield avenue, between said Sixteenth 
avenue and said Clinton township line, as lies between said 
Sixteenth avenue and Montgomery avenue, by adding nine- 
teen feet to the northerly line or side thereofas it existed prior 
to said widening; AND WHEREAS, the said commissioners 
have made their assessments and awards for damages in 
the matter of said widening, based upon and in accord- 
ance with said real intention of said common council, and 
have presented their report of said awards, and the map 
constituting a part of their said report, to said common 
council, which body did, on the second day of December, 
in the year eighteen hundred and seventy, by virtue of 
the authority aforesaid, ratify the same, which said ratifi- 
cation was approved by the mayor of said city on the day 
following; AND WHEREAS, it has been ascertained that 
the said resolution of intention and said map made under 
the direction of the committee on streets and highways, 
and said ordinance and the map presented by said com- 
missioners, and constituting a part of their report as 
aforesaid, do not correspond exactly with the profile of 
the northerly line of said Springfield avenue, between 


‘gaid Sixteenth avenue and Montgomery avenue, as said 


line existed prior to said widening, nor with each other ; 
_AND WHEREAS, doubts have therefore arisen respecting 
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the legality of the acts and proceedings done and taken 

in said matter of altering the lines of and widening said 

Springficld avenue ; therefore, 

1. BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That the said resolution of pee pe caias 
intention, and said map made under the direction of the ppb cent 
committee on streets and highways, and said ordinance, and commissioners, 
all the acts and proceedings of said common council, and the faruucned ana 
approvals of said mayor, and the assessment of damages and conitmed, 
report presented by said commissioners, and ratified as afore- 
said, and the map constituting a part of their report afore- 
said, and all acts and proceedings done and taken in the 
matter of said widening, are hereby legalized, established 
and confirmed, and shall be construed, taken and held to 
mean, call for and apply to, the widening of so much of said 
Springfield avenue, between the points named in said ordi- 
nance, as lies between said Sixteenth avenue and Mont- 
gomery avenue, by adding nineteen feet to the northerly 
line or side thereof, as it existed prior to said widening, 
notwithstanding any irregularities or defects in any of the 
saine, and shall be as valid and effectual in law as if made, 
done and taken in strict conformity with the laws of this 
State, and with each other, and with the said northerly line 
or side of said Springfield avenue, as it existed prior to said 
widening, and with the said real intention of said common 
council to alter and widen said avenue, between said Six- 
teenth avenue and the Clinton township line, to the width 
of eighty-five feet, and to so alter and widen so much of said 
avenue, between said points, as lies between said Sixteenth

opened, and which may hereafter be so laid in said town- 
ships respectively, and for that purpose the township com- 
mittee of the respective townships shall cause the said work 
to be done by contract, advertising for proposals, stating 
the manner in which the work shall! be done, and the time, 
when and place where proposals for the same will be 
opened, and said contract shall be awarded to the lowest 
responsible bidder. 

2. And be wt enacted, That one third of all taxes voted to 
be raised for making and repairing roads in said townships 
respectively, and all the road taxes of non residents, and of 
those persons refusing to work out their road tax, shall be 
paid in money, and collected in the same manner as other 
taxes for county and township purposes are collected, and 
shall be paid over to the township committee of the res- 
pective townships, and shall be used by said committee for 
opening new roads, paying for the necessary tools and 
materials, and the balance, if any, to be appropriated by said 
committee to those districts which in their discretion do 
most require the same. 

3. And be it enacted, That the township committee of 
said townships respectively shall have power to borrow 
moneys in anticipation of said assessments not exceeding in 
the aggregate the amounts determined to be raised as afore- 
said; provided, that for the purpose of opening roads 
already laid out and not yet opened, the township committee 
of the said townships respectively may issue bonds signed 
by the said committee, or any three of them, and attested by 
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the township clerk, for an amount not exceeding the sum of 
four thousand dollars, bearing interest not exceeding seven 
per centuin per annum, and payable in not less than six nor 
more than ten years, and to pledge the property and credit 
of the said townships for the payment of the same, and said 
bonds shall not be sold for less than the par value thereof. 

4. And be it enacted, That the township committee of the Srysanu inter” 
said townships respectively, are hereby authorized and re- avle. 
quired to provide for the payment of the said bonds and the 
interest thereon as the same shall from time to time become 
due and payable, by taxes to be raised, levied and collected 
at the times and in the manner that other township taxes are 
levied and collected. 

5. And be it enacted, That the overseers of roads for each Plection of over- 
district shall be elected by the taxpayers of each road dis- 
trict in the respective townships, on the first Monday in 
April, at some convenient place agrced upon by the people 
of the various districts ; notice of the time and place of such 
first meeting shall be given by the township clerk; said 
overseers shall hold office for one year, and in case any of 
them shall die, resign or remove from his district or fail or 
refuse to serve, or if the people of any district fail or refuse 
to elect an overseer, then the township committee shall ap- 
point some person toserve till the next election for overseers. 

6. And be it enacted, That said overseers shall perform Duties of over- 
all the duties required of them under the general statute, 
they shall see that all road taxes are faithfully worked out, 
they shall employ laborers, hire teams, procure necessary 
tools and materials to work out the taxes of non-residents, 
and of those persons refusing to work out theirroad tax, and 
such appropriations as the township committee may make, 
and all bills of said overseers duly verified before a justice 
of the peace, (or any person duly authorized to administer 
an oath) shall be presented to the township committee of 
their respective townships for examination and allowance, 
and if allowed and approved they shall thereupon pay the 
same.

five years, which shall be appropriated for road purposes, 
and for no other use, and that all taxes assessed for making 
and repairing roads, shall be paid in money, and collected 
in the same manner as other taxes for township and other 
purposes, and at least three-fourths of the same shall be 
worked out on the road districts of said township of Union, 
between the first day of May and the first day of September, 
of each and every year. 
Commissioners 2. nd be it enacted, That said township shall elect at 
civide toouship the annual town meeting three men, who shall be freeholders 
into districts. of the township, and who shall be called commissioners of 
highways, and shall meet at some convenient place in the 
township, the first Monday after town meeting, and proceed 
to lay off the township into districts, usually not less than 
three miles in length of road; having reference in all cases 
to equalizing the districts, and assign to each district the 
amount of road to be worked by each overseer, and appor- 
tion the moneys assessed for roads to each district in pro- 
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portion to the amount of labor required to be done, and 
make the overseers’ list accordingly, and forward them to 
the overseers appointed or elected; and the said commis- 
sioners shall receive for each day’s service actually per- 
formed by them, the sum of two dollars each, to be paid by 
the township committee of said township. 

3. And be zt enacted, That all taxes collected for roads, 
be paid by the collector and justice or other officer, if col- 
lected by the tax warrant, over to the commissioners, and 
that they be required to give security for the safe disburse- 


ment of the same, and to pay over to the several overseers of 


the districts the money collected for such roads, in the pro- 
portions assigned to each overseer by the said commis- 
sioners ; and it shall be the duty of the said commissioners 
to appoint one overseer for each road district, who shall 
hold the office until the said overseers of the road districts 
may be elected, as hereinafter mentioned in the provisions 
of this act, and in case a vacancy shall occur from any cause, 
in any road district, the commissioners shall nominate, and 
the township committee appoint a suitable person to fill 
such vacancy. 

4. And be it enacted, That the overseers of roads for 
each road district shall be elected by the taxpayers of each 
road district on the fourth Monday of March, annually, at 
some convenient place agreed upon by the people of the 
districts; and at the time of such election tor overseers, the

5. And be it enacted, That if said work is done by the 
day, said contractor is required to work ten hours per day 
with his men and teams; and when worked by the inhabit- 
ants ten hours will constitute a day’s work, and shall be 
entitled to receive such wages as the said commissioners and 
overseer of the district may determine, not to exceed the 
sum of two dollars per day for each man, or five dollars per 
day for each man and team. 

6. And be it enacted, That any district which may feel 
aggrieved or dissatisfied in apportioning the moneys, by the 
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commissioners of highways, may, through their overseer,

feet in width, and in no case exceed twenty-five feet from 
outside to outside, and to raise the center not less than 
fourteen inches, measuring from the bottom of the ditch on 
the side of the road, with a regular curve from the center to 
the outside of the road; and all roads so formed shall be 
required to be completed by the first day of August in each 
year. 

8. And be it enacted, That the inhabitants of each road 
district be required to furnish the overseer with stone and 
gravel, when to be had conveniently, and of sufficient quan- 
tities to enable such overseer to gravel all roads made and 
formed in said district, as described in the seventh section 
of this act; and it shall be the duty of said overseer to 
attend to graveling the same and to keep sufficient moneys 
in hand to pay for such gravel or stone, when necessary, and 
that any district may be permitted to use gravel or stone 
from an adjoining district, when directed by the commis- 
sioners. 

9. And be it enacted, That it shall not be lawful to assess 
over five thousand dollars, nor less than one thousand dol- 
Jars in any one year for road purposes. 
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10. And be it enacted, That any obstructions to high. Overseers of 
ways caused by floods, snow-drifts, or otherwise, shall be obstructions, &. 
removed by the overseers of the district, as soon as practica- 
ble to be done; it shall be the duty of the overseers of the 
various highways requiring such obstructions to be removed, 
to order out the people of the district adjacent to the place 
or places where such obstructions shall be, and proceed 
forthwith to remove the same, for which service the persons 
engaged in performing the labor shall receive the same com- 
pensation for men, or men and teams, as is paid for working 
on the roads at other times; and in case the labor is 
required to be done at a season of the year when the over- 
seer has no funds in hand, the amount due for work shall be 
accredited to each person’s name who is entitled to receive 
pay for the same, and be deducted from his or her road tax 
for the ensuing year. 

11. And be it enacted, That each road district shall be Penalty for over 
required to own a road scraper and other necessary tools forming their 
for working the roads, to be bought and paid for by the dis- “" 
trict, and it shall be the duty of the overseers of the various 
districts where it is practicable, in the month of April in 
each year, or sooner if the weather will permit, to scrape 
and smooth the said roads; and that any overseer who shall 
neglect or refuse to perform his duty, according to the 
requirements of this act, shall be liable to a fine of twenty 
dollars, to be sued for and collected by any person who is, 

‘an inhabitant of the district, which fine, when collected, to 
be appropriated for the benefits of the roads of said |dis- 
trict. 

12. And be it enacted, That it shall be thegduty of every Overseers to 
overseer of each road district, to make out a detailed state- — 
ment of the expenditure of the moneys which he shall recetve 
for the uses herein mentioned, under oath or affirmation that 
the same is just and true to the best of his knowledge and 
belief, and to pay the overplus, if any, to his successor in 
office, and to deliver the said statement to the clerk of the 
said township of Union, on or before the first Monday of 
April in each and every year, and the same shall be filed by 
the clerk with other papers of the township. 

13. And be it enacted, That the said commissioners of Mey borrow 
highways are hereby authorized to borrow upon the credit "°"™’ 
of the township any sum that may be needed, not exceeding 
the amount voted to be assessed in any one year, and pay 
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the same, with interest at seven per centum, when the taxes 
become due and are paid. 

14, ind be tt enacted, That it shall be the duty of the 
overseers in each road district to give notice at least ten 
days previous to the annual meeting for the election of 
overseers, and so forth, by posting notices in three of the 
most public places in the district, setting forth the time, 
place and object of the meeting.

CHAPTER CCCXYVITI. 


A Further Supplement to an act entitled “An act to estab- 
lish The Long Branch Police Sanitary and Improvement 
Commission,”, approved April eleventh, one thousand 
eignt hundred and sixty-seven. 


1. BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That the act entitled “An act

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running southerly along said road or avenue to said turn- 
pike ; thence along the same westwardly, to the northwest 
corner of lands late belonging to John W. Slocum, deceased; 
thence along the line thereof southerly to the northeast 
corner of Henry H. Wardell’s farm, in the line of lands of 
Joseph Poole; thence along the line of said Poole’s land 
westward and southerly, to the road from Long Branch vil- 
lage to the Bath hotel; thence westerly along the same to 
the road leading out of said last mentioned road, to Lane 
and Corlies’ store; thence along the same to the Long 
Branch and Deal turnpike; thence northerly along said last 
named turnpike, to the road leading from Lane and Corlies’ 
store to Mechanicsville; thence along the same to south- 
westerly corner of lands of Samuel Corlies; thence with 
the westerly line of said Corlies’ land, to corner of lands of 
Tucker Woolley; thence with the westerly line of said 
Woolley’s lands, to corner of lands of George W. Brown; 
thence with the westerly lines of said Brown’s land, to 
corner of lands of Joel Potter; thence with said Potter’s 
westerly line, to the aforesaid Eatontown and Sea Shore 
turnpike ; thence along the same to southeast corner of lands 
of A. M. Christellar and others, and known as the Kensing- 
ton Park property; thence northerly along the easterly line 
of the same, to the said New Jersey Southern Railroad ; 
thence easterly along said railroad, to the place of 
beginning. 
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2. And be it enacted, That the real and personal estate Real and per-

I. To establish ordinances for the construction, leveling, 
grading, curbing, regulating, repairing, paving, flagging or 
graveling of sidewalks, and the removal of obstructions 
therein, and to prescribe the manner in which the same shall 
be done; and to assess the expense and cost thereof upon 
the lots or land fronting on or adjoining said sidewalks, in

II. To cause suitable cross-walks to be constructed across 
any road, street, or avenue;

4, And be it enacted, That the said the Long Branch com- 
missioners may, and they are hereby authorized and empow- 
ered to purchase and hold real estate to an amount not 
exceeding two thousand dollars, and to erect thereon offices 
for the transaction of their business, aud also a suitable 
place for the detention and imprisonment of any person, 
who shall be arrested or committed for any breach of any 
of the ordinances or regulations of said commissioners, or 
for any breach of the peace, or any offence against the laws 
of this State.

exceeding in the aggregate the sum of ten thousand dollars; 
said bonds to bear interest not exceeding seven per centum 
per annum, and to be made payable at any period not 
exceeding ten years from the date of their issue; and the 
said The Trustees of School District Number Thirty-six, in 
the county of Essex, are hereby authorized to make and 
execute a mortgage upon any school property of the district, 
to secure the payment of said bonds, and may also assume 
and agree to pay all taxes which may be assessed upon such 
security in the hands of the holders of the same; and the 
property and lands of said district are hereby pledged to 
the payment and redemption of the bonds herein authorized, 
as well as those issued under authority of the act to which 
this is a supplement. 

3. Jind be it enacted, That the said trustees shall in each rete s staking 
year insert in the certificate required by the third section fund. 
of the act to which this is asupplement, such amount as will 
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fall due for interest on the bonds herein authorized for a 
period of one year from the date of such certificate, and 
direct the assessor to levy the same, together with the 
further sum of six hundred dollars, to create a sinking fund; 
and all the provisions of said act relating to the assessment 
for sinking fund and interest, and the investment of the 
sinking fund, shall be applicable to the moneys herein 
authorized to be levied and raised; and the same commis- 
sioners shall have charge of said bonds, and it shall be their 
duty to sell the same upon the best terms they may be able 
to make. 

4. And be it enacted, That the said trustees shall sell and 
convey the school property on the southerly side of Main 
street, and now occupied by the district school, whenever 
in their judgment the interests of the district will warrant 
them in so doing; and shall apply the proceeds of such sale 
to the sinking fund for the redemption of the bonds which 
may be issued under the provisions of this act. 

dD. And be it enacted, That this act shall take effect imme- 
diately.

CHAPTER CCCXX. 


An Act to enable the City of Newark to open South Twelfth 
street, in said city. 


WHEREAS, South Twelfth street, in the city of Newark, as 
laid down on the map of “The Commissioners to lay out 
Streets, Avenues and Squares,” crosses part of the land of 
the Fairmount Cemetery Association, which, by the char- 
ter of said association, cannot be taken or alienated for 
that purpose ; AND WHEREAS, the city of Newark desires 
to open said South Twelfth street, and the said cemetery 
association being unwilling to place any obstructions in 
the way of public improvement, 

1. Be IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That the Fairmount Cemetery 

Association may convey to the city of Newark so much of 
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the land of said association as lies east of the west line of 
said South Twelfth street, and that in consideration of said 
conveyance the said city shall pay to said association the 
sum of two hundred dollars, for fencing along said street ; 
and the lands of said association shall continue to be exempt Lands exempt. 
from all taxes and assessments of every kind for opening, ascessments. 
erading, curbing, flagging or sewering said South Twelfth 
street. 

2, And be it enacted, That this act shall be a public act 
take effect immediately.

CHAPTER CCCXXI. 


An Act appointing Commissioners of Streets and Sewers in 
the City of New Brunswick. 


1 BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That Joseph F. Fisher, Miles Commissioners, 
Ross and Alfred J. Buitler be, and they are hereby 
appointed commissioners for the purpose of performing the 
acts and duties, and executing the powers conferred by this 
act, and shall be known and called « The Commissioners of Corporate name. 
Streets and Sewers in the City of New Brunswick ;” and at 
their first meeting the said commissioners shall determine, 
by lot, which commissioner shall hold his office for three 
years, which commissioner shall hold his office for four 
years, and which commissioner shall hold his office for five 
years; and at the expiration of the term of office of said 
commissioners respectively, the voters of New Brunswick 
shall, at their annual election for city officers, choose one 
person to he commissioner in place of the commissioner so 
chosen, who shall hold his office for five years from said 
election ; in case of any vacancy in said commission, from vacancy, how 
any cause, the mayor of the said city of New Brunswick ** 
shall appoint a resident and voter of said city to fill such 
vacancy for the unexpired term, subject to confirmation by 
the common council. 
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2. And be it enacted, That before entering upon the 
duties of their appointment the said commissioners shall 
severally give bond to the mayor and common council of the 
city of New Brunswick, in the sum of fifty thousand dollars, 
with two sureties, to be approved by one of the judges of 
the court of common pleas of the county of Middlesex, for 
the faithful performance of the duties required of them by 
this act, to the best of their skill, knowledge and ability, 
and also an oath or affirmation for the same before the said 
judge, which shall be filed in the city clerk’s office of said 
city. 

3. ind be tt enacted, That said commissioners shall keep 
a record of their proceedings, and shall have and use a com- 
mon seal. 

4, And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for the said 
commissioners, or a majority of them, and they shall have 
the sole and exclusive power of directing and causing the 
streets of said city to be graded, gravelled or paved, and 
cross-walks laid, and the sidewalks of any of said streets to 
be graded, paved, curbed and guttered, and to order and 
construct, or cause to be constructed in any street, avenue, 
lane or alley, or otherwise within said city, all necessary 
sewerage works that may be required for the benefit or con- 
venience of the citizens, or the promotion of the public 
health; and all such improvements shall be made in such 
manner, and at such times as, in the judgment of said com- 
missioners, or a majurity of them, may be most conducive to 
the public good, and the expense thereof shall be by them 
assessed and collected in the manner hereinafter prescribed. 

5. And be it enacted, That the said commissioners shall 
establish proper grades of the several public streets, ave- 
nues, lanes and alleys in said city, and shall cause maps and 
profiles thereof to be made and kept for public inspection, 
which said grades shall conform as nearly as may be to the 
present grades; provided, that the grade of any street as at 
present established shall not be changed unless the consent, 
in writing, of a majority of the owners of property who shall 
vote in accordance with the number of lineal feet owned by 
each on the line of the street to be affected, shall be first 
obtained, and that the expense of such re-grading shall be 
paid by general taxation, as provided in and by the nine- 
teenth section of this act. 

6. And be it enacted, That whenever the said commission- 
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ers shall deem the public good requires that any public road, 

street, avenue, lane or alley, or section thereof, should be 

graded, graveled, paved, repaved, or otherwise improvcd, or 

that the sidewalks thereof should be altered, curbed, paved, 

repaved, and guttered, they may have said work done, and 

within such time, as to them may seem best, or they may 

have the same done by contract, taking security for the Work to bo 
faithful performance thereof, and reserving the right to re- tract.”

7. And be it enacted, That when the improvements, in (ee2"ts te 
the preceding section mentioned, shall have been completed, assessed upon 
the said commissioners shal] ascertain all the expenses = ~ 
thereof, including all interest and other costs and charges, 
and the same shall be assessed upon the lots or parcels of 
land in front of which such work is done or improvements 
made; and in making such assessments a brief designation 
of the lots or parcels of land shall be sufficient to validate 
the lien thereon ; provided however, that whenever the said Provico. 
commissioners shall direct any street, or any section of a 
street, to be repayed, one-half of the total expense thercof, 
when ascertained, shall be assessed by said commissioners 
upon all the owners of lots or parcels of land, in front of 
which such work shall have been done, according and in 
proportion to the number of lineal feet of land owned by 
each, and the other half of such expenses shall be paid by 
the treasurer of the city of New Brunswick, upon presenta- 
tion to him by said commissioners of a statement of the 
amount of such expense, or within thirty days thereafter.

‘‘ Books of Assessment for Streets and Sewers,” and shall 
be signed by said commissioners, and a transcript thereof, 
under the hands and the seal of said commissioners, shall be 
conclusive evidence of such assessment; and when the said 
assessments shall be so entered, the same shall be and 
remain a lien upon the said lots or parcels of land until the 
said assessments are paid and satisfied; which satisfaction 
shall be endorsed across said lien in the said book of assess- 
ments for streets and sewers, and a transcript of such entry 
of satisfaction, under the hands and seal of said commis- 
sioners, shall be plenary evidence that such lien has been 
satisfied; and in case any lots or parcels of land assessed 
for sucb improvements shall be held by a tenant for years or 
life, and such tenant shall pay such assessment, he or his 
legal representatives shall, at the termination of their par- 
ticular estates, be repaid such principal sum by the rever- 
sioner or remainder-man, his heirs or assigns, and shall have 
a lien upon said lots or parcels of lands for the same, and

and the said land, tenements, or real estate sold may be 
redeemed by the owner, tenant for years or life, or person 
interested therein, or by any other person for and in behalf 
of said owner, at any time within one year from said sale, 
upon payment of said assessment, with interest, and all costs 
and charges thereon ; provided, however, that all assessments proviso. 
upon said lands, tenements, or real estate, for the construc- 
tion of sewers, remaining unpaid, shall be paid and satisfied 
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at the time of such redemption, and before the cancellation 
of the declaration of sale; and the said purchaser, or those 
claiming under him, shall, at the expiration of said declara- 
tion of sale, quit and surrender the said lands, tenements, or 
real estate in as good state and condition as when he entered 
thereon ; provided, that such sale may be adjourned or post- 
poned from time to time by said commissioners. 

12. And be wt enacted, That notwithstanding any mistake 
in the name or names of the owners of any lands, tenements, 
or real estate, in assessing the sane for any improvements 
authorized by this act, the same shall be valid and effectual 
in law, if the said lands, tenements, or real estate be suffi- 
ciently designated. 

13. And be if enacted, That it shall be the duty of said 
commissioners to devise and form a plan for the general 
sewerage of said city, and having respect to its extension 
and probable growth, and to cause the same to be delineated 
on one or more maps or diagrams, and to cause the same to 
be executed or the sewerage made in whole or by sections, 
in such manner as not to prevent the completion of the whole 
as designed.

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CHAPTER CCCXXYV. 


An Act to provide for the more efficient government of the 
city of Paterson. 


ETT i 
OF THE CORPORATION AND THE CIVIL DIVISIONS OF THE CITY. 


1 BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That the inhabitants of all that 
part of the county of Passaic embraced within the limits of 
the city of Paterson, as now established by law, be and they 
are hereby constituted and continued a body corporate and 
politic, in fact and in name, by the name of “The Mayor 
and Aldermen of the City of Paterson,” and they and their 
successors may use a common seal, and by their corporate 
name shall be capable in law, within the limits and under 
the restrictions hereinafter prescribed, of purchasing, hold- 
ing and conveying, for the use or benefit of the said corpora- 
tion, any real or personal estate that the good of the cor- 
poration may at any time require to be so held, purchased 
or conveyed; the said The Mayor and Aldermen of the City 
of Paterson, and their successors, by virtue of this act, shall 
become and be absolutely and completely vested with all 
lands, tenements, hereditaments, property, rights, causes of 
action and estate whatsoever, both in law and in equity, in 
possession, reversion or remainder vested in or belonging to 
said corporation, and shall be liable to pay all just debts 
incurred or owing by said corporation. 

2. And be rt enacted, That the city of Paterson shall be 
divided into eight wards, the boundaries of which shall be 
as follows: 

I. All that part of the said city, beginning at the 
point of intersection of the centre line of the Passaic river,

any such office shall cease to reside in said city, his office 
shall thereby become vacant. 

10. And be it enacted, That in case a vacancy occurs in any Vacancy in 
office by reason of the death, resignation, inability, disqualifica- tystaormen. 
tion, removal or refusal to serve, of any officer of the said city, 
elected or appointed under this act, it shall be lawful for the 
board of aldermen to fill such vacancy, by the appointment 
of a suitable and qualified person for the unexpired term of 
such office, except the office of mayor, alderman or justice of 
the peace, which shall be filled by a new election therefor, 
and except also the office of any officer of the department 
of public instruction, which shall be filled by the board of 
education; and if at any municipal election to be held in 
said city there shall be a vacancy in any office to be filled, 
and at the same time an election for the full term of such 
office, the term for which cach person shall be voted for at 
such election shall be designated on the ballot cast therefor. 

11. And be it enacted, That every person elected or Oficers to take 
appointed under this act shall, within fifteen days after such corder. 
election or appointment, take and subscribe before the 
recorder of said city, or any other legal officer qualified to 
administer oaths, an oath or affirmation, faithfully and impar- 
tially to execute the duties of his office according to the best 
of his ability and understanding, which oath or affirmation 
shall be filed in the city clerk’s office; and if any person so 
elected or appointed shall fail so to qualify, then his office shall 
be deemed vacant, and may be filled as provided in the next 
preceding section. 
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12. And be tt enacted, That the board of aldermen, at the 
first regular meeting in May in each year, or within three 
months thereafte, shall, by the vote of a majority of all its 
members, appoint a clerk of the board of aldermen, a comp- 
troller, a city treasurer, a superintendent of streets and 
sewers, a city surveyor, a superintendent of out-door relief, 
a superintendent of in-door relief, a city physician, and a 
city counsel, wh) shall be a counsellor at law; and shall 
from time to time appoint such other subordinate officers as 
it shall deem nevessary for the ordering and governing of 
the city, and the execution of the powers and duties con- 
ferred and imposed upon the corporation by this act; the 
officers above named shall hold their several offices for one 
year, unless sooner removed, and until their successors shall 
be appointed and qualified. 

13. And be tt enacted, That all the officers of the corpo- 
ration shall be governed by such general ordinances as the 
board of aldermen may from time to time adopt, not incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this act, and every officer, 
except the mayor, may be removed from office for cause,

14. And be it enacted, That any alderman of said city, 
during his term of office, shall have power, on witnessing 
any breach of the peace, forthwith to arrest the offender or 
offenders, and to commit him, her or them for a hearing, 
without a warrant for that purpose first being issued. 

15 And be it enacted, That the salaries of all officers 
elected or appointed under or by virtue of the provisions of 
this act, shall be prescribed by ordinance or resolution of the 
board of aldermen, and the salary or compensation of any 
officer which has been fixed as aforesaid, shall not be 
increased or diminished during his term of office; and any 
fees paid to any officer for any services required of him by 
this act, or by any ordinance or resolution of the board of 
aldermen, shall immediately, on the receipt thereof, be paid 
by such officer into the city treasury. 

16. And be it enacted, That every officer of the city, to 
whom the receipts or expenditures of the money or funds of 
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the city shall be entrusted, shall give such bond, to be 
approved by the comptroller and the finance committee of 
the board of aldermen, for the faithful performanee of his 
duties, as the said board shall by ordinance prescribe, which 
bond shall be filed and preserved in the office of the comp- 
troller. 

17. And be it enacted, That the city clerk shall also be city cierk. 
chief clerk of the board of aldermen, and shall attend its 
meetings, keep a record of its proceedings in a book for that 
purpose, and regularly publish the same in two daily news- 
papers printed and published in said city; and record all 
ordinances in a book for that purpose, with proper indices, 
and every ordinance so recorded shall be signed by the 
maycr, or acting mayor, the president of the board of alder- 
men, and the city clerk. 

18. And be wt enacted, That it shall be the duty of every Officers to de- 
officer in said city, within ten days after the expiration of his sail pane ay? 
terrn of office, or his removal therefrom, to deliver to his * 
successor in office, or to such person as the board of alder- 
men may appoint, all books, records, papers, vouchers, and 
property of every kind in his possession or under his control, 
belonging to said city or appertaining to such office. 

19. And be it enacted, That no alderman or commissioner No aldermen, &c. 
of public instruction shall hold any other office of profit or te interested tn 
trust under this act, and any alderman or commissioner ®2Y con't éc. 
accepting any such office, shall be deemed to thereby vacate 
his office of alderman or commissioner; nor shall any alder- 
man, commissioner of public instruction, chief of bureau, 
deputy thereof, or clerk therein, or other officer of the cor- 
poration, be directly or indirectly interested in any contract, 
work or business, or the sale or supply of any article, the 
expense, price or consideration of which is paid by the city ; 
and the comptroller shall countersign no warrant drawn for 
the payment of, and the city treasurer shall pay no claim 
presented far on or account of the same, and any officer vio- 
lating the provisions of this section shall forfeit his office. 

20. And be it enacted, That every constable of said city, deel ae 
before he enters upon the duties of ‘his office, shall take and take oath. 
subscribe, before the city clerk, an oath or affirmation, in 
the form ‘prescribed for constables of townships, in the nine- 
teenth section of an act entitled “An act incorporating the 
inhabitants of townships, and designating their meetings,’ 
using the word “city ” instead of ‘‘ township,” and the said 
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city clerk shall administer the said oath or affirmation, and 
endorse thereon the day and year on which the same was 
subscribed and taken or made, and file the said oath or 
affirmation so endorsed in his office; and every constable of 
said city, before he enters upon the duties of his office, shall 
enter into bonds to The Mayor and Aldermen of the City of 
Paterson, with one or more sureties, to be approved by the 
board of aldermen, in such sum as may be fixed by ordi- 
nance from time to time, and in the manner, as near as may 
be, as prescribed in the first section of an act entitled “ An 
act respecting constables,” which bond shall be delivered to 
the clerk of the city, who is hereby directed and required 
to record and file the same in his office ; arid the said ‘I'he 
Mayor and Aldermen of the City of Paterson are hereby 
directed and required, if need he, to prosecute the said bond 
for the use of any person or persons who may claim to have 
sustained loss by the neglect or misconduct of the said con- 
stable ; provided, that the cost of said prosecution shall be 
paid by the party claiming to have been injured, should he 
fail to sustain his said claim. 


TITLE III. 
OF LEGISLATIVE POWER. 


21. And be it enacted, That the legislative power of the 
said corporation shall continue to be vested in a board of 
aldermen, composed of two aldermen from each ward, 
divided into two classes, as heretofore, and who shall con- 
stitute and be called the board of aldermen of the city of 
Paterson. 

22, And be it enacted, That the annual meeting of the 
board of aldermen shall be held at two o’clock in the after- 
noon, on the third Monday in April, in each year, and the 
said board shall then proceed to elect, by a majority vote, 
one of the members thereof president, who shall appoint all 
standing committees of the board, subject to its approval ; 
a majority of the whole number of members of said board 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, 
but any number may adjourn from time to time; the city 
clerk shall call special meetings of the said board on the 
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written request of the mayor, or the president of the board, 
or of three aldermen. 

23. And be it enacted, That the said board shall have Power of board. 
power : first, to choose a president pro tempore, in the ™°"™™ 
absence of the president ; second, to choose officers; third, 
to establish its own rules of procedure : fourth, to judge of 
the qualifications of its members; fifth, to keep a journal of 
its proceedings ; sixth, to compel the attendance of absent 
members; seventh, to punish a member for disorderly 
behavior; eighth, to expel a member for violation of its 
rules, with the concurrence of two-thirds of the members of 
the board, having first given the delinquent member five 
days’ notice of a time and place, when and where he may be 
heard in his own defence; the said board, or any of its com- 
mittees, shall have power to issue writs of subpoena, and 
compel the attendance of witnesses, and may administer 
oaths or affirmations in all matters pertaining to the busi- 
ness of the board. 

24. And be it enacted, That every legislative act of the ordinances, how 
board of aldermen shall be by ordinance, passed by a vote P84. 
of the majority of all its members, and in case any ordinance 
involves the expenditure of money, the votes of two-thirds 
of all the members of said board shall be necessary to its 
passage, and no money shall be expended for any celebra- 
tion, procession or entertainment of any kind, unless by the 
votes of four-fifths of all the members of said board; no 
additional allowance beyond the legal claim which exists 
under any contract with the corporation, or for any services 
on its account, or in its employment, shall ever be passed by 
the board of aldermen except by a unanimous vote thereof; 
every ordinance shall be read three times before its final 
passage, and not more than twice at one meeting of the 
board, and every ordinance involving the expenditure of 
money, or affecting personal liberty, shall be published for 
the space of five days in two daily newspapers of the city of 
Paterson, between its second and third readings. 

25. And be it enacted, That every ordinance passed by orainances to be 
the board of aldermen, shall, before it takes effect, be pre- signed by the 
sented, duly certified by the president of the board and the” 
city clerk, to the mayor, who, if he approves the same, shall 
sien it, and ifhe do not approve it, shall return it with his 
objections, to the clerk, within ten days after the presenting 
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thereof, and if he do not return it with such objections within 
the time above specified, it shall take effect as if approved 
by him; whenever any ordinance shall have been returned 
with objections, as aforesaid, to the board of aldermen, the 
said board shall, at its first reenlar meeting thereafter, order 
the objections to ve entered at large on its journal, and shall 
proceed to reconsider the same, and if, on a reconsideration, 
it shall pass the board by a vote of a majority of all the 
members thereof, it shall take effect; in all such cases the 
votes shall be taken by ayes and noes, and entered in full on 
the journal of said board; every ordinance, when passed, 
shall be published for the space of five days, in two daily 
newspapers printed and published in said city, before the 
same shall take effect; the publication of all ordinances, as 
herein required, shall, in all cases where a right of action 
for the recovery of a penalty, before the recorder, is given, 
be presumed to have been made, until the contrary be 
proved. 

26. And be tt enacted, That the board of aldermen shall 
have power to make, continue, modify, and repeal such ordi- 
nances, regulations and resolutions, as may be necessary to 
carry into effect any and all of the powers vested by law in 
the corporation, and shall have power to enforce obedience 
thereto and observance thereof, by the imposition of fines, 
not exceeding fifty dollars, or by imprisonment, not exceed- 
ing thirty days, or by both; and shall have power, within 
the said city, to raake, establish, publish, modify, amend and 
repeal ordinances, resolutions, rules, regulations and by-laws, 
in the matters and for the purposes following, in addition to 
other powers elsewhere specially granted, viz: 

I. To manage, regulate and control the finances, and the 
real and personal property of the city ; 

Il. To prevent vice and immorality, to preserve public 
peace and good order, to prevent and quell riots, disturb- 
ances and disorcerly assemblages ; 

III. To restrain and suppress disorderly and gaming 
houses, and houses of ill-fame, and all instruments and 
devices used for gaming, and to prohibit all gaming and 
fraudulent devices ; 

IV. To restrain and punish drunkards, vagrants, mendi- 
cants and street beggars ; 

V. To establish, regulate and control a day and night 
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police, to regulate and define the manner of their appoint- Pelicej 
ment and removal, their duties and compensation ; 

VI. To license and regulate inns, taverns, saloons, porter Inns and tar- 
houses, restaurants, victualling houses and cellars in said “"” 
city ; 

V1I. To ascertain and establish the water lines of the Founisys ct 
Passaic river, and the boundaries of streets, highways, public | 
lanes and alleys in said city, and to prevent and remove all 
encroachments beyond said water lines, and upon said 
streets, highways, lanes and alleys;

allowance for losses by delinquents, but the whole sum so

TITLE IV. 
OF EXECUTIVE POWER. 


28, And be it enacted, That the executive power of the Mayor. 
corporation shall be vested in the mayor, and in the depart- 
ments and city officers hereinafter named; the mayor shall 
be a member of all standing committees of the board of 
aldermen, and shall be an ex-officio member of the depart- 
ment of public instruction, but shall have no vote therein. 

29. And be wt enacted, That the mayor shall have the fe Senne 
power, and it shall be his duty, 

I. To communicate to the board of aldermen, at least Statement of 
once a year, a general statement of the finances, government soe an 
and improvements of the city ; 

II. To recommend to the board of aldermen all such, 
measures connected with the security, health, cleanliness, 
and ornament of the city, and the protection and improve- 
ment of its government and finances, as he shall deem expe- 
dient ; 

IIf. To be vigilant and active in causing the ordinances Te enforce ordi- 
of the city and the laws of the State to be executed and en- quell riots, 
forced, and in case of any riot, disturbance, or disorderly 
assemblage, to control the constables and police force of the 
city ; to call upon citizens for assistance, if necessary, or to 
call out the military of said city, and employ them in quell- 
ing the same; 

1V. To suspend any chief of bureau or clerk therein for To suspend any 
cause; but he shall immediately present a written statement orclerk. 
of his reasons therefor to the department in which such offi- 
cer is employed, and to the board of aldermen; and at the 
expiration of one week after presentation of such statement, 
such officer may be reinstated by the said board; and unless 
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reinstated within two weeks after such presentation, his 
office shall be vacant ; , 

V. To require from heads of departments or chiefs of 
bureaus, whenever requisite, any information relative to the 
condition and workings of their several departments and 
bureaus, and suggestions as to the improvement thereof; 

Vi. To exercise, when he shall deem it proper, all the 
powers of a police-constable of said city, and in general to 
perform such duties as may be prescribed for him by the 
city ordinances and the laws of the State; and, as far as 
possible, promote good order and efficient government in 
said city. 

30. And be it enacted, That whenever there shall be a 
vacancy in the office of mayor, or whenever the mayor shall 
in any way be prevented from attending to the duties of his 
office, the president of the board of aldermen, or if the said 
president shall be absent or disabled, the president elected 
pro tempore shall act as mayor, and possess all the rights 
and powers of that officer during such vacancy, or while said 
mayor is prevented from officiating as aforesaid; but it shall 
not be lawful for the acting mayor to sign or approve any 
resolution or ordinance of the board of aldermen, or to sus- 
pend or appoint any city officer, unless the disability of the 
mayor shall have continued at least ten days. 

31. And be it enacted, That the co-ordinate executive 
departments shall be as follows: the department of finance, 
the department of public instruction, the department of 
streets and sewers, the department of charities and correc- 
tion, the department of health, and the fire department, all 
of which, except that of public instruction, shall be composed 
of and be managed and controlled by the members of the 
appropriate standing committees of the board of aldermen, 
and governed and regulated by the ordinances from time to 
time adopted by said board. 

32. And be it enacted, That the mayor shall appoint all 
policemen for said city, subject to the confirmation of the 
board of aldermen, and he shall have power to suspend any 
policeman, but shall immediately upon so doing communi- 
cate the fact of such suspension, with the reasons therefor, 
to the said board; and no policeman appointed or confirmed 
as aforesaid, shall be removed except for cause, and by the 
votes of a majority of all the members of said board; the 
mayor shall appoint one person from among the police force 
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of said city, in May next, after the passage of this act, to be 
chief of police, subject to the confirmation of said board, 
who shall perform the same duties as other policemen, and 
such additional duties as the board of aldermen shall by 
ordinance require of him: and the said chief of police shall 
hold such office during good behavior, unless sooner re- 
moved by a two-thirds vote of all the members of said 
board, 

33. And be it enacted, That in all actions now pending or 
to be brought hereafter before the recorder of said city, and 
in all proceedings in any of the criminal courts of the county 
of Passaic, the police officers of said city shall possess the 
same powers, perform the same duties and receive the same 
compensation as constables of the county of Passaic in like 
cases, except that no such officer shall receive any compen- 
sation for services under proceedings before said recorder. 


TITLE V. 
OF THE DEPARTMENT OF FINANCE. 


34, “nd be it enacted, That the fiscal affairs of the cor- 
poration shall be under the management and control of the 
department of finance; the said department shall prescribe 
the forms of keeping and rendering all city accounts, the 
manner in which all salaries shall be drawn, and the mode 
in which all creditors, officers and employees of the corpora- 
tion shall be paid, and shall settle and adjust all claims in 
favor of or against the corporation, and all accounts in 
which the corporation is concerned as debtor or creditor ; 
and no bill incurred by any other department or officer 
under the direction and control of the board of aldermen 
shall be paid without the approval of the said department 
of finance, except by a four-fifths vote of the board of alder- 
men; all bonds issued in the name of the corporation shall 
be issued under the supervision and direction of said 
department. 

30. And be it enacted, That there shall he the following 
bureaus in the said department of finance, viz: 

I. A bureau of assessment and revision of taxes ; 

I{. A bureau of collections; 

III. A bureau of licenses ; 
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TV. A bureau of auditing and accounts: 
V. A bureau of disbursements. 


I—BUREAU OF ASSESSMENT AND REVISION OF TAXES. 


36. And be tt enacted, That the burean of assessment and 
revision of taxes shall be managed and controlled by five 
‘commissioners of assessment and revision of taxes,” who 
shall be residents and voters of the city of Paterson, and 
shall hold their offices for two years respectively; four of 
said commissioners shall be elected by the people, at the 
annual municipal elections, and the fifth shall be appointed 
by the board of aldermen, on the nomination of the mayor. 

37. And be it enacted, That at the first municipal elec- 
tion held in said city after the passage of this act, there 
shall be elected, in the same manner as other city officers 
voted for by the people are elected, four persons to serve as 
such commissioners of assessment and revision of taxes; no 
elector shall vote for more than two such commissioners at 
such municipal election, but in case any ballot shall contain 
the names of more than two persons for such office, such 
ballot shall not be wholly rejected, but only so much thereof 
as relates to such commissioners; and the four persons 
receiving the highest number of votes shall be declared 
elected commissioners of assessment and revision of taxes; 
at their first meeting after their election the said commis- 
sioners so elected shall determine, by lot, the terms during 
which they shall bold their offices, and these shall be as fol- 
lows: two of them shall remain in office two years, and two 
of them one year, to be severally computed from the second 
Monday in May next; their successors shall be chosen at 
the municipal election held in each year, but no elector shall 
vote for more than one commissioner, and no ballot contain- 
ing the name of more than one person for such commissioner 
shall be counted as to that office; and the two persons 
receiving the highest number of votes for such office shall be 
declared elected, and shall hold their offices for two years 
from the second Monday in May next succeeding their elec- 
tion; at the first meeting of the board of aldermen in May 
next, and in May of every second year thereafter, the said 
board, on the nomination of the mayor, shall appoint a fifth 
commissioner of aszessment and revision of taxes, who shall 
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hold his position for two years from the second Monday 
in May, of the year of his appointment. 

38. And be it enacted, That any of said commissioners Removal from 
may be removed from office for good cause shown, on the sies how filled.

president, who shall hold said office one year, or during the 
pleasure of such board of commissioners ; a majority of said 
commissioners shall be a quorum for the transaction of busi- 
ness, and they shall have power to adjourn from time to

61. And be it enacted, That the executive officer of the 
bureau of licenses shall be known as the “register of 
licenses.” 

62. And be it enacted, That all licenses granted by virtue 
of the ordinances of the board of aldermen shall issue from 
this bureau, bearing its stamp and the signature of the said 
register, on the payment of the fees or charges prescribed by 
such ordinances. 

63. And be tt enacted, That no such license shall b 
granted except upon the payment to said register the fees 
prescribed therefor by the board of aldermen, and every 
license so granted shall be subject to revocation at any time 
for such cause and in such manner as the board of aldermen 
shall, from time to time, prescribe by ordinance.

To construct in said city such sewers and drains as May construct 
may be necessary in any streets, houses, yards and places drains, 
requiring drainage; to enter upon any lands for the purpose 
of making surveys and examinations therefor; to use the 
ground or soil under any street, avenue, road, highway, 
alley, court, or railway within the city for the purpose of 
constructing such sewers and drains; and to employ and 
provide for the compensation of all agents necessary for the 
efficient construction of such works; | 

IV. To check or change the course of any natural brook, May change 
creek or small watercourse in the city of Paterson, when- | 
ever the same shall be adjudged by said board to be a public 
nuisance and detrimental to the public health; and no 
owner of lands fronting on or adjoining such brook, creek, 
or small watercourse, shall recover damages on account of 
such checking or changing the course of the same.

shall be the duty of the department of streets and sewers to 
examine such objections, and to report thereon at the regu- 
lar meeting of the board of aldermen next succeeding the 
expiration of such notice, with such recommendations as to 
said department may seem proper. 

101. And be it enacted, That at such meeting, or within 
two months thereafter, the board of aldermen shall consider 
the said reports, and may modify or confirm the report of 
the board of street openings which report, when so modified 
or confirmed, shall be deemed final; but, if written objec- 
tions to the report of the said board of street openings were 
filed in the office of the superintendent of streets and 
sewers, as provided in the next preceding section, and 
signed by at least three-fourths of the parties assessed, or 
their agents, duly authorized, then and in that case the pro- 
posed work or improvement shall not be proceeded with in 
that year, nor under the same proceedings, unless otherwise 
ordered by a three-fourths vote of all the members elected 
to the board of aldermen, and all costs and expenses in- 
curred by said board in such discontinued proceedings 
shall, when the same have been incurred under an applica- 
tion, be repaid to the city by the petitioners for such work 
or iinprovement, unless the payment thereof be assumed by 
the board of aldermen in the name of the corporation, by a 
two-thirds vote of all the members elected to said board. 

102. And be it enacted, 'That in making the assessment 
aforesaid for the widening or altering of any street, avenue, 
or highway occupied or used by the track of any railroad 
company, it shall be lawful for the said board of street 
openings in their discretion to assess the whole or any fair 
proportion of the costs, damages and expenses of such widen- 
ing or altering upon the corporation or company owning or 
using said railroad track, as to them shall seem equitable 
and just. 

103. And be it enacted, That any person dissatisfied with 
such report, so modified or confirmed by the board of alder- 
men, may appeal therefrom by proceeding in the form of 
petition to the circuit court of said county, which petition 
shall be filed with the clerk of said court during the first 
term thereof after the confirmation of said report, written 
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notice of such appeal having been served upon the mayor 

and clerk of said city at least ten days before filing such 
petition ; thereupon the said court shall become vested with 

full right and power to direct a proper issue for the trial of 
said appeal, and shall at said term order a jury to be em- 
pannelled and sworn, as in other cases, and a view of the 
premises to be had, if desired by cither of the parties to 
such appeal, and the issue to be tried at the succeeding term 

of said court, to be holden in said county, upon like notice 

and in the same manner as other issues in the said court are 
tried; it shall be the duty of the jury to assess the value of 

the said lands or real estate, and the damages sustained, and 

if they shall find a greater sum than the board of street 
openings have awarded, or the board of aldermen have 
offered to said owner or owners, then judgment thereon,

party appealing, and either deducted out of the sum found 

by the said jury or execution awarded therefor, as the court

assessed shall be held by a tenant for years or life, and such 
tenant shall pay such assessment, or the same be made by a 
sale of his interest in said lands, said tenant, or his legal 
representatives shall, at the termination of his estate, be 
repaid such principal sum by the reversioner, his heirs or 
assigns, and shall have a lien upon said lands for the same, 
and may by bill in chancery have said lands sold to pay 
such lien, and the proceedings thereon in the court of 
chancery, except the allegations in the bill, shall be the 
same as if said revisioner had given a mortgage on said lands, 
and said bill were filed for the foreclosure thereof, and such 

lien shall have priority of all other encumbrances. 
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105. And be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of the 
board of street openings to keep a full and complete record 
of their official proceedings, in a book provided for that 
purpose, in such manner as the department of streets and 
sewers shall direct; the said record shall contain a minute 
of all ordinances of the board of aldermen relating to the 
bureau of street openings, of the reports from said bureau, 
and the revision or confirmation thereof by the board of 
aldermen, and the said records shall be signed by the board 
of street openings, or any three members thereof.

the city, the amount of such allowance due to him; and if 
the owner cannot be found, or be not a resident of said city, 
or if he refuse or be unable to accept the same, by reason of 
incapacity, then the same shall be placed to his credit on 
the books of the city treasurer, who shall file in the office of 
the city clerk an affidavit as to the facts of the case; the

I.—BUREAU OF OUTDOOR RELIEF. 


136. And be it enacted, That the superintendent of out- 
door relief shall be the executive officer of the bureau of 
outdoor relief; with the concurrence of the said department 
of charities and correction, and of the recorder of said city, 
he shall have power to extend relief to all indigent persons 
in said city, who by law may be entitled thereto, but not in 
excess of the sum appropriated for that purpose by the board 
of aldermen ; and to send any of such persons to such alms- 
house or workhouse as may be provided by the said board. 

137. And be it enacted, That with the concurrence afore- 
said the said superintendent shall bind out and secure the 
protection and support of poor children in the manner pro- 
vided by law, and take the measures prescribed by law for 
securing the support of bastard children by the parents 
thereof, acting in such cases in conjunction with the said 
recorder, and not with any justice or justices of the peace;

138. And be it enacted, That the said superintendent 
shall possess the same powers and perform the same duties 
as are by law imposed or conferred upon overseers of the 
poor of the townships of this State, so far as the same are 
consistent with the provisions of this act. 


II.—BUREAU OF INDOOR RELIEF. 


139. And be it enacted, That the superintendent of indoor 
relief shall be the executive officer af the bureau of indoor 
relief; he shall have charge of the almshouse and farm 
appertaining thereto, owned by the corporation, subject to 
the direction of said department and the ordinances of the 
board of aldermen; and shall admit thereto such persons as 
may be sent thither by the superintendent of outdoor relief; 
and he shall have such other powers and perform such other 
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duties as may lawfully be conferred or imposed upon him by 
ordinance by the board of aldermen.

the first day of the week, commonly called Sunday, and to 
regulate the same at other times; fifth, to regulate and 
prohibit the keeping of swine; sixth, to regulate scavengers;

stoves, boilers, ovens, and articles of that character, in such 
manner as to be dangerous; fifth, to prohibit the deposit 
of ashes in unsafe places; sixth, to authorize any city officer, 
or other person designated for the purpose, to examine and 
inspect, by day, any place or places, to ascertain whether 
the same is or are in a safe condition, and if not, to direct 
or cause the same to be made safe; seventh, to regulate or 
prohibit the carrying on of manufactures dangerous by 
tendency to cause or promote fires; to regulate or prohibit 
the manufacture, sale or use of fireworks, and the use of 
fire-arms in said city; eighth, to regulate the sale or pro- 
hibit the manufacture of kerosene oil, or other oil, camphene 
and spirit gas; ninth, to regulate or prohibit the manufacture, 
keeping or conveying of gunpowder, or other dangerous or 
combustible materials; tenth, to regulate or prohibit the 
use of lights in barns, stables and other buildings ; 

VI. TO require any house or building which stands upon 
any street in which a sewer or drain has been constructed, 
to be so connected with such sewer or drain that all water 
falling on such house or building, or the yard or area 
thereof, and all liquid filth from such house or building shall 
pass freely into such sewer or drain. 

151. And be it enacted, That the said department shall 
use all reasonable means for ascertaining the existence and 
cause of disease or peril to life and health in said city, and 
for averting the same; and shall promptly cause all proper 
information in possession of said department to be sent to 
the local health authorities of any city, village or town in 
this State which may require the same; the said department 
shall also, so far as it may be able, gather and preserve such 
information and facts relative to deaths, disease and health 
in said city as may be useful in the discharge of its duties, 
and contribute to the promotion of the health or the security 
of life in said city, and shall once a month publish summaries 
of the facts and statistics gathered, and ‘shall annually

present to the board of aldermen a full report of all its 
official acts, with such suggestions and recommendations as 
may scem advisable as to the sanitary condition of the city 
and the improvement thereof; the said department shall 
have power to call upon the police force of said city to 
assist in the enforcement of the ordinances relating to said 
department. 

152. And be it enacted, That there shall be the following 
bureaus in this department : | 

I. A bureau of sanitary inspection ;

I.——-BUREAU OF SANITARY INSPECTION, 


153. And be it enacted, That the city physician shall be 
the executive officer of the bureau of sanitary inspection ; 
the city physician shall keep a record of and examine into 
all complaints of nuisances preferred before him, or which 
come under his observation; and where he deems sufficient 
cause to exist he shall notify the party or parties responsible 
for any nuisance to abate the same within a reasonable 
time specified by him, and in case such parties fail so to do, 
he shall, with the concurrence of the said department, order 
and cause the same to be abated at the expense of the 
party or parties responsible therefor; and the said city 
physician may order the disinfecting of any infected premises, 
and order the whitewashing of any outbuildings at the 
expense of the owner or owners thereof. 

154. And be it enacted, That the said city physician may 
take measures and afford inducements and facilities when- 
ever, in his opinion, the public good requires it, for general 
and gratuitous vaccination and disinfection; and may move 
or cause to be removed to a proper place any person sick 
with smallpox or other pestilential, infectious or contagious 
disease, and provide proper care and attendance for such 
person so sick or removed, when it shall appear that any 
such person is pecuniarily unable to procure such care and 
attendance; but such provision shall only be made with the 
concurrence of the department of charities and correction. 

155. And be it enacted, That the said city physician shall 
prepare from time to time, as in his judgment may seem 
needed, or as may be required of him, a sanitary code, to 
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be submitted to the said board of aldermen for approval ; he 
shall present a written report, at least once a month, of all 
his official proceedings to said department, and shall perform 
such other duties as may be required of him by the said 
department of health, or by the board of aldermen.

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156. And be it enacted, That the executive officer of the Rogistor of vital 
bureau of vital statistics shall be known as the “register of ““"""* 


vital statistics.”’ 

157. And be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of the 
register of vital statistics to enter in books prepared for that 
purpose, and which shall be preserved in his office, and be 
open at all reasonable hours to public inspection, a record of 
all births, marriages and deaths occurring in said city, and of 
all burials therein, which record shall show, as regards mar- 
riages, the name, age, parentage, birthplace, occupation and 
residence of the parties married, the time or date of mar- 
rage, the maiden name of the mother of cach of the parties, 
the name of the clergyman or magistrate officiating, and the 
names and residences of the witnesses; and in relation to 
births, the day of the week and month, and the year thereof, 
the precise place of residence, names of both parents, and 
the maiden name of the mother, the birthplace, residence 
and occupation of the parents, the sex, physical condition 
and color of the child, and its name, if it be named, also the 
attending physician, and at least one person present at such 
birth, if possible; and in relation to deaths: the name of 
each deceased, age, color, nativity, last occupation, and 
cause of death, and the precise place of such person’s death 
and Jast residence, and where buried. |

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158. And be it enacted, That it is hereby made the duty Report to be 


of the parents of any child born in said city, and of every 
person present at such birth; and of the officiating clergyman 
or magistrate at any marriage, within ten days after such 
birth or marriage to report, in writing, to the said register 
the particulars above mentioned, as far as known; and the 
return so made of any marriage shall be signed and certified 
by the parties married, the officiating clergyman or magis- 
trate, and at least one witness ; any person herein required 
to make a report of any birth or marriage within ten days 
after the occurrence thereof shall be liable to a penalty 
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ten dollars for each and every failure to comply herewith, to 
be recovered in an action of debt, with costs, before the

proper persons suitable blank forms for the making out 
the returns or reports herein required to be made to him of 
births and marriages in said city. 

159. And be it enacted, That the said register shall issue 
burial permits to sextons, undertakers or other persons for 
the interment within or the removal from said city of per- 
sons deceased ; such permits shall be issued only upon the 
filing with said register cf a properly authenticated state- 
ment showing the name, age, sex, color, nativity, occupation, 
last place of residence, precise place of death, cause of 
death and attending physician or physicians; the particulars 
as to sex, color, place and cause of death to be certified to 
by a physician or coroner, or both; any sexton, undertaker 
or other person who shall remove the body of any deceased 
person from said city, or who shall inter such body therein 
without such permit, shall be liable to a penalty of fifty dol- 
lars, to be recovered in an action of debt, with costs, before the 
recorder.

III.—-BUREAU OF BUILDINGS. 


161. And be it enacted, That the executive officer of the 
bureau of buildings shall be known as ‘inspector of build-

166. And be zt enacted, That every person who heretofore 
has, or hereafter shall have faithfully served as a fireman in 
the fire department of the city of Paterson for the term of 
seven years, shall be entitled to an ‘exempt certificate,,’ 
sealed with the corporation seal, and signed by the mayor 
and chief engineer of the fire department, and upon the 
presentation of such certificate to the clerk of the county of 
Passaic, the said clerk shall record the name of such person 
in a book prepared for the purpose, with the date of such 
entry, and shall certify the recording on the back of the said 
certificate, wherefor he shall be entitled to ten cents from 
the person presenting said papers; and the person whose 
name is so recorded shall be forever exempt from serving as 
a juror in any court in this State, and shall be exempted 
from a portion of the regular tax of each year, not exceeding 
three dollars, upon the production of the certificate of the 
county clerk of the foregoing record having been made in 
his case.

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CHAPTER CCCXXVI. 


An Act to set off from the townships of Union and Dover, 
in the county of Ocean, 2 new township to be called the 
township of Lacey. 


1. Be IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That all that part of the town- 
ships of Union and Dover, in the county of Ocean, contained 
within the following boundaries, that is to say: beginning 
ata point in the line between the counties of Ocean and 
Burlington, where the southerly and easterly line of Man- 
chester township meets the same; thence, first, along said 
township line in a northeasterly direction to a point where 
the road from Giberson’s mill to Dover forge crosses said 
township line; thence, second, easterly along said road to 
Dover forge; thence, third, southerly along Guises’ road by 
Dover forge pond to the middle of Cedar Creek; thence, 
fourth, along the middle of Cedar Creek toits junction with 
Barnegat Bay; thence, fifth, on a course due east to the 
Atlantic Ocean ; thence, sixth, southerly along said Atlantic 
Ocean to the north side of Barnegat inlet; thence, seventh, 
on a course westerly to the mouth of Oyster Creek; thence, 
eighth, westerly along said Oyster Creek to where the road 
from Waretown to the head of Factory on South Branch 
of Cedar Creek known as Stout’s road crosses the same; 
thence, ninth, westerly ona straight line to the head of said 
Factory Branch on the division line between Dover and 
Union townships; thence, tenth, southwesterly along said 
division line to the county line of Burlington and Occan; 
thence, eleventh, along said line northwesterly to the place 
of beginning, be hereby set off into a new township to be 
called the township of Lacey. 

2. And be it enacted, That the inhabitants of the town- 
ship of Lacey are hereby constituted a body politic and cor- 
porate in law, and shall be stvled and known by the name 
of ‘The Inhabitants of the township of Lacey, in the 
county of Ocean,” and shall be entitled to all the rights, 
vowers, authority, privileges and advantages, and subject to 
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the same regulations, governments and liabilities as the 
inhabitants of other townships in the said county of Ocean 
are or may be entitled or subject to by existing laws of this 
State, except as may be hereinafter provided for. 

3. And be it enacted, ‘That the inhabitants of the said Time and pince 
township of Lacey shall hold their first township meeting at 
the house of Martin Hall in the village of Forked River, in 
the said township of Lacey, on the second Tuesday of April 
next, and afterwards, in each year, at such place as the 
inhabitants of said township shall determine. 

4, And be if enacted, That the township committees of Township com- 
Lacey, Union and Dover, shall meet on the third Tuesday gent pre” 
of April, next, at the court house, at Toms River, at ten Pert: 
o’clock in the forenoon, and may adjourn from time to time, 
and then and there proceed, by writing, signed by a ma- 
jority of those present, to allot and divide between the said 
townships all properties and moneys on hand, due or to 
become due, in proportion to the taxable property and 
ratables, as taxed by the assessors within their respective 
limits at the last assessment; and it shall be the duty of the 
said township committee, from the last assessment rolls of 
the said townships of Dover and Union, to ascertain the 
amount of indebtedness of the said several townships that 
shall be assumed by the township of Lacey, for which 
amount, when ascertained, the township committee of the 
township of Lacey shall issue a bond or bonds, with interest Mayissue bonds. 
payable semi-annually, to the township committees of the 
said townships of Dover and Union, which bond or bonds 
shall be conditioned so as to make the payments fall due at 
least ten days before the bond or bonds, or other indebted- 
ness of the said townships of Dover and Union, shall 
become due; and if any of the persons comprising either of 
the township committees should neglect or refuse to meet as 
aforesaid, those assembled may proceed to make the said 
division, and a decision of a majority of those present shall 
be final and conclusive. 

5. Jind be it enacted, That nothing in this act shall be surptus revenue 
construed to impair or in anywise affect the rights of the ™* *tt® 
said township of Lacey, to its just and legal proportion of 
the surplus revenue of the general government, and the 
interest due or becoming due thereon, and its proportion of 
all or any moneys due to the said townships of Dover and 
Union. 
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6. .4nd be it enacted, That in addition to the powers now in 
them invested, the township committee of the said township 
of Lacey shall have power to issue township bonds, payable 
at any time, not exceeding ten years from the date thereof, 
with interest, for the purpose of raising any sum or sums of 
money voted or granted by the inhabitants of said township, 
in manner and form, and for any of the purposes mentioned 
in the eleventh section of the act entitled “An Act incor- 
porating the inhabitants of townships, designating their 
powers and regulating their meetings ;”’ and the said bonds, 
when signed and sealed by a majority of the township com- 
mittee, and attested by the clerk of the township, shall be 
binding and effectual against the said township, and a 
majority of the said committee shall determine whether to 
raise the said sum or sums of money thus granted by issuing 
bonds or by taxation. 

T. And be it enacted, That the said committee are hereby 
authorized and required to divide the public roads of said 
township into convenient and suitable districts, cause the same 
to be numbered, and a description of the beginning and end- 
ing of each to be entered in a suitable book to be provided 
and kept for that purpose, wherein all matters concerning 
roads shall be recorded; and that a majority of the said 
committee are hereby authorized and required to appoint, 
by writing under their hands and seals, one suitable person 
in each district as overseer of roads, who shall perform the 
same duties and be liable to the same penalties as if he had 
been elected by the people; and the overseers of the roads 
of the said townships shall each receive for their services a 
compensation, to be fixed and regulated by order of the 
township committee ; provided, that it shall not exceed three 
dollars per day. 

8. Ind be it enacted, That whenever the owner or owners 
of land lytng within said township, shall open any road not 
less than fifty feet in width, and dedicate the same to public 
use as a public road or highway, and on delivering a decla- 
ration of such dedication, and a survey of said road to the

and to purchase, sell, mortgage, hold, use, lease, occupy, 
possess and enjoy such real or personal property, tools, 
engines, machinery, fixtures and materials in this or any 
other State or territory as may be necessary or needful for 
the proper management or conduct of said business, and 
said corporation are hereby empowered whenever in the 
opinion of the directors thereof it may be for the interest of 
the said corporation so to do, to subscribe for or to accept 
and receive as part payment for any work done, or goods, 
wares or merchandise sold or furnished by said coporation, 
the whole or any part of the capital stock of any incorporated 
company in this or any other State or territory, and to pur- 
chase, hire, build or construct such and so many ships, ves- 
sels, boats or barges as may be necessary or useful in carry-

An Act to incorporate The Union Insurance and Trust

1 BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That Charles 8. Fox, Jesse 
Paulmier, N. Foote, Alonzo B. Dean, John &. Henry, John 
Lamb, Wm. Boyd, John Hopper, and their associates, suc- 
cessors and assigns, forever be and they are hereby consti- 
tuted a body politic and corporate, by the name of “ The 
Union Insurance and Trust Company,” to be located in the 
county of Hudson-in said State, and by that name shall be 
and they are hereby empowered to receive by purchase or 
otherwise, and to hold, possess and enjoy such real and per- 
sonal estate as may by them be deemed necessary for the 
transaction of their business, and the same to lease, mort- 
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gage, sell or otherwise dispose of at pleasure, to sue and be 
sued, implead and be impleaded in all courts of law and 
equity of this State; to have and use a common seal, and to 
change the same at pleasure, and to make such by-laws and 
regulations not repugnant to the constitution and laws of 
the United States or of this State, as they may deem proper 
for the management of the said corporation and the transac- 
tion of its business.

who shall be chosen by the stockholders by ballot at the 
organization of the company, one-third of whom shall vacate 
their offices at the expiration of one year after their election, 
one-third at the expiration of two years, and one-third at 
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the expiration of three years; and the terms of office of the 
respective members of the first board of directors elected 
under this act shall be determined by ballot at their first 
meeting, and an election shall be held at the expiration of 
one year from the organization of the said company and 
yearly thereafter for the purpose of filling all vacancies 
occurring in the board of directors by death, resignation, 
expiration of term or otherwise ; such elections for directors 
of said company shall be held under the direction of three 
stockholders who shall be selected by ballot by the stock- 
holders at the first election, and at all subsequent elec- 
tions shall be appointed by the board of directors; each 
stockholder shall be entitled to one vote for every share of 
stock owned by him, and a plurality of the votes cast at any 
election shall elect. 

5. find be it enacted, ‘That the said board of directors 
shall, on organizing the said company, and annually there- 
after, choose from among their number a president and vice 
president, and they shall have power to select and displace 
at pleasure, such other officers as may be necessary for the 
transaction of the business of the company, and may take 
such bonds from any or all of their officers, employees and 
agents as they may deem necessary. 

6. And be it enacted, That the said company shall have 
power : first, to make insurance upon vessels, freights, goods, 
wares and merchandise, and to make all and every insurance 
connected with marine risks and the risks of transportation 
and inland navigation; second, to make insurance upon 
dwelling houses, stores and all kinds of buildings, and upon 
household furniture, merchandise and other property against 
loss or damage by fire; third to make insurance predicated 
upon the lives of persons, and to make contracts upon any 
and all conditions appertaining to or connected with life 
risks of whatever kind or nature, issuing policies stipulated 
to be with or without participation by the insured in the 
profits of the company; fourth, to cause themselves to be 
re-insured whenever and to whatever extent they may deem 
it expedient. 

T. And be it enacted, That all sums of money received as 
premiums on the above classes of risks shall constitute three 
separate funds, and all losses shall be paid out of the 
premiums received for the class of risks in which the loss 
occurs, and in case there shall not be sufficient funds to pay 
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any loss out of the premiums received from risks of the 
class in which such loss occurs, then such loss shall be paid 
out of the capital stock. 

8. “nd be it enacted, That all policies of insurance or Policies of insu- 
other contracts authorized by this act, may be made with or tracts binding 
without the geal of said corporation, and shall be signed by °" °7PoT™#0™ 
the president, or, in his absence, by the vice president, and 
countersigned by the secretary, and being so exccuted shall 
be binding and obligatory upon the said company, according 
to the true intent and meaning of the said policies and 
contracts; and al! such policies and contracts may be so 
made, signed, executed and attested without the presence of 
the board of directors, subject at all times to the by-laws of 
said corporation. 

9. And be tt enacted, That none but stockholders shall be icbieisine 
eligible to the office of director, and none but directors shall directors. 
be eligible to the office of president or vice president, and in 
case any director shall cease at any time to be a stockholder 
in said company, he shall ipso facto cease to be a director, 
and the board of directors may order a new election to fill

Amendment. of the State of New Jersey, That the ninth section of the 
act to which this is a supplement be, and the same is hereby 
amended, by striking out the word “township” from the 
said section, and the exemption from taxes granted in and 
by the said section shall cease at the end of three years 
from the time of the passage of this supplement, unless, pre- 
vious to that time, the commissioners under the said act 
shall have macadamized the avenue therein named Grand 
avenue. 
Power of com- 2. And be it enacted, That if the said commissioners. 
missrone™ after they shall have advertised under the fourth section of 
the said act, shall be satisfied that they can effect the improve- 
ment proposed by them with less expense by day labor than 
by contract, then they may either proceed directly to make

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the said fourth section, as they shall see fit; and if they 
shall proceed by day labor, the assessment for said improve- 
ment shall be made in the manner provided in the said act 
for work done under contract.

ing a notice in writing upon any one of said commissioners, 
and the said court shall have full power to hear, determine 
and review the action of the said commissioners in the 
premises, and the same, or any award, assessment or other 
action to confirm, alter, modify, set aside or reverse, in 
whole or in part for errors either of fact or in law; and the 
said court shall have power to hear and try the same in a 
summary way, and may summon a special jury to determine 
any question of fact; and the said court may proceed in due 
course according to the power of the court in other cases, 
and the determination of the said court shall be final and 
conclusive in the premises, and not subject to appeal or 
review, and the said court, or any judge thereof, may until 
such determination, stay all proceedings in the matter in 
reference to which the appeal may be taken, until such 
final determination, and like fees and costs shall be paid to 
the judges, jury, officers of the court and parties as are 
allowed in other causes of which said court has or may have 
jurisidiction; and the said court shall have power to make 
and prescribe all necessary forms, rules and regulations in the 
conduct ofany proceedings to be taken under these provisions; 
provided, that any person so feeling aggrieved at the valua- 
tion of his property, or the amount of his assessment under 
said act, may within the said thirty days, instead of appealing 
to said court of common pleas, serve a notice in writing 
upon one of the said commissioners, that he intends to 
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submit the matter of grievance to arbitration and there- 
upon such person shall choose one arbitrator, and the said 
commissioners shall choose another, and the said arbitra- 
tors shall have authority to determine the whole matter, 
and if they do not agree they shall choose an umpire, 
who shall determine such matter, such determination by 
the said arbitrators or umpire to be in writing, and to be as 
final and conclusive in the premises as the determination of 
the said court is hereinbefore made; the said arbitrators 
and umpire to be freeholders, resident in the county of Ber- 
gen; and if such determination shall not be made within 
twenty days from the service of notice, all proceedings by 
arbitration shall cease, but the aggrieved person may within

School District, Number Seven; thence southerly and 
easterly along said line to the Hudson river; thence along 
the Hudson river to the boundary line between the town- 
ships of Harrington and Hackensack; thence along said 
boundary line along the public road westerly, to the south- 
erly line of Ralph S. Demarest and the Poke farms; thence 
in a line direct to the southerly line of Garret Zabriskie’s 
farm ; thence northerly along the Flats farms to the place of 
beginning; shall hereafter be known and designated as 
Demarest School District, in the township of Harrington, 
Bergen county. 

2. And be it enacted, That for the purpose of compensa- 
tion to the residents of the district to be known as School 
District, Number Two, after this act shall take effect, for 
their estimated interest in the lot and school building, which

WHEREAS, the inhabitants of the said townships of Bridge- 
water and Piscataway, have by their petitions set forth 
that the removal of the mill-dam, so situated, would add 
greatly to the beauty and growth of the surrounding 
country; 4ND WHEREAS, since the building of the Central 
Railroad the mill-dam has been run to the railroad bank, 
on the westerly side of the stream and also raised, toa 
certain extent, partially covering many acres of land, be- 
fore dry and fertile, causing it to be unseemly and preju- 
dicial to the interest of the surrounding country; AND 
WHEREAS, they have by their petitions requested the aid 
of the Legislature of this State to remove tlie same, and 
it appearing to the Legislature that the owner of the mill- 
dam referred to, has consented that the Legislature should 
legislate on the subject, reserving and securing to him a 
fair and equitable consideration for his property taken ;

of imprisonment or fine, or both, as shall be authorized by 
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law in case such person had been duly indicted and con- 
victed.

taxed for said prosecutor’s attendance at coroners’ inquests.

1. Be IT ENACTED by the Senafe and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That Timothy W. Lord, Jabez 
Feary, John A. Wright, Albanus Worthington, Henry C. 
Worthington, Amos E. Middleton, John Collier, Jacob F. 
Cake, John E. Snowden, and such other persons as may 
hereafter become associated with them in the Marine and 
Inland Telegraph Company, their successors and assigns, 
Body politic. ghall be and are hereby made and constituted a body politic 

and corporate, for the purpose of making, using and main- 
taining telegraph lines and communications through the 
counties of Hudson, Bergen, Hssex, Union, Middlesex, 
Somerset, Mercer, Monmouth, Burlington, Ocean, Camden, 
Atlantic, Gloucester, Salem, Cumberland and Cape May, 
Corpcrate name. by the name, style and title of “The Marine and Inland 
Telegraph Company,” and by that name, style and title 
shall have perpetual succession, and all the privileges, 
franchises and immunities incident to a corporation, may 
sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, in all courts of 
justice, may purchase, receive, have, hold and enjoy to them, 
their successors and assigns, all such lands, tenements and

WHEREAS, certain roads heretofore laid out by the surveyors 
of the highways, in this State, have failed to be cpened 
for public use as lawful highways, by reason of the neglect 
of town clerks to serve notice upon the owners of lands 
assessed for benefits, as required by law; therefore, 

1. Be ir ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That in the case of any public 
road or highway in the county of Union, which has been or 
may hereafter be laid out or altered by the surveyors of the 
highways according to law, if the township clerk of the 
township in which said road or highway is situated shall 
have refused or neglected, or shall refuse or neglect tu serve 
the notice upon owners of land assessed for benefits, as 
required by section sixteenth of a supplement to this act, 
approved on the twenty-third day of March, one thousand 
eight hundred and fifty-nine, within the time and in the 
manner directed therein, then it snall be lawful for any one 
of the applicants, or any other person or persons interested 
in the said road, to give such notice at any time thereafter,

by-laws and regulations shall not be repugnant to the con- 
stitution and laws of this State or of the United States. 

6. nd be it enacted, That the said corporation hereby May purchase, 
created shall have power and authority, from time to time real estate.

1. Be IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That John H. Brakely, William 
Steele, James Tantum, David Shipps, Jacob Meseroll and 
such other persons as may be associated with them and their 
successors, are hereby constituted a body corporate, under the 
name of “ The Co-operative Savings and Loan Association,” 
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and by that name shall have perpetual succession, and may 
sue and be sued in any court in this State, and may also 
purchase, hold, and convey such real estate as may be neces- 
sary for the convenient transaction of the business thereof, 
and to carry ont the objects for which said corporation is 
formed; said objects and intentions being to encourage 
habits of economy and thrift in the industrial classes of both 
sexes, by uniting them in an association which shall supply 
homes for their use and accommodation, by making suitable 
provision for the care and custody, and returning suitable 
compensation for the use of such moneys belonging to its 
members and others, as may be occasionally or periodicallv 
contributed thereto, receiving, receipting for, and investing 
the same, when so desired, in houses, lands and other pro- 
perty, for their use, on such security, terms of payment and 
rates of interest as may be mutually agreed upon, and loan- 
ing said moneys so contributed, unto the members thereof, 
and others, at the legal rates of interest; to provide for the 
safe keeping and prompt return, on terms to be agreed upon, 
of any stocks, bonds, notes or other valuables or evidences 
of value which the members of said association and others 
may deposit; to furnish such guarantees for the safe custody 
and prompt return thereof as may be necessary, and in case 
of loss on the part of said corporation, its members or others, 
of any personal property, by theft or otherwise, to adopt 
such detective or other measures as may be requisite for the 
recovery thereof; to carry out which objects, purposes and 
intentions, the necessary power is hereby given. 
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2. And be it enacted, That the office and records of said Disc otors Glee 
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corporation may be kept in the city of Bordentown, in the powers. 


county of Burlington, in the State of New Jersey, and the 
government thereof shall be vested in a board of five 
directors; the persons named in the first section hereof 
shall constitute said board, and shall serve until their suc- 
cessors are elected, and may fill any vacancies which may 
occur in their number during said term; they shall select 
one of their number to act as president of said corporation, 
and may establish such offices and elect and appoint such

: mM J/ind be it enacted, That the capital stock of the said 
corporation shall be two thousand five hundred dollars, with 
authority in the said company to increase the same to any 
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amount not exceeding four thousand dollars, which stock 
shall be divided into shares of fifty dollars each, and shall 
be deemed personal estate, and transferable in such manner 
as the by-laws of said corporation shall direct. 
3. And be it enacted, That the persons named in the first Commissioners -

section of this act, or a majority of them, shall be commis: subscripticn. 
sioners to receive subscriptions for the capital stock of said 
corporation, and are authorized at such time or times and 
places in the county of Monmouth, as they shall appoint, 
giving at least twenty days’ notice thereof in a public news- 
paper printed and published in said county, and a majority 
of said commissioners being in attendance, to open books for 
the reception of such subscription, and at the time of sub- 
scribing, five dollars on each share of said stock shall be 
paid to said commissioners, and the residue shall be paid as 
is hereinafter directed. 

4. And be it enacted, That whenever twenty shares of said Directors, how 
stock shall be subscribed, and one hundred dollars paid as °°" *” 
hereinbefore directed, the said commissioners, or a majority 
of them, shall give notice as above directed for a meeting of 
the stockholders for the purpose of electing directors, and 
organizing said company, of which election the said commis- 
sioners, or a majority of them, shall be the judges, and the 
said stockholders when so met, shall elect, by ballot, from 
among their number, five directors, who shall be citizens of

ciently arched and drained to make and keep the same dry, 
and at least eighteen feet thereof sufficiently bedded and 
faced with stone, gravel or other material to make a solid, 
firm and even road at all seasons of the year, and at least 
twelve feet six inches thereof in width, so graded as not to 
rise above an angle of ten degrees with the plane of the 
horizon ; and said company shall construct and keep in good 
repair, good and sufficient bridges on the line of said road, 
not less than twenty feet in width; and whenever said road 
is or shall be raised, so much at the margin thereof as to 
render carriages passing thereon liable to overset, said com- 
pany shall cause sufficient railings to be erected and main- 
tained on the side to prevent horses and carriages from 
running off. 

9, And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for said com-

approved the same, and to erect embankments and bridges, 
and do all other things necessary or expedient to carry into 
effect the objects of this act; also to open to a width of not 
exceeding sixty feet, any of said highways, in cases where 
such public highways are of less width than sixty feet, com- 
pensating the owner or owners for the land taken to supply 
the deficiency ; or if the company and the owner cannot 
agree, proceeding according to the provisions of the twelfth 
section of this act. 

11. And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for said May enter on 
president and directors, the officers and employees, to enter ~*~ 
at any tiie upon any lands or waters, for the purpose of 
exploring, surveying, leveling and laying out the route of 
said turnpike road, doing no unnecessary damage to private 
property, and when the route of said turnpike road, or any 
one mile thereof shall have been determined upon, and a 
survey thereof filed in the office of the clerk of the county 
of Monmouth, to enter upon, take possession of, have, hold, 
use, occupy and excavate any such lands, to erect embank- 
ments and bridges thereon, and to do all things necessary or 
expedient to carry into effect the object of this act; also to 
search for and take sand, gravel, clay, stone and such other 
material for the construction and use of said road; provided Proviso, 
always, that the said corporation shall pay, or tender pay- 
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ment for all damage for the occupancy and mght of way 
over such lands, and for all sand, gravel, clay, stone and 
other material to be taken, before entering or breaking 
ground in the premises, except for the purpose of survey- 
ing said route, unless consent in writing of the owner of said 
lands be first obtained. 

12. And be tt enacted, That if any of the owners of such 
required lands or materials, not being part of such public 
highways, cannot agree with said company as to the amount 
of compensation to be paid for such materials, or the right of 
way over such lands, or where by reason of the legal 
incapacity or absence of such owner or owners such agree- 
ment cannot be made, a particular description of such 
required Jand or materials shall be given in writing, under 
oath or affirmation by some proper agent of the company, 
and also the name or names of the occupants, if any, and of 
the owner or owners, if known, and their residence, if the 
same can be ascertained, to one of the justices of the 
supreme court of this State, who shall cause said company to 
give notice thereof to the persons interested, if Known and 
resident in this State, and if unknown or out of this State, 
to make publication thereof as he shall direct, for any term 
not less than twenty days, assigning a particular time and 
place for the appointment of commissioners hereinafter 
named, at which time and place, upon evidence satisfactory 
to him of the service or publication of such notice aforesaid, 
and after hearing the parties, if they desire, he shall appoint, 
under his hand and seal, three disinterested freeholders of 
the county of Monmouth, commissioners to examine and 
appraise said materials, or the right of way over said lands, 
and determine the amount of compensation to be paid for 
the same; and it shall be the duty of said commissioners, 
having first taken and subscribed an oath or affirmation 
before some competent officer, faithfully and impartially to 
examine the matters in question, and to make a true report 
according to the best of their skill and understanding, to 
meet at the time and place appointed, and proceed to 
examine lands or materials, and equitably and justly to 
appraise the said materials, or the right of way over said 
lands, and to fix the compensation to be paid for the same; 
and said commissioners, or any two of them that shall make 
a& report in writing, under their hands, of the amount of 
such appraisement and compensation to be paid, which 
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report, and the said description of lands and materials, the 
said appraisement and oath of commissioners, shall, within 
ten days thereafter, be filed in the office of the clerk of the 
county of Monmouth, to remain of record therein; and the 
said report, or a certified copy thereof, shall be plenary evi- 
dence of the right of said company to have, hold, use, 
occupy and possess the said materials, and the right of way 
over the said lands, and of the right of said owners to 
recover the amount of such appraisement from said company 
in an action of debt, with costs of suit, if the same remain 
unpaid twenty days after demand made; and until such 
amount be paid, it shall constitute a lien upon the property 
of the said company in the nature of a judgment, and the 
said justice of the supreme court shall tax the costs, fees and 
expenses of this proceeding to be paid as he shall think just ; 
and in case of the legal incapacity of such owner or owners, 
the amount of such appratsement shall be paid to the clerk 
of the court of chancery for the use of such owner or owners, 
subject to the order of said court. 

13. And be it enacted, That either party may appeal 
from the decision of such commissioners to the circuit court 
of the county of Monmouth, at the next term thereof after 
such decision, by proceeding in the form of petition to said 
court, with five days’ notice to the opposite party of such 
appeal, which court shall have full power and jurisdiction, 
by the verdict of a jury, if desired by either party, to hear 
and finally determine the same,and if the amount of such 
appraisement be increased, the said company shall pay the 
costs of said appeal, and if the same be decreased, the said 
owner or owners shall pay said costs, and if need, judgment 
may be entered in the minutes of said court for the amount 
of such verdicts, and for the costs of either of them. 

(+414, And be it enacted, That whenever one mile of said 
turnpike road shall be completed, the said company may 
erect gates and turnpikes across the same, and demand and 
receive for each mile of said completed road traveied, toll 
at not more than the following rates, to wit: 

For every carriage, sleigh or sled drawn by one 


beast, two cents ; 
For every additional beast, two cents ; 
For every horse and rider, led horse or mule, _ two cents; 


For every dozen cattle or horses, mules, calves, 
sheep or hogs, and so in proportion for a 
greater or less number, ten cents ; 
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and it shall be lawful for any toll-gatherers of said company 
to stop any vehicle, or beast or beasts, from passing through 
any of said gates or turnpikes until toll, as above specified, 
has been paid for them. 

15. And be it enacted, That before the said company shall 
demand or receive toll, they shall cause a mile stone or post, 
for each mile of said road, to be erected and maintained on 
the side thereof, and on each stone or post shall be fairly 
and legibly marked on one side the distance from Verrine- 
ville, and on the other the distance from Sweetman’s Lane, 
and shall cause to be affixed, and always kept at said gates, 
in some conspicuous place, a list of the rates of toll which 
may be lawfully demanded. 

16. And he it enacted, That if any person shall wilfully 
break, throw down or deface any of said mile stones or posts, 
or wilfully cut, break down, destroy or deface, or otherwise 
injure any toll-gate, turnpike or bridge belonging to said 
road, or shall forcibly pass any of the gates or turn- 
pikes without having paid the legal toll, such person or per- 
sons shall forfeit and pay the sum of twenty dollars, besides 
being subject to an action for damages to be recovered by 
action of debt, or other prosecution and costs of suit by the 
said company for their use; and if any person shall, with 
his team, carriage or horse turnout of said road to pass a 
gate or turnpike with intent to avoid the toll due, he shall 
forfeit and pay ten dollars, to be recovered by said com- 
pany to their use in an action of debt with cost of suit. 

17. And be wt enacted, That all persons using said road 
shall keep their horses, carriage, sleighs or sleds of burthen 
or pleasure on the right hand of said road, in the passing 
direction, leaving the other side of the road free and clear 
for the carriages or persons on horseback to pass; and if 
any person or persons shall offend against this provision, 
such person or persons shall, besides being liable for all 
damages, forfeit and pay to any person or persons injured or 
obstructed in his passage, five dollars, to be recovered by 
such person in an an action of debt with costs of suit. 

18. And be wt enacted, That all such parts of any public 
highway as shall be taken for said turnpike road by virtue 
of this act, shall cease to be a public road or highway so 
long as the same shall be used for said turnpike road. 

19. And be it enacted, That this act shall take effect imme- 
diately.

An Act to incorporate the Warren Marble Company. 


1. BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That Benjamin M. Kline, Levi ©orperators 
H. Seiss, D. H. Schweyer, Elisha Allis, W. S. Johnson, 
Moses N, Applegett, William Johnston and William Weiser,

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and their successors and assigns, be and they are hereby 
created a body politic and corporate in law, by the name of 
the “Warren Marble Company,” for the purpose of quar- 
rying, manufacturing and dealing in stone, marble and lime 
in all their branches, and carrying on the business incident 
to such manufacture and dealing, in the counties of Warren 
and Sussex, and for that purpose may purchase and hold 
lands, erect such mills and other works, as may be required 
to carry on such business, and may mortgage, sell, convey, 
or otherwise dispose of the same ; provided, that the principal 
office for the conduct of such business shall be in the county 
of Warren. 

2. And be tt enacted, That the capital stock of said cor- 
poration shall be sixty-four thousand dollars, with power to 
increase the same to any amount not exceeding one hundred 
thousand dollars, and shall be divided into shares of fifty 
dollars each, which shall be deemed personal property, and 
transferable in such manner as shall be prescribed by the 
by-laws of said corporation. 

3. And be it enacted, That the business of said corpora- 
tion shall be managed by not less than three nor more than 
five directors, who shall be stockholders, and one of whom 
shall be president; such directors shall hold their office for 
one year, and until others are elected in their stead; the 
election of officers shall be at such time and place as the 
by-laws may direct, at which election each stockholder shall 
be entitled to one vote, either in person or by proxy, for 
each share of stock by them respectively owned ; and until 
such election be held, the five corporators first herein named 
shall be the directors of said corporation. 

4. And be it enacted, Vhat any buildings, land, machinery 
or other property used in manufacturing and carrying on 
said business may be received in payment for subscriptions 
to capital stock, at a valuation agreed upon by a majority 
of the board of directors, and a majority of the stockholders. 

5. And be wt enacted, That a majority of the directors for

nature of a mortgage upon the lot of land and house thereon.

8. ind be it enacted, That the inhabitants of the said 
township of High Bridge shall hold their first town meeting 
at the hotel of Mark Devlin, otherwise known as the Ameri-

An Act to incorporate the Cape May County Agricultural 
and Horticultural Society, 


1. Beir ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That William Doolittle, John 
Voss, Thomas Townsend, Thompson Vangilder, Richard 8S. 
Leaming, William R. Smith, Thomas Beesley, Thaddeus 
Vangilder, Thomas R. Gandy, John Wilson, C. S. Magrath, 
A. M. V. Seigman and such others as may be associated 
with them be, and they are hereby created a body politic 
and corporate under the name of «The Cape May County 
Agricultural Association,” and by that name shall sue and 
be sued, and generally possess the powers and privileges of 
a coporation. 

2. And be it enacted, That the capital of said association 
shall not be less than five hundred nor more than five thou- 
sand dollars, divided into shares of five dollars each. 

3. And be it enacted, That the members of said association 
shall have the right at their first or any subsequent meeting, 
to establish such by-laws for the government of said associa- 
tion as they may deem proper, which shall not be incon- 
sistent with the laws of this State or the provisions of this 
act. 

4, And be it enacted, That the members shall, from time 
to time, determine the number of their directors and officers, 
and shall clothe them with such powers, not inconsistent 
with the provisions of this act, as they may deem expedient. 
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5. And be tt enacted, That the object of the said associa- 
tion shall be to provide, keep and maintain at South Seaville, 
in the county of Cape May, grounds and other real and per- 
sonal estate, not exceeding in extent twenty-five acres, suit- 
able for agricultural, floral and mechanical exhibitions; and 
that for the improvement of the breed of horses and cattle, 
the said association are authorized to hold exhibitions for 
the development of the speed, or other desired qualities; 
and to encourage and incite competition therein, they may 
offer and give premiums for superiority in the objects sought 
for; such premiums, however, not to exceed the surp!ns 
revenue of the association in any one fiscal year. 

6. And be tt enacted, That at all meetings or elections 
held by said association each share shall entitle the holder 
thereof to one vote, and that at elections for directors mem- 
bers may vote by proxy. 

7. And be it enacted, That the said association shall have 
the right and power to charge a fee for admission for such 
exhibitions, the amount of said fee to be paid from time to 
time as the directors may deem proper. 

8. And be 1t enacted, That the said association shall have 
power to rent or lease the whole or any part of their real 
estate for religious meetings or other purposes; during the 
exercises of said religious meetings, the directors shall have 
power to enforce any regulations of said religious society, 
not inconsistent with the laws of this State or the United 
States, or the provisions of this act. 

9. And be it enacted, That the said association shall 
receive such compensation for the use of grounds as shall be 
deemed proper by the directors. 

10. And be tt enacted, That so much of the profits of said 
association as may be deemed expedient by: the directors 
shal! be annually divided among the stockholders pro rata, 
but no dividend shall be declared which will impair the 
capital of said association.

A Supplement to the act entitled “An act to incorporate 
The Dover Aqueduct Company.” 


1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That it shall and may be lawful for 
the said ** The Dover Aqueduct Company,” after it shall be 
organized, to acquire and hold any lands upon which may 
rise or be found any springs or streams of water which may 
be conveniently used for the purposes of their incorporation, 
and also so much land adjacent to such springs and streams 
as may be necessary and proper to enable said corporation 
to keep said springs and streams clean and pure; and also 
to acquire and fold the perpetual right to take, divert, carry 
away and use for the purposes of their incorporation, any 
and all such springs and streams of water or any part 
thereof as may be necessary and proper for such purposes, 
and all such lands and perpetual rights to take, carry away 
and use for the purposes aforesaid, any such springs or 
streams, as against the owners thereof and all and every 
person or persons whose property shall be injured thereby, 
shall be acquired by said corporation, in the manner pro- 
vided in the fourth and fifth sections of their act of incor- 
poration and this supplement for acquiring the lands and 
rights therein mentioned. 

2. And be it enacted, That all publications to be made 
under said act and this supplement, shall be sufficient if made 
in one of the newspapers published in Morris county, and 
any moneys which under said act are directed to be paid 
into the court of chancery shall be paid into the circuit 
court of said county for the use of the parties interested 
therein. 

3. And be it enacted, That each party, in all cases, shall 
be entitled to an appeal from the award of the appraisers 
mentioned in said act, which shall be taken by petition of

thereof to the party interested, and upon filing said petition

and attachment for non-payment thereof.

An Act to improve a portion of Palisade Avenue, in the 
county of Hudson. 


1 Be 1T ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly eee 
of the State of New Jersey, That that portion of the street may be widened 
now known as Palisade avenue, in the county of Hudson, 94 @™?rT°re* 
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commencing where the said Palisade avenue intersects with 
the Paterson plank road, in said county, and terminating 
where the said Palisade avenue intersects with the Hacken- 
sack turnpike, in said county, may be widened and improved 
according to the provisions of this act. 

2. And be it enacted, That that portion of the said Pali- 
sade avenue, from the points of commencement and termina- 
tion, mentioned in the first section of this act, shall be 
widened so as to be eighty feet in width, by taking fourteen 
feet of land along the easterly line of the said avenue and 
adding the same to its present width; and the said fourteen 
feet of land taken from the township of Weehawken for the 
widening of said avenue shall thenceforth be a portion of 
the township of West Hoboken, and the land so taken shall 
be and become a portion of said avenue. 

3. And be it enacted, That that portion of Palisade avenue 
mentioned in this act, after the widening thereof mentioned 
in the second section, nay also be graded, curbed, guttered 
and flarged, and otherwise improved in the same manner 
that other streets are now by law improved in the township 
of West Hoboken, except as hereinafter mentioned. 

4. And be it enacted, That the action of the township 
committee of the said township of West Hoboken, already 
had with reference to the widening and otherwise improving 
of the said portion of Palisade avenue, be and the same is 
hereby confirmed, and the same shall be taken as a full and 
complete compliance with the terms, conditions and provi- 
sions of the act entitled “ An act to divide the township of 
North Bergen, in the county of Hudson,” passed February 
twenty-eight, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-one, 
erecting the township of West Hoboken, &c., and the sup- 
plements thereto, authorizing the said township committee 
to lay out, widen, curb, grade, &c., streets in the township 
of West Hoboken; and it shall not for the purposes of this 
act, be necessary for the said committee to take any further 
action with reference thereto, except as is specially herein- 
after mentioned. 

Qo. Aind be it enacted, That the township committee of the

An Act in relation to Streets in Union Township, in Union

1. Be IT ENACTED dy the Senate and General Assembly of 

Boundaries. the State of New Jersey, That the inhabitants of all that 
part of Union township, in the county of Union, comprised 

in the following boundaries, viz: beginning at the middle of 

the Salem bridge over Elizabethtown creek above John 
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Kean’s Salem mills,and near the residence of E. Earl; thence 
southwesterly in a straight line to the point formed by the 
intersection of the easterly line of the Galloping Hill road 
with the southerly line of the Magie town road; thence 
along said easterly line of the Galloping Hill road south- 
easterly to the Westfield road ; thence southeasterly across the 
Westfield road to the corner of Union and Linden townships 
and the city of Elizabeth; thence along the boundary line 
of the said township of Union and city of Elizabeth its 
various courses and distances easterly and northerly to the 
Newark road; thence northerly along the Newark road and 
the road to Newark known as the Upper road, and west of 
Evergreen cemetery, to a point opposite the southeasterly 
corner of the blacksmith shop at the junction of the roads at 
Lyons Farms; thence southwesterly, in a straight line, to 
the place of beginning, shall be and they are hereby created 
a body politic and corporate, to be called the ‘‘ Southeasterly 
Road District of the township of Union, in the county of 
Union,” for the purpose of laying out, opening and improv- 
ing streets, roads, highways and public parks within the 
said boundaries, and for exercising the rights, powers and 
franchises conferred hy this act, and shall be capable of 
suing and being sued and of having and using a corporate 
seal. 

2. Jind be it enacted, That there shall be a board to con- 
sist of five persons resident in the said district, to be called 
commissioners of public roads, whose duty it shall be to 
exercise the powers and duties herein conferred, and who 
shall have exclusive control over the roads and highways 
within the said district. 

3. And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for the said 
commissioners, or a majority of them, and they shall have the 
exclusive power, to lay out streets, avenues and publi 
parks within the said district, and for such purpose it shall 
be lawful for said commissioners, and all persons acting 
under their authority, to enter upon any lands; and they 
_ Shall cause maps, plans and surveys to be made, from time 

to time, of the streets. avenues and public parks so laid out 
by them, and of the alteration or vacation of the same pro- 
posed by them, with the elevation of the several intersec- 
tions of the streets marked thereon, together with such 
notes and explanations as may be necessary or desirable; 
before the said maps or plans Shall be adopted by the said

commissioners, they shall give ten days’ notice in a news- 
paper circulating in the neighborhood, to all persons inter- 
ested to inspect the same and make objections thereto, if 
they see fit, after which the said commissioners, or a 
majority of them, may proceed to amend or adopt the 
same; after the said maps and plans shall have been 
adopted by the said commissioners, or a majority of them, 
they shall cause the same, or a copy thereof signed by them, 
to be filed in the office of the clerk of the county of Union; 
and after being so filed, the same shall be final and conclu- 
sive as to all persons whomsoever; and whenever streets or 
highways or public parks shall be thereafter opened within 
said district, it shall be according to the lines laid down in 
said maps; the said commissioners shall have power, on the 
petition, in writing, of the owners of at least a majority in 
lineal feet along any improvement sought for, to open or 
improve any street, highway or park, and to cause sewers 
to be built, and for such purposes to take and appropriate 
Jands and real estate necessary for such purpose, upon 
making compensation to the owner or owners thereof, and 
for such purposes the rights, powers, authority, privileges 
and advantages conferred by an act entitled “An act to 
revise and amend the charter of the city of Elizabeth,” 
approved March fourth, one thousand eight hundred and 
sixty-three, and the several supplements thereto, upon the 
city council as to the opening and improving of streets, 
highways and parks, constructing sewers, and providing for 
the payment and collection of the costs and expenses thereof, 
be and the same are hereby conferred on the said commis- 
sioners, who are hereby authorized and empowered to have, 
hold, use, enjoy and exercise all such powers, subject to the 
regulations and provisions of said act, so far as the same 
are not modified by the provisions of this act; the said com- 
missioners shall keep a record of their proceedings, and may 
employ a clerk, surveyor and such assistants as may be 
necessary; the determination of the board in reference to 
all public improvements shall be by resolution, to carry 
which, a vote of a majority of all the members shall be 
necessary; the notices required to be given shall be pub- 
lished in one or more newspapers circulating in the neigh- 
borhood, as shall be every year determined by the commis- 
sioners, and the expenses thereof shall be included in the 
costs and expenses of the appropriate improvements; the 
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commissioners shall have power, from time to time, to bor- 
row money to pay for the costs, damages and expenses of 
said improvements, and to issue bonds of the said corpora- 
tion therefor, and to cause assessments to be made on the 
property therefor, to be collected and paid in the manner 
provided in the act aforesaid; and they, or a majority of 
them, or such person as they may designate and appoint, 
shall discharge all duties required by said act to be dis- 
charged by any specified officer of said city; the commis- 
stoners to make estimates and assessments of costs, damages 
and expenses, as provided in said act, shall be appointed by 
one of the judges of the court of common pleas of the 
county of Union, on application to him for that purpose, on 
ten days’ public notice in one newspaper at : least, circu- 
lating in the neighborhood. 

4. And be wt enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for 
said board to connect any sewer to be built therein with any 
sewer built or to be built in the city of Elizabeth, upon 
making just compensation therefor, to be included in the 
whole amount of the costs and expenses of constructing said 
sewer so connected. 

5, And be it enacted, That the said commissioners shall 
receive for their services under this act the sum of three 
dollars per day for each day of actual service, and said 
amounts, together with clerks, surveyors and assistants’ com- 
pensation, shall be included in the amount of the cost and 
expenses of each improvement. 

6. And be it enacted, That the term of office of said com- 
missioners shall be five years, except as to the first commis- 
sioners, who shall, as soon as practicable before the twelfth 
day of April next, organize and decide by lot which one 
shall serve for one year, which one for two years, which one 
for three years, which one for four years, and which one for 
five years; and annually thereafter, on the last Monday in 
March, the legal voters resident in said district shall elect

two weeks in a newspaper circulating in the township; that 
said notice shall also state the time and place at which the 
township committee will meet to proceed to the considera- 
tion of said resolution; that at such meeting full and ample 
opportunity shall be given to all parties in favor of or 
opposed to said improvement to present their views with 
reference to the same in writing or otherwise; and that the 
township committee may, in their discretion, adjourn from 
time to time for further consideration of the matter.

and be entered upon their minutes; and the amount so 
ascertained and determined shall thereafter be treated as 
and held to be the true and actual expense of making such 
improvement; upon the passage of the resolution for making 
any such improvement, a copy thereof, attested by the 
township clerk, shall, without delay, be handed by him to 
some member of the board of assessments; and the said 
clerk shall also give public notice, for at least two weeks, in Notice to be 
a newspaper circulating in the township, of the time and yor board of 
place, (the same having been appointed by the township ***ss™n 
committee), when and where the board of assessments will 
meet to assess damages and benefits, and the costs of making 
such improvement as aforesaid; and that the nature and 
object of such improvement shall be briefly stated in such 
notice, so as to identify the same; the board of assessments 
shall attend at the time and place specified, one member 
shall have power to adjourn the meeting, two members shall 
be a quorum for the transaction of business, and may 
make any assessment, if they shall agree; said board may 
adjourn from time to time; andit shall be their duty to 
give all parties affected by the improvement an opportunity 
to be heard upon the subject of the assessment, if they shall 
make known to said board their desire so to be heard; 
said board shall view the premises and shall have power to Power to exam- 
examine witnesses, under oath or affirmation, which may be under oath. 
administered by one of their number, and they shall assess 
such damages and benefits and expenses separately, and with 
due regard to the interests of all persons concerned, and shall 
certify their assessment to the township committee by a 
report in writing, signed by at least two commissioners ; 
that said report shall be accompanied by a map, showing the 
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improvement, the lands and real estate taken therefor, and 
designating the lands benefited; such report and map may 
be considered by the township committee at any meeting, of 
which at least two weeks’ previous notice shall have been 
given in a newspaper circulating in said township, and may 
be adopted and ratified by the township committee at that 
or any subsequent meeting, with or without alteration, as 
may to the said committee seem proper; and said report, 
when so adopted and ratified, with or without alteration, 
shall be final and conclusive upon all parties, except only in 
such matters wherein an appeal shall be taken as herein- 
after provided: no notice to the owner or owners of any 
lands or real estate to be taken for such improvement, or to 
any person to be in any way affected by such improvement, 
shall be required, other than the notices hereinbefore 
specified. 

7. And be tt enacted, That any person or persons feeling 
himself, herself or themselves aggrieved by any such assess- 
ments for damages for any lands and real estate taken for

8. /lnd be it enacted, That before any such improvement 
shall be carried into effect, it shall be the duty of the town- 
ship committee to pay or tender unto the owner or owners 
of any land and real estate taken therefor or damaged thereby 
as aforesaid, the amount of damages so assessed to him, her or 
them respectively; provided, that if such owner do not 
reside in said township, or upon due inquiry cannot be found 
therein by the township committee, or is a lunatic, or idiot, 
or is under age, or otherwise legally incapacitated, or will 
not accept such damages and sign a receipt therefor when 
tendered, then a proper affidavit of such fact shall be made 
and filed with the township clerk, and the township com- 
mittee shall cause the amount of such damages to be placed 
on special deposit for the use of the person or persons to 
whom the same may be due; and the same shall be paid to 
him, her or them when duly authorized to receive the same, 
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without interest; and provided, that no tender shall be Proviso. 
necessary in any case where the benefits assessed against 
such owner or owners are equal to or exceed the amount of 
damages assessed in his, her or their favor; and it shall be 
the duty of the township committee to cause an abstract of 
the report, after the same has been adopted and ratified, 
to be prepared and delivered to the township collector of 
taxes, who shall enter the same in a book to be kept in his 
ofice for that purpose, to be called the “ Book of Assess- 
ments for improvements,” and said collector shall then give 
notice for four weeks, in some newspaper circulating in said 
township, that said report has been delivered to him, and 
requiring payment of the several sums assessed against any 
owners of land agd real estate for such improvement, within 
sixty days from the time of the first publication of said 
notice; and if any assessment shall not be paid within said 
period of sixty days, the said assessment shall draw interest 
thereupon from and after that time, at the rate of two per 
centum per month; and every assessment for any improve- 
ment for either benefits or expenses, shall be and remain a 
lien upon the lands and real estate so assessed therefor, to- 
gether with the iuterest and all costs and fees thereon, not- 
withstanding any mistake in the name or names of the ~ 
owner or owners, or omission to name such owner or owners ; 
and no assessment shall be invalid because of any such mis- 
take or omission, and the collection of assessments for any 
improvements provided for in this act may be enforced by a 
sale of the lands upon or in respect of which such assessment 
may be made in the manner which now is or may hereafter 
be provided by law. 

9. And be it enacted, That full records of all resolutions eon 
and orders shall be kept by the township clerk, who shall | 
also cause to be filed and kept in his office, all reports and — 
maps, affidavits and other papers relating to the proceedings 
hereinbefore provided for. 

10. ind be tt enacted, That it shall be lawful for the owners of tana 
owners of any lands upon the lines of any street in the ray Rettien to 
township of East Orange which may have been accepted by gurbed, graded, 
the township committee as one of the public roads of the © 
township, to present a petition in writing to the township 
committee containing a request to have the whole, or a cer- 
tain designated section of any such public street improved, 
by being graded and curbed, or by being graded curbed and 
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macadamized, or paved ; upon receiving such petition it shall 
be the duty of the township committee to ascertain the 
length of the street, or section of a street designated in such 
petition, and also the number of lineal feet upon the lines of 
such street or section owned by the persons subscribing such 
petition; and if upon investigation it shall appear that the 
owners of three-fifths of the number of lineal feet upon the 
street or section designated in said petition shall have sub- 
scribed the same, and that such section (in case a section be 
designated) extends the length of an entire block, to wit: 
the distance from centre to centre, between two cross- 
streets, it shall be lawful for the township committee to 
order and cause the work requested in such petition to be 
done. 

11. And be zt enacted, That in case the township commit- 
tee shall order and cause any street or section of a street to 
be improved under the provisions of this act, they shall pro- 
ceed to make contracts, after having advertised for propo- 
sals, with one or more persons for the work called for in 
said petition; but in all cases the estimates, proposals and 
contracts shall designate separately the grading, the curbing, 
and the macadamizing or paving, and the price or cost of 
each respectively; and the township committee are hereby 
authorized to pay the cost of the grading out of the funds 
raised by tax in the township for road purposes. 

12. And be it enacted, That the entire cost of curbing and 
macadamizing or paving, and the expense of overseeing the 
work, shall be borne and paid by the owners of the lands 
along the lines of the street or section improved under the 
provisions of this act; and whenever the cost of such curb- 
ing and macadamizing or paving, and overseeing shall have 
been ascertained, the township committee, or a majority of 
them, shall make and sign an assessment of the entire 
amount of such cost and expense upon the lands along the 
lines of the street or section of a street so improved, pro 
rata, according to the number of lineal feet upon the lines 
of such street or section in the tracts or lots of the several 
owners respectively; and the township committee shall 
deliver a copy of such assessment when made, to the town- 
ship assessor, who shall enter the same in his duplicate; and 
it shall be the duty of the township collector to collect the 
said assessment at the same time, in the same manner, and 
by the same means as the county and township taxes; and 
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every such assessment made in pursuance of this act is 
hereby declared to be a legal, valid and binding assessment 
against the owners and upon the property therein designated, 
and a lien upon the lands on which said assessment is made. 

13. And be it enacted, That all lands upon which any Lands exempted 
assessment shall be made by virtue of the provisions of this faa parse 
act shall be exempted from all township taxes for road pur- 
poses whatever, for the period of two years in case such 
assessment be made for curbing alone, and for the period of 
five years in case such assessment shall be made for curbing 
and macadamizing or paving; said periods to be reckoned 
from and after the payment of such assessment in all cases. 

14. And be it enacted, That the term “curb,” as used in 
this act, shall be deemed to include the setting of both curb 
and gutter stones. 

15. Jind be it enacted, That in the making of all contracts Contracts, how 
under the provisions 0 of this act, the township committee ~~ 
shall cause them to be prepared in the name of “ The inhabi- 
tants of the township of Kast Orange, in the county of 
Essex,” as a party thereto; and shall by resolution cause 
them to be executed by their chairman, and attested by the 
township clerk. 

16. And be it enacted, That for the purpose of carrying Township com- 
into effect the provisions of this act, it shall be lawful for Myre my Bor 
the township committee of said township to borrow money Secure ihe pay- 
from time to time in the corporate name of said township, same by bond, 
and to secure the payment of the same by bond, note or “* 
other instrument in writing, under the common seal of said

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CHAPTER CCCCXI. 


A Further Supplement to the act entitled “ An act to incor- 
porate Dover.” 


l. Be Iv ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That it shall be lawful for the 
common council of the town of Dover, whenever, in their 
opinion, the public good requires it, by ordinance : 

J. To lay out and open new streets within their corpo- 
rative limits, and to order and cause any street, road, high- 
way or alley already laid out to be straightened, altered or 
widened; and to take and appropriate for such purpose any 
lands, upon making compensation to the owners thereof, as 
is hereinafter mentioned and provided ; 

II. To order and cause sewers or drains to be constructed 
in any part of said town, and, if necessary, to take and 
appropriate for such purpose any lands and real estate, upon 
making compensation to the owner or owners thereof, as is 
hereinafter mentioned and provided. 

2. And be it enacted, That no ordinance shall be intro- 
duced or presented to the common council for making any 
improvement or performing any work, under and by virtue 
of the provisions of the first section of this act, or either of 
the subdivisions thereof, until public notice shall be given 
of the intention of the common council to cause such improve- 
ment to be made, or such work to be done and performed, 
and to that end it shall be the duty of the street commis- 
sioner, by direction of the common council, to give notice in 
one newspaper printed and published in the county of Mor- 
ris, by publication in said newspaper for at least three weeks 
successively, of the intention of the common council to cause 
such improvement to be made, or such work to be done and 
performed, briefly describing such work or improvement, 
and requesting such persons as may object thereto to present 
their objections in writing at the street commissioner’s office, 
on or before the expiration of thirty days from the first pub- 
lication of such notice, and at any time thereafter the com- 
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mon council may proceed to consider such ordinance as 
aforesaid. 

3. And be it enacted, ‘That whenever the common council 
of Dover shall determine, by ordinance, to lay out and open, 
to alter, widen and straighten any street, road, highway or 
alley, or to make any sewer or drain in any part of said 
town, and to take and appropriate for such purpose any 
lands and real estate, they are hereby authorized to treat 
with the owner or owners thereof for the same; and 


for the purpose expressed in such ordinance, they may’ 


purchase such lands and real estate of the owner or 
owners thereof, and make such compensation therefor as 
they shall judge reasonable; and thereupon shall receive 
from such owner or owners a conveyance of such lands and 
real estate to the town of Dover, and such compensation 
shall form a part of the whole amount of costs, damages and 
expenses to be assessed under and in pursuance of the pro- 
visions of this act. 

4. And be wt enacted, That in case no agreement for such 
purchase can be made, it shall be lawful for the common 
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the said town commissioners to make an estimate and assess- 
ment of the damages that any such owner or owners will 
sustain by taking and appropriating in the manner aforesaid 
such lands and real estate; and in estimating and assessing 
such damages the said commissioners shall have due regard 
both to the value of the lands and real estate, and to the 
injury or benefit to the owner or owners thereof, by making 
such improvement as aforesaid; and if in any case the 
commissioners shall estimate the benefits to any such owner 
or owners to be greater than the damages, they shall so 
declare in their report, and shall specially estimate and 
assess the value of the lands and real estate which are neces- 
sary to be tiken and appropriated for such improvement ; 
and after such award shall be made, the remaining lands 
and real est ite of any such owner or owners shall be liable 
to assessment for the payment of the costs, damages and 
expenses of such improvement, under and in pursuance of 
the provisions of this act. 


5. And be it enacted, That the said commissioners shall Estimate ana

give public notice, by advertisement in one newspaper pub- binding on owe 
lished in the county of Morris, of the time and place of their °™ 


first meeting, and the said commissioners, or a majority of 
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them, when met, shall have power to examine witnesses, 
under oath or affirmation to be administered by any one of 
said commissioners, to enter upon and view the premises, if 
they shall deem it necessary, and to adjourn from time to 
time, and shall make a just and true estimate and assess- 
ment as aforesaid, and make and sign a certificate of such 
estimate and assessment, and file the same with the town 
clerk, and the same being ratified by the common council, 
shall be binding and conclusive upon the owner or owners 
of any such lands and real estate, and the said common 
council shall cause the same to be converted and used for 
the purpose aforesaid; provided, that any person or persons 
conceiving himself, herself or themselves aggrieved by the 
proceedings of the said common council, or of the said com- 
missioners, may appeal therefrom to the supreme court of 
this State, within sixty days from the time of making the 
final order of the common council, and the supreme court 
shall order a trial by jury, to assess the damages sustained 
by the party aggrieved, the trial whereof shall be conducted 
as in other cases of trial by jury. 

6. And be it enacted, That in case of non-payment, on 
demand, of any damages estimated and assessed as afore- 
said, with interest from the date of the assessment, in case 
of no appeal to the supreme court as aforesaid, the person 
or persons entitled thereto may sue for and recover the 
same from ** The Mayor, Recorder, Aldermen and Common 
Councilmen of Dover,” in an action of debt, with costs, in 
any court having cognizance thereof, and the said proceed- 
ings of the said commissioners and common council, or the 
award of said jury, as the case may be, shall be conclusive 
evidence against the defendants. 

T, And be it enacted, That the town treasurer shall, under 
the direction of the common council, tender and pay to the 
owner of such lands and real estate, if resident in the said 
town, the amount of such estimate and assessment of dam- 
ages due to him, her or them; but if any such owner is not 
resident in the town, or upon due inquiry cannot be found 
therein, or is a lunatic, or idiot, or under age, or if for any 
other lawful cause he or she is incapacitated to receive the 
same, or if such owner will not accept the same and sign a 
proper receipt therefor when tendered, then the town trea- 
surer shall make affidavit of such facts and file the same with 
the town clerk ; and the common council shall, after inquiry 
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into the facts of the case, direct the amount of such assess- 
ment to be placed in the town treasury for the use of the 
person or persons to whom it may be due; and ihe said 
money so placed in the town treasury shall be paid by the 
town to the person or persons entitled thereto, on demand, 
without interest, except for such time as the demand may be 
made and payment refused.

1. Be iT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That Charles H. O’Neill, Fran- 
cis P. Gautier, Josiah Hornblower and George B. Fielder, 
and their successors, shall be and they are hereby created a 
body politic and corporate by the name of “The Jersey 
City Omnibus Company,” and by that name shall have 
power toestablish one or more lines of stages, omnibuses or 
wagons, for the transportation of passengers, goods, wares 
and merchandise in Jersey City, upon and over Exchange 
Place and Montgomery street, from the Jersey City ferry to 
Bergen avenue, and upon and over Bergen avenue, from 
Montgomery street to the New Jersey Railroad bridge, 
near the intersection of Bergen avenue with Palisade 
avenue, and upon and over Palisade avenue; and they shall 
have power to purchase and hold such real estate as may be 
necessary or convenient to enable them to carry on their 
business, and to erect all necessary and convenient build- 
ings, and to purchase, build and hold such wagons, stages 
and omnibuses, horses and mules, and to adopt and to use 
all such agencies, aids and conveniences as they may deem 
fit and proper and necessary for carrying on their said busi- 
ness, and to charge such reasonable reward, price and 
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remuneration for the transportation of passengers, goods, 
wares and merchandise, as they may ordain and fix. 

2. And be it enacted, That in case any part of the route May run omni- 
named in the last preceding section shall, at any time, be upon any street. 
out of repair or impassable, then said corporation may 
run their wagons, stages and omnibuses, for the purposes 
aforesaid, over and upon the nearest adjoining streets, roads 
or avenues to the route named in the last preceding section, 
that may be in repair and passable for vehicles, till such 
time or times as the street and avenues first above named 
shall have been properly repaired and made safe for travel. 

3. Aind be it enacted, That the capital stock of said cor- Capital stock. 
poration shall be fifty thousand dollars, and shall be divided 
into shares of one hundred dollars each, which shall be 
deemed personal property, and shall be transferable in such 
manner as the by-laws of said corporation direct.

subscribers when so met shall proceed to elect by ballot 
from among the stockholders, five directors, three of whom

7. And be if enacted, That when the said board of direct- 
ors are elected and chosen as aforesaid, the said commis- 
sioners are hereby authorized and required to pay over 
to said board of directors, or to such persons as they 
shall direct, all money which they have received for the 
subscriptions to said capital stock, first deducting there- 
from all expenses which they may have incurred for books, 
printing, or other expenditures; and the directors so chosen, 
and their successors, shall annually thereafter cause an elec- 
tion to be held at such time and place as their by-laws shall 
direct, for directors of the said corporation. 

8. And be it enacted, That in case it should happen that 
an election of directors should not be made on the day, or 
at the time when, pursuant to this act, it ought to be made, 
the said corporation shall not, for that cause, be deemed to 
be dissolved, but such election may be held at any other 
time as shall be fixed by the by-laws. 

9, And be it enacted, That the board of directors of said 
corporation, so chosen as aforesaid, shall and may elect one 
of their own body, or from among the stockholders, a presi- 
dent, who shall hold his office for one year; also a secretary 
and a treasurer, who shall hold their office for one year; 
also to appoint such subordinate officers, agents and work- 
men as the business of the said corporation shall require, 
and fix their compensation ; also to make and establish such 
by-laws for the management of their property, regulation of 
their affairs, and for the transfer of their stock as they shall 
deem proper; provided, they are not inconsistent with the 
constitution and laws of the United States, or of this State ; 
and they shall also have the power to fill any vacancy or 
vacancies occurring in their own body, or in the officers of 
the company, between the periods of the annual elections of 
directors or officers.

CHAPTER CCCCXX., 


An Act to incorporate the Caldwell and Millburn Railway 
Company. 


1. Be iv ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That Israel D. Condict, Colum- Corporators, 
bus B. Guthrie, George W. Clearman, William Walter 
Phelps and Francis S. Lathorp, and such other persons as 
may hereafter be associated with them, shall be, and they 
are hereby ordained, constituted and declared to be a body 
corporate and politic, in fact and in law, by the name of 
“The Caldwell and Millburn Railway Company,” and by Corporate name. 
that name they and their successors and assigns shall and 
may have continued succession, and shall be persons in law 
capable of suing and being sued, pleading and_ being 
impleaded, answering and being answered unto, defending 
and being defended in all courts and places whatsoever ; 
aud shall have power to make and use a common seal, and 
the same at pleasure to alter; and they and their successors, 
by the same name and style, shall be capable of purchasing, 
holding and conveying any lands, tenements goods and 
chattels whatsoever, necessary or expedient for the objects 
of this corporation. 

2. And be it enacted, That the capital stock of said com- Capital stock. 
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pany shall be three hundred thousand dollars, and shall be 
divided into shares of fifty dollars each; but said company 
may increase the same to an amount not exceeding five hundred 
thousand dollars; the said capital stock shall be deemed 
personal property, and shall be transferable in such manner 
as the by-laws of said company shall direct. 

3. And be it enacted, That the above named persons, or a

tors, or a majority of them, may give notice for a meeting of 
the subscribers to choose seven directors, and such election 
shall be made at the time and place appointed in the said 
notice by such subscribers as shall attend for that purpose, 
either in person or by lawful proxy, each share of the capital 
stock entitling the holder thereof to one vote; and the said 
above named corporators, or a majority of them, shall be 
inspectors of such election, and shall certify under their 
hands the names of the persons duly elected as directors, 
and deliver over the subscription books to the said directors 
at the first meeting of the said directors; and the said 
directors so chosen as aforesaid, shall, at their first meeting, 
or annually at the annual election of the said company, or as 
soon as may be after every such election, choose out of their 
own number a president; and in case of the death, resigna- 
tion or removal of the president or any director, such

appurtenances and appendages thereof shall have been deter- 
mined upon, and a survey of such route or routes, location 
or locations, deposited in the office of the secretary of state,

their employ, to enter upon, take possession of, hold, have,

except for the purpose of surveying and laying out said 
railway and its conveniences, appurtenances and appendages, 
and of locating the same, unless the consent of the owner or 
owners of such lands be first had and obtained. 

T. And be it enacted, That if the owner of. the land on

An Act to incorporate the Hoboken Fire Insurance Com- 
pany, of the city of Hoboken. 


1. BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That all such persons as shall 
become stockholders in the capital stock hereinafter men- 
tioned, their successors and assigns are hereby constituted 
and made a body politic and corporate, by the name and 
style of ‘The Hoboken Fire Insurance Company, of the corporate name. 
city of Hoboken ;” and by that name, shall be known in law, 
and have power to sue and be sued, to defend and _ be Powors. 
defended, in all courts, whether in law or in equity, and by 
that name, may have, purchase, possess hereditaments, goods, 
chattels, and effects of what nature or kind soever necessary, 
for the purposes of this corporation, and the same to grant, 
devise, alien and dispose of at pleasure, for the benefit of 
said company; and may also have a common seal, and the

1. BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That Jersey City shall hereafter 
consist of the territory comprised within the following 
boundaries, to wit: beginning in the middle of the Hudson 
river, at a point bearing south sixty degrees east from the 
southwest corner of block number seventy-six, as shown on 
the map of property of Cornelius Van Vorst; thence run- 
ning northerly up the middle of the Hudson river to a point 
bearing south sixty degrees east from the northerly mouth 
of Harsimus or Mill creek; thence north sixty degrees west 
to the said Mill creek; thence up the middle of the said 
ereek to the first branch thereof; thence in a_ north. 
westerly direction to the Hoboken embankment; thence 
southwesterly along the southerly side of said embankment 
to the easterly boundary line of Hudson City; thence 
northerly along said boundary line to a point opposite the 
centre of Tenth street, in the city of Hoboken; thence 
westerly in a direct line to the centre of the Paterson and 
New York plank road; thence along the centre of said 
plank road to the centre of Paterson avenue; thence 
northwesterly along the centre of said avenue to the centre 
of Secaucus road; thence northerly along the centre of said 
road to the middle of Penhorn creek; thence southerly 
along the centre of Penhorn creek to the centre of Hacken- 
sack river; thence along the centre of the Hackensack river 
southerly, its several courses, to the present boundary line 
between Jersey City and Greenville; thence easterly along

2. And be tt enacted, That all persons resident within 
the said limits shall constitute a body politic and corporate,» 
under the name of “ The Mayor and Aldermen of Jersey 
City,” having perpetual succession, and the power to sue 
and be sued, to complain and defend in any court of law 
or equity ; to make and use a common seal, and alter the 
same at pleasure; to hold, purchase and convey such real 
and personal estate as its purposes shall require, or as may 
be directed in this act, and such other powers as may be 
specified in this act, and none others. 

3 Jind be wt enacted, That all property and rights, 
whether in possession, in expectancy or in action, -now 
belonging to the mayor and aldermen of Jersey City, or the 
water commissioners of Jersey City, are hereby transmitted 
to The Mayor and Aldermen of Jersey City, by this act 
created, and all liabilities for torts or contracts now existing 
against the mayor and alderinen of Jersey City, or the water 
commissioners of Jersey City, shall hereafter exist with the 
same effect against The Mayor and Aldermen of Jersey 
City, by this act created, and all suits or proceedings against 
or in behalf of the mayor and aldermen of Jersey City, or 
the water commissioners of Jersey City, shall proceed against 
or in behalf of The Mayor and Aldermen of Jersey City, 
hereby created, in the same manner and with the same effect 
as they would against or in behalf of the original party in 
case this act had not been passed.

works shall hold office for one year, two of them for two

provide ballot boxes and other necessary articles for such 
election, and shall cause notice to be published in the official 
newspapers of the city, for at least ten days before each 
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election, setting forth the boundaries of each precinct, and 
the polling places therein; said board shall also appoint for 
each election three judges and one clerk of election for 
each precinct, and in case of any vacancies existing at the 
time fixed for the opening of the polls, in the office of judge 
or clerk of election in any precinct, by reason of the dis- 
qualification, neglect or refusal of any person so appointed, 
then the electors present at such time, at the polling places 
shall, on the summons of the judges present and acting, or 
of the clerk, or in the absence of all the judges and the 
clerk, on the summons of any elector, be empowered by a 
plurality of votes, to fill such vacancies ; provided, however, 
that the judges and clerk of each precinct shall be chosen 
from among the electors residing in said precinct, and no 
more than two judges at each precinct shall belong to the 
same political party. 

J. And be it enacted, That the electors residing in the 
precinct shall vote at the polling place in the precinct wherein 
they reside, and not elsewhere, and the election shall be held 
in the presence of said judges and clerk in the manner pre- © 
scribed by law for conducting the election of members of 
assembly so far as practicable, and the powers and duties of

discreet surveyor, not interested in such improvement, who 
shall thereupon make a map of such improvement, showing 
the real estate to be taken therefor, and all the property 
which in the judgement of said commissioners will be bene- 
fitted thereby, designating each lot and parcel on said map 
by a number; said commissioners shall also ascertain, so far 
as practicable, the names of the owners of said real estate 
to be taken, and property to be benefitted, and the interest 
of each of the owners of real estate to be taken, and when 
such names or estates are not known, they shall so report; 
they shall also appraise the value of the interest of each 
known owner of real estate to be taken, and the damage 
to be done to such owner by taking the same, considering in 
such appraisal the condition in which each owner’s 
parcel of real estate will be left after taking so much thereof 
as will be required for the improvement; and where the 
estates in any plot of land are unknown, they shall appraise 
the value of, or the damage done to the fee simple; said 
commissioners shall also estimate all other expenses likely, 
in their judgment, to attend the completion of the improve- 
ment; provided, that where the line of such improvement 
would bisect any building the said commissioners may deter- 
mine, as shall seem to them most just to take, either the 
whole of such building or so much thereof as stands upon 
the land required, or to require the owner or owners thereof 
to move it back from the line of improvement, in case the 
owner or owners thereof have land enough left for that pur- 
pose, and their appraisement shall be made accordingly ; 
said commissioners shall also estimate the amount likely to 
be realized from the sale of any buildings or parts of build- 
ings to be taken on account of said improvement, and shall 
so determine the probable net cost of making the improve- 
ments; this probable net cost they shall then assess upon the 
land to be benefitted in proportion to the benefit to be 
received; thereupon they shall under their hands make a 
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report of the facts ascertained, and of the appraisements, 
estimates, determinations and assessments made by them 
concerning said improvement, and shall file such report and 
map with the clerk of said board within thirty days after 
the reference to them, or within such further time as said 
board shall grant; thereupon the said clerk shall cause a 
notice of the filing of said map and report, to be printed in 
the official newspapers for the space of two weeks; which 
notice shall contain a general description of the improve- 
ment intended,.of the land to be taken, and of the land to 
be assessed therefor, and shall state the time and place, 
when and where the said board will meet to hear and con- 
sider any objections to said report, or to the improvement, 
which may be presented in writing; said clerk shall also, 
within said two weeks, cause notices to the same effect to 
be posted at points not over four hundred feet apart along 
the whole line of said improvement; the time appointed for 


such objections being not less than ten days after the expi- 


ration of said two weeks; and all objections at such time 
and place, presented in writing, said board shall consider 
and adjudicate upon, and the awards or assessments made 
in said report shall be corrected accordingly, a copy of 
which corrections, signed by the president of said board, 
shall be filed with the said clerk within twenty days after

manner wilfully or maliciously destroy, injure or obstruct 
any works connected with the drainage of Jersey City, or 
shall unnecessarily or maliciously open any gates belonging 
thereto, or otherwise let off or waste the water, to the injury 
of any part of the said works, or shall in any way hinder or 
impede any of the operations intended to be accomplished

city weighers and measurers, and to define their duties, fix 
their compensation, and discharge them at pleasure, except 
as otherwise in this act provided. 

98. And be tt enacted, That the said board shall exercise Policemen and 
all powers, and be charged with all duties expedient for or tim "Po" 
incident to the police government of Jersey City; they 
shall have power to appoint a chief of police, at a salary not 
exceeding twenty-five hundred dollars per annum; so many 
captains of police as they may deem necessary, at a salary 
not to exceed thirteen hundred dollars per annum to each ; 
so many sergeants of police and detectives as they may 
deem necessary, at a salary not exceeding twelve hundred 
dollars per annum to each; and so many patrolmen as they 
may deem necessary, at a salary not exceeding eleven hun- 
dred dollars per annum to each; provided, that said chief, Proviso. 
captains, sergeants, detectives and patrolmen, do not 
altogether exceed one hundred and thirty in number; they 
may also appoint a police surgeon, at a salary not exceeding 
six hundred dollars per annum; and may make such rules 
and regulations as to the appointment, control, duties and 
dismissal of such officers and men as to them may seem 
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expedient for the police government of said city, and may 
alter such rules and regulations at pleasure; and all per- 
sons connected with the police department of Jersey City 
shall be exempt for the time being from jury duty and from 
militia duty in time of peace. 

99. And be it enacted, That the said police board shall 
have power to regulate and control the city prison or 
prisons, the public alms-houses and hospitals within said 
city, and to provide and enforce such regulations as they 
may deem necessary for the protection of health within said 
city, and make and enforce such regulations and contracts 
relative to the reception and support of paupers in said 


-alms-houses, and patients in said hospitals, and to the compen- 


sation to be paid by or for such patients as may seem to them 
expedient; the services of physicians and surgeons emplo yed 
in the public hospitals shall be performed gratuitously, and 
only such physicians and surgeons shall be eligible for such 
service as are graduates of and hold diplomas from some 
recognized medical school or college; said board shall 
also have power to regulate or prohibit within said city the 
exhibition of caravans, circuses, or other shows of like 
nature, and to fix and collect license fees for the same, and 
generally shall have the power to establish and enforce such 
regulations, not inconsistent with the laws of this State, as 
shall tend to preserve peace, good order and decency within 
said city; and said board, and the police force under them, 
shall at all times aid and assist every department of said 
city government in the execution of the laws, ordinances or 
regulations in force in said city, they may also fix such pen- 
alties for the violation of any of their regulations as they 
may deem necessary, not exceeding the limits fixed by law 
of penalties imposed by the board of aldermen for violation 
of ordinances. 

100. And be zt enacted, That any one of the said com- 
missioners who shall, during his term of office, accept or 
hold any other place of public trust or emolument, or who 
shall, during his term of public office, be publicly nominated 
for any office elective by the people, and shall not within ten 
days succeeding the same, publicly decline the said nomina- 
tion, shall be in either case deemed thereby to have 
resigned. 

101. And be it enacted, That the said board of police 
commissioners shall keep a correct record of all their pro- 
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ceedings in a book or books provided for that purpose, and 
shall annually, in the month of May, submit the full reports 
of their transactions to the aldermen of Jersey City, which 
reports shall be published in the same manner as the mayor’s 
message, and a copy shall be filed in the office of the city 
clerk. | 

102. And be ct enacted, That in case of any riot, pesti- May employ 
lence, or other emergency, the said board is hereby mea. ae 
empowered to employ temporarily any number of extra 
policemen, at a compensation not to exceed three dollars per 
day. 

103. And be it enacted, That the members of the police Powors vested 
force shall all have the same powers in criminal matters 
within the limits of said city as constables to the several 
wards, and are hereby empowered to convey to and from 
the county jail, and the county workhouse, all prisoners who 
may be ordered to be so conveyed hy any of the police 
justices of said city, or any justices of the peace ; provided, Proviso. 
that said policemen shall be entitled to receive no fees 
other than the compensation awarded to them as policemen 
of the city. 

104. And be it enacted, That the commissioners of police, Fower to arrest | 
and the several members of the police force of Jersey City, in certain casea. 
shall have power and authority immediately and without 
process to arrest and take into custody any person who shall 
commit, in the presence of such commissioner or member of 
the police force, or within his view, any breach of the peace, 
or offence directly prohibited by act of the Legislature, or 
by any ordinance or regulation of any board of Jersey City, 
but such commissioner or member of the police force shall, 
forthwith after such arrest, convey such offender before a 
justice of the peace or police justice of Jersey City, that he 
may be dealt with according to law. 

105. And be it enacted, That the said board shall, at all }ipepation fur 
times, whenever consistent with the rules and regulations of and aldermen. 
said board, and with the requirements of this act, furnish all 
police information desired by the mayor and aldermen of 
Jersey City. 

106. And be at enacted, That it is hereby made the duty Duties of police 
of the Jersey City police force, at all times of the day or °°” 
night, within Jersey City, to preserve the public peace, pre- 
vent crime, and arrest offenders, and enforce all the laws of 
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the State concerning crimes, and also all the ordinances and 
regulations of the city. 

107. And be zt enacted, That the chief of police, under 
the direction of the commissioners, shall be the custodian of 
all stolen or unclaimed property that may come into his 
possession by virtue of regulations of the board, and all 
money or valuables seized on suspicion of having been stolen 
or improperly retained, and shall, on the first day of May 
and November of each year, cause the same to be advertised 
in one or more of the daily papers of the said city for three 
days in succession, when, if not claimed and ownership sat- 
isfactorily established, it shall be sold at public sale, and 
the proceeds paid into the treasury of the city. 

108. And be it enacted, That until the said commis- 
sioners order otherwise, the present chief of police, captains 
and sergeants of police, and detectives and patrolmen of the 
police of Jersey City shall retain their present places 
as officials under this act, but they shall be liable to be 
removed or discharged by said commissioners at any time. 

109. And be it enacted, That there shall be in said city 
three police justices, who shall each receive an annual salary 
of two thousand dollars, and hold office for the term of three 
years; they shall be appointed by the Senate and General 
Assembly, in joint meeting; in case of a vacancy, the gov- 
ernor of the State shall fill such vacancy until the said joint 
meeting appoint a person to such office, which shall be done 
at the next or any subsequent session of the Legislature, and 
the person so appointed by such joint meeting shall hold 
office for three years. 

110. And be it enacted, That each of the police justices 
shall have all the powers in criminal matters that justices of 
the peace in and for the several counties of the State now 
have, and for the purpose of recovering the penalty for 
violating any ordinance or regulation of said city he is 
hereby empowered on oath or affirmation made according to 
law, that any person or persons has or have been guilty of 
any violation of any of the ordinances or regulations of any 
board of the said city, to issue process, at the suit of said 
city, either in the nature of a summons or warrant, as to 
him may seem most advisable, against the person or persons 
so violating such ordinance or regulation, which process 
shall, when in the nature of a warrant, be returnable forth- 
with, and when in the nature of a summons, be returnable 
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in not less than five nor more than ten entire days; such 
process shall state what ordinance or regulation, by the 
defendant or defendants named therein, has been violated, 
and in what manner the same has been violated ; and on the 
return of such process, or at the time to which the said jus- 
tice shall have adjourned the same, the said justice shall 
proceed to hear testimony and to determine and give judg- 
ment in the matter without the filing of any pleadings; and 
the said justice shall, if judgment be rendered for the plain- 
tiff, forthwith issue execution against the goods and chattels 
and person of the defendant or defendants; each of the said 
police justices is further empowered to inflict fines, not 
exceeding the sum of twenty dollars, on such persons as 
shall be brought before him and charged with vagrancy, 
disorderly conduct, breach of the peace, or any other light 
offence, if found guilty, or in his discretion, to order such 
persons committed to the county jail or workhouse for any 


period not exceeding ninety days; provided, that in all cases Proviso. 


where the fine or penalty shall exceed twenty dollars, or 
where the punishment shall be imprisonment, there may be 
a trial by jury, to be conducted as in cases now triable in 
the courts for trial of small causes, and also an appeal 
as in all cases where an appeal may now be had from judg- 
ment in courts for the trial of small causes; in case the 
person arrested for any offence shall bea minor, each of said 
justices shall have the power in his discretion to inflict, or 
commute, or wholly remit the penalty prescribed for the 
offence committed by said minor; and each of said justices 
is hereby empowered to cause any person or persons who 
shall be found guilty of a violation of the ordinances or reg- 
ulations of any board of said city, and who may refuse or 
neglect to pay any penalty imposed by reason of the same, 
and all or any person or persons found guilty of a breach of 
the peace, or of any other light offence, within the jurisdic- 
tion of the said justice, to be sent to the workhouse for such 
time as in his discretion may seem meet, and there to per- 
form work in said workhouse, and to conform to the rules 


and laws of the same; provided, however, that such person Proviso. 


shall not be sent to said workhouse to be confined there for 
a longer time than ninety days for any offence. 
11. And be at enacted, That the officers empowered to 
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said city, the policemen of said city, and that said process: 
shall be returned in the said manner, so far as circumstances 
may permit, as warrants for the arrest of persons issued out 
of the court for trial of small causes are returned; and that.

the day to which said hearing may be adjourned; and in 
default of appearance the said recognizance may be collected 
in the same manner as the same might have been, had the 
said recognizance been taken in a proceeding in courts for 
the trial of small causes.

the fire depart- the entire control and management of all the fire engine 

a houses, hose carriage houses, truck houses and fire bell 
towers in Jersey City, and of all fire engines, hose carriages, 
truck carts, hooks, ladders, fire telegraph, fire bells, and 
other apparatus of every description belonging to said city 
connected with or appertaining to the fire department 
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thereof; provided, that repairs to said buildings shall be 
done under the direction of the board of public works; and 
in case any new buildings or land shall, in the opinion of 
said fire commissioners be needed for the purposes of the fire 
department, they shall so report to the board of public 
works, who in their discretion may procure the same; and 
in case the said fire commissioners shall cease to use any 
buildings previously used for the purposes of the fire depart- 
ment, they shall so report to said board of public works, 
who thereupon may sell or dispose of the same. 

115. And be it enacted, That the said board of fire com- 
missioners shall have power to select for each steam fire 
engine in and belonging to said city, one driver, who shall 
receive a salary not exceeding seventy-five dollars a month ; 
one engineer, who shall receive a salary not exceeding one 
thousand dollars per annum; one stoker, who shall receive 
a salary not exceeding one hundred dollars per annum; one 
foreman, who shall receive a salary not exceeding two hun- 
dred and fifty dollars per annum; and not more than fifteen 
hosemen who shall each receive a salary not exceeding seventy- 
five dollars per annum; said driver, engineer, stoker, fore- 
man and hosemen shall constitute an engine company for 
such engine; the said board shall also have power to select 
for each hand fire engine in and belonging to said city, such 
complement of officers and men as they may deem necessary, 
not exceeding thirty-five in all, at salaries not exceeding the 
same limits, who shall constitute the engine company for 
each hand engine; they shall also have power to select for 
each hose carriage in and belonging to said city, a driver, 
at a salary not exceeding seventy-five dollars a month ; they 
shall also have power to select for each truck car in and 
belonging to said city, one driver and one foreman, at sala- 
ries not exceeding the same limits; and not more than fifteen 
truckmen, at salaries not exceeding the limits fixed for the 
salary of hosemen, who shall constitute the truck company 
for each such car; they shall also have power to select a 
chief engineer of the fire department, at a salary not exceed- 
ing twenty-five hundred dollars per annum, and five assist- 
ant engineers, at a salary not exceeding five hundred dollars 
per annum to each; they shall also have power to appoint a 
clerk to said board, and such persons as they may deem 
necessary for the proper management of the fire telegraph

127. And be it enacted, That the city superintendent shall compensation 
receive an annual salary of three thousand dollars, and shall (e¢Pe"™*e™” 
perform the duties and exercise the powers within said city 
which would otherwise belong to a county superintendent, 
and shall perform such other duties, and exercise such other 
powers in relation to the public schools in said city as the 
board of education may assign to him.

128. And be it enacted, That the board of finance and ficsitent ane 
taxation shall elect one of their number to be president, 
who shall hold his office for one year, and shall have a gen-

mates and recommendations of the several boards, an- 
nually during the month of July, fix the amount to be 
raised by tax each year for the various purposes of this act, 
and the amounts so fixed shall be the appropriation and 
limit of expenditure for the said purposes, except where 
by this act otherwise provided; it shall negotiate the sale 
of all bonds of Jersey City proper to be issued under this 
act; it sh :ll have power to issue and sell bonds of Jersey 
City, payable in not less than twenty nor more than forty 
years, bearing interest at a rate not exceeding seven per 
centum per annum, payable semi-annually, to an amount not 
exceeding five hundred thousand dollars, and to be disposed 
of at not less than ninety-five per centum of their par value, 
for the purpose of funding or paying off the floating debt of 
said city heretofore incurred, or to be incurred prior to the 
receipt of taxes levied during the year one thousand eight 
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hundred and seventy-one; the said board of finance and 
taxation are hereby authorized to issue and sell bonds of 
Jersey City, payable in not less than twenty nor more than 
forty years, bearing interest at a rate not exceeding seven 
per centum per annum, payable semi-annually, to an amount 
sufficient for the conversion and liquidation of all bonds of 
Jersey City, which are now outstanding and payable in less 
than twenty years from the date of their issue. 

130. And be it enacted, That all bonds of said city to be 
issued and sold for any purpose under any provision of this 
act, shall be issued and sold only on the concurrence of three 
members of the board of finance and taxation, and under 
direction of said board, at public or private sale, as may 
seem to said board best for the interests of the city; pro- 
vided, that the net price realized for such bonds shall be not 
less than ninety-five per centum of the par value thereof; 
and whenever any board of the city government shall need 
any money, which such board is authorized to expend, and 
which, under this act, may be raised by the sale of bonds of 
the city, such board may notify the said board of finance 
and taxation to that effect, who shall thereupon proceed to 
dispose of the necessary amount of such bonds, and the 
bonds so disposed of the mayor and city clerk shall, on the 
requisition of said board of finance and taxation, sign and 
seal with the city seal, in the manner provided by law, and 
the said bonds shall be in such form as said board of finance 
and taxation shall fix. 

131. And be it enacted, That all bonds and other evi- 
dences of indebtedness of the city, issued under this act, 
shall be binding on the mayor and aldermen of Jersey City, 
and that all real and personal estate of the said The Mayor 
and Aldermen of Jersey City, and all real and personal 
estate within the limits of said city shall, in all courts and 
places, be held liable for the payment of the principal and 
interest thereof, and all such bonds and other evidences of 
indebtedness of the said city hereafter issued and payable 
in not less than twenty years from their date, shall be 
exenipt from taxation. 

132. And be if enacted, That the said board of finance 
and taxation is hereby authorized to borrow money for the 
use of said city, or any department thereof, upon the requi- 
sition of such department, in anticipation of taxes to be 
levied during the then current year, or assessments for

improvements then in progress, and to issue proper evi- 
dences of indebtedness therefor, to be signed by the mayor, 
sealed with the city seal, and attested by the clerk of Jer- 
sey City; and the said board shall provide for the repay- 
ment of so much of said borrowed money as may be in 
anticipation of taxes, in the tax levy to be made next there- 
after, unless the same be previously paid; and it is hereby 
made the duty of said mayor to sign, and of said city clerk 
to attest and seal with the corporate seal, any bonds or other 
evidences of indebtedness, the issue of which may be ordered 
under this act by said board of finance and taxation. 

133. And be tt enacted, That the said board of finance Deaton, 
and taxation shall from time to time tix the terms upon allowed banks 
which the funds in the city treasury may be deposited in °"!"* 
bank, including among such terms the rate of interest to be 
allowed by the bank to the city upon deposits, and the rate 
of interest to be paid by the city to the bank on loans, and 
said terms shall be the same for all the banks now existing 
in Jersey City, and the moneys in the city treasury shall be 
deposited and kept in equal proportions, as nearly as prac- 
ticable, in all of the city banks that may be willing to com- 
ply with such terms, and the money which said city may 
need to borrow from the city banks shall be borrowed in 
equal proportions, as nearly as practicable, from each of 
them ; provided, that when any of said banks shall decline Proviso. 
to make its fair proportion of the loans required by said 
city, the deposits with said bank shall be diminished 
accordingly, and for the purpose of carrying out the provi- 
sions of this section, the city treasurer shall make his 
deposits and direct his drafts under the general supervision 
and control of said board of finance and taxation. 

134, Jind be it enacted, That moneys shall be disbursed Manner of die- 
from the city treasury in the following and no other manner : moneys from 
coupons, bonds, obligations, improvement certificates, and tie “ty tres® 
other evidences of indebtedness duly issued under the 
authority of the city, being due and payable, shall be pre- 
sented to the city comptroller, if there be remaining from 
the appropriations therefor sufficient to pay the same; he 
shall write his name across the face of the instrument, and 
enter in his books proper memoranda of said instrument, 
and of the original payee and present owner thereof, taking 
care that the person claiming payment be entitled thereto ; 
he shall then draw his warrant for the amount due upon the 
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city treasurer; in the warrant shall be also specified the 
purpose of the payment, and the name of the payee, and any 
number of such instruments may be included in the same 
warrant; this warrant, and the original instrument or instru- 
ments, shall thereupon be presented to the city treasurer, 
who, if there be funds sufficient in the treasury, shall direct 
said warrant, under his hand, to some depositary of the city 
funds for payment, and shall cause said original instrament 
or instruments to be duly cancelled and filed in his office as 
his voucher ; and upon such warrant so directed, it shall be 
lawful for such depositary to make payment; in all other 
cases of claims against the city, a resolution directing the 
payment of such claim shall first be passed by the board 
which incurred the obligation, or has control of the depart- 
ment for which the obligation was incurred, which resolution 
shall state the amount to be paid, the purpose for which, and 
the person to whom payment is to be made; on filing a duly 
attested copy of this resolution with the city clerk, he shall 
draw a warrant upon the city treasury for the amount, and 
in favor of the person named in the resolution, stating also 
in such warrant the purpose of the payment, and shall retain 
in his office, in his warrant book, a memorandum of the same 
particulars; this warrant being first signed by the mayor 
and city clerk, shall be presented to the comptroller, who,

and shall receive an annual salary of sixteen hundred dollars ; 
but in case of the death, resignation, disability or removal 
of any of said assessors, said board shall appoint their suc-

CHAPTER CCCDXCI.

1 Be IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That hereafter all taxes assessed 
for making and repairing roads in the township of Randolph, 
in the county of Morris, shall be paid in money and col- 
lected by the collector of said township at the same time and 
in the same manner as other taxes are collected in said town- 
ship for other township and county purposes.

often as the same shall be required by said committee, and 
shall be liable to be indicted for perjury for any false swear- 
ing in any such transcript. 

5. And be it enacted, That said commissioner shall receive Compensation of 
for his services the sum of three dollars and no more, for 
each and every day of ten hours that he shall be actually 
employed in the duties of his office, of which he shall keep 
an account in his book, and enter the same upon said tran- 
script; and it shall not be lawful for any such commissioner 
to make or receive any pecuniary gain, profit or advantage onslty tr or 
whatever over and above the said daily compensation out of or profit, &e. 
any transaction connected with his said office, or the work- 
ing and repair of said roads under his care, and if he shall 
directly or indirectly make or receive any such gain. profit 
or advantage he shall be liable to account for the same to 
the inhabitants of said township, and shall also be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and to be indicted and convicted 
therefor, and punished by fine not exceeding one thousand 
dollars, and imprisonment not exceeding one year. 

6. And be it enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for Fonnehip cone 
said township committee at any time after the road tax in row money. 
any year shall be ordered to be assessed, and before the 
same is collected, to pledge the credit of the township for a 
loan or loans of any sum or, sums of money not exceeding in 
all four-fifths of so much of such tax as shall be assessed out- 
side the limits of the town of Dover, to be by them expended 
in paying the expense of such making and repair of the roads 
of said township for the current year, and the road tax for 
that year when collected, shall be first applied towards 
repaying such loan, and so much thereof as shall not be

the road as aforesaid. 

T. And be it enacted, That nothing in this act contained 
shall be construed to give said township committee power to 
use and expend any of the road tax moneys, which under 
the act of incorporation of the town of Dover the corporation 
authorities of said town are authorized to demand and secure 
from the collector of said township.

CHAPTER CCCCXCII. 


An Act to enable the city of Paterson, by consent of the 
legal voters of said city, to purchase the property and 
franchises of The Passaic Water Company. 


WHEREAS, for many years last past there has been much dis- 
cussion and many attempts on the part of the city gov- 
ernment of the city of Paterson for the purchase of the 
corporate rights and franchises and property of The 
Passaic Water Company; AND. WHEREAS, the present city 
government are unwilling to assume the responsibility for 
such purchase without some expression of the public will, 
to be by the votes of the city of Paterson for or against 
such purchase ; therefore, 

1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of the 

State of New Jersey, That it shall be lawful and shall be 
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the duty of the mayor of the city of Paterson, by proclama- 
tion to be published at least six days in the Paterson Daily 
Press, and the Paterson Daily Guardian, to order an election 
for the purpose of submitting to the votes of the people of 
said city the question of the purchase of the corporate rights, 
franchises, personal property and real estate of The Passaic 
Water Company, and that at such election, to be held on 
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the First Wednesday in May next, only the legal voters of Day of election. 


said city shall be permitted to cast their votes for or against 
the city purchase of the corporate rights, property and fran- 
chises of said company; and that the ballots used at such 
election shall only contain the words ‘in favor of the pur- 
chase of The Passaic Water Company,” or “against the 
purchase of the works of Passaic Water Company,” and if 
at such election if shall be found that the majority of the 
legal voters of said city have voted in favor of the purchase 
of ‘he Passaic Water Company, it shall be lawful for the 
mayor and alderman of the city of Paterson and they shall 
have power to purchase the corporate rights, franchises, and 
the real and personal property of The Passaic Water Com- 
pany, including therein all their reservoirs, pumping powers, 
pumps, pipes, hydrants, with the appurtenances; provided, 
Aowever, that it shall not be lawful for the said mayor and 
aldermen to pay for said works in the bonds of said city, as 
hereinafter provided, more than the sum of six hundred 
thousand dollars for the water works of the said company, 
nor more than the sum of one hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars for the real estate of said company, and such real 
estate, when purchased, shall thereafter remain and be held 
by the city of Paterson, for the free use of all of the inhabi- 
tants of the city of Paterson for a public park. 

2. Alnd be zt enacted, That if the mayor and aldermen of 
the city of Paterson shall, under the powers conferred by 
virtue of this act and other laws of this State, elect soto 
purchase the works of said company as aforesaid, it shall be 
lawful and they are hereby authorized and empowered to 
issue the coupon bonds of the city of Paterson, bearing 
interest at seven per centum, payable semi-annually, and 
payable in twenty years from the date of such purchase, for the 
sum of such purchase; provided the same shall not exceed 
the sum or sums in the last section mentioned. 

3. And be it enacted, That the polls at such election shall 
be opened at the time and place now provided for the hold- 
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piston vow ing of the next municipal election for the city of Paterson, 
conducted. and that the persons eligible to hold the next city election, 
as judges of election and clerks, shall be the judges of elec- 
tion and clerks at the election hereinbefore directed to be 
held under the proclamation of the mayor of said city on 
the first Wednesday in May next, and if it shall happen that 
the judges of election or clerks of any election district or 
ward of said city shall be unable to attend to the same, or shall

CHAPTER CCCCXCIV. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “A supplement to ‘An act 
to establish a new township in the county of Union, 
called the township of Linden,’” approved March seven- 
teenth, one thousand eight hundred and seventy. 


1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That the third section of an act 
‘entitled “A supplement to an act entitled «An act to estab- 
lish a new township in the county of Union, called the 
township of Linden,’” approved March seventeenth, one 
thousand eight hundred and seventy, be amended by strik- 
ing out the words “of making and repairing the roads, 
streets, highways or avenues in said district, and such addi- 
tional sum or sums of money in said district as they may 
determine for the construction of sidewalks therein,” in the 
twenty-third, twenty-fourth, twenty-fifth and twenty-sixth 
lines in said section, and substituting therefor the words 
“of laying such sidewalk or portion thereof with stone, 
iplank or composition as asked for in such petition ;” and by 
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striking out the words “ three-sixths of” from the thirty- 
sixth line in said section; and the words “ from the amount 
authorized to be raised for that purpose,’ in the thirty- 
seventh and thirty-eighth lines in said section. 

2. And be it enacted, That whenever a petition in writ- 
ing shall be presented to the township committee, signed by 
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districts for that purpose, the township committee shall 
immediately issue, or cause to issue, a call for a meeting of 
the legal voters resident in said district, signed by the town 
clerk, which shall be posted in three of the most public 
places in said district for at least five days before such 
meeting shall be held, stating the time, place and object of 
the meeting, at which time the legal voters so convened, or 
a majority of them then present, shall be authorized and 
empowered to raise by tax such sum or sums of money in 
said district as they may determine, for the purpose of mak- 
ing and repairing the roads, streets, highways or avenues in 
said district; said tax to be assessed and levied against and 
collected from the inhabitants of such road district by the 
township committee in the same manner, at the same time 
and by the same means as other township taxes are assessed, 
levied and collected. 

3. /ind be it enacted, That whenever a petition in 
writing shall be presented to the township committee, 
signed by the owners of two-thirds of the number of 
lineal feet on both sides of any road, street, avenue or 
highway in said tawnship, or upon so much thereof as 
hes between two points named in said petition, request- 
ing to have a sewer or drain constructed under ground 
in said street, avenue, road or highway, or in so much 
thereof as lies between the points designated in said 
petition, or requesting to have said street, avenuc, road 
or highway, or so much thereof as lies between the 
points designated in said petition, graded, curbed and 
guttered, or paved with any kind of pavement, and 
setting forth the depth and size of said sewer or drain, 
and of what materials the same shall be constructed, 
of the extent of such grading, or the depth and width 
of said curbs and gutters, and the materials to be used 
therefor, or the amount of said paving and the materials 
to be used therefor, as the case may he, called for by 
such petition; the township committee shall without delay

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shall be made payable at a period or periods of time not to 
exceed ten years from the issuing thereof; and provided 
Jurther, that the members of the township committee shall 
not be personally liable on such bonds. 

4, And be it enacted, Vhat the township committee be 
and they are hereby authorized and required to provide by 
taxation for the payment of the said bonds and interest: 
thereon, in case of the failure from any cause to collect suffi- 
cient of the assessment mentioned in the third section of this 
act, to pay the same when due, which taxes shall be assessed 
and collected as other township taxes are. 

d). vind be it enacted, That the overseers of highways 
who shall be hereafter elected or appointed in and for said 
township of Linden, shall each, before entering upon the 
duties of his office, give bond to the inhabitants of the town- 
ship of Linden, in the county of Union, with two sureties 
being freeholders in said township, and residents in said 
county of Union, and worth in real estate in said township, 
at least the sum of one thousand dollars each, in the sum of 
five hundred dollars, conditional for the faithful performance 
of the duties of his office, by such overseer, which bond in 
case of forfeiture, shall be prosecuted in the name of the 
obligees for the use of said township. 

6. And be it enacted, That any person who shall drive or 
take any wagon, horse, or cattle upon any sidewalk, along 
any street, avenue, road or highway, in said township, shall 
for each offence forfeit and pay the sum of ten dollars with 
costs of suit, to be recovered in any court for the trial of 
small causes before any justice of the peace in said county, 
by any person suing for the same, five dollars of said for- 
feiture to go to the prosecutor, and five dollars to be paid 
to the collector of said township for the use of the township ; 
provided, that no person shall be deemed to have committed 
such offence, by driving or taking any wagon, horse or 
cattle over any such sidewalk for the purpose of entering 
any lands situate on such highway.

taken, the cost of removing any buildings within the lines 
of such road, and of putting the same in a condition for use, 
the necessary expense of building suitable fences along said 
road, and the depreciation in value of the remaining lands 
of such owner or owners on account of such improvement, 
and to assess the said damages, together with the expense 
incurred by said board in the matter, as equitably as may be, 
upon the owner or owners of any lands and real estate in 
said township, either upon the line or in the vicinity of 
said road, which in the opinion of said board is or are bene- 
fitted by such laying out, vacating or alteration of said road, 
or part or parts thereof, and shall set forth such assessment 
fully upon the minutes of their proceedings; provided how- proviso. 
ever, that such expenses shall include only the actual cost of 
making the survey and map of any such road, the fee of the 
clerk of said county of Union for filing and recording the 
report of the board, and the sum of three dollars a day, to 
be paid to each of said commissioners who shall actually 
engage in such proceeding, for each day only that he shall 
be so engaged. 

12. And be it enacted, That the township committee of Expenses and

next regular assessment of taxes in and for said township,

commissioners shall be appointed at a meeting to be held for 
that purpose by said township committee, on the first day of 
March, in the year one thousand eight hundred and seventy- 
three, two of which commissioners shall be appointed to 
serve two years, and three of whom shall be appointed to 
serve one year only, and that on the first day of March in 
each year thereafter, the said township committee, at a 
meeting held for that purpose, shall appoint three such com. 
missioners, two of whom shall hold their office for two years, 
and one of whom shall hold his office for one year only; if 
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the first day of March, in any year when the said township

An Act to incorporate the Cape May Cranberry Company 
of Cape May county. 


1. Be ir ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That Lewis Edwards, Calvin 8. 
Edwards, Francis Edwards, Elmer T. Edwards, and all such 
persons as may hereafter be associated with them, their suc- 
cessors and assigns, be and they are hereby constituted a 
body politic and corporate, in fact and in law, by the name 
of “The Cape May Cranberry Company of Cape May 
county,” for the purpose of buying, holding, cultivating and 
improving lands in Cape May county, and for raising and 
selling cranberries and other fruits and other produce of 
said lands, and carrying on the business connected there- 
with, and erecting such buildings and holding such personal 
property as may be necessary therefor; and that they and 
their successors, by the same name, may sell, grant, alien, 
mortgage and dispose of said lands, tenements and heredita- 
ments, cranberries, produce, fruits, goods and chattels, or 
any part thereof, and may lay, open, make and maintain 
ditches, drains and embankments through their own and 
adjoining and contiguous lands, as they may deem for the 
benefit of said lands, and for such purposes the said com- 
pany shall or may raise by subscription, by opening the 
books therefor or otherwise, a capital stock of fifty thousand 
dollars, with liberty to increase the same to one hundred 
thousand dollars, which shall be divided into shares of 
twenty dollars each. 

2. ind be it enacted, That the affairs of said corporation 
shall be managed by a board of three directors, one of 
whom shall be president, and a majority of whom shall have 
all the powers of the board; and they shall hold their office 
for one year and until others are elected in their stead, and 
shall have power to make by-laws for the government and 
management of said corporation, and shall hold their meet- 
ings at such ‘times and places in this State as the by-laws 
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may provide; and that until an election for directors shall 

be held, Lewis Edwards, Francis Edwards and Elmer T. First directors, 
Edwards shall be directors; and in case a vacancy shall 

occur in the board of directors by death, resignation or 

failure of the stockholders to elect the full number author- 

ized by this act, the remaining directors for the time being 

or a majority of them, shall have power to fill such vacancy 

by the appointment of any stockholder.

1. Beir ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of

corporation, and also shall have power to appoint such 
officers, clerks and servants as to them shall seem meet, and 
to establish and fix such salaries to them, and also to the 
president, as to the said board shall appear proper. 

6. And be tt enacted, That the president and directors of 
the said company be, and are authorized and invested with 
all the rights and powers necessary and expedient to survey, 
lay out and construct a railroad from the city of Bridgeton, 
in Cumberland county, to such a point at or near the city of 
Salem, in the county of Salem, as may be deemed advisable ; 
and it shall and may be lawful for the said president and 
directors, their agents, engineers, superintendents and others 
in their employ, to enter at all times upon all lands and 
waters for the purpose of exploring, surveying, levelling or 
laying out the said route or routes of such railroad, and of 
locating the same, and to make and ercct all necessary 
works, buildings and appendages thereof, doing no unneces- 
sary injury to private or other property; and when the 
route of such road shall have been determined upon, and a 
survey of such route deposited in the office of the secretary of 
state, then it shall be lawful for the said company, by its 
officers, agents, engineers, superintendents, contractors, 
workmen and other persons in their employ, to enter upon, 
take possession of, hold, have, use, occupy and excavate any 
such lands, and to erect embankments, bridges and all other 
works necessary to lay rails, and to do all other things which 
shall be suitable or necessary for the completion or repairs 
of the said road, subject to such compensation as is herein- 
after provided; provided, that the said road shall not 
exceed one hundred feet in width, except in such places 
where, from the depth of the excavations, or the height of 
the embankment, it is necessary to take more land for the 
slope and protection of the side banks of said railroad, in 
which case so mnch land as will be necessary for the pur- 
pose and no more shall be taken, with as many sets of tracks 
and rails as the company may deem necessary ; and provided 
always, that the payment or tender of payment of all 
damages for the occupancy of lands through which the said 
railroad may be laid out, be made before the said company 
or any person under their direction or employ, shall enter 
upon or break ground in the premises, except for the pur- 
pose of surveying and laying out said road, unless the 
consent of the owner or owners of said land be first had and 
obtained. 
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T. And be it enacted, That when the said company or its 
agents cannot agree with the owner or owners of such 
required land or materials, for the use or purchase thereof, 
or when by the legal incapacity or absence of such owner or 
owners, no such agreement can be inade, a particular 
description of the land or materials so required for the use 
of said company in the construction of said road shall be 
given in writing, under the oath or affirmation of some 
engineer or proper agent of the company, and also the 
name or names of the occupant or occupants, if any there be, 
and of the owner or owners, if known, and their residence, 
if the same can be ascertained, to one of the justices of the 
supreme court of this State, who shall cause the said com. 
pany to give notice thereof to the persons interested, if 
known and in this State, or if unknown and out of this State, 
to make publication thereof as he shall direct, for any 
term not less than ten days, and to assign a particular 
time and place for the appointment of the commissioners 
hereinafter named, at which time upon satisfactory evi- 
dence to him of the service or publication of such notice 
aforesaid, he shall appoint, under his hand and seal, three 
disinterested, impartial, and judicious freeholders, residents 
in the county in which the land or materials in controversy 
lic or the owners reside, commissioners to examine and 
appraise the said lands or materials, and to assess the dam- 
ages, upon such notice to be given to the persons interested, 
as shall be directed by the justice making such appointment, 
to be expressed therein, not less than ten days; and it shall 
be the duty of said commissioners (having first taken or sub- 
scribed an oath or affirmation, before some person duly 
authorized to administer an oath, faithfully, and 1mpartially 
to examine the matter in question, and to make a true 
report, according to the best of their sk1l] and understand- 
ing) to meet at the time and place appointed, and to proceed 
to view and examine the said land or materials, said com- 
missioners at the same time taking into consideration all the 
benefit to be derived from, or in consequence of the said 
railroad or branch road, as the case may be, to the said 
owner or owners, and to make a just and equitable estimate 
or appraisement of the value of the same, and assessment of 
damages as shall be paid by the company, for such lands or 
material, and damages aforesaid; which report shall be nade 
in writing, under the hands and seals of the said commis- 
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sioners, or any two of them, and filed within ten days there- 
after, together with the aforesaid description of the lands or 
materials, and the appointment and oath or affirmations 
aforesaid, in the clerk’s office of the county in which the 
lands or materials are situate, to remain of record therein, 
which report, or a copy thereof, certified by the clerk of 
said county, shall at all times be considered as plenary evi- 
dence of the right of said company to have, hold, use, 
occupy, possess, and enjoy the said lands or materials or of 
the said owner or owners, to recover the amount of said 
valuation with interest and costs in an action of debt, in any 
court of competent jurisdiction, in a suit to be instituted 


against the company, if they shall neglect, or refuse to pay 


the same for twenty days, after demand made of their treas- 
urer, and shall, from time to time, constitute a lien upon the 
property of the company in the nature of a mortgage; and 
the said justice of the supreme court shall, upon application 
of either party, and on reasonable notice to the others, tax, 
and allow such costs, fees, and expenses to the justice of the 
supreme court, commissioners, clerks, and other persons per- 
forming any of the duties prescribed in this section, as they 
or he shall think equitable and right, which shall be paid by 
the company; provided, always, that should the said com- 
pany, or the owner or owners of any of the land or mate- 
rials, feel himself, herself, or themselves, aggrieved by the 
decision of the commissioners aforesaid, he, she, or they, 
may appeal to the next circuit court in the county wherein 
the said land or materials may lie. 

8. ind be if enacted, That every appeal from the deci- 
sion of commissioners appointed under the preceding sec- 
tion, shall be made in writing, and in form of petition to said 
court, and filed with the clerk of said circuit court of the 
county wherein the land or materials appraised by the said 
commissioners shall be, and a notice in writing of such 
appeal shall be given to the opposite party within ten days 
after the filing thereof, which proceeding shall vest in 
the circuit court full right and power to hear and adjudge 
the same; and to direct a proper issue for the trial of said

10. And he tt enacted, That the said company may pur- 
chase, have and hold real estate at the commencement and 
termini of their railroads, and at any intermediate depot 
upon the line of the same, not exceeding six acres at each 
place, and may ercct and build thereon houses, warehouses, 
stables, machine shops, and such other buildings and improve- 
ments as they may deem expedient for the safety of property 
and the construction of carriages and other necessary uses, 
and take and receive the rents, profits and emoluments 
thereof, and shall have the privilege and authority to erect, 
build and maintain, over such rivers, creeks and streams as 
the road may cross, such pliers, bridges and other facilities 
as they may think expedient and necessary for the full 
enjoyment of all the benefits conferred by this act; provided, 
sald company, whenever it may become necessary to cross 
any navigable river or creek with their road, shall construct 
a bridge or bridges, with suitable and sufficient draws, so 
as not to obstruct the navigation thereof. 

11. And be it enacted, That the president and directors of 
the said company shall declare and make such dividends as 
they may deem prudent and proper, from time to time, out of 
the net profits of the said railroad. 

12, And be it enacted, That the president and directors 
of said company shall have power to have constructed, or 
to purchase with the funds of the company, all machines, 
engines, wagons, carriages or other vehicles, for the trans- 
portation of persons or any species of property on the rail- 
roads as they may think fit, reasonable, expedient or right. 

13. And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for the 
said company, at any time during the continuance of its 
charter, to make contracts and engagements with any other 
corporation, or with individuals, for transporting or con- 
veying any kind of goods, produce, merchandise, freight or 
passengers, and to enforce the fulfilment of such contracts. 
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14. And be at enacted, That if any person shall wilfully fevaly @ fr 
impair, injure, destroy or obstruct the use of any railroads 
enjoyed under the provisions of this act, or of any of their 
necessary works, wharves, bridges, carriages or machines, 
such person or persons so offending shall forfeit and pay to 
the said company the sum of fifty dollars, to be by them 
recovered in any court having competent jurisdiction, in an 
action of debt; and further, shall be liable for all damages.

16. And be it enacted, That as soon as the said railroad statement of 
or any part of it is in operation, the president of the said (or erie ke 
company shall file under oath or affirmation, a statement of the made and filed, 
amount of the cost of the said railroad, including equipments, 
appendages, and all expenses in the office of the secretary of 
state, and annually thereafter on the first Monday in Janu- 
ary of each year; he shall, under oath or affirmation, make 
a statement to the secretary of state, of the cost, equipments, 
appendages and expenses of said road, and after the said 
railroad, or any part thereof shall be in operation, the 
said corporation shall pay to the treasurer of this State, a 
tax of one half of one per cent on the cost, equipments and State tax.

centum per annum; provided, that it shall not be lawful for 
the said company to plead any statute or statutes of this 
State against usury, in any suit in law or equity, instituted 
to enforee the payment of any bond or mortgage executed 
under this section.

CHAPTER DXXI. 


An Act to incorporate the Homestead Life Insurance and 
Trust Company. 


1. Be it ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That D. E. Culver, A. DD, Corporators. 
Mellick, J. Fitch Mallroy, T. B. Decker, C. D. Clark, B. F. 
Woolsey, William McLean, M. R. Leverson, Albert Pearce, 
William P. Mellen, H. 8S. Rider, David E. Green, James L. 
Andrus, Seaman Wield, R. M. Hening, William Taylor, 
John Richards, Gottfried Krueger, John Baier, M. Rosen- 
stock, Henry Stengel, Michael C. Smith, and all others who 
may become associated with them as stockholders, as here- 
inafter provided, their successors and assigns forever, be 
and they hereby are created and made a body corporate 
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and politic, for the purpose of life insurance, and for the 
other purposes hereinafter mentioned, by the name of « The 
Homestead Life Insurance aud Trust Company,” and by 
that name shall be and hereby are empowered to purchase, 
have, hold, possess and enjoy to themselves and their suc- 
cessors, such lands, tenements, hereditaments, goods, chat- 
tels and effects of every kind, as may be necessary to the 
transaction of the business of said company, and the same to 
grant, alien, sell, invest and dispose of, to sue and be sued, 
plead and be impleaded in all courts of justice, to have and 
use a common seal, and the same to renew and change at 
pleasure, and to ordain and put in execution such by-laws 
and regulations as they may deem proper for the well-order- 
ing and government of said corporation, and the transaction 
of its business; always provided, they be not repugnant to 
the laws of this State, or of the United States, or to the pro- 
visions of this act of incorporation. 

2. And be tt enacted, That the capital stock of said com- 
pany shall be five hundred thousand dollars, divided into 
shares of fifty dollars each, but when one hundred thousand 
dollars shall have been actually subscribed, and fifty thou- 
sand dollars paid in cash, the said company may organize 
and proceed to business under this act. 

3. Jind be tt enacted, That the capital stock of said cor- 
poration shall be transferable according to the rules and 
regulations of the company, to be expressed in their by- 
laws, and if any subscriber of any share or shares of said 
stock shall, after the payment of his subscription instalment, 
as hereinafter provided for, neglect or refuse to pay for, or 
to secure the payment of the residue of the stock by him 
subscribed, for the space of sixty days after the same shall 
become due or required, and after he shall have been 
notified thereof, the stock of such negligent stockholders 
shall be sold by the directors at public auction, giving at 
least twenty days’ notice thereof in some newspaper printed 
in Hudson county, New Jersey, said notice to be printed at 
Jeast once in each week during said period of twenty days ; 
and the proceeds of such sale be first applied in payment of 
the instalment called for, if the whole be not due, and in 
payment of the expense of such sale, and the balance, if any, 
shall be refunded to the owner of said stock; and such sale 
shall in all respects, entitle the purchaser to all the rights 
of a stockholder to the extent of the shares so bought. 
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4. And be it enacted, That said corporation is authorized Moy make insur- 
and empowered to make insurances, predicated upon the 
lives of persons, and on such terms and conditions as shall 
be from time to time ordered and provided for by the by- 
laws of said corporation ; and to make contracts upon any 
and all conditions appertaining to, or connected with life 
risks of whatever kind or nature; and policies may be 
issued stipulated to be with or without participation in 
the profits by the insured. 

5. “nd be it enacted, That policies may be issued by the Married woman 
said company to any married woman in her name, or in the ot husband, 
name of a third person as trustee, to cause to be insured the 
life of her husband for any given period, or for the term of 
his natural life; and in case of her surviving her husband, 
the sum or net amount of insurance shall be payable to her 
for her sole use and benefit, free from any claims of either or 
any of the creditors or representatives of her husband ; and 
in case of the death of the wife before the decease of the 
husband, the amount of the insurance may be made payable 
after her death to her child or children, for his, her or their 
benefit, or their guardian or guardians, if under age. 

6. And be it enacted, That policies of insurance issued Creditors of 
by said company on the life of any person, expressed to be tepevefitted. 
for the benefit of a married woman, whether the same be 
effected by herself or her husband, or by any other person 
in her behalf, shall ensure to her separate use and benefit, 
and that of her or her husband’s children, if any, as may be 
expressed in said policies, independently of her husband 
and his creditors and representatives, and also indepen- 
dently of any other person effecting the same in her behalf, 
his creditors and representatives. 

7. And be tt enacted, That it shall be lawful for any Chie may in 
child by himself or herself and in his or her name, or in the rent, 
name of any third person, as his or her trustee or guardian, 
to cause to be insured for his or her sole use, the life of his 
or her parent, and the sum or net amount of the insurance 
becoming due and payable by the terms of the insurance, 
shall be p yable to him or her, and for his, her or their own 
use, free 1.0m the claims of the representatives of his or her 
parent, or any of his, her or their creditors. 

8. And be wt enacted, That the office of the company shall ofice, where 1o 
be located in the city of Jersey City, and the stock, pro- °* 
perty and affairs of said corporation shall be managed and 
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conducted by no less than nine, nor more than twenty-one 
directors, a majority of whom shall reside in this State, and 
after the first year of the organization of this company, are 
all to be chosen by ballot from among and by the stock- 
holders; which directors, as also those of the first year, 
shall hold their offices until the first Tuesday in January 
next ensuing their election or appointment, and until others 
are chosen to supply their places; and the annual meeting 
for the choice of directors shall be holden at the city of Jer- 
sey City, on the first Tuesday in January, or on such other 
day of the month of January, as shall be determined by the 
by-laws of the said corporation; in the choice of directors 
as aforesaid, each stockholder present, or represented by his 
attorney, shall be allowed one vote for each and every share 
of stock then held by him, and none but stockholders shall 
be eligible to the office of director, and a majority of said 
directors shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business; dividends of profits to stockholders may be made 
in January and July of each year. 

9. And be it enacted, That if it shall so happen that an 
election of directors of said corporation shall not be held at 
the time of the annual meeting thereof in any year, said cor- 
poration shall not be dissolved thereby, but an election may 
be had at any time within one year thereafter, the time to 
be designated, and notice thereof given by the directors; 
and public notice, by order of the directors, shall always be 
given at least ten days previous to any meeting of the stock- 
holders, in a newspaper printed in Hudson county, and in 
such other way as may be deemed expedient by the 
directors; and the president shall have power to call special 
meetings of the stockholders whenever requested so to do 
by a majority of the directors. 

10. And be tt enacted, That to carry out the provisions of 
this act and to organize the said corporation: R. M. Heen- 
ing, John Van Arden, D. E. Culver, M. Rosenstock be, and 
they hereby are appointed commissioners for the purpose of 
receiving subscriptions to the capital stock thereof, and the 
first instalment thereon, and as such are hereby authorized 
to receive such subscriptions, and to close the subscription 
books of said company when the said capital stock shall be 
fully subscribed, or in case the capital stock shall be ower 
subscribed, to distribute and apportion the same among sub- 
scribers, as the commissioners shall deem proper, and each 
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subscriber, at the time of his subscribing, shall pay to the 
aforesaid commissioners ten per centum of the entire 
amount of his subscription, and the residue to become dne 
at such times and in such sums or instalments as the board 
of directors shall determine; and the persons first herein 
named shall constitute the first board of directors, who shall 
hold their offices, with all the powers given to directors by 
this act, until others are chosen to supply their places; the 
directors shall adopt such by-laws, rules and regulations as 


may be necessary and convenient for commencing and’ 


carrying on business under this act. 

11. And be it enacted, That the directors may choose a 
president, vice president and secretary of their corporation, 
and appoint such other officers, clerks and agents, and 
establish such agencies as shall be by them deemed advis- 
able for conducting the business of the company, fix their 
compensations, and take bonds from any or all of them for 
the faithful performance of their duties, and make such cove- 
nants and agreements as may be deemed necessary; the 
president and vice president shall be chosen from among the 
directors, and shall hold their appointinent for one year and 
until others are chosen to supply their places; but the other 
officers, clerks and agents of said company may be displaced 
and new ones appointed at the pleasure of the directors; in 
the absence or disability of the president, the vice president 
shall preside, and if both are absent or disabled, the direc- 
tors may choose a president pro tempore; and in case any 
vacancy shall occur in the board of directors, the remaining 
directors may choose a director or directors from among the 
stockholders to fill such vacancy, who shall hold their 
appointment until others are chosen to supply their places.

cies and contracts, subject at all times to the by-laws of said 
company. | 
13. And be it enacted, That the said company shall have 
power to guarantee the payment, punctual performance and 
collection of promissory notes, bills of exchange, contracts, 
bonds, accounts, claims, rents, annuities, mortgages, choses 
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in action, evidence of debt, and certificate of property or 
value, and the titles to property, real or personal, upon such 
terms as may be established by the board of directors of 
said company; to receive upon storage, deposit or other- 
wise, merchandise, bullion, specie, plate, stocks, bonds, pro- 
missory notes, certificates and evidences of debt, contracts 
or other property, except household furniture and wearing 
apparel, and to take the management, custody and charge of 
real and personal estate and property, and to advance 
moneys, securities and credits upon any property, real or 
personal, on such terms as may be established by the direc- 
tors of said company ; and that the capital stock and funds 
of said corporation may be invested and reinvested in, and 
loans made upon bonds and mortgages on real estate within 
the State of New Jersey, and the bonds and stocks of said 
State and of the United States, and upon such other security 
as the board of directors may see proper; and that said cor- 
poration may receive, in addition to the interest upon such 
Joans, a commission for the transaction and making said 
loans. 

14. And be at enacted, That suits at law may be main- 
tained by any stockholder, or person insured by said com- 
pany, against said corporation for losses or damages insured 
against by said corporation, if payment shall be withheld 
more than ninety days after the same shall be due and pay- 
able by the terms of the policy of insurance or other con- 
tracts, and after said corporation shall have been duly 
notified of such loss or damage. 

15. And be it enacted, That the said company shall have 
power to receive as deposits all sums of money which may 
be offered, in such sums, and at such times, and on such 
terms as the by-laws shall prescribe, which money so

for the purpose of laying out, constructing and operating the 
said road, the said company shall have the same rights and 
powers conferred by the act incorporating the said Engle- 
wood Horse Railway Company, and the acts amendatory 
thereof. 

2. /ind bert enacted, That the second section of the act enti- 
tled «An Act to incorporate the Englewood Horse Railway 
Company,” approved April sixth, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and sixty-six, be and the same is hereby amended so as 
to read as follows: “And be tt enacted, That the amount of — 
the capital stock of the said company shall be two hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars, with the privilege of increasing 
the same from time to time to five hundred thousand dollars, 
Which shall be divided into shares of one hundred dollars, 
each, and be deemed personal property, transferable in such 
manner as the said corporation shall by their by-laws direct.”

7. And be it enacted, That if the said railroad and branches 
shall be located on any public street or highway, except for 
the purpose of crossing the same, in the city of Plainfield, the 
said company shall not lay any rails along said streets or 
highways, nor commence the work for that purpose without 
first obtaining the consent, in writing, of the common council 
of said city; or if the said railroad and branches shall be 
located on any public street or highway, except for the pur- 
pose of crossing the same, in the townships mentioned in the 
sixth section of this act, the said company shall not lay any 
rails along said streets or highways, nor commence the work 
for that purpose without first obtaiming the consent, in ~ 
writing, of the township committees.of the respective town- 
ships aforesaid, which consent shall be filed in the offices of 
the clerks of the counties in which such city or township 
may be situated; and the said railway and the rails thereof 
shall be constructed in such manner and of such size and 
pattern as to impair as little as practicable the ordinary 
travel in any street or highway in which the said road may 
be located. 

8. ind be it enacted, That if the said company, or its 
agent or agents, cannot agree with the owner or owners of 
such required land for the use or purchase. thereof, or if by 
reason of legal incapacity or absence of such owner or own- 
ers, no such agreement can be made, a particular descrip- 
tion of the land so required for the use of the said company 
in the construction of the said road shall be given in writing 
under the oath or affirmation of some engineer or proper 
agent of said company, and also the name or names, of the 
occupant or occupants if any there be or the owner or owners 
if known, and their residence, if the same can be ascertained, 
to one of the judges of the inferior court of common pleas of 
the counties of Middlesex, Union or Somerset, az the case 
may require, who shall cause the said company to give notice 
thereof to the persons interested, if known, and in this State, 
or if unknown, or out of this State, to make publication 
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thereof as he shall direct, for any time not less than ten 
days, and to assign a particular time and place for the 
appointment of the commissioners hereinafter named, at 
which time and place, upon satisfactory evidence to him of 
the service or publication of such notice as aforesaid, he 
shall appoint, under his hand and seal, three disinterested, 
impartial and judicious freeholders, residents of this State, 
commissioners to examine and appraise the said lands and 
assess the damages, upon such notice, not less than ten days, 
to be given to the persons interested or otherwise, as shall 
be directed by the judge making the appointment of com- 
missioners; and it shall be the duty of said commissioners 
(having first taken and subscribed an oath or affirmation before 
some person duly authorized to administer the same, faith- 
fully and impartially to examine the matter in question, and 
make a true report according to the best of their skill and 
understanding,) to meet at the time and place appointed, 
and to proceed to view and examine the said lands, and to 
make a just and equitable appraisement of the value of the 
same, and an assessment of the damages to be paid by the 
said company, which report shall be made in writing under 
the hands and seal of said commissioners, or any two of 
them, and filed within twenty days thereafter, together with 
the aforesaid description of the lands and the appointments, 
and oaths or affirmations aforesaid, in the clerk’s office of 
said county, to remain on record therein, which report, or 
in case of an appeal, the verdict of a jury and the judgment 
of the court, and a copy thereof certified by the clerk of 
said county (the damages and costs assessed and adjudged 
being first paid as hereinafter mentioned,) shall at all times 
be considered plenary evidence of the right of said company 
to have, hold, use, occupy, possess and enjoy the said lands; 
and either of the judges of the said court shall, on applica- 
tion of either party, on reasonable notice to the other, tax 
and allow such costs, fees and expenses to the judges of the 
said court, commissioners, clerks and other persons perform- 
ing any of the duties prescribed in this section as he shall 
think equitable and just, and to order and direct by whom 
the same shall be paid. 
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9. And be zt enacted, That in case the said company, or Proceedings in 


owner or owners of the said lands, shall be dissatisfied wit 
the report made by the said commissionérs named in the 
preceding section of this act, the party so aggrieved may 
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appeal to the circuit court of the county in which the land is 
situated, at the first term after the filing of the said report, 
by proceeding in the form of petition to said court, which 
proceedings shall vest in said circuit court full right and 
power to direct a proper issue for the trial of the said con- 
troversy between the said parties, and order a jury to be 
empanelled and sworn as in other cases, and a view of the 
premises to be had, if either of the parties desire it, and the 
issue to be tried in the next term of said court to be holden 
in said county, upon like notice, and in the same manner as 
other issues in the said court are tried; and it shall be the 
duty of the jury to assess the value of the said land and the 
damages sustained, and if they shall find a greater sum than 
the commissioners have awarded, or the company have 
offered to the said owner, or owners, then judgment thereon, 
with costs, shall be entered against the said company, and 
execution awarded thereon; and if the said appeal shall be 
applied for by the owner or owners, and the jury shall find 
the same or a less sum than the commissioners awarded or 
the company offered, then the costs shall be paid by the said 
applicant or applicants, and either deducted out of the said 
sum found by the said jury, or execution awarded therefor, 
as the court shall direct, but such application shall not pre- 
vent the company from taking the said land upon filing the 
said report; provided, that in no case whatever shall the 
said company enter upon or take possession of the lands of 
any person or persons for the purpose of actually construct- 
ing said railroad, or making any erection or improvements 
whatever, or otherwise appropriating said land to the use of 
the company, until they have paid the party or parties 
entitled to receive the same, the amount found by the said 
commissioners as the value of the said lands or damages ; in 
case the report of the commissioners is not appealed from, 
or if the same is appealed from, then the amount which 
shall be found by the jury by whom the issue shall be tried ;

12. nd be wt enacted, That the said company may pur- 
chase, have, hold and occupy such real estate at or near the 
commencement and termination of said road, and at points 
along the line of said road as may be necessary for the 
transaction of their said business, not exceeding three acres 
in each place, and may erect and build thereupon depots, 
warehouses and such other buildings and improvements as 
they may deem expedient for the safety of their property 
and the necessary uses appertaining to their business. 

13. And be if endcted, That if any person shall wilfully 
or maliciously injure the said road or any buildings, cars, 
vehicles, animals or works of said corporation, such person 
or persons shall forfeit and pay therefor to the corporation 
three times the amount of damages sustained by means of 
such injury, to be recovered in the name of the corporation, 
with costs of suit, in any court having cognizance of the 
same. 

14. And be it enacted, That when so much of said road is 
completed as to make it a public convenience, the said com- 
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pany may commence running cars for the transportation of 
passengers and freight, enjoying all the privileges, and sub- 
ject to the restrictions created by this act. 

15. And be it enacted, That as soon as said railway, or Annual state- 
any part thereof, is in operation, the president of said com-™*"* 
pany shall file, under oath or affirmation, a statement of the 
amount of the cost of said railway, including equipment, 
appendages and all expenses, in the office of the secretary 
of state, and annually thereafter, on the first Monday in 
January, in each year, he shall, under oath or affirmation, 
make a statement to the secretary of state of the cost of 
equipment, appendages and expenses of said road, and after — 
the said railway, or any part thereof, shall be in operation, 
the said corporation shall pay to the treasurer of this State 
a tax of one-half of one per centum on the cost, equipment State tax. 
and appendages of said road, to be paid annually thereafter, 
on the first Monday in January of each year, and such other 
taxes as may be assessed from time to time by a general law 
applicable to all railroads over which the Legislature shall 
have power for that purpose at the time of the passage of 
such law or laws, and until said railway, or any part thereof, 
shall be in operation, said corporation shall be regularly as- 
sessed and pay tax for the value of its real estate, including im- 
provements thereon, and personal property as now taxed in 
the city or cities, township or townships wherein it lies, at 
the same time and rate, and in the same manner, for the 
same purposes, and by the same person or persons as the 
other taxes assessed in said city or cities, township or town- 
ships ; provided, that no other tax or impost shall be levied Proviso.

16. And be zt enacted, That the said corporation shall May borrow mo- 
have power to borrow, after twenty-five per centum of the thesame by 
capital subscribed shall have been paid in, in cash, such sum Depo nd mort 
or sums of money, from time to time, as shall be necessary 
to build, construct, or repair said road, and furnish the said 
company with all necessary rails, buildings, cars, vehicles 
and animals for the use and object of said corporation, and 
to secure the repayment thereof by bond and mortgage; and 
that said company is hereby authorized to issue its cor- 
porate bonds to an amount not exceeding its capital stock, 
and may secure the same by mortgage liens upon the said 
road, land, franchises and appurtenances of or belonging to 
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the said corporation, at a rate of interest not exceeding 
seven per centum per annum. 

17. And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for the said 
corporation, at any time during the continuance of its 
charter, to lease its road, or to consolidate with any other 
horse railroad company, and after such lease or consoli- 
dation, such company may use and operate said railroad 
according to the provisions and restrictions contained in the 
charter of such company, or the said corporation may make 
contracts and engagements with any other company or cor- 
poration, or with individuals, for operating said railroad, for 
transporting or conveying any kind of goods, produce, mer- 
chandise, freight or passengers, and to enforce the fulfill- 
ment of such contracts, and also to demand and receive for 
the transportation of all passengers and freight by them car- 
ried and transported over the road of any other company, 
the same rate of fare and tolls as the said company are 
entitled to demand and receive by virtue of this act, for 
transportation and passage over their own road. 

18. And be tt enacted, That the said company shall have 
power to connect with any other railroad now or hereafter 
built and established by any other company incorporated by 
the Legislature of the State of New Jersey, upon such

19. And be it enacted, That if at least two miles of the 
said railway be not completed and in use within five years 
from the fourth day of July next, then and in that case thig 
act shall become void. 

20. And be it enacted, That this act shall not be construed so 
as to give to the said railroad company hereinbefore men- 
tioned, any rights to lay any track upon any street in the said 
city of Plainfield, without first having received the consent of 
the common council thereof, in writing, authorized by a two- 
third vote of said council; neither shall said railroad cor- 
poration enter upon or take possession of any private 
property for depots or other purposes within the boundaries 
of said city of Plainfield, until said corporation shall first 
have purchased the same at private sale from the owner or 
owners, and paid for the same to him or them, or their legal 
representatives, anything in this act to the contrary, not- 
withstanding; this Legislature reserving the right at any 
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time hereafter to alter or modify this act, whenever in their 
opinion the public good may require it.

CHAPTER DXXV. 


An Act for the improvement of the township of Kearney, in 
the county of Hudson, and to increase the powers of the 
township committee in said township. 


1. Be IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That hereafter the township Township com- 
committee of the township of Kearney shall consist of five ™"* 
members, to be chosen and elected in the manner now pro- 
vided by law for the election of township committees in the 
townships of this State, and as soon after an election as the 
said township committee shall have qualified as hereinafter 
provided, they shall be denominated ‘‘ The Board of Town- Title. 
ship Committee, of the township of Kearney,” and by that 
title they shall have all the powers of a municipal corpora- 
tion necessary for carrying out the objects and purposes of 
this act, and may have a common seal, alterable at pleasure, 
and by their title may sue and be sued in any of the courts 
of this State, and the said the board of township committee 
of the township of Kearney may, by their title, « The Board 
of Township Committee, of the township of Kearney,” make May make con- 
contracts, agreements and regulations, may pass, alter and “*** “* 
repeal ordinances for the purpose of carrying out the objects 
and intenti»ns of this act. 
2. And be it enacted, That the said board of township 2nxers ' tke 
cemmittee, or others, elected or appointed in pursuance of 
this act, or of any law or ordinance of said board of town- 
ship committee, shall not enter npon the discharge of his or 
their duties unless within ten days after his election or 
appointment he shall take and subscribe, before some person 
authorized to administer oaths, an oath or affirmation, faith- 
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fully, fairly and impartially to execute the duties of his 
office according to the best of his knowledge, skill and 
ability, and shall file such oath or affirmation with the clerk 
of said board of township committee, who shall keep all such 
oaths or affirmations on file in his office, and in case any 
such person shall neglect to take such oath or affirma- 
tion within ten days after his election or appointment, or 
shall, within the same time, neglect or refuse to give such 
security as may be required of him, he shall be considered 
as having declined such office, and the same shall be deemed 
vacant; and the said board of township committee shall fill 
all vacancies that may happen in their own body, or in such 
offices as they may create. 

3. And be it enacted, That within thirty days after the 
said board of township committee shall have qualified, they 
shall meet in some suitable place and organize by electing 
one of their number chairman, the majority of the whole 
board being necessary to a choice in any election or appoint- 
ment, and in the absence of their chairman, shall elect one 
of their number to preside for the time being; appoint a 
clerk, and the times and place of meeting, determine and 
establish the rules of their own proceedings, be the sole 
judges of the qualifications of their own members, keep a 
journal of their proceedings, and may expel a member for 
disorderly conduct or a violation of their rules; but no 
expulsion shall take place except by four votes of the board, 
nor until the delinquent member shall have had an oppor- 
tunity to be heard in his defence. 

4, And be it enacted, That every ordinance of the said

thereof, shall be null and void, and no member of said board 
shall become security for any public officer elected or 
appointed ; any person violating any of the provisions of Penalty for vio- 
this section, shall be guilty of a crime and be liable to indict- section. 
ment by the grand jury of Hudson county, and punished as 
the law provides for the punishment of crimes. 

8. And be it enacted, That no member of the said board San 
shall receive any pay or salary for his services as a member sation. 
of said board, nor shall he hold any office the emoluments of 
which come from the treasury of said township. 

9, And be it enacted, That the said board shall have Gpmpensation of 
power to fix the salary, pay or compensation of all 
officers, both elected and appointed (except the members of 
the board of township committee, who are not entitled to 
any compensation,) and except such township officers whose 
pay or salary is provided for by law or by general ordi- 
nance; and the salary or compensation of anv officer or 
officers which has once been fixed as aforesaid, shall not be 
increased during his term of office. 

10. Jind be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of said Duties of officers 
board of township committee, by ordinance or ordinances, by ordinances, 
to prescribe and define the duties of all officers appointed by 
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the board, and establish all needful departments of said 
township, and require all of them to make returns and 
reports at stated periods during the year, and the payment 
into the township treasury of all moneys, fines, penalties, or 
from any other source not herein provided for.

II. To pave, macadamise, grade, curb and gutter the 
streets, avenues and roads; to construct and build sewers, 
drains and culverts, and other necessary passages for water ; 

III. To lay sidewalks of stone or of other materials, and 
to lay out cross-walks of stone; to set and reset the curbs 
and gutters in the streets and roads, or any part thereof ; 

1V. To lay and regulate, or prohibit the laying of water 
or gas pipes in or under the streets and roads, or any part 
thereof in said township ; 

VY. To declare what shall be considered nuisances in 
streets, roads, lots and places in said township; to prevent 
and remove all obstructions and nuisances in and upon any 
street, road, sidewalk, place or places in said township ; and 
to provide for the sale or other disposition of such incum- 
brance in or upon the streets or roads; 

VI. To secure in every respect, to the public and to the 
adjoining owners, the safe and convenient use of all streets, 
sidewalks and public places, for the purpose for which they 
are or may be laid or dedicated in said township ; 

VII. To regulate and control the driving of cattle, mules 
or other animals in droves through such streets or roads 
only as they shall prescrive ; 

VIIf. To prevent horses, cattle, sheep, swine, dogs, goats 
and other animals and geese from running at large, and to 
provide for the impounding and sale of the same ; 

IX. To prevent immoderate and fast driving in the 
streets, cruelty to animals, and driving over or upon the 
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sidewalks; and to regulate the planting and protecting of 
shade trees ; 

X. ‘To prevent riots, disturbances, and disorderly assem- Riots. 
blages in the street, or in any house or place in the town- 
ship; to prevent and suppress all gaming houses, and to 
prohibit gaming, and to restrain andpunish all mendicants, 
vagrants, street beggars and common prostitutes, to suppress 
vice and immorality ; 

XI. To license and regulate or prohibit inns or taverns, To license tay- 
restaurants and beer saloons, and to prohibit all traffic in or sters. 
sale of intoxicating drink or drinks; to license, regulate 
and prohibit hawkers, hucksters, butchers, slaughter houses 
and markets, on such terms and under such regulations or 
penalties as the said board shall by ordinance impose ; 

XII. To manage, regulate and control and protect the Finances. 
finances of the township, and all school houses and other 
buildings ; 

XIII. ‘To provide health laws, and to appoint a committee Health laws. 
on health ; 

XIV. To establish a board of education, and provide for Roard of educor 
their appointment, define their powers and duties, toorder — 
and regulate public schools in everything appertaining 
thereto, in such manner as they shall deem expedient; to 
expend and appropriate such portion of the State school 
fund as shall be apportioned to said township ; 

XV. ‘To punish by fines or imprisonment. or both, in the Violation of or- 
lock-up of said township all violations of any ordinance* 
authorized by this act, fixing the penalty for the violation of 
any ordinance, and to provide all means which they may 
deem necessary to carry into effect the objects and purposes 
of this act, and to have and exercise all the powers provided 
in this act. 


12. “nd be vt enacted, That the township offices, in addi- Flection and ap 
tion to the township committee, shall consist of two police oticers. 
justices, one assessor, a treasurer, school superintendent, a 
township clerk, an overseer of the poor, a marshal, and 
two assistants, a street commissioner, and two or more 
surveyors, two commissioners of appeal, one constable, one 
chosen freeholder, one or more poundkeepers, three judges of 
election, one clerk of election; that the commissioners of 
appeal, constable, chosen freeholder, assessor, judges of 
election and clerk of election, shall be elected annually, at 
the annual spring election, and all other officers, except as 
hereinbefore and hereinafter stated, shall be elected and 
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appointed by the said board of township committee, to hold 
their office for one year, or until others are elected or 
appointed in their stead; provided, that the police Justices 
named in this act shall be the justices of the peace elected 
in said township.

ordinance the defendant or defendants named therein has or 
have violated, and in what manner the same has been 
violated ; and that in the return of such process, or at the 
time to which the police justice shall have adjourned the 
same, the said police justice shall proceed to hear testimony, 
and to determine and give judgment in the matter without 
the filing of any pleadings; and that the police justice shall, 
if judgment be rendered for the plaintiff or prosecutor, 
forthwith issue execution against the goods and chattels, and 
against the body of the defendant; provided, that in all 
cases where the fine or penalty shall exceed twenty dollars, 
or where the punishment may be imprisonment, there may 
be a trial by jury, to be conducted as in cases now triable

circumstances will permit, as warrants for the arrest of per- 
sons issued out of the courts for the trial of smal! causes, are 
returned; and the defendant or defendants named therein 
shall, if the police justice sees fit to adjourn the hearing of 
the charge made, and so orders, enter into a recognizance as 
near as may be, in the manner directed in the courts for the 
trial of small causes, in the amount of penalty named in the 
process or any proceedings to he brought for the recovery of 
the same, with such surety as may be approved by the police

16. And be it enacted, That no justice of the supreme ticrari allowed 
court shall grant or allow any certiorari to remove any Unless bonds are 
order, proceedings or judgment to be had or made by either 
of said police justices, unless the party applying for such 
certiorari shall enter into bond with the township committee 
of the township of Kearney in the sum of one hundred and 
fifty dollars, with one or more good surety or sureties, con. 
ditioned that such applicant shall proseeute the said certi- 
orariin the supreme court, shall pay the penalty recovered 
before the police justice, with interest and costs, if the 
judgment he affirmed, and shall in all things stand to and 
abide by the judgment of the supreme court “respecting the 
order, proceeding or judgment given or made by the said 
police justice, which bond shall be tendered to said justice 
granting such certiorari, to be by him filed with the clerk 
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of the supreme court, for the benefit of the said township 
committee, and in failure thereof no certiorari shall be 
allowed. 

17. And be vt enacted, That if any proceedings of either 
of said police justices shall, in removal by certiorari, be 
affirmed by the supreme court, the plaintiff in certiorari shall 
pay to the defendant all costs on such suit in the supreme 
court; but if said proceedings be reversed, then the plaintiff 
in certiorari shall not pay any costs; the provisions of this 
section and of the last preceding section shall extend to the 
circuit court of the county of Hudson. 

18. And be it enacted, That said board of township com- 
mittee shall have power to erect and keep in repair all 
school houses, station houses, and all other such buildings as 
the said board may consider necessary, and maintain the 
same; and they shall also have the power of purchasing 
real property, on which to erect such buildings, or any of 
them. 

19. And be it enacted, That the police justices of said 
township shall, on conviction, in cases of arrest for violat- 
ing any of the ordinances of the township, have power to 
enforce the penalty or punishment, imposed by his warrant 
of commitment, directed to the marshal or to one of his 
assistants, commanding him to convey the offender to the 
township prison or station house, or to the common jail of 
the county of Hudson, there to remain, and to be kept and 
dealt with as provided by law, and until the fine and costs 
are paid; and as regards criminal offences against the laws 
of the State of New Jersey, committed within the said town- 
ship, the said marshal and his assistants are hereby empow- 
ered and required to discharge like duties, as now or 
hereafter may be required of constables under the laws of 
this State. 

20. And be at enacted, That the jailor of the county of 
Hudson, for the time being, shall receive and keep all such 
offenders as shall be committed to the jail of the said county 
by the said justices for the term of his, her or their imprison- 
ment, as expressed in the warrant of commitment; and the 
expenses of keeping offenders so committed, for transgres- 
sions against the ordinances of said township, as may not be 
crimes by the law of the State, shall be borne and paid by 
the said board of township committee of the township of 
Kearney, at the rate allowed to the jailor for prisoners, to 
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be recovered by the board of chosen freeholders of the 
county of Hudson. 

21. And be it enacted, That the treasurer shall receive, Duties of treas- 
safely keep, and disburse under the direction of said board “"” 
of township committee all moneys collected for said town- 
ship, and shall pay out the same only upon warrant of the 
said board, signed by the chairman and countersigned by 
the clerk; and no warrants on the township treasurer shall 
be authorized, except in pursuance of an order of said 
board, passed at a stated meeting, and entered in their 
minutes, and such warrants shall be made and numbered, 
payable to the order of the person or persons to receive the 
same, and shall specify for what purpose the amount therein 
mentioned is directed to be paid; and no warrant shall be 
delivered till a proper receipt is given therefor. 

22. And be it enacted, That the township clerk shall, in Duties of clerk. 
addition to the duties required of him by this act, or any 
other act of this State, have charge of all records, books and 
documents of the township, except when the said board shall 
direct otherwise by ordinance; he shall keep a record of 
the proceedings of the board; he shall engross all ordi- 
nances in a book to be provided for that purpose, with 
proper indices, which book shall be deemed a public record 
of such ordinances, and each ordinance shall be signed in 
said book by the chairman of said board or acting chairman 
and said clerk; copies of all papers, duly filed in the office 
of the township clerk, and transcripts thereof, and of the 
records and proceedings of the board of township commit- 
tee, and copies of the laws and ordinances of said township, 
certified by the clerk under their corporate seal, shall be 
evidence in all courts and places; that all the books in 
which the said board have caused their ordinances and by- 
laws to be recorded, and such other book and books, record 
or records as shall be by them provided, shall be taken and 
received as evidence in all courts and places, of the passage 
by said board of any and all ordinances and by-laws 
recorded therein, and, until the contrary be proven, all 
ordinances and by-laws so recorded shall be presumed to 
have been regularly introduced, passed and posted accord- 
ing to the provisions of this act; that the township clerk 
shall receive and pay over to the treasurer all moneys 
which, by any law or usage, may be paid to the clerk. 

23. And be wt enacted, That the overseer of the poor and 
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superintendent of schools shall respectively perform such 
dnties as, by the laws of this State, appertain to and de- 
volye upon overseers of the poor and superintendents of 
schools in the townships of this State, subject to the provi- 
sions of this act, or any ordinance or ordinances passed by 
virtue thereof; the street commissioner and the surveyors 
shall respectively perform such duties as are provided by 
law and by the provisions of this act and by the ordinances, 
by-laws or regulations of said board, adopted by virtue 
thereof. 

24. And be it enacted, That the treasurer, clerk, and such 
other officers as the board may require shall, before they 
enter on the duties of their office, give bonds to The Board 
of Township Committee of the Township of Kearney, in 
such sums and with such sureties as the said board may 
approve, for the faithful performance of their duties; and 
all constables shall give bonds to the township in the 
manner required of other officers, with sureties to be 
approved of by the board. 

25. nd be wt enacted, That the assessor, before entering 
upon the duties of his office, shall take and subscribe the 
oath required of other officers of said township; all taxes 
for the purpose of the township shall be by him assessed in 
the manner and within the time directed by the laws of this 
State for assessing township, county and State tax. 

26. And be it enacted, That all fines inflicted by ordi- 
nances shall, when received, be paid into the township 
treasury. 

27. And be it enacted, That if any person having been an 
officer of said township shall not, within ten days after he

30. And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for the may raise mo- 
board of township committee to raise by tax every year so *°Y PY 
much money as they may deem expedient, for the purpose of 
supporting the police department of the township, for repair- 
ing streets and roads, maintaining the poor, supporting and 
maintaining public schools, a township prison and lockup, 
and contingent expenses, and all other purposes authorized 
by this act; and that the ordinance directing the raising of said 
tax Shall set forth the amount required for each object, and 
that the expenditures for such specification shall be contined 
to the ohjects therein specified, and to be appropriated to 
no other; which tax shall not exceed, in any one year, ten Amount of tax. 
mills on the dollar of the actual value of the property 
assessed, except obligations for war purposes and improve- 
ment coupon bonds; and every male resident of said town- 
ship over the age of twenty-one years, who is not a pauper, 
shall be assessed the sum of fifty cents as a poll tax, to be 
applied for the purpose of public schools, and such board Board may bor- 
may borrow such sum or sums of money as may be neces- *™ "07°: 
sary, and may secure the payment thereof by bond or other 
instrument, under the common seal and signature of the 
chairman of said board, attested by the township clerk; but 
it shall not be lawful for the said board to raise any sum of 
money by loan, unless the re-payment thereof shall be pro- 
vided for from the taxes to be raised in said township in 
the same year, except as hereinafter stated; provided, that Proviso.

assessed for township purposes shall be collected by the 
treasurer of said township in the same manner as he is by 
law directed to collect township, county and state taxes. 

32. And be it enacted, That all State and county taxes 
shall be assessed by the assessor in like manner and upon 
the same property as the township taxes are assessed, and 
they shall be collected by the said treasurer in like manner 
as township taxes are collected by him, and shall be paid 
by him to the county collector in like manner, and under 
like penalties as township collectors are directed by law; 
provided however, that the proportion or quota of taxes to 
be levied and collected in said township for State and 
county purposes, shall be adjusted and fixed from year to 
year, upon the same basis or ratio as by the laws of the 
State isor may he adjusted and fixed for the several town- 
ships in this State.

34. And be tt enacted, That the treasurer of said town- 
ship in case or the non-payment of taxes on or before the 
first day of December, in each year, shall make out a list of 
the names of all delinquents with the sums due from them 
respectively, and shall deliver the same to the clerk of said 
township on or before the thirtieth day of December, in eac bh. 
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year, except when the said day shall fall upon Sunday, and 
then on the next day following, but such treasurer shall, 
before he delivers such list to said clerk, take and subscribe 
an oath or affirmation before some person authorized to take 
the same, that the moneys in said list mentioned have been 
duly demanded, or due notice given at the usual place of 
residence of each delinquent who could be found or may | 
reside in said township.

thereon and all costs, charges and expenses, and to execute 
under the common seal of said township a declaration of Declaration of 
such sale to be signed by the chairman of said board and 
the township clerk, and to deliver the same to the purchaser ; 
and such purchaser, his executors, administrators or assigns 
shall, by virtue thereof lawfully hold and enjoy the said 
lands, tenements or real estate, for his and their own proper 
use, against the owner or owners thereof, and all persons 
claiming under him or them until the said term shall be 
ended and completed; but said board shall first have caused 
said sale to be advertised for at least sixty days in two news- Sale to be ad- 
papers generally circulated in said township, one of which ‘°** 
newspapers shall be published in the county of Hudson, and 
also by advertisements put up in at least five public places 
in said township, which advertisements shall briefly describe 
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the said lands, tenements or real estate, with the name of

for taxes or assessments which the said purchaser has paid, 
chargeable on such lands, tenements, or real estate, and 
which he is hereby authorized to do, with interest thereon 
at the rate of fifteen per centum per annum, in addition 
thereto, and the certificate of the treasurer of the said town- 
ship, stating the payment, and showing what lands, tene- 
ments, or real estate such payment is intended to redeem, 
shall be evidence of such redemption, a mortgagee shall have 
power to redeem any time until the expiration of the six 
months’ notice herein specified; no mortgagee or assignee 
of mortgagee, whose mortgage shall have been duly recorded 
before sale for any tax or assessment shall be affected by 
such sale, unless six months’ notice in writing, shall have 
been given him by the purchaser, or those claiming under

referred to the commissioners of assessments, who shall 
examine into the whole matter impartially, and to the best 
of their skill, judgment and ability, and who shall cause a 
survey and preliminary map to be made of said improve- 
ment, distinguishing each lot, plot or parcel by numbers on 
said map, and they shall estimate the whole cost of said 
Improvement according to the best of their judgment, and 
shall asses: such estimated costs upon the lands and real costs to be esti- 
estate ben fitted, in proportion to the benefits received, and matey eng es 
report the names of the owners of the Jots, plots or parcels, 
as far as practicable, with the amount assessed to each, and 
shall file said report and map with the clerk of said town- 
ship within twenty days thereafter; the clerk shall give 
notice of the filing of any such report and map within ten 
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days after the same shall be filed with him, in one of the 
Hudson county daily newspapers circulating in said town- 
ship, and by five notices put up on the line of said improve- 
ment.

47. And be it enacted, That all streets, roads or avenues ayonues or roads 
to be laid out or opened, shall not be less than fifty feet nor to be laid out. 


more than one hundred and fifty feet in width, and all 
streets widened, extended or altered shall not be less than 
fifty feet nor more than one hundred and fifty feet in width ; 
the sidewalk upon either side of any street, road or avenue 
shall occupy about one-fifth of the whole width of said street, 
road or avenue, and no stoop or step shall project, nor 
enclosed area extend beyond the line of said street, road or 
avenue ; and said board shall have power, by ordinance, to 
regulate the planting of shade trees upon said sidewalks, 
and to protect the same; and they shall have power to take 
any lands that may be necessary for opening, widening or 
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altering of any street or road in said township; but no lands 
shall be taken for the laying out, opening, widening or alter- 
ation, of any street, road or avenne without allowing or pay- 
ing to the owner or owners thereof the fair value of the 
lands taken, and the improvements and buildings thereon, 
and the damage done to any district, lot or parcel of land 
or tenement by taking any part of it for that purpose. 

48. And be it enacted, That the valuation of such lands 
in the last section mentioned, or damages by taking the same, 
shall be a part of the costs and expenses of the improve- 
ment requiring such lands or damages, and shall be dis- 
tinctly estimated, determined, assessed and collected as pro- 
vided in title of “taxes and their collection” of this act; 
in case any dwelling or other building may be required to 
be removed for the purpose of said improvement, and such

belong, and the interest and estate of the several owners in 
the same, as far as practicable; and in case the lands so 
valued or damaged by such taking shall be held by a tenant 
for life or years, and the fee in remainder or reversion the 
commissioners shali, in their report, apportion such value 
and damages between them; and incase any lands assessed 
as aforesaid, or for any other assessments and taxes, shall be 
held by a tenant for life or years, and such tenant shall pay 
such assessments or taxes, or the same be made by a sale of 
his interest in said lands, said tenant or tenants, or his or 
their legal representatives, shall, at the termination of his or 
their estate, be repaid such principal sum, as well as the 
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appraised value of all improvements made thereon by said ten- 
ant by the reversioner, his heirs or assigns, and shall have a 
lien upon said lands for the same, and may by bill in chan- 
cery have said lands sold to pay such lien, and the proceed- 
ings thereon in the court of chancery, except the allegations 
in the bill, shall be the same as if said reversioner had given 
a mortgage on said lands, and said hill was filed for the 
foreclosure thereof; and such lien shall have a priority over 
all other incumbrances.

sidewalks, and curbs, and gutters, shall be made by the 
owner or owners of the lands in front of which said repairs 
are necessary, upon the written notice of the commissioner

named in this section; and for the purpose of paying said 
bonds and the interest thereon as the same may become due, 
the said board of township committee are hereby authorized 
to assess and collect a tax of two mills on the dollar on the 
property assessed in said township, which tax shall be called 
“public building tax,” and shall be, in addition to any other 
tax, authorized by this act; and the treasurer shall collect 
and pay the same in the same manner as other taxes; and 
said tax shall be kept separate and distinct from all other 
taxes.

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CHAPTER DXXVI. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “ A further supplement to 
an act entitled ‘An act to divide the Township of North 
Bergen, in the county of Hudson,’” passed February 
twenty-eighth, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-one, 
which supplement was approved March eighteenth, one 
thousand eight hundred and seventy. 


1. Berr ENactseD by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That by and under the title of May license 
“The Inhabitants of the ‘l'ownship of North Bergen,” the tna to prohivit 
township committee of said township shall have full power ¢f jaune tale 
and authority to prohibit or regulate the keeping of inns 
and taverns, and to prohibit or regulate the sale of ale, beer, 
wines, whiskies, aud all other intoxicating liquors within the 
limits of said township, and also to grant licenses to the keep- 
ers of inns and taverns, and to license the sale of ale, beer, 
wines, whiskies, and all other intoxicating or spirituous 
Jiquors within the limits of said township; provided, never- Proviso, 
theless, that no license shall be granted under and by virtue 
of this act, except upon petition directed to said township 
committee, signed by at least six freeholders resident in the 
said township, besides the person or persons applying for 
such license, and who have not within one year from the 
time said petition is presented to said township committee 
signed any other petition for a license to keep an inn or tav- 
ern, or to sell ale, beer, wine or other spirituous liquors ; 
and, provided further, that no license shall be granted for a Previse. 
longer or shorter term than one year; and that all licenses 
granted as aforesaid shall bear date either on the first day 
of May or the first day of November, except when either of 
said days be Sundays, and in that case on the second day of 
such month, and all licenses shall expire one year after the 
date thereof. 

2. And be it enacted, That no petition for a license as Petition for l-

WHEREAS, It is the custom of steamboats and other vessels 
to convey excursions or picnic parties from Philadelphia 
and other places, and of landing the same in large num- 
bers, in the townships of Woolwich and Greenwich and 
Deptford, in Gloucester county ; AND WHEREAS, such par- 
tics commit great depredations on the premises and pro- 
perty of the inhabitants of said township, and if resisted 
and remonstrated with, they threaten with violence, and 
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have actually assaulted some of the inhabitants; AND 
WHEREAS, from their numbers, their lawless and violent 
character and facility to escape, it is impossible for the 
civil authorities to arrest and bring them to justice; there- 
fore, 
1. BE ir ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
Owners ofsteam- Of the State of New Jersey, That any owner or owners of 
damages doueby 2Y steamboat or other vessel, who shall land or disembark any 
fxeursion par- such excursion or picnic party, on the shores of the Dela- 
ware river, within the county of Gloucester; or on the 
shores of any of the creeks of said county, shall, whenever 
such excursion or picnic party commits any trespass on the 
premises, or damage to the persons or property of the resi- 
dents of said county, forfeit and pay the sum of ten dollars 
fcr each person committing such offence or offences; and 
such owner or owners shall also be liable for all damages 
by such excursion or picnic parties so committed ; which 
said forfeitures and penalties together with the amount of 
damages committed shall be recovered before any justice of 
the peace, or other magistrate of the county of Gloucester, 
in an action of trespass. 
Penaltiescol-11 2, dnd be zt enacted, That all such forfeitures and penal- 
to township ties as may be collected, shall, after paying the expenses 
committee, incurred, be paid over to the township committee of the

bers elected to said board, he shall be a commissioner of 
public schools, to serve until the nomination and confirma- 
tion of a successor; one of the members from each of said 
districts shall hold his office for one year, one for two years, 
and one for the full term of three years; and the members 
from each of said districts shall, within ten days after their 
confirmation as aforesaid, determine by lot who of them 
shall hold office for each of said terms; and the mayor shall 
nominate to the board of aldermen, at their first regular 
meeting after the first Monday in May, eighteen hundred 
and seventy-two, and each year thereafter, one commissioner 
of public schools from each of said districts, who shall hold 
ofice for the full term of three years; and if a vacancy Vacancy, how 
shall occur in said board, such vacancy shall be filled in the” ”~ 
same manner, and the person so nominated and confirmed 
shall hold office for the unexpired term only. 

2. And be it enacted, That so much of the act to which F*pealer.

of said councilmen, a town clerk, who shall also be the clerk 
of election, one assessor, a collector of taxes, one treasurer, 
one judge of elections, one or more constables, two justices 
of the peace, one overseer of the poor, two pound keepers, 
one freeholder—commonly called a chosen freeholder—three 
commissioners of appeal in cases of taxation; all of which

A Further Supplement to an act entitled “An act to incor- 
porate the city of Hoboken,” approved March twenty- 
elghth, one thousand eight hundred and fifty-five. 


1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That hereafter, and until other- Eiection of city - 
wise provided by law, there shall be elected in and for said lector. 
city of Hoboken, one city assessor and one collector of 
revenue, who shall be residents of said city, and who shall 
be elected at the same time, and in the same manner, and for 
the same term as the mayor and city clerk are elected. 

2. And be it enacted, That the city assessor elected under Power and au- 
the provisions of this act shall be liable to the same penal- "°° ##¢8°r- 
ties and shall have the same powers and shall perform the 
same duties as heretofore have been had and performed by 
the ward assessors in said city, and in addition thereto he 
shall have power to appoint and remove at pleasure as 
many assistant assessors as he may deem necessay ; provided, Proviso, 
nevertheless, he shall pay such assistants by him appointed 
out of his own funds, and they shall have no claim against 
the said city for any compensation whatever ; and provided, Proviso. 
also, that the said city assessor shall be responsible to the 
mayor and council of the city of Hoboken for the negligence 
or misdemeanor in office of all or any of his said assistants. 

3. /Aind be it enacted, That the city assessor shall, before 
entering upon the duties of his office, take and subscribe an 
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oath or affirmation in the following form, to wit: I, ; 
do solemnly and sincerely promise and swear 3 affirm) that 
I will truly, faithfully, honestly and impartially, value and 
assess the ratable estate in the city of Hoboken, in the 
county of Hudson, and that in making such valuations and 
assessments I will, to the best of my knowledge and judg- 
ment, observe the directions of the law respecting the same, 
and [ will make a true return of all such assessments to the 
county board of assessors, at their meeting by law required 
to be held. 

4, And be it enacted, That in the county board of assessors 
at any mecting thereof, the assessors of the city of Hoboken 
shall, in determining any question, have one vote for each 
and every ward in the city of Hoboken. 

5. And be it enacted, That the city assessor shall be enti- 
tled to have and receive a salary of two thousand five hun- 
dred dollars per annum, payable quarterly, and no more, for 
the services required of him under and by virtue of this act. 

6. And be it enacted, That the collector of revenue of the 
city of Hoboken, elected under and by virtue of the provi- 
sions of this act, shall be liable to the same penalties, shall 
have all the powers, and shall do and perform all the duties 
heretofore had, done and performed by the collector of taxes, 
the collector of arrears of taxes, and the collector of assess- 
ments in the city of Hoboken; and that all ordinances of ‘The 
Mayor and Council of the city of Hoboken,” now in force, 
prescribing the duties or regulating the conduct of the said 
collector of taxes, collector of arrears of taxes, and col- 
lector of assessments, shall apply to and be binding upon 
the said collector of revenue until the same be altered or 
repealed.

which it is drawn, and on the first Monday of every month 
he shall send to the council a report in writing, showing the 
amount of appropriation and the amount of actual cash in 
the hands of the city treasurer belonging to each particular 
fund, and also the total amount of warrants that have been 
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drawn on each particular fund, and also the balance of each 
particular fund remaining unappropriated. 

8. And be it enacted, That the collector of revenue shall, Pallccion 
before he enters upon the duties of his office, give bonds to ~ 
the city in its corporate name, in such sum and with such 
freehold security as the mayor and council may approve, 
conditioned for the true and faithful performance of the 
duties of said office. 

9. And be it enacted, That the collector of revenue shall Compensation. 
be entitled to have and receive a salary of two thousand five 
hundred dollars per annum, payable quarterly, and no more, 
for the services required of him under and by virtue of this 
act; except that he shall also receive an allowance of five 
per centum upon all arrears of poll taxes and taxes on per- 
sonal property collected by him after the twentieth of 
December in each year.

they are elected; and no ballot shall contain more than one 
name for the office of tax commissioner; and in case any 
ballot should contain more than one name for said office, the 
first name only shall be counted; and the tax commissioners 
so elected in the various wards shall meet on the second 
Monday of May, of each year, at a place to be designated 
by the council, and shall constitute the board of tax commis- 
sioners; they shall elect or appoint a chairman and secre- 
tary from their own numbers, and they, or a majority of 
their whole number, shall fix the amounts of money to be

city government; which sums so ordered to be raised by 
taxation shall be certified in writing, attested by the chair- 
man and secretary of said board, and filed in the city clerk’s 
office on or before the first of June next following the charter 
election, and the tax ordinance shall contain the amounts in 
said certificate specified and directed to be raized. 

19. And be it enacted, 'Vhat the mayor and council of 
the city of Hoboken shall have power to pass, alter and 
repeal ordinances to take effect in said city for the following 
purposes: to provide for the removal of the surface water

material, who shall keep an accurate account of the cost 
and expense of filling each lot so filled in, and shall file a 
certified statement thereof, verified by oath or affirmation, 
in the city clerk’s office, which shall be recorded by the city 
clerk in a book to be provided for that purpose, and the 
cost and expense of filling each lot shall constitute and 
remain a lien thereon from the time of filing said statement

so dedicated and accepted shall be a public highway from 
the time of recording said deed, with like effect as if the 
same had been opened under the provisions of any existing

CHAPTER DLX. 


An Act to regulate the sale of malt, vinous and spirituous 
liquors in the township of Chatham, in the county of 
Morris. 


1. BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That it shall and may be lawful 
for the persons qualified to vote at town meetings in the 
township of Chatham, in said county of Morris, and they are 
hereby required to hold an election in said township on the 
second Tuesday in June next, at the place at which their 
last town meeting was held, and determine, by ballot, 
whether any person or persons shall thereafter be licensed 
to utter or sell, within the limits of said township, any malt, 
vinous, spirituous or intoxicating liquors. 

2. /ind be it enacted, That the officers who may be author- 
ized by law to hold the next annual State election in said 
township, shall conduct the election to be held in pursuance 
of the first section of this act; and said election shall be 
commenced and conducted in accordance with the provisions 
of, and under the penalties prescribed by the act entitled 
“An Act to regulate elections,” and the several supplements 
thereto, so far as said provisions are applicable, except that 
in place of the words “ for members of,” &c., in the heading 
of the poll list, shall be inserted the words “ to determine 
whether license shall be granted to sell malt, vinous, spirit- 
uous or intoxicating liquors’ in said township. 

3. And be it enacted, That each ballot to be used at said 
election shall have written or printed on it the word 
‘license’? or the words “no license,” and at the close of 
said election the votes shall be canvassed in the manner 
provided in sections fifty-four and fifty-five of the said act 
entitled “ An Act to regulate elections,’ so far as the pro- 
visions thereof are applicable, and a certificate of the result, 
showing the number of votes in favor of and against such 
license, shall be signed by the board of election, and within 
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five days thereafter be delivered to the clerk of said county 
of Morris, to be kept on file as a public record.

any person or persons to sell malt, vinous, spirituous or 
intoxicating liquors within said township until it shall be so 
decided by a majority of legal votes cast at some subsequent 
election held as hereinbefore provided. 

T. And be it enacted, Vhat from and after the passage of eed ale 
this act, it shall not be lawful for any person or persons outa license, 
within said township of Chatham, without a license for that 
purpose first had and obtained, to sell, or cause, or know- 
ingly permit to be sold, directly or indirectly, any malt, 
vinous, spirituous or intoxicating liquors, or any composition 
of which such liquors, or any of them, shall form the chief 
ingredient, except such as shall be compounded to be used 
as a medicine, by less measure than one gallon, or any of any 
such liquors, in any quantity to be drank on the premises 
where sold; and any person so offending shall be deemed 
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guilty of a misdemeanor, and, on conviction, shall be fined 
not less than fifty nor more than one hundred dollars for the 
first offence, and not less than one hundred dollars for each 
and every subsequent offence, together with the costs of 

Proviso, prosecution; provided, that the prosecution shall be com- 
menced within six months after the offence or offences shall 
have been committed. 

Repealer. 8. And be zt enacted, That so much and such parts of all 
acts and parts of acts as are inconsistent with the provisions 
of this act, be and the same are hereby repealed, and that 
this act shall take effect immediately.

trustees for the payment of the moneys so borrowed, with

2. And be if enacted, That the trustees of said school 
district be and they are hereby authorized and empowered 
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to sell at public sale, upon one month’s notice, by advertise- Prastees author 
ments put up at five or more public places in said township schoo! property. 
of Manalapan, at least two of which shall be in said school 

district, and also upon two weeks’ notice in one of the 
newspapers printed and published in the said county of 
Monmouth, circulating in the neighborhood of the said 

school district, all the school property now belonging to 

said district, and to make title for the same to the purchaser 

or purchasers; and the said trustees shall apply the pro- 

ceeds of said sale towards the purchase of the lot and the 

erection of the building authorized in the first section of 

this act. 

3. And be it enacted, That the bonds to be issued as Amouatof vonds 
aforesaid shall not exceed in the aggregate the sum of 
twenty-five hundred dollars of principal, and shall be of such 
denomination as the said trustees shall deem proper, and 
shall bear interest at the rate of seven per centum per 
annum, payable yearly or half yearly, as the said trustees shall 
determine; and the sum not exceeding twelve hundred and 
fifty dollars of the principal of said bonds shall be made 
payable in each and every year after the date or issue 
thereof, and the said bonds may be sold and disposed of by 
the said trustees at not less than their par value; and the 
said bonds shall be registered in a book kept by said trus- 
tees for that purpose, and shall be assignable in law.

maps, plans and surveys to be made of the streets and ave- 
nues so laid out by them, or the alterations therein, exhibit-

said commissioners, in performing their work, shall make 
the same conform, as far as may be practicable and consis- 
tent with the public convenience, to a map already made by 
an association of property holders, north of Joralemon 
street, so far as it may apply to that portion of the district 
comprised in that map; and the said commissioners may 
cause such maps, plans and surveys to be made in sections. 
and the same or each section thereof shall be attested by the 
said commissioners and filed in the office of the register of 
the county of Essex, there to remain of record: and from 
the time of so filing, the same shall be final and conclusive 
in respect to all persons and authorities, unless an appeal 
to the court shall be made within fifteen days as hereinafter 
provided in section nine of this act; and the said commis- 
sioners shall cause a copy of each section of said maps, plans 
and surveys to be attested and filed in their office, to remain 
there of record. 

4. And be it enacted, That the said commissioners shall. 
have the power to employ such surveyors and assistants as

22. And be it enacted, That the term of office of said 
commissioners shall commence on the last Monday of the 
month in which shall be held the annual township election of 
the township of Bellville; that Gasherie De Witt, James H. 
Van Rensselaer, Hugh Holmes, Andrew Little, Theodore 
Sandford and John Spear, shall be the first commissioners, 
who shall hold their office for the term of one year, and at 
each annual township election within said district to be held 
after the next election the electors of said district shall elect 
six freeholders, who shall serve as said commissioners for 
one year; no ballot shall contain more than the namnes of 
four persons for such commissioners, and if more, all such 
names shall be reiected, and the six candidates receiving the 
highest number of votes shall be declared elected. 

23. And be it enacted, That for the purpose of making 
said original and other surveys and maps, and of doing all 
work necessary to lay out the streets and highways in said 
district, said commissioners are authorized to expend any 
sum not exceeding in the whole five thousand dollars, which 
sum shall be raised as in section five of this act, and the 
assessor of the township of Bellevile shall be required to 
assess so much thereof from time to time, as may be required 
and directed by said commissioners, by a general assessment 
upon all taxable property within said district; and all 
provisions relating to the collection of taxes shall apply to 
the collection of this assessment. 

24, And be it enacted, That said commissioners may, from 
time to time, appoint a street commissioner, who shall take 
the place of the overseers of the roads in said district, the 
office of which overseers is hereby abolished; and it shall 
be the duty of said street commissioner to kcep the roads, 
sidewalks and streets in said district in repair, and he shall 
possess all the powers of overseers of roads, subject to the 
direction of said board of commissioners ; and all road taxes 
to be raised in said district shall be ordered by said com- 
missioners, who may raise and expend any amount by them 
deemed proper for said repairs, not exceeding fifty cents on 
the one hundred dollars of the taxable valuation of the 
property on any one street and the amount so assessed shall 
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be expended on said street in any year, and all road taxes 
ordered by them shall be assessed and collected in the same 
mode as herein provided for raising the sum required to 
meet the expenses of surveys and maps.

CHAPTER DLXY. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “ An Act to authorize the 
construction of works for supplying the city of Rahway, 
and places adjacent, with pure and wholesome water,” 
approved April seventh, one thousand eight hundred and 
sixty-eight. 


1. BE It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That the twenty-fourth and Ropealer.

repealed. 

2. Ind be it enacted, That the board of water commis. Board of water 
sioners shall consist of five members, of which board the °™™*!"*' 
mayor, or acting mayor, and the chairman of the committee 
on the tire department of the common council of the city of 
Rahway for the time being, shall be members ex officio, and 
the remaining three members shall be elected as hereinafter 
mentioned; the first board of water commissioners, in addi- 
tion to the ex officio members, shall be composed of Jacob First board to be 
R. Shotwell, Dewitt C. Hough and Benjamin B. Miller, and caescse 
as early as praticable the ex officio members shall call the 
first meeting of said board; at which meeting, or as soon as 
conveniently may be thereafter, said board shall elect a 
president, who shall hold his office until the first annual 
meeting, and the remaining members shall divide their seats 
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by lot, whereof one shall be vacated in one year, one in two 
years, and one in three years from the first annual meeting 
next ensuing; provided, that the ex officio members of said 
board shall receive the same compensation and give the 
same bonds as the other members of said board. 

3. And be it enacted, That said board shall hold its 
annual meetings on the first Monday in May, yearly and 
every year, at ten o’clock in the forenoon; that it shall 
annually elect, from its own body, a president, or in case of 
a vacancy in his office, or of his absence, may elect a presi- 
dent pro tempore, and shall determine the rules of its own 
proceedings. 

4. And be it enacted, That at the charter election to be 
held in said city, in the year one thousand eight hundred 
and seventy-two, and each year thereafter, there shall be 
elected one commissioner, whe shall hold his office for three 
years next ensuing the first Monday in May thereafter, and 
until his successor is elected; when any vacancy shall occur, 
the common council of said city shall elect, by ballot, a com- 
missioner to fill such vacancy, who shall hold his office for 
the unexpired term only ; and if any commissioner shall not 
be chosen at any election by reason of two or more having 
an equal number of votes, the common council shall elect by 
ballot such officer from the candidates having such equal 
number of votes; all commissioners shall be electors and 
residents of said city; and every member of said board, 
before entering upon the duties of his office, shall give a 
bond in the sum of ten thousand dollars, with two good and 
sufficient sureties, to the mayor and common council of the 
city of Rahway, and to be approved by said common coun- 
cil, for the faithful performance of his duties as such com- 
missioner. 

5. And be it enacted, That the act to which this is a sup- 
plement is hereby revived and continued in force, except so 
far as altered by this act. 

6. And be it enacted, That section one of the original 
act to which this is a supplement be so amended as to read 
after the word “ branches,’ and before the word “is,” ‘or 
from such other source as the commissioners may think 
best.” 

1. And be it enacted, That this act shall take effect im- 
mediately.

An Act to provide for the cession and transfer of the rights, 
privileges and franchise of the Newark and Clinton Plank 
Road Company, in and to a portion of the old Public 
Highway leading from Newark to the town of Irvington, 
formerly called Camptown, to the city of Newark. 


1. Be IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
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the State of New Jersey, That whenever “ The Newark and Rights, privi- 


Clinton Plank Road Company” shall cede and transfer to 


in and to so much of the old public highway leading from 
said city of Newark to the town of Irvington, formerly 
called Camptown, as lies within the corporate limits of the 
said city, and shall file one copy of their act of cession and 
transfer in the office of the city clerk of said city of Newark, 
the said The Newark and Clinton Plank Road Company 
shall be released and discharged from all authority and 
control over that part of the said old public highway, and 
from all liability on account of the same, and the same shall 
thenceforth be, to all intents and purposes, a public street 
or highway of the city of Newark, and the common council 
of said city shall have and exercise the same jurisdiction, 
authority and control over the same as over the other streets 
and highways of the said city, without, however, affecting 
the use of such parts of the said old public highway as may 


be occupied by or with railroad tracks; provided, that Provis». 


nothing in this section contained shall be so construed as to 
prevent the said The Newark and Clinton Plank Road 
Company from charging and collecting the same rates of 
toll upon that part of the said old public highway not 
included within the corporate limits of said city of Newark, 
as their charter and its amendments provide, as if this act 
had not been passed; but no toll gate shall be erected or 
used in the said city of Newark. 


2. Aind be it enacted, That this act shall oe deemed 


and taken to be a public act, and shall take effect immedi- 
ately.

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CHAPTER DLXVILLI. 


A Further Supplement to an act entitled ‘‘An act respecting 
Public Schools in the town of Phillipsburg,” approved 
March ninth, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-nine. 


1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of the 
State of New Jersey, That it shall be lawful for the com- 
mon council of the town of Phillipsburg, to issue bonds 
under their corporate seal and the signature of the mayor, 
countersigned by the chairman of the committee on finance 
for the time being and attested by the town clerk, for an 
amount not exceeding fifteen thousand dollars, in sums not 
less than fifty dollars and not exceeding one thousand dol- 
lars, to be designated and styled “public school bonds,”’ 
bearing interest payable semi-annually, at a rate not ex- 
ceeding seven per centum per annum, with coupons attached 
and payable at such time or times as may be agreed upon 
by the common council of the town of Phillipsburg, not less

A supplement to an act entitled “ An act to revise and 
amend the charter of the city of Elizabeth. 


1. BE iT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That it shall be lawful for the 
city council of the city of Elizabeth, whenever in their opin- 
ion the public good requires it, by ordinance to improve 
Elizabeth river or any section or sections thereof running 
within the limits of said city, by widening, straightening 
and deepening the channel of said river to such a width and 
debth as to make the same easily and safely navigable for 
vessels of such tonnage as will be likely to use the same, and 
to allow a proper ebb of the tide to carry away all noxious sub- 
stances from the sewers, and to take and appropriate for 
such purpose any lands and real estate necessary there- 
for, upon making compensation to the owner or owners 
thereof, in the manner provided for opening streets in said 
city. 

2. And be it enacted, That said ordinance shall be intro- 
duced and passed, and damages assessed in the same manner 
that ordinances are now introduced and passed, and dama- 
ges assessed for opening streets; that after said improve- 
ments or any one of them are completed, the city council 
shall ascertain the costs, damages and expenses of said 
improvement, and shall cause to be made a just and equitable 
assessment thereof upon the owners of all lands and real 
estate benefitted thereby, in proportion as nearly as may be 
to the advantage each shall be deemed to acquire, in the 
same manner in all respects as now provided for assessing 
the costs, damages and expenses of opening streets in said 
city, and said assessment shall be a lien on said property 
and the owners thereof, and be collected and paid in the 
Same manner as city assessments for street and sewer 
improvements. 

3. And be tt enacted, That the city council shall appoint 
three commissioners to report to the city council proper 
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plans, complete in all their details, for making said improve- 
ment; that after the city council have adopted said plans, 
they shall employ some competent engineer to superintend 
said improvement, and all work shall be done under his 
supervision. 

4, And be it enacted, That the city council shall have Power of city 
power to authorize any shore owner to increase the width of {Rosie chore 
said creek in front of his lands, for the pnrpose of affording owners to widen 
additional dock room for vessels, not more however than 
forty feet on each side thereof, by excavating to the full 
depth ordered by the city council, and whenever such wide- 
ning shall be carried out by any shore owner at his own 
expense, the right to lay, load or unload vessels therein shall 
become the exclusive privilege of such shore owner. 

5. Alnd be tt enacted, That the lands within the city of Lands oxempted 
Elizabeth, bordering on said creek, be and hereby are fyecmsinacts. 
exempted from the provisions of any bill authorizing the 
drainage or improvement of tide water marshes or swamp 
lands. 

6. And be tt enacted, That this act shall take effect 
immediately.

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CHAPTER DLXXIL 


An Act to incorporate the People’s Horse Railway Com- 


pany, of Newark, New Jersey. 


‘1. Beir ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That Timothy W. Lord, Wil- 


Tiam A. Ripley, F. F. Paterson, William H. McClave, James 


L. Hays, James G. Irwin, A. M. Reynolds, Samuel Atwater, 
and such other persons as may hereafter be associated with 
them, shall be and they are hereby ordained, constituted and 
declared a body politic and corporate, in fact and in law, 
by the name of the “ People’s Horse Railway Company,” 
and shall be capable of purchasing, holding and conveying 


any lands, tenements, goods and chattels, hecessary and 
proper for the objects of this corporation. 


2. And be it enacted, That the amount of the capital stock 
of said company shall be twenty-five thousand dollars, with 
the privilege of increasing the same to one hundred thou- 
sand dollars, and shall be divided into shares of twenty-five 
dollars each, which shall be deemed personal property, and 
transferable in such manner as the said corporation shall by 
their by-laws direct. 

3. And be it enacted, That. the above named persons, or 
a majority of them, shall be commissioners to open books to 
receive subscriptions of the capital stock of said company, 
when and where they, ora majority of them, shall think 
proper, giving at. least thirty days’ notice of the same, in 
two newspapers in the county of Essex, and at the time of 


subscribing for said stock, ten per centum shall be paid 


upon the amount subscribed for, to said commissioners, or 


‘some.one of them; as soon as fifteen thousand dollars of the 
capital stock is subscribed for, such commissioners shall give 
notice for a meeting of the stockholders to choose nine 
directors, a majority of whom shall be chosen from the 
‘above named commissioners, and shall be residents of this 


State; three of the above named persons shall be inspectors 
of the first election of stockholders of said corporation, and 
shall certify under their hands, the names of those persons 
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duly elected, cach share being entitled to one vote, and 
deliver over the subscription books and money paid in, 
deducting all expenses previously incurred, to the said 
directors, and the directors chosen at each meeting, or at 
the annual meeting of said corporation, shall as soon as 
practicable after such election, choose out of their own + 
number a president, who shall be a resident of this State; 
and in case of the death, resignation or removal of the presi- 
dent, or any director, such vacancy may be filled for the vacancy, how — 
remainder of the year by the said board of directors, or a “!!** 
majority of them, may appoint a president pro tempore, who 
shall have such powers and functions as the by-laws of the 
said corporation shall provide. 

4. Jind be it enacted, That a majority of the directors Power to callin 
of said company shall be competent to transact all business ~~ 
of said corporation, and shall have power to call in the 
remaining stock of said company, by such instalments and 
at such times as they may direct, by giving twenty days’ 
notice in two of the newspapers published in the county of

on each share, and that no instalment shall be required to 
be paid within thirty days of the other; and in case of 
non-payment of said instalments, or any of them, they shall 
have power to forfeit the share or shares upon which satd 
default shall arise to the said corporation; and the said 
directors shall have power to make and prescribe such 
by-laws, rules and regulations as to them shall appear useful 
and proper, touching the management and regulation of the 
stock, property, estate, effects and business of the said cor- 
poration ; and also shall have power to appoint such officers, 
clerks and servants as to them shall seem fit, and to establish 
and affix such salaries to them and to the president, as to the 
said directors shall seem proper. 

5. And be it enacted, ‘That the president and directors of Power to lay 
the said company, be and they are hereby authorized and constructs rail- 
invested with all the rights and powers necessary and expe- 
dient to survey, lay out and construct a railroad through 
and along Hamburgh Place to Lafayette street, along La- 
fayette street to New Jersey Railroad avenue, and across — 
Jersey Railroad avenue to Fair street, (when opened,) t 
Broad street; also through and along Hamburgh Place to 
Ann Street, alone Ann Street to New York avenue, along 
New York avenue and across the New Jersey Railroad to Cot. 
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tage street, along Cottage street to Mulberry street, along Mul- 
berry street to Fair street, along Fair street and across Broad 
street to William street, along William street to Plane street, 
along Plane street to Orange street, along Orange street to 
Broad street, along Broad street to Washington street, along 
Washington street to Market street, and along and across 
Market street to Washington street, along Washington 
street to William street, and such other streets in the city 
of Newark, as may be deemed expedient by said company, 
the consent of the city council being first had and obtained ; 
and shall also have power and authority to connect with any 
railroad now built, or that may hereafter be built in said 
city of Newark, and may build and operate the whole 
or any part of said road, as may be deemed to the best 
interest of said Company. 

6. And be it enacted, That before commencing the work 
of laying tracks, the president and directors of said company 
shall first obtain the permission of the common council 
of the city of Newark, which permission may be granted 
upon such conditions and with such restrictions as the 
said common council may designate and impose, and the 
said railroad and the rails thereof, shall be constructed 
in such manner and of such size and pattern as to impair as 
little as practicable the ordinary travel in any street in 
which said road may be located. 

1. And be it enacted, That the president and directors of 
said company shall have power to have constructed or to 
purchase with the funds of the company, and place ,on said 
railroad, cars, wagons, carriages or vehicles, for the trans- 
portation of persons or any species of property, with such 
motive power as they may think reasonable, expedient or 
right, but that no steam power shall be used on said railroad ; 
and they are hereby authorized to demand and receive such 
sum or sums of money for the transportation of persons or 
property thereon, as they from time to time shall think 
reasonable and proper; provzded, they shall not charge more 
than six cents a mile, for each passenger, or ten cents a ton 
per mile for the transportation of any kinds of merchandise 
and goods as usually weighed by the ton, in the carriages of 
the company, and for dry goods and packages, such reason- 
able rates as shall be fixed by the board of directors; or six 
cents per ton per mile for every ton, one cent per mile for 
every passenger carried on said railroad in the carriages of 
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others, but no single fare for a passenger shall be less than 

five cents; provided always, that the carriages so used, Froviso. 
thereon, shall be ef the same description in the formation of 

the wheels and length of axles, as those used by the com- 
pany, and shall be regulated as to the time of starting and 
running and rates of traveling by the company, in the same 
manner as the carriages of the company are. 

8. And be wt enacted, That the president and directors Dividends. 
may, within one year after the said railroad shall have been 
completed, declare and make such dividends of the net 
profits thereof among the stockholders as they may deem 
prudent, and shall in like manner semi-annually thereafter, 
declare such dividends and pay the same to the stockholders 
or their legal representatives, in proportion to the amount 
of stock held by them respectively. 

9. And be ot enacted, That the said company may purchase, May purehass, 
have, hold and occupy such real estate, at or near the com- maul einer 
mencement and termination of said road, and on such points 
along the line of the road, as may be necessary for the con- 
venient transaction of business, not exceeding one acre in 
each place, and may erect thereupon depots, warehouses, sta- 
bles, and such other buildings and improvements as they 
may deem expedient. 

10. And be tt enacted, That as soon as the said railroad Annual stato- 
or any part of it is in operation, the president of the said 
company, shall file under oath or affirmation, a statement of 
the amount of the cost of the said railroad, including equip- 
ments, appendages, and all expenses in the office of the sec- 
retary of state, and annually thereafter on the first Monday 
in January of each year, he shall under oath or affirmation, 
make a statement to the secretary of state of the cost, equip- 
ments, appendages and expenses of said road, and after the 
said railroad or any part thereof shall be in operation, the 
said corporation shall pay to the treasurer of this State, a 
tax of one-half of one per centum on the cost, equipments State tax. 
and appendages of said road, to be paid annually thereafter 
on the first Monday in January of each year, and such other 
taxes ag may be assessed from time to time by a general law 
applicable to all railroads, over which the legislature shall 
have power for that purpose at the time of the passage of 
such law or laws; and until the said railroad or any part 
thereof shall be in operation, the said corporation shall be 
regularly assessed and pay tax for the value of its real estate, 
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including improvements thereon, and personal property as 
now taxed in the city or cities, township or townships 
wherein it lies, at the same time and rate, and in the same 
manner, for the same purpose, and by the same person or 
persons, as other taxes are assessed in said city; provided, 
that no other tax or impost shall be levied or assessed upon 
said company. 

11. And be zt enacted, That if any person shall wilfully or 
maliciously injure said road or buildings, cars, vehicles, ani- 
mals, or works of the said corporation, such person or per- 
sons shall forfeit and pay therefor to the company three 
times the amount of damages sustained by means of such 
injury, to be recovered in the name of the corporation, with 
costs of suit in any court having cognizance of the same. 

12. And be zt enacted, That the said corporation shall 
have power to borrow such sum or sums of money from 
time to time, as shall be necessary to carry on the business 
successfully, and to secure the repayment thereof by bond 
and mortgage, or otherwise, on the said road and appurte- 
nances belonging to the said corporation. 

13. And be it enacted, That it shali be lawful for the 
said corporation, at any time during the continuance of its 
charter, to make contracts and engagements with any other 
company or corporation, or individual, for operating said 
railroad, for transporting or conveying any kind of goods, 
produce, merchandise, freight or passengers, and to enforce 
the fulfilment of such contracts, and also to demand and 
receive for the transportation of all passengers and freight 
by them carried and transported over the road of any other 
company, the same rates of fare as the said company are 
entitled to demand and receive by virtue of this act for 
transportation and passage over their own road. 

14. And be it enacted, That if the said railroad is not 
commenced within two years, and completed in five years 
from the fourth day of July next, then and in that case this 
act shall be void. 

15. And be it enacted, That all acts and parts of acts 
inconsistent with the provisions of this act, be and the same 
are hereby repealed, and that this act shall take effect imme- 
diately.

CHAPTER DXCI. 


A supplement to an act entitled «An act to incorporate 
The Hackensack Improvement Commission,” approved 
April first, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-eight, 


1. BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That The Hackensack Improve- 
ment Commission are hereby invested with full and exclusive 
powers within the commission limits to lay out and open 
streets, roads and avenues (not to exceed one hundred feet 
in width), and to widen (not beyond said width), alter and 
vacate any street, road or avenue now existing or hereafter 
to exist, and to take any lands necessary therefor ; upon 
laying out, widening or altering any street, road or avenue, 
said commission shall make an assessment of the damage, if 
any, the owner of any land or real estate, buildings or 
improvements taken therefor, will sustain thereby over and 
above the advantage that willin their judgment accrue to 
said owner; any owner dissatisfied with said assessment, 
may within twenty days thereafter, on two days’ notice to 
said commission, apply to a justice of the supreme court, who 
shall appoint three disinterested freeholders, residing in 
said county, to review said assessment, taking into consider- 
ation the advantage and disadvantage to accrue to said 
owner, whose report shall be made within twenty days and 
be final and conclusive. 

2. And be it enacted, That at the next annual election 
and triennially thereafter, only one commissioner shall be 
chosen; and hereafter the board shall consist of five persons, 
three of whom shall be a quorum; all vacancies which shall 
hereafter occur by death, resignation or removal beyond 
the limits, shall be filled by special election for the unex- 
pired term, on the second Tuesday after such vacancy 
occurs; whenever the first day of June falls on Sunday, the 
annual election shall be held on the last day in May. 

3. And be it enacted, That said commission shall have 
power to borrow the money for the cost of all sewers con- 
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structed or to be constructed, and to issue bonds and peer 
certificates of indebtedness therefor, from time to time, issue bonds and 
payable at any time not exceeding five years, and to provide ““"""""** 
for the payment thereof by assessment on the lands benefitted 

of not less than one-fifth thereof per annum; and said com- 

mission are hereby authorized and empowered to locate and 

construct whenever they think the same necessary, an outlet 

sewer through Anderson street from the Hackensack river, 

to any point in said street east of the centre of Linden street 

and also through Park street or Union street to Passaic 

street. 

4, And be it enacted, That the said commission shal] Empowered to 
have power to form such and so many fire engine, hose, and department. 
hook and ladder companies as they may deem necessary, 
which shall be subject to the direction, authority and control 
of said commission at all times; and said commission are 
hereby invested with full power to procure, build, repair, 
maintain and preserve engines, engine houses, cisterns and 
reservoirs of water, ladders, buckets, and all necessary 
implements and machines, and to purchase the real estate 
necessary, and to incur such other expenses as to said com- 
mission shall appear best calculated to protect property 
within the commission limits from injury or destruction by 
fire; but the whole amount expended under this section 
shall not in any year exceed such sum as shall be authorized 
for fire purposes by majority vote at the annual election ;

between Hunterdon and Warren counties, to the line of the 
new township of High Bridge on a course that would strike the 
northwest corner of the Silverthorne school house; and all 
that territory lying on the east side of said line shall be 
known as Kast Lebanon; and all that territory lying on the 
west side of said line shall be known as West Lebanon; and 
the legal voters of East Lebanon shall hold their first 
annual election and their ensuing town meetings thereafter, 
at the hotel of Joseph Bonnell, White Hall, in said town- 
ship, and thereafter at such place as they may, by ballot, 
determine at said first election; and the legal voters of 
West Lebanon shall hold their first annual election and 
their ensuing town meetings thereafter, at the hotel of 
Dennis Sullivan, at Junction, in said township, and there- 
after at such place as they may, by ballot, determine at said 
first election; and that the present ballot box of said town- 
ship of Lebanon shall remain the property of the legal voters 
of East Lebanon, to be used by them for all elections and 
town meetings, as now provided by law; and that the town 
committee of said township are hereby directed and required 
to furnish a new ballot box for the use of the legal voters of 
West Lebanon. 

2. And be it enacted, That Nathan Lance shall be the 
first judge of election; and Mansfield H. Beatty shall be the

powered, in each year, to borrow money in anticipation of 
the amount directed to be assessed and collected for the 
repair of highways and roads in said township. 

4, And be it enacted, That Cornelius Stewart, George

Bonnell, five freeholders, residents of said township, shall 
be the first commissioners under this act, and they shall, as 
soon as practicable after the passage hereof, organize and 
decide by lot which one shall serve for one year, which one 
for two years, which one for three years, which one for four 
years, and which one for five years, and annually, after the 
expiration of the term of office of a commissioner who shall 
be chosen for one year, the legal voters of the said township 
shall elect one person as commissioner at the annual town 
meeting, and the said board may fill all vacancies in their

sioner shall be elected for the unexpired term. 

5, And be it enacted, That the said commissioners, before Teter o eat 
entering upon the discharge of their duties, shall take an“ © 
oath, faithfully, fairly and impartially to perform the duties 
of their said office. and shall give bonds each in the sum of 
three thousand dollars, conditioned upon the faithful dis- 
charge of their duties to the inhabitants of said township, 
and shall report in writing one month prior to the annual 
town meeting in each year, to the township committee, a 
detailed statement of their receipts and expenditures of the 
preceding year, which the town clerk of said township shall 
cause to be published with the annual statement of the 
receipts and expenditures of said township, as now required 
by law.

have power to impose fines upon all persons so offending, 
and to cause them to be imprisoned in the borough jail, or 
the common jail of the county of Burlington; and shall be, 
during the time for which he is elected, vested with all the 
powers and functions, and be bound by the same liabilities 
in criminal cases that justices of the peace of the several 
counties of this State now are or hereafter may be authorized 
to perform, and all officers and persons shall respect him as 
such; and no shows or exhibitions of any kind shall be 
allowed in said borough without his express consent, and 
license being first obtained in writing, for which he shall 
exact such license fee for the use of said borough as in his 
judgment shall be reasonable and proper. 

2. And be wt enacted, That the power to grade, repair 
and amend the public highways, streets, alleys and lanes in 
said borough, and to cause the sidewalks and gutters in the 
same to be paved, graded, amended and cleaned, shall belong 
exclusively to the common council thereof. 

3. And be it enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for 
the common council of said borough to pass ordinances for 
the paving, repairing, flagging, curbing or graveling the 
sidewalks and gutters in any street or streets, alleys or lanes, 
in said borough by the owners or occupants of lots, alleys or 
passage ways fronting on or adjoining the same, which shall 
be done under the direction of the common council; and 
also to prescribe the manner and time in which the same 
shall be done, and the materials with which the same shall 
be performed, and to enforce such ordinances and to recover 
all moneys expended for such purposes, and all penalties 
enacted for non-compliance therewith, with costs of suit in 
an action of debt to be brought in the corporate name of 
said borough in any court of competent jurisdiction in the 
county of Burlington; provided, always, that each and every 
ordinance so passed shall be posted in three of the most 
public places in said borough, signed by the chief burgess 
and clerk, for twenty days before the said ordinance shall 
go into effect. 

4. And be it enacted, That from and after the passage of 
this supplement the power of the overseer of the highways 
of the township of Pemberton, and of the other officers of 
said township over the public highways, streets, lanes and 
alleys in said borough, shall cease and be no longer exer- 
cised, and no moneys shall thereafter be raised by the inhab- 
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itants of said township for the purpose of keeping or main- 
taining in repair the highways and streets in said borough, 
nor shall any tax be assessed or levied on any property 
situate in said borough to make, work or keep in repair any 
of the roads or highways lying in said township beyond the 
boundaries of said borough, as now defined and specified by 
the act to which this is a supplement. 

5. And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for the com- Taxes for oa 
mon council of said borough, to raise by tax from year to be or alee 
year, such sum or sums of money as they deem expedient 
for keeping and maintaining in repair the highways and 
streets in said borough, and for other purposes, not exceed- 
ing five hundred dollars, to be assessed and collected in the 
same manner as is now provided by the act to which this is 
a supplement, and if said tax, so ordered to be raised as 
aforesaid, shall not be paid within the time prescribed by 
any ordinance, duly passed for that purpose, it shall be the 
duty of the clerk of said borough to make out a list of all 
delinquent tax-payers, and present the same to a justice of 
the peace of said borough, who shall, in three days. there- 
after, issue his warrant directed to the marshal of said 
borough, or any constable of said county, commanding him 
to make, levy and collect said taxes in the manner now pre- 
scribed by law for the collection of other taxes in said 
county. 

6. And be zt enacted, That the common council of said Common coun-_ 
borough, or a majority of them in council assembled shall aa 
have the sole, only and exclusive right of granting licenses 
annually, under the common seal of said borough, to all and 
every inn keeper and retailer of spiritous liquors, residing 
within said borough, subject to the same provisions, and in 
like manner as the same may be lawfully done by the courts 
of common pleas of this State; and they shall also have the 
sole, only and exclusive right and power of licensing such 
and so many ale and porter houses and lager beer saloons, 
in said borough, upon such terms and conditions, and under 
such regulations as may be deemed most conducive to the 
good of the inhabitants of said borough, and the amount 
assessed and paid upon granting all such licenses shall be 
paid to the chief burgess of said borough, for the exclusive 
use of said borough. 

7. And be it enacted, That the common council in making 
any assessment by tax, for any of the purposes herein 
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specified, shall have the power to levy, in their discretion, 
upon all the male inhabitants of said borough, of the age 
of twenty-one years, a poll tax each year, not exceeding the 
sum of one dollar. 

8. Ind be tt enacted, That no tax under the authority of 
said corporation shall be assessed, levied or collected from 
any timber, wood or farming Jand used for the purpose of 
husbandry only, situated within the boundaries thereof, 
or upon the stock of any farmer therein, for the use and sup- 
port thereof, excepting only such tax as may be directed to 
be raised for the improvement, maintenance and repairing 
of the roads, highways and streets therein. 

9. And be it enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for 
the inhabitants of said borough, in town meeting assembled, 
upon notice being given in three of the most public places 
therein, for five days preceding said meeting, to authorize 
and direct the common council of said borough to raise, by 
additional tax, such an additional sum of money, not exceed- 
ing one thousand dollars, as may be requisite for the erec- 
tion and construction of a town house and borough jail, and 
for such other purposes as a majority of said inhabitants 
convened in said town meeting may direct; which additional 
tax so directed to be raised shall be assessed, levied and col- 
lected as taxes are now assessed and collected by the act to 
which this is a supplement. 

10. And be zt enacted, That upon the trial of any issue, 
or upon any judicial investigation in which the chief bur- 
gess, assistant burgess or common council are a party, or in 
which they are interested, or in which any person may be 
sued or impleaded by reason of anything done by the act to 
which this is a supplement, or by the supplements thereto, 
it shall be lawful for such person to plead the general issue, 
and to give said act and the supplements thereto, and the 
special matter in evidence at the trial. 

1]. And be it enacted, That all other acts and parts of 
acts inconsistent with, or contradictory to this supplement, 
be and the same are hereby repealed, and this act shall take 
effect immediately.

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CHAPTER DCII 
An Act to incorporate the Lambertville Savings Bank. 


1. BE 1T ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That James D. Stryker, Ash- 
bel Welch, William Cowin, Cornelius Arnett, Henry Ma- 
thews, William V. Cooley, John A. Anderson, Hiram 
Scarborough, Joseph Smith, Augustus C. Barber, Richard 
McDowell, John Groman, Joseph J. Frazer, James P. 
Smith, John Silvers, William Crook, Charles A. Skillman, 
Jeremiah Hayhurst, Charles Schulhaus, Charles Massey, 
Holmes D. Ely, William V. Case, Ferdinand 8S. Holcombe, 
George H. Mathews and Charles Roberts, and their suc- 
cessors, shall be and are hereby constituted a body cor- 
porate and politic, by the name of “The Lambertville 
Savings Bank,” with power to purchase, take, hold, enjoy, 
and sell, lease, or otherwise dispose of any real or personal 
estate which shall be necessary for the purposes herein men- 
tioned ; provided atways, that the clear annual value of such 
real and personal estate, exclusive of the profits that may 
arise from the interest accruing upon investments or upon 
the sale of any investments in which the deposits may be 
made, shall not exceed the sum of ten thousand dollars. 

2. Aind be it enacted, That the said savings bank shall be 
conducted by twenty-five managers, fifteen of whom shall be 
residents of the town of Lambertville; five of the managers 
shall be a quorum to transact business, and the seat of any 
manager who shall have neglected to attend for four succes- 
sive meetings may be vacated by the board; the persons 
mentioned in the first section of this act shall be the first 
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organization, and annually thereafter, at such time as their 
by-laws may designate, choose one of their number as presi- 


dent; and appoint such other officers as to them shall — 


appear necessary for conducting the business of the corpora- 

tion, which officers so chosen and appointed shall continue 

in office one year, and until others are chosen, unless sooner

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removed by the board of managers; and all officers so 
chosen shall be under oath, and shall give such security as 
the board of managers may require, for the faithful perform- 
ance of the duties of their respective offices; and the mana- 
‘Vacancy,how gers Shall have power to fill up, by ballot, any vacancy 
filled. which may occur in their body or its officers, by a vote of a 
majority of the managers present, after five days’ notice 
thereof shall have been given to the managers, by publica- 
_ tion in the newspaper printed in the said town, or by notice 
deposited in the post office directed to each manager, or left 
at his residence. 

May make by. 3. And be it enacted, That the board of managers shall 
nee have power to make, ordain, establish and alter such by-laws 
and regulations, as they shall judge proper for the election 
of their officers, for prescribing their respective duties, for 
regulating the times and places of meeting of the officers 
and managers, and directing the affairs of the corporation ; 
Proviso. provided, that such by-laws and regulations shall not be 
repugnant to the constitution and laws of this State or of 
the United States of America; and such by-laws and regu- 
lations shall be put up conspicuously in the room where the 

business of the said corporation shall be conducted. 
May roceiveand 4. And be wt enacted, That the said corporation may 
Invest deposits. receive as deposits all sums of money which may be offered 
for the purpose of being invested, in such amounts, and at 
such times, and on such terms, as the by-laws shall prescribe, 
which shall be invested accordingly, and shall be repaid to the 
depositor at such times, and with such interest and under such 
regulations, as the board of managers shall from time to 
time prescribe; and the said corporation may accept and 
execute all such trusts of every description as may be com- 
mitted to them by any person or persons whatsoever, by 
will or otherwise, or by the order of any court; and it shall 
Pepuletionot be the duty of the managers to regulate the rate of interest 
, to be allowed to the depositors, so that they shall receive a 
ratable proportion, as near as may be, of the profits, after 
deducting therefrom all necessary expenses and a rea- 
Proviso, sonable surplus or contingent fund; provided, that the same 
rates of interest may be so regulated that the interest 
allowed to depositors may be less on large sums than that 
allowed on small sums, and that the managers shall not be 
required to allow any interest or dividend on account of 
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said surplus fund for money which shall have been with- 
drawn from deposit. 

5. Jind be it enacted, That the said corporation shall not No officer to” 
issue any notes or bills, nor shall any manager, officer or or receive com 
agent of the said corporation be allowed, directly or ?°™*"™ 
indirectly, to borrow any money from the said corporation, 
and all compensation to be allowed to the managers or 
officers shall be fixed by the board of managers. 

6. And be it enacted, That the said corporation may [pyrsmment of 
invest money in the stocks and bonds created under the 
laws of the United States, and in the stocks and bonds issued 
by the States of New Jersey, New York and Pennsylvania, 
and the several counties, citics, towns and townships thereof, 
and in real estate double in value of the amount loaned, 
above any incumbrance thereon; and may make loans on 
personal securities to an amount not exceeding twenty per 
centum of the money to be invested, with pledges of collateral 
securities at least equal to the amount loaned. 

T. Aind be tt enacted, That all certificates or evidences of Certificates of 
deposit under the hand of the proper officer of the corpora. °°" 
tion, shall be as binding as if the same were made under 
their common seal. 

8. And be it enacted, That the said corporation may pay Minors may give 
to any depositor being a minor, such sums as may be due to jefe? 
such depositor, notwithstanding that no guardian may have 
been appointed for such depositor, and the receipt or acquit- 
tance of such minor shall be as valid as if executed by a 
guardian duly appointed; provided, that the deposit due Proviso. 
such minor shall have been made by such minor in person, 
and not by any other person for his or her benefit; married 
women may deposit money in their own names and receive 
the interest or dividend thereon, and receive and withdraw 
the same, and such deposit shall not be subject to the con- 
trol of the husband or liable for his debts; nor shall moneys 
deposited by a single woman be subject, in case of marriage, 
to the use or control, nor liable for the debts of the future 
husband. 

9. And be it enacted, That a book shall be kept at the nepositor may 
office of the corporation, in which any depositor shall be at SPpoImi Persons 
liberty to appoint a person or persons to whom, in the event "¢y*. 
of his or her death, the money due shall be paid, if not 
otherwise disposed of by will, and all payments made to the 
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person or persons so appointed shall be a full discharge to 
the said corporation. 

10. And be wt enacted, That the corporation shall not be 
required to receive on deposit a less sum than one dime, 
nor to allow interest on the fractional part of a dollar, nor 
for the fractional part of a month. 

Ll. And be it enacted, That all deposits and payments 
shall be regularly entered in the books of the corporation, 
and every person depositing shall be furnished with a dupli- 
cate of his or her account, in which every deposit or pay- 
ment shall be regularly entered as soon as made. 

12. And be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of the 
said corporation to make an annual report to the Legisla- 
ture of this State, under oath or affirmation of the treasurer 
and a committee appointed for that purpose by the managers, 
or three or more of their number, of the state of its funds, 
and such statement shall be published in the town of 
Lainbertyille. 

13. And be it enacted, That the office or place of business 
of the said corporation shall be in the town of Lambertville, 
and the books of the corporation shall be open at all times 
to the inspection and examination of such person or persons 
as the Legislature may, from time to time, appoint for that 
purpose. 

14. And be it enacted, That this act shall be and is 
hereby declared to be a public act, and the same shall be 
construed in all courts favorably and benignly for every 
beneficial purpose therein intended, and that no misnomer 
of the said corporation in deed, grant, devise or other 
instrument of contract or conveyance shall vitiate or defeat 
the same; provided, the corporation shall be sufficiently 
described to ascertain the intention of the parties; and 
provided also, that the Legislature may at any time hereafter 
amend or modify this act; and that this act shall take effect 
immediately, and continue in force until repealed.

City, be and the same is hereby repealed.

CHAPTER DCIV. 
An Act to close certain streets in Hudson county. 


1. BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That the water commissioners Water commic- 
of Jersey City, or their successors, may close all streets in dose certain 
those parts of Jersey City, and the township of West Hobo- streets. 
ken, within the following limits, to wit: between Manhattan 
and Madison avenues from Montgomery avenue to a line Limits. 
nine hundred feet west of the same; and between the lines 
of Summit avenue and West street continued from the line 
of Hill street to a line fifteen hundred feet north of the 
same; and may lay out and alter such streets within such 
limits as may be convenient to fit the ground for reservoir 
purposes.

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CHAPTER DCVI 


An Act to provide for a Board of Chosen Freeholders in the 
county of Hudson. 


1. BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
Choson freee Of the State of New Jersey, That from and after the Tuesday 
noraetns next after the first Monday in May next, the board of chosen 
freeholders of the county of Hudson shall consist of three 
freeholders from each of the first six aldermanic districts in 
said county, and one from each ward and township in the 
remaining two assembly districts. 

2. And be it enacted, That at the next and every subse- 
quent charter or township election held in said county, there 
shall be chosen by the electors of each of the first six alder- 
manic districts aforesaid, and each of the wards and town- 
ships in the remaining assembly districts in said county, in 
the same manner and under the same laws and regulations 
as are or may be now provided for the election of freehold- 
ers in said county, freeholders as stated in section one of 
this act to be members of said board, who shall hold their 
office for one year, and until others shall be chosen and 
legally qualified in their stead ; and the term of office of the 
said freeholders so chosen shall commence on the ‘Tuesday 
next after the first Monday in May next in each and every 
year. 

Mombers to 3. And be it enacted, That until the persons to be chosen 
pold over util in accordance with the second section of this act shall be 
electodand elected and qualified, the same persons who now are mem- 
een bers of the board of chosen freeholders of said county shall 
be and constitute the said board, and exercise all the rights 
and functions thereof. 
General laws to “4. And be it enacted, That all general laws relating to: 
apply. boards of chosen freeholders in this State, and not incon- 
sistent with this act, shall apply to the board of chosen free- 
holders in Hudson county; and all acts and parts of acts 
Repealer. inconsistent with this act are hereby repealed.

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CHAPTER DCIX. 


An Act to amend an act entitled « An act concerning Roads 
in the township of Hackensack,” approved March tenth, 
one thousand eight hundred and seventy. 


1. Be iv ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That the fourth section of said Amendment, 
act entitled “ An act concerning roads in the township of 
Hackensack,” approved March tenth, one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy, be amended by striking out the words 
“ without cost” after the words “which the said board may 
acquire;” also by inserting after the words “any portion of 
his or her land’ and before the words “and shall execute a 
deed ” the following: “and shall grade the same and put it 
in good condition as a highway ;” also by inserting at the end 
of said section the following: « That no public park shall 
be accepted by said board except on the written application 
of twelve freeholders of the district in which the proposed 
park is situated; that said application shall be accompanied 
with a map of the same, which said map and application 
may be presented to the board at any meeting thereof, and 
shall be filed in the office of said board and open to inspec- 
tion at all reasonable times; that thereupon, if the majority 
of said board shall deem it expedient, they shall cause a 
notice to be published for two weeks in a newspaper printed 
and published in the county of Bergen, and a printed notice 
to be posted in ten public places in said district, describing 
said proposed park, and reciting that the said map and 
application are on file at the office of said board, and calling 
a meeting of the freeholders of said district, at a time and 
place specified in said notice; that if a majority of the said 
freeholders present at said meeting shall vote in favor of 
accepting said park, said commissioners shall then make 
such assessment on the lands benefitted in said district as 
may be deemed necessary for the purpose of acquiring said 
land, and paying the expenses of said proceeding, and shall 
thereupon file said application and map, or a copy of said 
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map, with their acceptance endorsed thereon, signed by a 
majority of said board, in the office of the clerk of the county 
of Bergen, and the same shall from that time be a public 
park, and be improved and kept in order by the commis- 
sioner of said district; but no more shall be expended on 
the same in any one year than the freeholders, at their 
annual meeting in said district shall determine.” 

2. And be it enacted, That section five of said act entitled 
“ An act concerning roads in the township of Hackensack,” 
be amended by striking out the words “ to be posted in five 
public places ” and inserting instead thereof the words « by 
a printed handbill or a handbill partly printed and partly 
written, to be posted conspicuously in at least ten public 
places.” 

3. And be it enacted, That section six of said act entitled 
“An act concerning roads in the township of Hackensack,” 
be amended by adding to the end of said section the follow- 
ing words: ‘said assembly shall be convened at four o’clock 
in the afternoon, and no decision, vote or appropriation 
shall be valid unless at least twelve freeholders of said dis- 
trict shall be present and take part therein; and if twelve 
freeholders of said district are not present on the day 
appointed as aforesaid, the said commissioner shall adjourn 
said meeting from day to day until said number of free- 
holders are present, and a majority of those present shall be 
required to give validity to a decision, vote or appropria- 
tion; that a minute of the proceedings of said meeting shall 
be made by the commissioner of the district to be entered 
in the book of minutes, which minute shall specify the 
names of at least twelve freeholders present at the assembly.”’ 

4. And be it enacted, That section eight of said act entitled 
“ An act concerning roads in the township of Hackensack,” 
be amended by striking out all of said section eight begin- 
ning with the words “requiring all persons interested . 
therein to appear,” and all the remainder of said section to 
the end thereof, and inserting instead thereof the following: 
‘and by printed handbills or handbills partly printed and 
partly written, posted conspicuously in ten or more public 
places in such district, stating that such map is open for 
inspection, and requiring all persons interested therein to 
appear before said board at a convenient time and place, to 
be specified in said notice, when and where the said board 
shall hear and weigh all objections to the said improve- 
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ments; and if at said time any one or more parties inter- 
ested desire an adjournment of said hearing, and give notice 
in writing to said board of such desire, said hearing shall be 
adjourned to such other time as may be determined upon by 
said board; that after said hearing, the commissioners shall 
appoint a committee of their number to examine the route of 
the proposed road, and to report upon the feasiblity and 
advisability of the same, and what changes, if any, should be 
made therein; and thereupon the said board shall decide 
and determine upon the necessity of such proposed improve- 
ment, and if the said board shall decide and determine in 
favor thereof, they shall make their decision in writing, and 
shall award such damages as they may deem just to each and 
every person affected thereby, and assess such lands as they 
may deem benefitted in proportion to the benefit in their 
judgment received by the owners thereof; that within five 
days after making said assessment as aforesaid, a printed or 
written, or partly printed and partly written notice shall be 
addressed to each individual or party so assessed, and 
deposited in the post office at Englewood, stating the amount 
of said assessment against said individual or party for said 
improvement, and that said assessment will remain open at 
the office of said company for examination and inspection by 
all persons interested therein, at all reasonable times during 
the fifteen days next succeeding the depositing of said notice 
in said post office, and that said board will attend at their 
office on a day subsequent to the expiration of said fifteen 
days, and also on one or more evenings, not exceeding 
three evenings in all, if so required by any party or parties 
interested, to hear and weigh all objections thereto; that 
said board shall thereafter reconsider said assessment and 
make any alterations therein they may deem just, and there- 
upon they shall confirm said assessment, and within ten days 
after such confirmation file a map of the said improvement 
as finally determined upon by them with their aforesaid 
written decision, and said assessment so confirmed, and 
award so made, in the office of the clerk of the county of 
Bergen ; that the said board shall give notice of such filing 
by publication in a newspaper printed and published in the 
county of Bergen, once a week, for four weeks, and the 
determination of the said board shall be final and conclusive 
in the premises, unless an appeal is taken to the court of 
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common pleas of the county of Bergen, within the time and 
in the manner provided for in this act.” 

d. Jind be it enacted, That section eleven of said act 
entitled «‘ An act concerning roads in the township of Hack- 
ensack,” be amended by inserting the word “ last” after 
the words “may within forty days from the first publica- 
tion of the” and before the word “notice;” and that this 
act shall take effect immediately.

An Act to incorporate the Franklinite Steel and Zinc Com- 
pany. 


1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
the State of New Jersey, That Fletcher Westray, John Van 
Neste, Robert D. Cullen, Benjamin Williamson, Andrew D. 
Melick, George W. Salvage, Rodman M. Price, Robert M. 
Henning, Silas M. Stillwell, Jabez M. Woodward, George 
C. Seaman, James E. Munson and James Langdon Curtiss, 
and all others who may become associated with them as 
stockholders, as hereinafter provided, their successors and 
assigns forever, be and they hereby are created and made a 
body corporate and politic, in fact and in name, by tae 
name of “ The Franklinite Steel and Zinc Company,” for 
the purpose of mining zinc and other ores, exploring for min- 
erals, cleansing and manufacturing the same, and that the 
said company shall have the power to manufacture Franklin- 
ite zinc, and other ores and minerals they may require, into 
steel, steel rails, or any other mercantile product, to erect 
furnaces, rolling mills, buildings, with the necessary 
machinery and other works; to purchase, acquire, hold, sell, 
lease and convey, in any part of the State of New Jersey, 
all the real estate and personal property which may be 
deemed necessary and advantageous for carrying on the 
business of the corporation, to mortgage their real estate 
and mineral properties, and issue bonds. 

2. And be tt enacted, That the capital stock of said com- 
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pany shall be one million dollars, with power to increase the Capital stock. 


same as the business of the company may require, by a vote 
of the board of directors, the said capital to be divided into 
shares of twenty-five dollars each, and the said shares shall 
be deemed and considered personal estate; and it shall be 
lawful for said company to grant certificates of shares in full 
or part payment for any of the real and personal estate and 
mining rights that may be purchased or leased, and by the 
by-laws to compel payments of instalments not exceeding 
five dollars on each share, at any one time, not deemed or 
declared full stock, and on failuare to pay any instalments, 
to forfeit the stock and all previous payments thereon, giving 
at least sixty days’ previous notice of such call and demand 
in a newspaper published in the cities of Jersey City and 
New York. 

3. And be it enacted, That the persons named in the 
first section of this act, shall be the first directors to organize 
and manage the atfairs of said company, and shall continue 
in office until the second Tuesday in April, eighteen hundred 
and seventy-two, and until others are elected in their stead.

or the tender of the payment, of all damages for the occupa-

two of them, and filed within ten days thereafter, together 
with the aforesaid description of the land, and the appoint- 
ment and oaths or affirmations aforesaid, in the clerk’s office 
of the county in which the land is situate, to remain of 
record therein, which report, or a copy thereof, certified by 
the clerk of said county, shall at all times be considered as 
plenary evidence of the right of said company to have, hold, 
use, occupy, possess and enjoy the said land, or of the said 
owner or owners to recover the amount of said valuation, 
with interest and costs in an action of debt in any court of 
competent jurisdiction, in a suit to be instituted against the 
company, if they shall neglect or refuse to pay the same for 
twenty days after demand made of their treasurer, and shall 
from time to time constitute a lien upon the property of the 
company, in the nature of a mortgage ; and the said justice 
of the supreme court shall, upon application of either party, 
and on reasonable notice to the others, tax and allow such 
costs, fees and expenses to the justice of the supreme court, 
commissioners, clerks and other persons performing any of 
the duties prescribed in this section, as they or he shall 
think equitable and right, which shall be paid by the 
company.

11. And be it enacted, That the said company may pur- 
chase, have and hold real estate at or near the commence- 
ment and termination of the said tubes, or at any other point

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proper to establish a depot, not exceeding six acres at each 
place; and may also erect and build thereon houses, ware- 
houses, workshops, and such other buildings and improve- 
ments as they may deem expedient for the safety of their 
property, and for other necessary uses appertaining to their 
business, and receive the rents and emoluments thereof; 
and may. build and maintain, over such rivers and streams 
as the tubes may cross, such piers as they may deem expe-
